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PART OF SALEM IN 3700.  &

THE frontispiece is a map of that section 
of Salem that is bounded by Washington, 
Essex. and North streets, and the North 
river. It is based on actual surveys and 
title deeds, and is drawn on a scale of two 
hundred feet to an inch. It shows the 
location of allthe houses standing in 1700. 
The braces marked “a’’ show where 
Bridge street now runs,-“-b,’” Federal 
street, “c,” Lynde street, and that marked 
«d’’ where Sewall street begins. Lynde 
street was laid out in 1751, Federal street 
(first called Marlborough street) in 1793, 
and Sewall street in 1801. 

Washington street was first called a 
street in 1656, Street from the meeting- 
house to North river in 1666, Broad street 
in 1687, Town-house street in 1695,* 
Town street in 1698, School-house street 
in 1698, Old Town-house street in 1726, 
Main street in 1731, School-house lane in 
1742, School street in 1762, Court street 
in 1792, and Washington street in 1815. 

Essex street was originally called Bat- 
ter’s lane,t and was first called a street in 
1669, when it was known as Street to the 
meeting-house. It was known as Main 
street as early as 1696, as Paved street § 
in 1787, and as Essex street in 1796. 

North street was called Williams’ lane 
before 1671, Lane by house of Dr. Daniel 


*Washington street was called Town, or Town- 
house street, School, or School-house street, and 
Court, or Court-house street, respectively, because 
the town- school- and court-house stood in the 
middle of the street in early times. 

_tSo called because Edmund Batter owned the 
land on the north side the entire length. 

§So called because the part of Essex street near 
the Mechanic hall was so wet and swampy that it 
was necessary to pave it in early times. 


Weld to ye water side in 1685, Street 
where Dr. Weld liveth in 1687, Weld’s 
lane in 1696, Lane leading to ye North 
river in 1718, Curwen’s lane in 1719, 
Street or Lane leading to ye great bridge 
over the North river in 1749, Lane to the 
great bridge in 1756, Daland’s Lane in 
1756,Street to North river in 1774, Street 
from North bridge to town in 1774, Street 
leading to Northfield bridge in 1783, 
Road to great bridge in 1783, Street or 
Lane leading from the town pump to the 
North bridge in 1788, and North streetin 
1801. 

In the sketches which follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and the land under and immediately 
adjacent thereto and not always to the 
whole lot, the design being, after 1700, to 
show the history of the houses principally. 

Edmund Batter House. Edmund Bat- 
ter owned the strip of land on Essex street 
from Washington to North streets, of the 
width of the corner lots; and he lived in 
the house that stood on this lot, on the 
corner of Essex and Washington streets. 
Mr. Batter was a merchant, and was living 
on this corner as early as 1649. Hedied 
in August, 1685, at the age of eighty- 
seven, leaving widow Mary (who was 
daughter of Daniel Gookin, esq., of Cam- 
bridge) and four children. In his will he 
gave to his wife the western or new end of 
the house and new leanto adjoining the 
old bake-house and the western part of 
the lot, and to ‘his son Edmund the east- 
ern or old end of the house (where Mrs. 
Glover then lived) with the middle kitch- 
en or old hall, the barn and shop, and the 
eastern part of the lot. Mrs. Batter died 
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in 1702, having devised her part of the es- 
tate to her son Edmund. He was a tan- 
ner, and retained the house until his death, 
Nov. 2, 1756, at the age of eighty-four. 
He devised the estate to his daughter 
Martha, who afterward married John Ward 
of Salem, a peruke maker. Mr. and Mrs. 
Ward conveyed the western half of the 
house and the barn and larger part of the 
lot to Nathaniel Gould of Salem, a cabi- 
net-maker, Nov. 26, 1761,* and Mr. 
Gould sold it to Benjamin Coats of Salem, 
a cordwainer, April 19, 1773. Mr. and 
Mrs. Ward conveyed the eastern part of 
the house and lot and shop and coal 
houses to William Northey July 25, 1769.§ 
The estate was owned by Messrs. Coats 
and Northey when the great fire of Oct. 
6, 1774, destroyed all the buildings, to- 
gether with the adjoining Tabernacle meet- 
ing-house, and other houses and buildings. 
At the time of the fire the*house was oc- 
cupied by Nathaniel Dabney, apothecary. 
By additions it had become very large. 

Llizabeth Batter Lot. Edmund Bat- 
ter devised this lot, in 1685, to his daugh- 
ter Elizabeth, who was then a young child. 
She died, under age, in 1701; and her 
mother, who was administrator of her es- 
tate, conveyed the lot to Henry West, sr., 
of Salem, sadler, Jan. 20, 1701-2.|| Five 
days later, Mr. West sold the lot to Eliza- 
beth’s mother.{ Mrs. Batter died in 1702, 
having devised it to her son Daniel, who 
became a merchant in Boston. 

Mary Emerson Lot. Edmund Batter 
devised this lot, in 1685, to his daughter 
Mary, who was then a young girl. She 
subsequently married Rev. John Emerson, 
jr., of Gloucester, and, while living in New 
Castle, N. H., Dec. 22, 1710,9 sold the 
lot to Benjamin Pickman of Boston. 

Rev. John Emerson House. The north 
end of this lot down to the upper dashes 
was originally a part of the lot of Rey.

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Edward Norris, and subsequently of his 
son Edward, who conveyed it to Edmund 
Batter Aug. 20, 1679.* Mr. Batter died 
in 1685, having devised it to his daughter 
Mary, who subsequently married Rey. 
John Emerson. 

The middle portion of the lot (between 
the dashes) was a part of Mr. Batter’s 
original lot, and he devised it to his 
daughter Mary. Both of these sections 
were conveyed by Mr. and Mrs. Emerson 
to Rev. Nicholas Noyes May —, 1697 ;¢ 
and Jan. 1, 1698-9, he conveyed them to 
Mr. Emerson.§ 

The end of the lot next the street was 
also a portion of Mr. Batter’s original lot, 
and was conveyed by him to Daniel An- 
drew of Salem, bricklayer, Dec. 13, 1669. || 
Mr. Andrew erected a house upon it, prob- 
ably the next year; and, Dec. 17, 1677, 
conveyed the house and land to Thomas 
Gardner, jr., of Salem, merchant.{ Lieu- 
tenant Gardner died in 1695 ; and Ju: 29, 
1698, his representatives sold the estate to 
Stephen Sewall.¢ Mr. Sewall conveyed it 
to Mr. Emerson Aug. 16, 1698 ;** and 
thus the whole lot became Mr. Emerson’s. 

In 1703-4, the rear sections of the lot 
were called by Daniel Batter his own pas- 
ture, but just what his interest was, if 
he had any, does not appear. He, how- 
ever, Nov. 25, 1704, conveyed the entire 
lot to Joseph Orne, jr., of Salem, cord- 
wainer ;ff and, Jan. 8, 1712, Mr. Orne 
conveyed it to his brother Timothy Orne 
of Salem, cordwainer.§§ Sept. 11, 1734, 
Mr. Emerson having died, and leaving his 
widow Mary living at Portsmouth, N. H., 
she with her brother Edmund Batter, the 
surviving heirs of the original owner 
(Edmund Batter) released their interest in 
the house and land to Timothy Orne.|| ||

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Captain Orne added to the house, bring- 
ing the front to the sidewalk, and making 
a gable in the street side at the western end, 
by raising the roof in front. The leanto 
must have been added very much later, 
as the framework is of sawn soft lumber. He 
died in 1753, aged seventy-one, having 
devised the house and lot to his sons 
Samuel and John. Nov. 11, 1760, these 
brothers conveyed the premises to their 
brother Timothy Orne.* In 1761, Mr. 
Orne built the house now standing next 
easterly of this house and removed thither, 
his son Samuel occupying the old house 
thereafter. Timothy Orne died in 1767, 
having devised the old house and lot to his 
son Timothy, who lived in Danvers. The 
son Timothy died in the winter of 1789- 
go, having devised the estate to his wife 
Elizabeth, who owned it until July 29, 
1824, when she (beings.then of Boston) 
conveyed it to Robert Brookhouse of 
Salem, merchant.t Mr. Brookhouse con- 
veyed it to Abel Hersey of Salem, uphol- 
sterer, Nov. 26, 1825.§ Mr. Hersey failed, 
and his assignees sold the estate to Larkin 
Thorndike and Betsey Varney April 14, 
1829.|| Betsey Varney died, and her ex- 
ecutor conveyed her interest in the prop- 
erty to Dr. John G. Treadwell of Salem 
July 1, 1836. On the same day Dr. 
Treadwell conveyed it to Dr. George Os- 
borne of Danvers.§ Mr. Thorndike con- 
veyed his interest to John Jewett Oct. 13, 
1845 ;** and Mr. Jewett conveyed the 
same to Dr. Osborne Jan. 1,1856.¢¢ Dr. 
Osborne lived in Peabody, and died, intes- 
tate, in 1882. In the division of his estate 
this was assigned to his daughter Eliza D., 
who married Michael W. Shepard, and 
died in 1893, and the old house and land 
remain in herestate. This is one of the 
very old houses in Salem. Even the up-

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per plates and beams are of oak, hewn 
about a foot square, and in the attic may 
still be seen thick planks hewn from the 
primitive logs. The picture shows the old 
house as it is now (see opposite page 171). 

Daniel Batter Lot. This lot was a part 
of the original lot of Edmund Batter, who 
devised it to his son Daniel; and Daniel 
sold it to Stephen Sewall Feb. 3, 1703-4.* 

Stephen Sewall House, The northern 
portion of this lot, down to the lot of Dr. 
Weld, was the western portion of Elder 
Samuel Sharp’s field. Elder Sharp died 
in or before 1662, and his wife Alice sur- 
vived him three years. Upon her de- 
cease this section of the field was divided 
among four of his children, the division 
lines running from east to west where the 
dashes are placed at either end. 

To whom the northern strip was as- 
signed the writer does not know, but it 
was “ye widow Eleanor Robinson’s”’ in 
1671. She probably had only a dower in- 
terest in it, and at her decease in 1674 it 
came into the possession of Edmund Bat- 
ter, who died in 1685, having devised it to 
his son Edmund. The latter conveyed it 
to Stephen Sewall Oct. 9, 1696.f 

The next strip was assigned to Elizabeth, 
first wife of Christopher Phelps. Mr. 
Phelps conveyed it to Mr. Sewall May 18, 
1685.§ 

The third strip was assigned to Nathan- 
iel Sharp, who conveyed it to John Turner 
June 5, 1671.|| Mr. Turner died pos- 
sessed of it in 1680; and his widow Eliza- 
beth subsequently married Maj. Charles 
Redford and possessed it. Upon her de- 
cease, Mr. Turner’s only son and heir, 
Capt. John Turner, conveyed it to Mr. 
Sewall Jan. 10, 1697. 

The next strip was assigned to Hannah 
Sharp, who afterwards married Peter Od- 
lin.§ They conveyed it to Mr. Sewall

Peter Odlin’s name is also spelled in the 
record of deeds, Adley, Ardlee, and Odly. 
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May 2, 1685.* Upon this part of Sharp’s 
field (at the cross* ) was erected about 1630 
the block house or fort for the defence of 
the town, Mr. Sharp being the gunner. 

The remainder of the lot came into the 
possession of Mr. Sewall as follows: The 
northern part down to the dashes was orig- 
inally owned by Henry Cook, who died in 
1661. Judith Cook, his widow, conveyed 
it to Joshua Rea, husbandman, May 21, 
1662., The next space (down to the next 
dashes) Mr. Cook’s son John conveyed 
to Thomas Maule March 7, 1671.§ June 
10, 1672, Mr. Maule sold the northern 
half of the strip to Mr. Rea;|| and also 
about that time Mr. Rea became possessed 
of the other half. He died owning the lot, 
and his son Joshua conveyed both this and 
the section above to Mr. Sewall April 6, 
1685.{ The next section (down to the 
next dashes) was a portion of the.estate of 
Edward Norris, who conveyed it to George 
Booth, as a part of the consideration for 
the instruction of his son Edward inthe 
trade of a carpenter, Jan. 9, 1677-8.4 Mr. 
Booth conveyed it to Dr. Daniel Weld, 
who sold it to Mr. Sewall April 7, 1685.{ 
The remainder of the lot was a part of the 
original lot of Edmund Batter, who con- 
veyed it to Mr. Sewall Oct. —, 1681.** 
Upon this portion of his homestead, which 
was the first part he bought, Mr. Sewall 
erected his residence. 

Mr. Sewall died possessed of this house 
and lot in 1725. Feb. 25, 1725-6, his 
children released their interest in the es- 
tate to their eldest brother Samuel Sewall 
of Boston,tt and he conveyed it to his 
brother Mitchell Sewall, esq., of Salem 
Dec. 2,1735.§§ Mitchell Sewall died pos- 
sessed of it in 1748 ; and April 16, 1751, 
his representative conveyed it to William 
Lynde of Salem, with the house, barn,

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coach house, etc., thereon.* Mr. Lynde 
lived in this house, and died in 1753, be- 
queathing to his cousin William Lynde of 
Saybrook, Conn., a legacy, which was paid 
by an assignment to him of this and other 
real estate Oct. 3,:1753.] Oct. 21,1774, 
Mr. Lynde conveyed the premises to Hon. 
Benj. Lynde of Salem,§ the grantor prob- 
ably never having lived here. Judge Lynde 
died in 1792, having devised the house and 
lot to his daughter Mary, wife of “Andrew 
Oliver. She died in 1807, leaving this and 
certain other real estate to the children of 
her deceased son Rev. Thomas Fitch Oli- 
ver. A partition was made among these 
children in 1810, the house and lot being 
assigned to the daughters, Sarah Pynchon 
Oliver and Elizabeth Digby Belcher Oliver, 
both of Salem, spinsters ; and they Jet the 
house to William Hook, a cabinet maker. 
He hired it until Aug. 17, 1816, when he 


bought the estate of the Oliver sisters. | 


The ancient house was taken down by 
Mr. Hook on election day, 1830. The 
accompanying picture of the old house 
was made from a description of the same 
given by an aged person who was familiar 
with it (see opposite page 171). 

John Mascoll Lot. This was a part of 
the original lot of Edmund Batter, who 
conveyed it to John Mascoll, jr., of Salem, 
gunsmith, Nov. 16, 1676.{ The writer has 
not discovered evidence to show that a 
house stood upon this lot in 1700 ; though 
it is thought that John Mascoll built a 
house upon it immediately after his pur- 
chase, which was at about the time of his 
marriage. The title descended through 
his daughter Sarah, wife of Isaac Williams. 

Henry West Lot. This was a part of 
the original lot of Edmund Batter, who 
conveyed it, extept an eleven-foot strip on 
the east side, to Henry West of Salem, sad- 
ler, June 17, 1670.4 Mr. Batter conveyed

the eleven-foot strip to Mr. West Oct. 10, 
1682." Though the evidence is insufficient 
to prove that Mr. West lived on this lot in 
1700, the writer believes that he did. Mr. 
West died in 1703, and, the estate being 
entailed, it passed to his son Henry, and 
then to Azs children, who conveyed it to 
John Norris March 28, 1782.¢. The heirs 
of Edward Norris, who was brother and 
heir of John Norris, conveyed the estate to 
widow Elizabeth Williams of Salem Aug. 
27 LS1LIs$ 

Dehverance Parkman House. This lot 
was a part of the original lot of Edmund 
Batter, who gave it to his brother-in-law 
Hilliard Veren, sr., of Salem, and the lat- 
ter’s daughters Dorcas and Sarah, “‘ my two 
cousins,” Jan. 18, 1669.|| Sarah married 
Deliverance Parkman 9: 10 mo: 1673, 
and this lot came into the possession of 
Mr. Parkman... He built his house upon it 
at about that time. Sarah died 14: 11: 
1681-2, and he died in 1715. Their heirs 
conveyed the estate to John Clarke of 
Salem, merchant, March 17, 1730, Mr. 
Clarke then occupying the premises.{ Mr. 
Clarke died in 1764, and his widow con- 
tinued to occupy the house with her 
daughter Deborah Fairfax Clarke, who 
married, Dec. 16,1780, John Hartley An- 
derson, an English physician. Dr. Ander- 
son died Nov. 16, 1781; and his widow, 
with her only child, Mary Clarke Anderson, 
continued to occupy the house with the 
widow Clarke. The latter died in 1784; 
and Mrs. Anderson and her daughter con- 
tinued to live here until Mrs. Anderson’s 
decease in 1841. The daughter, who nev- 
er married, remained in the old house un- 
til it was taken down in 1835. The 
picture herewith given was sketched early 
in this century (see opposite page 178). 

Dr. Daniel Weld House. The northern 
half of this lot (down to the dashes) was 
the western portion of the original lot of

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Henry Cook in 1649. He died in 1661, 
and his widow, Judith Cook, conveyed the 
northern half of this part to Joshua Rea of 
Salem May 21, 1662.* The southern half 
of the northern half Mr. Cook’s son John, 
of Salem, blacksmith, conveyed to Thomas 
Maule of Salem, tailor, March 7, 1671 ;+ 
and Mr. Maule conveyed to Joshua Rea the 
northern side of his part (probably as se- 
curity) Juneyzo, 1672.§ Mr. Maule built 
a house thereon, which was at first occu- 
pied by Richard Maybee, and subsequent- 
ly by Dr. Daniel Weld. Mr. Maule con- 
veyed this part of the lot, with the house, 
to Dr. Weld, who was then living here, 
May 12, 1674.|| Mr. Rea died possessed 
of his portion, and his son Joshua con- 
veyed the whole of the northern half of the 
whole lot to Stephen Sewall, with the house 
and barn, April 6, 1685.{ Mr. Sewall 
conveyed the same to Dr. Weld the next 
day. March 30, 1688, Henry Cook’s 
eldest son, Isaac, released to Messrs. Rea, 
Weld and Sewall the same portion that his 
mother had conveyed to Joshua Rea.** 
The whole of the southern half of the lot 
was the western end of the original lot of 
Rey. Edward Norris, who died possessed 
of it in 1659. He devised it to his son 
Edward, who conveyed the northern part 
of it (a strip twenty-five feet wide, and of 
the whole length of this lot). to Dr. Weld 
Nov. 3,1677.f Mr. Norris conveyed the 
remainder of his part to George Booth 
Jan. 9, 1677-8. Mr. Booth conveyed it 
to Stephen Sewall, who sold it to Dr. Weld 
in 1685.9 

Dr. Weld died before March 6, 1713, 
when two of his daughters, widow Barbary 
Hide and Elizabeth, wife of Capt. John 
Gardner, both of Salem, conveyed to 
Thomas Purchase of Salem, blacksmith, 
a lot from the northwest corner of the 
premises about forty-eight feet square,

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with the house thereon, then occupied by 
Roger Pealand Joseph Browne, mariners.* 
Mr. Purchase conveyed the house and lot 
to Isaac Williams, jr., of Salem, cordwainer, 
May 18, 1716. Mr. Williams sold the 
house and lot to Thomas Bray of Salem, 
mariner, Nov. 22, 1728.§ Mr. Bray died 
soon after, and, Dec. 29, 1733, his admin- 
istratrix conveyed it to Joseph Henderson 


of Salem, fisherman.|| Mr. Henderson died. 


in 1767; and, under his will, his widow 
conveyed the estate to the proprietors of 
the North church June 15, 1772.{ The 
house was immediately taken down, and 
the land added to the church lot. 

The remainder of the lot, with a house 
thereon (probably a new one which Dr. 
Weld had built, about 1700, for his home), 
was conveyed by his said daughters 
(widow Hide having married Edmund 
Batter) to George Deland of Salem, cord- 
wainer, Noy. 12, 1718.4 

Edward Norris House and Elizabeth 
Glover Lot. These lots comprised the 
eastern end of the original lot of Wil- 
liam Gerrish, which ran through to Wil- 
liams’ lane. When of Newbury, gentle- 
man, Mr. Gerrish conveyed the lot and 
house thereon to Rev. Edward Norris 7: 
6mo: 1649.** Mr. Norris lived here un- 
til his decease, in 1659. He devised “ my 
dwelling house I now live in” and the land 
to his son Edward, who was a schoolmaster 
here from 1640 to 1671. Edward lived 
here until his death, in 1684. In his will 
he devised the premises to his two children, 
Edward and Elizabeth, equally. Sept. 4, 
1695, the children made a division, Ed- 
ward taking the northern half and the 
house and Elizabeth the southern half. 

Elizabeth had married Joseph Glover, 
and was his widow at the time of her 
father’s death, living in 1685 in the house 
of Edmund Batter on the corner. She

married, secondly, Samuel Moulton of 
Rehoboth; and they conveyed the lot to 
her only son Edward Glover of Rehoboth, 
cordwainer, March 4, 1706-7.* Three 
days later, Edward conveyed it to Capt. 
Habbackuk Gardner of Salem, mariner.t 

Mr. Norris lived in his father’s house un- 
til his disease, in 1700. He was succeeded 
by his son Edward, who lived here until 
1769,-when*he died, having devised the 
estate to his four children, Edward, John, 
Elizabeth and Judith. Edward lived in the 
house when, in 1774, it was destroyed in 
the great fire. 

Rev. Nicholas Noyes House. The north- 
ern part of this lot (down to the dashes) 
was the southeastern corner of Sharp’s field, 
of which Elder Samuel Sharp died pos- 
sessed, in or before 1662. In the division 
of his estate in 1667, this portion was as- 
signed to his daughter, wife of Thomas 
Jeggles,§ with the exception of a small 
piece in the northeastern corner measuring 
fifteen feet on the street and twenty-five 
feet on the rear end, running back ten 
rods. This little strip had belonged to 
Nathaniel Sharp, who had the adjoining lot 
on that side, and he conveyed it, with the 
remainder of his lot to Capt. John Price 
Dec. 18, 1684.|| Capt. Price died pos- 
sessed of it in 169-, and his only son and 
heir Walter Price conveyed it to Rev. 
Nicholas Noyes Sept. 14, 1698.{ The re- 
maining portion of the northern pit of 
this lot, which had been assigned to 
Abigail Jeggles, was conveyed by her hus- 
band to William Brown of Salem Dec. 21, 
1682.4 April 15, 1634, Mr. Brown con- 
veyed it to Rev. Mr. Noyes ;§ and, May 
22, 1684, as administrator of his father and 
mother, Samuel and Alice Sharp, Nathan- 
iel Sharp released the lot to Mr. Noyes. 

The southern part of this lot was the 
eastern end of the original lot of Henry 
Cook of Salem, butcher, on which stood

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his house in 1649, the original lot running 
through to Williams’ lane. Mr. Cook died 
Dec. 25,1661. The estate thencame into 
the hands of Theodore Price, who died 
possessed of it in 1672. His administra- 
tor conveyed it, with the barn and house 
in which the deceased had dwelt, to Hil- 
liard Veren jr., of Salem July 9, 1672.* 
March 4, 1677-8, Mr. Veren conveyed the 
premises to Ezekiel Cheever of Salem,f 
Mr. Veren then living in the house. Peter 
Cheever was called the owner in 1682; 
and, April 14, 1684, Rev. Thomas Cheever 
of Malden (Ezekiel’s brother) conveyed the 
lot, with the house, bake house and stable, 
to Mr. Noyes.§ Jan. 31, 1687, Isaac Cook, 
eldest son and heir of Henry Cook, the 
original owner, released the lot to Mr. 
Noyes. || 

Rev. Mr. Noyes died Dec. 13, 1717; 
and his administrators conveyed the-estate 
to Rev. Samuel Fisk, his successor in the 
ministry, July 18, 1718.t Mr. Fisk con- 
veyed the house and lot to Benjamin Pick- 
man Dec. 15, 1762.9 In 1764, Mr. Pick- 
man built the large brick house on the 
northeast corner of the lot, and the old 
house was taken down. 

Lewis Hunt House. This lot was a part 
of Sharp’s field, being the northern por- 
tion of the lot assigned to Nathaniel 
Sharp in the division of his father’s estate 
in 1667. In the house standing upon the 
lot in 1684 Nathaniel lived, and it was 
probably the home of Elder Sharp, the 
father. Nathaniel was a mariner, and he 
conveyed the house and lot, for sixty-six 
pounds, to Capt. John Price of Salem, 
merchant, Dec. 18, 1684.** Capt. Price 
died possessed of the land in 1691, but the 
old house was gone. Hisonly son and ad- 
ministrator, Walter Price, conveyed the lot, 
for forty-three pounds, to Lewis Hunt of 
Salem, mariner, Sept. 15, 1698.tf Mr.

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Hunt immediately erected a new house 
thereon, and lived init. Hedied possessed 
of the estate in 1717; and his daughter 
Hannah Hunt released the house and lot 
to her brother William Hunt Dec. 21, 
1731.* William Hunt died in 1780 pos- 
sessed of the “mansion house,’ bake 
house, barn and lot; and in the division of 
his real estate in 1782, the buildings and 
eastern partion of the lot were assigned to 
his son Lewis Hunt.t Deacon Lewis 
Hunt wasa baker, and had his shop in the 
front end of the house. Hedied in 1797; 
and the children sold the estate to John 
Russell of Salem in 1829 and 1831. 
Mr. Russell died April 12, 1853, having 
devised the estate to his children, Rev. 
John Lewis Russell and Sarah Orne Russell. 
In August, 1863, while they owned the 
estate, the old house was taken down. 
The picture of it herewith given was taken 
about 1857 (see opposite page 178). 
John Pomeroy House. ‘This lot was as- 
signed, in 1667, to John Norton of Salem, 
house carpenter, who married a daughter 
of Elder Samuel Sharp, this being a por- 
tion of the Sharp field. Mr. Norton sold 
it, with the house, to John Pomeroy of 
Salem, mariner, Oct. 4, 1674.§ The 
house was gone Dec. 16, 1709, when 
Mr. Pomeroy’s widow Mary, then wife of 
John Foster, and her only son, John Pom- 
eroy, conveyed the lot to Lewis Hunt.|| 
James Gillingham House and Edmund 
Batter Lot. These lots belonged to the 
widow Eleanor Robinson in 1656 and 
1666. She lived in the house, and died in 
1674,probably having a life estate only, Ed- 
mund Batter being the owner in fee. Mr. 
Batter died in 1685; having devised the 
house and land to his son Edmund, of Sa- 
lem, tanner, Oct. 18, 1695. Edmund con- 
veyed the small lot and the house to James 
Gillingham,t the house then being occu- 
pied by John Bligh. Mr. Gillingham took 
down the old house, probably in 1719.

Batter to William Hunt of Salem, mer- 
chant, Oct. 2, 1734.* 

John Milk House and Estate of William 
Lake House. Thomas Wilkes of Salem, 
shipwright, and his wife Mary, for twenty- 
seven pounds, conveyed to Thomas Hale 
of Newbury these two lots, the eastern end 
of the Benjamin Orne lot and the house on 
the Lake lot Oct. 1, 1656. Mr. Hale 
evidently sold, prior to 1661, the eastern 
portion of the Orne lot to Ralph Fogg. 

Mr. Hale conveyed the John Milk lot to 
John Milk of Salem Oct. 6, 1666.§ It is 
now nearly all included in Federal street. 
Mr. Milk built a house upon the lot, lived 
in it, and died possessed of the same in 
1689. By his will he devised the northern 
half of the lot and house to his son John, 
and the southern half of the lot and barn 
to his daughter Mary Milk, to be equally 
divided lengthwise... His widow Sarah lived 
in the house. Joseph Wesson of Reading 
and wife Sarah, granddaughter of John 
Milk, sr., deceased, and probably daugh- 
ter and heir of Mr. Milk’s daughter Mary, 
conveyed the southern half to Joshua 
Hicks of Salem, shopkeeper, April 11, 
1726.|| The northern half of the lot was 
conveyed by John Milk of Boston and 
James Milk of Falmouth, Me., shipwrights, 
sons and heirs of John Milk, jr., to Joshua 
Hicks May 13, 1734. The old house 
apparently was then gone. 

Mr. Hale, then of Salem, glover, con- 
veyed the Lake lot and the house to John 
Knights of Salem, mason, Nov. 6, 1661.4] 
The house was small, and had a leanto in 
1666. For thirty-five pounds, Mr. Knights 
sold the lot, with the house and barn, to 
William Lake of Salem, set-work cooper, 
Jan. 18,1665-6.** Mr. Lakedied in 1680, 
leaving widow Ann and two young daugh- 
ters, Abigail and Mary.t¢ The place was

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released by William Allen and Abigail 
Allen, both of Salem, children of Abi- 
gail Lake, May 21, 1731, to Paul Lang- 
don of Hopkinton, joiner,* whose wife 
Mary was daughter of Mary Lake. Mr. 
Langdon and his wife Mary conveyed 
one-half of the house and lot to Samuel 
Epes of Salem, mariner, May 24, 1732.t 
The house was gone in 1741. 

Benjamin Orne House. The eastern 
end of this lot early belonged to Thomas 
Wilkes of Salem, shipwright, and his wife 
Mary. ‘They conveyed it, with other real 
estate, to Thomas Hale of Newbury Oct. 
1, 1656.§ Mr. Hale evidently sold it to 
Ralph Fogg prior to 1661. 

This lot belonged to Ralph Fogg in 1656, 
the southern boundary line being upon a 
ridge made by Mr. Fogg by the digging ofa 
ditch. He went to London, where he died, 
and his son and heir John Fogg of Bam- 
stable, Devonshire, Eng., gentleman, con- 
veyed the land to his (John’s) brother 
Ezekiel Fogg of London, merchant, Jan. 
2, 1674-5.|| The latter conveyed it to 
William Longstaff of Salem, cordwainer, 
May 25, 1676.{ Immediately upon his 
purchase of the lot Mr. Longstaff built a 
house thereon, in which he lived. Jan. 9, 
1677, he conveyed one-half of the lot and 
house to Benjamin Horne of Salem, 
tailor.** Mr. Horne evidently bought the 
other half, as his children sold the whole of 
the estate in 1734, by their several deeds, 
one of which refers to the house, in expla- 
nation why it was not conveyed, as fol- 
lows: ‘Ye house being down.’ fT 

Estate of John Turner Lot, his be- 
longed to William Brown, jr., merchant, in 
1666, and April 18, 1671, to William 
Lake, who then sold it to John Turner. 
Mr. Turner died possessed of it in 1680. 
“Ye Turners” had it in 1696, and it was 
owned by Stephen Sewall in 1726.

THE frontispiece is a map of that section 
of Salem which is bounded by Washington, 
Essex, Summer and Normanstreets. It is 
based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of two hundred 
feet to an inch. It shows the location of 
all the ‘houses that were standing in 1700. 
The braces marked “a” show where 
Barton square now runs, and those.marked 
““b” where Crombie street runs. Barton 
square was laid out by Samuel Barton in 
1797, and Crombie street, as a court from 
Essex street about three-fourths of its 
present length, by Benjamin Crombie in 
1805, being cut through to Norman street 
a score of years later. 

Washington street in 1659 ran down to 
the Corwin land, about where the post-of- 
fice stands, the Corwin land then being 
bounded easterly on the river. It was 
called a street in 1659, 1691 and 1714, 
and a country road in 1681. It was first 
called Street.from town house to south- 
fields in 1759; Street from court house to 
southfields in 1762; Street leading: from 
town house to Marblehead in 1768 ; High- 
way from court house to Marblehead in 
1773; Street leading to Marblehead in 
1782; and Washington street in 1792. 


Essex street was called a lane in 1659, 


and a country road in 1681. It was first 
called Main, or the main street in 1699; 
Queen’s highway in 1711 ; Paved street in 
1790; and Essex street in 1802. In 1711 
the western end was widened twelve feet 
on the southern side.* . ) 

Summer street was called a highway in 
1659, and Street to southfields in 1699. It

was first called Street, highway or road 
leading to Marblehead in 1711 ; Street to 
ye almshouse in 1746; Highway to the 
mills in 1755 ; Street from Main street to 
workhouse in 1762; Street from town 
pump to Marblehead in 1791; and Sum- 
mer street in 1800. 

Norman street was opened in 165- as a 
lane obstructed by bars. It was known in 
1711 as the Highway that goes by John 
Norman’s, and was first called Norman’s 
lane that year. In 1768 it was called 
Street leading from town house to Marble- 
head; and Road from court house to 
Marblehead in 1792. It was first called 
Norman street in 1792. 

In the sketches which follow, after 
1700, titles and deeds referred to pertain 
to the houses and the land under and im- 
mediately adjacent thereto, and not always 
to the whole lot, the design being, after 
1700, to give the history of the houses 
principally. 

Elizabeth Tawley House. The house 
and lot of Mrs. Elizabeth Tawley was orig- 
inally the estate of Dr. George Emery, an 
early chirurgeon of Salem. He was living 
in Salem in 1637, owned this land in 1652, 
and lived in this house as early as 1657. 

May 1, 1677, in consideration of good 
will, he conveyed the house and lot to his 
kinswoman Elizabeth Tawley and her hus- 
band John Tawley,a mariner, the convey- 
ance being made upon the condition that 
they maintain him during the remainder 
of his life.* 

John Tawley died in 1690, and his 
widow Elizabeth and only child Elizabeth

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continued to live there. The daughter 
married Samuel Ruck before 1700, and 
they lived in this house, the widow Taw- 
ley boarding with them after1703. A bed- 
room and pantry were added in the rearof 
the house when this change in the family 
occurred. 

April 21, 1708, Samuel Ruck conveyed 
his wife’s half interest in the premises to 
Mrs. Tawley*; and, Oct. 31, 1709, Mrs. 
Tawley conveyed the same interest to 
James Ruck, for £200.} This interest of 
James Ruck probably ultimately came into 
the ownership of Samuel Ruck, Mrs. Taw- 
ley’s son-in-law, who, June 6, 1728, con- 
veyed it to his children,Samuel Ruck, jr., of 
Salem, shipwright, John Daniels of Boston, 
ropemaker, and his wife Elizabeth, and 
Abigail Ruck of Salem, spinster, the mother 
of the children being dead, and, also, 
probably, the daughter Ruth, who is not 
mentioned in this deed.§ 

Jan. 26,1711, Mrs. Tawley conveyed her 
other half interest in the land and build- 
ings to her daughter’s four children, 
Elizabeth, Ruth, Samuel, and Abigail 
Ruck.|| Mrs. Tawley died in the winter 
of 1713-4, having, in her will, confirmed 
the conveyance to her grandchildren. 

The granddaughters, Elizabeth Daniels 
and Abigail Ruck, released the house and 
land under and adjoining the same to their 
brother Samuel, who was a carpenter, 
March 30, 1730. On the same day 
Samuel and Elizabeth released to Abigail 
the barn and land under and adjoining it. 

Thus the whole title to the house and 
eastern end of the lot came into the own- 
ership of Samuel Ruck. 

On Christmas day, 1760, Mr. Ruck 
conveyed the southern half of the house 
and that portion of the lot to Jonathan 
Mansfield of Salem, blacksmith, the divis- 
ion line running through the front door 
and chimney, and the front door to be

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used in common, etc., “as long as said 
house shall be habitable.”’* This expres- 
sion indicates that the house was then old. 
In this deed, the leanto on the back side 
of the house was reserved, with liberty to 
remove it within six months. Mr. Ruck 
called it “my mansion house.” The 
part of the house conveyed was the origi- 
nal house of Dr. Emery. 

The northern part of this “double house’’ 
remained the property of Mr. Ruck until 
his death, in the spring of 1769. His 
administrator conveyed it to Henry Rust, 
cabinet-maker, Jan. 22, 1771; and the 
next day he conveyed it to Joseph Blaney, 
esq., of Salem, who, in turn, sold it to 
widow Sarah Collins of Salem April 22, 
1777. ‘Toward the end of the century it 
belonged to the estate of Hannah Taylor, 
deceased. Polly Collins, probably an heir 
of Sarah Collins, or Hannah Taylor, or 
both, married Nathaniel Cummings of 
Salem, blacksmith, Oct. 18, 1792. She 
and her husband conveyed their one- 
fourth interest in this part of the house and 
land to Joel Bowker of Salem, blacksmith, 
Sept. 12, 1797, the tenement being then 
occupied by the widow Williamson. Mr. 
Bowker sold this interest to George Smith 
of Salem, trader, Feb. 14, 1816; and Mr. 
Smith conveyed it to his son-in-law 
Thomas Frye Nov. 1, 1826. Mr. Frye 
sold it to Daniel B. Gardner, trader, and 
Joseph Gardner, 3d, innholder, both of 
Salem, Oct. 2, 1847. 

After his purchase of the ancient house, 
as already mentioned, to the westward of 
this house, and upon the higher ground, 
Mr. Mansfield erected a residence for 
himself. This is the house in the old 
colonial style, that is now standing. It 
was built between 1760 and 1768. 

To the west side of the original house, Mr. 
Mansfield erected a building in which were 
constructed two tenements ; and after that 
time this end of the old house, with the 
addition, was called “ the long house.” 

Mr. Mansfield died in the spring of 
1791, having devised the long house to his

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four sons; Benjamin Bream, Ellis, Henry 
and Benjamin Mansfield. 

Benjamin Bream Mansfield, cabinet- 
maker, conveyed his interest in the premis- 
es to his brother Ellis Mansfield Dec. 18, 
1792 ;* and, on the next day, Ellis con- 
veyed the interest he had bought and also 
his own to Samuel Putnam,t who was 
administrator of their father’s estate. 

The western end, or tenement, of the 
long house was conveyed by Ellis and 
Benjamin Mansfield to Henry Mansfield 
April 13, 1793; and Henry Mansfield 
conveyed it to George Smith Feb. 3, 1800. 
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his daughter Mary, wife of Thomas Frye 
Dec. 13, 1830, and they sold it to the 
Gardners, already mentioned, Oct. 2,1847. 

In 1769, Mr. Mansfield’s end of the 
original house was occupied by his sons 
Jonathan and Amos Mansfield and Josiah 
Howard; in 1793 and 1796 by Joseph 
Ayers and Ezekiel Goldthwait; and in 
1797 by the widow, Ayers and Ezekiel 
Goldthwait. * 

Aug. 8, 1793, the administrator of the 
estate of Mr. Mansfield conveyed this part 
of the house to John Norris.* Mr. Norris, 
who was a merchant of Salem, conveyed

Mr.'Smith died in 184-, having devised the 
tenement to his wife Dorcas, who survived 
him and conveyed it to the Gardners, 
already mentioned, Oct. 11, 1847. 

The middle tenement of the long house 
was occupied in 1793 and 1796 by Joseph 
Mansfield, and conveyed by the adminis- 
trator of the estate of Jonathan Mansfield 
to Thomas Bancroft, esq., of Salem, Aug. 
25, 1796. On the same day Mr. Ban- 
croft conveyed the tenement to Samuel 
Putnam, who sold it to George Smith 
Jan. 12, 1801. Mr. Smith conveyed it to

it to James Fuller and Joel Bowker, both 
of Salem, blacksmiths, Dec. 22, 1796.f 
Oct. 12, 1797, Mr. Fuller released his in- 
terest in the premises to Mr. Bowker.§ 
For five hundred dollars the latter sold the 
tenement to George Smith Feb. 14, 1816.|| 
Noy. 1, 1826, Mr. Smith conveyed it to 
his son-in-law Thomas Frye,{ who sold it

William Lawrence Sluman, a minor, had a one- 
half interest in the double house, which was con- 
veyed to Thomas Frye Oct. 15, 1830.—LZssex 
Registry of Deeds, book 258, leaf 246. 
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to the Gardners, already mentioned, Oct. 
2, 1847.* 

When the railroad was extended in 
1847, it was found necessary to cut off a 


part of the ancient house; and at that 


time the Gardners purchased the entire 
estate, raising the corner portion of the 
building, probably at that time, and con- 
structing the first story of brick 

In the accompanying engraving the 
ancient house is that part of the structure 
which is on the corner, comprising the 
present second and third stories, and ex-, 
tending on either street as far as the pro- 
jections in the building. The upper part 
has been burned away, and is now differ- 
ent from what it was years ago. 

Upon the purchase of the premises, 
which was then known as “The Frye 
estate,” the Gardners immediately trans- 
formed it into a hotel, which the proprie- 
tors called the “‘ Railroad House,’’ and put 
it in charge of Edward Stearns, who had 
come from Lowell. It was opened to the 
public on Monday, Jan. 31, 1848. It 
contained a considerable number of rooms 
for guests ; though the principal object of 
the proprietors was to accommodate rail- 
road travellers with meals. In speaking 
of the new place the week before it was 
opened, a local paper said, ‘“‘ Their saloon 
and sitting room, on the lower floor, are 
very spacious and elegant, with marble- 
topped tables and counters, French land- 
scape paper hangings, splendid mirrors, 
&c.’’? Liquors were dispensed freely, and 
the room devoted to gambling, being the 
corner room in the third story, was in 
constant use. The place became notori- 
ous throughout the region. The estate is 
still owned by the heirs of the Gardners, 
few of the rooms being occupied. Here 
P. S. Gilmore, as the leader of the Salem 
brass band, began his famous career, 
the band room remaining as it was when 
he occupied it some thirty years ago. 

Estate of George Corwin House, and 
Estate of George Corwin and Jonathan 
Corwin Lots. These three lots contained

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four acres, and were a pasture belonging 
to Rev. Hugh Peter, the pastor of the 
First church in Salem, and subsequently a 
regicide, early in the settlement, probably | 
having been granted to him by the town. 
After his return to England, he conveyed 
this pasture, by his attorney, Charles Gott 
of Wenham, to Capt. George Corwin of 
Salem, merchant, July 1, 1659.* 

Captain Corwin ‘died Jan. 3, 1684-5, 
aged seventy-four. This pasture was 
divided between his son Jonathan and the 
heirs of his son John, who had died July 
25, 1683, the former taking the western 
end of the pasture to the division line 
shown on the map, which he owned until 
his decease June 9, 1718. Jonathan was 
the judge who lived in the “ witch house,” 
having succeeded his father there, and 
who sat upon the bench during the witch- 
craft trials. The heirs of John had the 
portion east of the division line. He was 
the older son, and probably at the time of 
his marriage, about 1660, his father erect- 
ed for him the ancient house that stood 
where the Washington House is now locat- 
ed on Washington street. Apparently the 
title to the house and land remained in 
the father until his decease. 

By agreement of the heirs of George 
Corwin, March 31, 1685, the northern 
portion of the premises was assigned to 
John’s widow Margaret, and the southern 
half with the house to her elder son 
George, who spent the remainder of his 
life in itt Margaret probably died in 
1691-2, and the northern part was in the 
possession of her son Samuel Corwin for 
several years, and in the occupation of 
Capt. Walter Price Sept. 13, 1709, when 
it was conveyed by Elizabeth Corwin, gen- 
tlewoman, Lucy Elliston, widow, both of 
Boston, Peter Thacher of Weymouth, 
clerk, and wife Hannah, Thomas Smith of 
Boston, brazier, and his wife Mary, and 
Margaret Corwin of Boston, gentlewoman, 
to Joseph Flint of Salem.§

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Captain George Corwin was the sheriff 
of the county, and but twenty-six years 
old when he hung the witches, being but 
thirty when he died in 1696. Even then 
the feeling against him was so strong that 
his friends were for a long time afraid to 
deposit his remains in the family tomb, a 
few rods in the rear of the house, and 
they were buried in the house cellar until 
the excitement had subsided. 

Capt. Corwin married two daughters of 
Hon. Bartholomew Gedney, and by a 
declaration made March 17, 1691-2, a few 
months after he had acquired the title to 
the premises he conveyed the house and 
lot, after his decease, to his children.* 
His widow died Dec. 23, 1700; and the 
estate came into the hands of his son 
Bartholomew Corwin. 

Bartholomew removed to Westerly, R. 
I., and, as soon as he*beCame of age, con- 
veyed the estate, for one hundred and 
sixty pounds, to Col. Samuel Browne of 
Salem July 5, 1714.7 , 

Colonel Browne was wealthy, and resid- 
ed in what is now Derby square, dying 
possessed of this house and lot June 21, 
1731, and having devised the same to his 
son Benjamin, a boy of sixteen. Benjamin 
died, unmarried, Aug. 12, 1737, at theage 
of twenty-two. His heirs were his broth- 
ers, Cols. Samuel and William Browne. 
Samuel died Noy. 26, 1742, leaving two 
children, Hon. William Browne, a judge, 
and subsequently governor of Bermuda, 
and Abigail, who was afterward the wife of 
Joseph Blaney. 

April 9, 1759, Benjamin’s brother Wil- 
liam, of Beverly, esq. (father of William 
Burnet Browne), released his half interest 
in the lot to his brother Samuel’s children 
William and Abigail ;§ and the last named 
William, of Salem, for two hundred and 
sixty-six pounds, conveyed his interest in 
the land, which he called two-thirds, to his 
sister Abigail’s husband, Joseph Blaney, of 
Salem, gentleman, Oct. 5, 1762.||

Mrs. Blaney died Dec. 24, 1776, and 
her husband conveyed the premises, in- 
cluding the house, warehouse and land 
to Joshua Ward of Salem Aug. 11, 1781.* 

Mr. Ward removed the old house, and 
built a large and fine brick residence up- 
on the same site before 1789. When 
Washington visited Salem in his tour east, 
in 1789, this was the house in which he 
spent the night he¥stopped in Salem, 
October 29. 

Jeremiah Rogers House. ‘This lot was 
probably granted to Rev. Hugh Peter when 
he was settled as pastor of the church 
here in 1635. He probably lived in the 
house that was early erected on this lot. 
After the close of his ministry here he re- 
turned to England ; and, 8: 12mo: 1659, 
by his attorney Charles Gott of Wenham, 
for twelve pounds, he conveyed the house 
and lot to Benjamin Felton of Salem ;t+ 
and about a year later was executed as a 


regicide upon the accession to the throne 


of Charles II. Mr. Felton conveyed the 
house and lot to Jeremiah Rogers of Sa- 
lem, for sixty pounds, Nov. 29, 1681.§ 
Mr. Rogers was a wheelwright, and lived 
in this house for many years. Here was 
probably born his son, Rev. John Rogers, 
who became the second minister of Box- 
ford, and to whom his father conveyed 
the premises, for one hundred and fifty 
pounds, May 1, 1717.|| Rev. Mr. Rogers 
never lived here after he acquired the 
title, but let the house until March 26, 
1750, when, for eighteen hundred pounds, 
he conveyed the estate to David Britton 
of Salem, gentleman, who then lived in 
the house.{ The house was burned in the 
great fire, Oct. 6, 1774; and Captain 
Britton sold the lot, for four hundred and 
eighty pounds, to Henry Rust of Salem, 
merchant.{ Mr. Rust came from Ipswich 
to Salem when a boy, and learned the 
carpenter’s trade of Jonathan Gavet. He

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became a merchant, and upon this lot 
erected a brick residence, in one room of 
which was Dabney’s bookstore of a cen- 
tury ago. 

John Hathorne House. This lot and all 
the lots between this and Summer streét, 


north of the Corwin land, belonged to ° 


Ralph Fogg in 1659, the tract containing 
about two acres. Mr. Fogg returned to 
England, and established himself as a 
furrier, first in Plymouth, and subsequent- 
ly in London. He died in England about 
March 15, 1673-4, leaving the real estate 
to his widow Susanna and his three sons, 
John, David and Ezekiel. At the request 
of the widow, the brothers being together 
in Boston May 28, 1674, David and Eze- 
kiel released the real estate to John, who 
then resided in Barnstable, Devonshire, 
England.* 4 

John Fogg réléased to his brother Eze- 
kiel, who was a merchant of London, but 
at that time in New England, a small 
portion of this lot, being that part within 
the four dashes, for thirty pounds, Jan. 2, 
1674-5, the strip being then occupied by 
Hilliard Veren ; f and Ezekiel conveyed it, 
still being occupied by Mr. Veren, for ten 
pounds, to John Marston, jr., of Salem 
May 21, 1676.§ Dea. John Marston, sr., 
of Salem, carpenter, conveyed it to John 
Hathorne, esq., of Salem, merchant, Aug. 
25, 1685.| 

The remainder of this lot, and all the 
tract west of it and north of the Corwin 
land, had come into the possession of 
Colonel Hathorne about 1675, probably 
by deed from John Fogg. Colonel Ha- 
thorne divided the tract west of this lot 
into house lots, as shown on the map, and 
conveyed them to several parties, as here- 
inafter stated. Most of them were sold 
on one day, May 19, 1699. 

Washington street was probably the 
only street laid out in Salem in the earli- 
est days. It crossed the peninsula at its

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narrowest part, to form communication 
between the two rivers most advanta- 
geously. Its width was four rods, and ex- 
cept the slight widenings it received in the 
distant past at several points it is the 
same now. ‘The breadth was unnecessary 
in the early days; and, 6: 1 mo: 1661, 
the town granted to Henry West, a sadler, 
a plot (shown on the map near house of 
Col. John Hathorne) two rods in length, 
and eighteen feet wide at one end and 
twenty at the other, on which to build 
a house. He erected asmall house onit, 
and owned the place until Aug. 16, 1671, 
when he sold the house and lot to John 
Marston, jr., of Salem, carpenter.* Aug. 
25, 1685, Deacon Marston conveyed the 
land and house to Colonel Hathorne.f 
On the south side of this lot was about a 
square rod of land without the travelled 
way which the town had permitted Thom- 
as Tuck, the blacksmith, to use in con- 
nection with his shop. This is the trian- 
gular-shaped lot marked onthe map. The 
town granted this lot to Colonel Hathorne 
March 31, 1684, and it was laid out to 
him by the selectmen twelve days later. 
Upon the large lot that had belonged to 
the Foggs Colonel Hathorne erected his 
mansion house (where it is shown on the 
map), probably soon after his purchase, 
about 1675. He removed the house that 
he had bought of Deacon Marston in 
1700, and probably allowed to become a 
part of the street again the lots that had 
been granted to West and himself. 
Colonel Hathorne died in 1717, at the 
age of seventy-six. The house and lot 
were thenvalued at three hundred pounds. 
He devised his real estate to his sons 
Ebenezer, Joseph and Benjamin. Benja- 
min Hathorne lived in Salem, being a 
mariner, and he conveyed his interest in 
his father’s real estate in Salem to his 
brother Joseph July 13, 1726 ;§ and Eben- 
ezer, who resided in London, England, 
being a mariner, conveyed his interest to

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Joseph, while in Virginia, July 10, 1732.* 
Joseph Hathorne resided in this house, 
and was a mariner. He conveyed the 
estate to John Fligginson of Salem, gen- 
tleman, for eight hundred and twenty-five 
pounds, Aug. 3, 1726;f and on the next 
day Mr. Higginson reconveyed it to Mr. 
Hathorne, who is then called a mariner.§ 
Mr. Hathorne died possessed of the house 
and lot in 1762, having devised his real 
estate to his wife Sarah for her life, with 
remainder to his sons William and Daniel 
and daughters Ruth, wife of David Ropes, 
and Sarah, wife of Daniel Cheever, equal- 
ly. A partition was made Nov. g, 1763, 
the sons taking the Hathorne farm and 
the daughters this house and lot.|| April 
6, 1764, the daughters divided the prem- 
ises, Mis/Rope taking the house and 
eastern part of the lot, and Mrs. Cheever 
the western part of the lot.{~ There were 
upon this lot below the house, in 1772, 
three shops occupied by Samuel Archer, 
Samuel Blyth and Ebenezer Swan, respec- 
tively. The house was burned down in 
the great fire, Oct. 6, 1774, the shops es- 
caping the flames. 

Nathaniel Hathorne Lot. This was a 
part of Colonel Hathorne’s field, and was 
conveyed by him, for ninety pounds, to 
his son Nathaniel Hathorne, a mariner, 
May 19, 1699.4 Mr. Hathorneconveyed 
the western part of the lot to Joseph Flint 
Sept. 28, 1702 ;** and the middle section 
to Mr. Flint June 26, 1704.tt Mr. Ha- 
thorne removed to Gosport, Southton 
county, Great Britain, and died there be- 
fore 1712. His widow, Sarah, married, 
secondly, Nathaniel Satell of Gosport, 
mariner, and she conveyed, as executrix, 
the remaining part of the lot to Capt. 
William Bowditch of Salem, mariner, Jan. 
7, 1712.§§

John Higginson Lot. Col. John Ha- 
thorne conveyed this lot to John Higgin- 
son, 3d, May 18, 1699.* Mr. Higginson 
erected a house upon this lot, probably 
after 1700, and died possessed of it. 

Benjamin Marston Lot. Col. John 
Hathorne conveyed this lot to Benjamin 
Marston May 19, 1699.f He probably 
erected a house on this lot about 1708. 

Stephen Sewall Lot. *Col. Jotin Ha- 
thorne conveyed this lot to Stephen Sew- 
all May 19, 1699.§ Mr. Sewall conveyed 
it to Henry West Feb. 25, 1701-2. || 

John Harvey Lot. Col.John Hathorne 
conveyed this lot to John Harvey of Sa- 
lem, house carpenter, May 19, 1699.}{ 
Oct. 5, 1708, Mr. Harvey conveyed the 
eastern half to John Cabot of Salem, 
shopkeeper,§ and the western half to John 
Ward of Salem, currier.** 

Henry West Lot. Col. John Hathorne 
conveyed this lot to Henry West of Salem 
May 19, 1699.tt Mr. West died possessed 
of the lot in 1703, having devised it to 
his son Samuel West in his will, which, 
though well and strong, he made, “con- 
sidering the many sudden deaths that are 
of late,” Feb. 3, 1700-1. The son Sam- 
uel built the house that subsequently oc- 
cupied the site.

THE frontispiece is a map of that sec- 
tion of Salem which is bounded by Nor- 
man, Summer and Highstreets and South 
river. It is based on actual surveys and 
title deeds, and is drawn on a scale of 
two hundred feet to an inch. It shows 
the location of all houses that were stand- 
ing in 1700. The braces marked “a” 
show where Mill street now runs, that 
marked “‘b” the east end of Creek 
street, and those’ fiatked ‘“c’ where 
Gedney court runs. Gedney court was a 
lane to the creek laid out about 1760 by 
the two owners. It was called King’s 
lane (King owning adjoining) in 1790; 
and Gedney’s court in 1796. The High 
street end was opened later, being called 
a cartway in 1792, and Gedney court in 
1845. Mill street was called, in 1715, 
Highway laid out by Salem over ye creek 
to pass to ye mill; in 1753 it is first 
called Highway to Ruck’s bridge; and in 
1799 it was first called Mill street. The 
western end of Creek street was laid out 
as a public lane down to the landing at 
the upper end of the creek, fourteen feet 
wide, in 1692. Across the Mary Smith 
lot a way was left for Daniel Bacon to 
pass to his land (as shown on the map), 
and this was called Creek court in 1818, 
being extended from Mill street to Sum- 
mer along by the creek, and called Creek 
street in 1829. The creek was called a 
cove in 1660; creek, river or cove in 
1664; sea or river, 1710; creek that 
runneth up to the building place called 
Col®. Gedney’s building place, 1714; 
Ruck’s creek, 1799; and Mill creek, 
1818. It was filled up in or about 1829. 
South river was called at this place the 


sea in 1651; River that runneth to Castle 
hill, 1660; and South river, 1664. 

Norman street was opened in 165-— as 
a lane obstructed by bars. It was called 
a lane or highway in 1664 ; street, 1679 ; 
Ruck’s lane, 1693; lane or highway that 
leads by John Norman’s, 1698; Nor- 
man’s lane, 1708; and Norman street, 
L7o2: 

Summer street was called The common 
in 1651; Ye King’s highway, 1692; 
Highway to Marblehead, 1710; Highway 
leading from the Main street to the work- 
house, 1763; Street leading from the 
town pump to the hay market, 1786; 
Street leading from the town pump to 
the hill burying place or old almshouse, 
1794; and Summer street, 1798. 

High street was called a lane or high- 
way in 1664; Highway te Marblehead in 
1713; Highway that leads to the south 
field, 1714; Highway leading to the 
South mills, 1765; Way leading from 
almshouse to south mills, 1767; Road 
from almshouse to Marblehead, 1784; 
Daniel’s lane, 1790; Great road leading 
to Marblehead, 1788; Road from factory 
house to Marblehead, 1791; Road from 
almshouse or duck factory to Marblehead, 
1793; and High street, 1845. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, but 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after 1700, to give the history of 
the houses principally. 

A writer* has said that this creek was 
called Sweet’s cove. from John Sweet, 
who was the original owner and occupant

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of the lot on its north side, and that the 
south side was laid out to Rev. Samuel 
Skelton in 1630. Ship building grew up 
here after 1664, when the mills were 
built. This settlement was called Ruck’s 
village and Knocker’s hole, the latter be- 
cause of the constant pounding of the 
mallets of the ship-carpenters. 

Thomas Ruck of Boston, draper, 
owned this entire lot 9: 11-mo: 1651, 
when he conveyed it, with the house there- 
on, for £40, to John Ruck.* This con- 
veyance included nine acres, all the land 
between Norman street and the mill pond. 

Samuel Ruck Alouse. John Ruck died 
possessed of this house and lot in 1697. 
His will conveyed to his wife Elizabeth 
and son Samuel Ruck the house and land 
“at the end of the lane where Pru Car- 
ter now lives in for the bringing up of Jo- 
siah Burroughs’: Samuel Ruck, ship- 
wright, and his mother, conveyed the 
house and lot to Samuel King of Salem, 
block-maker, March 9, 1699-1700.} The 
house was gone before Feb. 19, 1712-3, 
when Mr. King conveyed the lot to Na- 
thaniel. Peas of Salem, husbandman,§ 
who built a house thereon soon after. 

John Lambert House. John Ruck, 
then of Salem, vintner, conveyed this lot 
to John Lambert, jr., of Salem, fisherman, 
Oct. 7, 1664.|| ‘The new owner built a 
dwelling house on the east side of the 
creek, and conveyed the western end of 
the lot to Samuel Swasey May 27, 1710.} 
Mr. Lambert died possessed of the house 
and eastern part of the lot in 171-; and 
his administrator conveyed the house and 
that part of the lot to William Luscomb 
of Salem, joiner, June 27, 1715.4 The 
house was standing some years later, but 
nothing is more definitely known of it. 

Thomas Ruck Lot. The legal title to 
this lot was a little uncertain in the sev- 
enteenth century. John Alford of Salem,

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seaman, agreed to purchase it of John 
Ruck ; but though never having paid Mr. 
Ruck anything for it, nor obtained a deed 
of it, he erected a dwelling house thereon 
before April 20, 1679, when he gave a 
deed of the house and lot to Edmund 
Batter of Salem, merchant.* Mr. Ruck 
claimed the estate, however, and gave a 
deed of the lot to his son, Thomas Ruck 
of Salem, Sept. 21, 1695.t Probably 
the house was removed by Mr. Batter be- 
fore that date, and Mr. Ruck took pos- 
session of the lot. John Ruck (probably 
son of Thomas) of Salem, blacksmith, 
for £34, conveyed the lot, no house be- 
ing mentioned, to Ebenezer Lambert of 
Salem, shipwright, Dec. 9, 1717,§ the 
grantee having been in the possession of 
the lot for seven or more years. 

Edmund Feveryear House. John Ruck 
conveyed this lot to Edmund Feveryear 
of Salem, seaman, March 25, 1664.|| In 
this deed Mr. Ruck also conveyed to Mr. 
Feveryear “all conveyance of the creeke 
y' runneth upon y® south side of my now 
dwelling house, for his & theire trans- 
portation of wood, hay, goods &c. by 
water, either in canoe, boat, shallop or 
lighter, to his y° sd Edmond Feveryear 
his land.” Mr. Feveryear died in or just 
before 1707, leaving four children, Graf- 
ton Feveryear of Boston, barber, eldest 
son; Mary, wife of Henry Tew of Bos- 
ton, mariner; widow Abigail Saxton of 
York county, ‘on Pokowoson river,” 
and Benjamin Feveryear of Salem. Mrs. 
Saxton sold her interest to her sister Mary 
and her husband Oct. 3,1707;{ and the 
grantees conveyed their interest thus in- 
herited and purchased to Ebenezer Glover 
of Salem, shipwright, June 26,§ and July 
19,1711.{ Grafton conveyed his interest 
to Mr. Glover June 13, 1710 ;** and Ben- 
jamin sold his interest to Mr. Glover Feb.

10, 1714.* Mr. Glover conveyed the 
house and lot to William Browne, esq., of 
Salem, April 14, 1746. The house was 
probably gone before March 25, 1761, 
when William Browne conveyed the estate 
to William Luscomb of Salers, joiner. 
This deed was, by accident, much torn 
and defaced, and a large part of it entirely 
gone. The deed being unrecorded, Wil- 
liam Burnet Browne, esq., of Beverly, as 
executor of the will of his father, William 
Browne, gave a deed confirming the estate 
to Mr. Luscomb April 23, 1764.§ 

John Norman House. John Ruck con- 
veyed to John Norman of Salem, ship- 
wright, so much of this lot as is shown on 
the map west of the dashes Feb. 7, 
1670 ;|| and that part east of the dashes 
Dec. 19, 1693. Here John Norman 
built his house and lived. He died in 
June, 1713; and=in his will devised the 
house and that part of the homestead to 
his daughter, Abigail Green, and the barn 
and that portion of the homestead to his 
granddaughter, Mary Norman. Aug. 23, 
1720. John Green and his wife Anne con- 
veyed to said Mary and her husband, 
Theodore Atkinson, their interest in the 
house, land, building yard and wharf. 
Mr. Atkinson died before 1767, and his 
wife died in 1779. Her administrator 
conveyed the place to Miles Ward, jr., of 
Salem, trader, Nov. 10, 1786,** but no 
house is then mentioned, probably being 
gone. 

Estate of John Ruck Lot. John Ruck 
died possessed of this lot, which was a 
part of his orchard, in 1697; and his 
executors conveyed it to Daniel Bacon, 
sr., of Salem, shipwright, April 17, 1708.TT 

Daniel Bacon House. John Ruck died 
possessed of this lot in 1697; and his 
executors conveyed it to Daniel Bacon, jr.,

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Feb. 6, 1698-9.* Mr. Bacon erected a 
house upon this lot, and died possessed 
of the estate in 1747 (?). The house 
was probably gone soon, the property 
having passed to Benjamin Bacon of 
Salem, a wig and peruke maker, and Jo- 
seph Ropes of Salem, mariner. 

Samuel and James Ruck House. John 
Ruck died possessed of this house and 
lot Nov. —, 1697..; The house had prob- 
ably been built by Thomas Ruck before 
1651, when he conveyed the house and 
lot of nine acres to John Ruck. This 
was the first house erected in this square, 
and the only one until 1664. In John 
Ruck’s will, 1697, he devised the house 
and this lot to his sons Samuel and James 
Ruck. They carried on shipbuilding here, 
and owned the estate undivided until Feb. 
—, 1711-2, when they divided it,t Samuel 
taking the northern and James thé south- 
ern half of the lot. The house stood en- 
tirely on Samuel’s part, and he lived in it. 
This old house now constitutes the north- 
western portion of the house upon the 
premises late of Ephraim Brown, a view 
of the house as it now appears being 
herewith given. James Ruck conveyed 
to his brother Samuel the land adjoining 
on the south side of the house Jan. 24, 
1712-3 ;§ and upon this lot, and annexed 
to the old house, Samuel built, before 
1742, the present southwestern portion of 
the house. He lived in the old part of 
the house; and Dec. 27, 1742, he con- 
veyed the new part to Samuel Bacon of 
Salem, shipwright.|| Mr. Ruck was still 
living in the old part of the house when 
he sold it with the land to Joseph Mack- 
intire of Salem, joiner, July 13, 1751.{ 
Mr. Mackintire sold the old part of the 
house and land to Samuel Bacon, who 
owned the new part, Oct. 11, 1754.9 
While Mr. Bacon owned the estate a part

of the house was occupied by Richard 
Cranch, a watchmaker. He was father 
of Justice Cranch: of Washington, and 
brother-in-law of President John Adams, 
who used to frequently visit here in his 
younger years. Mr. Cranch moved to 
Boston in 1767. He was an Englishman, 
and soon after he was succeeded as a 
tenant in the house by Copley, the cele- 
brated painter, who remained here for a 
time at the beginning of the Revolution, 
and painted portraits of some of the lead- 
ing citizens. Copley’s son, Lord Lynd- 
hurst, subsequently Chancellor of Eng- 
land, was brought here as an infant and 
remained until his parents could sail for 
England, the father being a tory. 

Samuel Bacon died before 1783; and 
his daughter Mehitable, and her husband 
John Lawless of Salem, conveyed, in trust, 
for themselves, and their children, to John 
Templeman of Salem, surgeon dentist, the 
whole estate March 28, 1783.* Possibly 
Mr. Templeman became the second hus- 
band of Mehitable, as John Templeman

of Georgetown, Md., merchant, and wife 
Mehitable, conveyed the estate to William 
Deakins, jr., of Georgetown, Md., mer- 
chant, May 20, 1797.* Mr. Deakins died 
in 1799, having devised the property to 
Francis Deakins, who, Oct. 16, 1799, con- 
veyed it to Mr. Templeman.t Mr. and 
Mrs. Templeman conveyed it, the same 
day to Capt. John Ropes of Salem.§ 
Mr. Ropes conveyed it to William Dolli- 
ver of Salem, baker, May 27, 1805.|| Mr. 
Dolliver died in or before 1809, and the 
place was purchased of the estate by Rev. 
Samuel Worcester, pastor of the Taber- 
nacle church, June 30, 1809.{ Mr. Wor- 
cester lived here till his death, June 7, 
1821, and his administrator conveyed it 
to Rev. Thomas Carlisle of Salem, min- 
ister at St. Peter’s church, Jan. 21, 1822, 
Mr. Carlisle became insolvent, and his 
assignees conveyed the estate to Ephraim

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Brown of Salem, baker, April 10, 1822 ;* 
and the estate.has been in Mr. Brown 
and his family ever since. 

Mary Smith House. John Ruck built 
this house, probably about 1690, and let 
it to Jonathan Felt, an anchor smith, who 
had come from Falmouth. Mr. Felt was 
living in it May 10, 1697, when Mr. Ruck 
conveyed to his daughter Bethiah Ruck 
the house and smith’s shop and such part 
of the lot as lay east of a line running 
northerly from the dash to the northwest- 
ern corner of the lot shown on the map.t 
Mr. Ruck, in his will, dated in October, 
1697, and proved in November following, 
devised to Bethiah the triangular lot 
west of the dash. Bethiah Ruck died a 
few months later, and the estate evidently 
passed to her sister Mary, wife of William 
Smith of Newport, R. I., and Rebecca, 
wife of John Appleton.of Ipswich. After 
having been in the possession of Benja- 
min Ganson, the house and lot were con- 
veyed by Mrs. Smith to Capt. Manasseh 
Marston of Salem, merchant, May 1. 
1700.§ Aug. 19, following, Captain Mars- 
ton conveyed the interest in the premises 
he had purchased of Mrs. Smith to Jona- 
than Felt.| Mr. Felt died in 1702 ; and 
his widow married, secondly, John Taylor, 
and continued to live there. The place 
was subsequently occupied by Jonathan 
Felt, only son of the deceased. The 
youngest daughter of the deceased, Han- 
nah, wife of Edward Britton of Salem, 
yeoman, conveyed her interest in the 
mansion house and land to George Trask 
of Salem, shipwright, the husband of her 
elder sister Elizabeth, March 25, 1748.{ 
Their brother, Jonathan Felt, eventually 
obtained the title to the estate, and died 
possessed of it before 1753. By deeds 
from the other heirs, the estate came into 
the hands of son Nathaniel Felt of Salem, 
shipwright, in 1753 and 1761; and in

him the title remained for some years. 
the house being probably gone soon after. 

Daniel Bacon, sr., Lot (strip). John 
Ruck conveyed this strip of land to Dan- 
iel Bacon, sr., in 1689 ; and it belonged 
to the Bacon family many years. 

Dantel Bacon, jr., Lot. John Ruck 
conveyed this lot to Daniel Bacon, jr., 
with a right to drive across the grantor’s 
wharf to the lot, Dec,.21, 1689.* The 
lot remained in the family for seventy- 
five years. 

Daniel Bacon, sr., Lot. John Ruck 
conveyed this lot to Daniel Bacon, sr., of 
Salem, ship-carpenter, Dec. 21, 1689 ;t+ 
and it belonged to the Bacons for half a 
century or more. 

Estate of Daniel Lambert Lot. John 
Ruck conveyed to Daniel Lambert of 
Salem, shipwright, that part of this lot 
lying northeast of the dashes Jan. 29, 
1686.§ The remainder of the lot was 
conveyed by Mr. Ruck to Mr. Lambert 
July 5, 1692.) Mr. Lambert died in 
169—-; and his two daughters, Mary and 
Elizabeth Lambert of Boston, conveyed 
their interest in the building yard, etc., 
to Samuel Swasey of Salem, shipwright, 
Feb. 23, 1709-10.{ Mr. Lambert’s eld- 
est son, Daniel Lambert, conveyed his 
interest in the lot to Mr. Swasey July 3, 
1710.9 

Estate of Daniel Lambert House. That 
section of this lot which lies west and 
south of the dashes was conveyed by John 
Ruck‘to his daughter Mary and her hus- 
band, William Smith, Nov. 18, 1687.** 
Mr. Ruck conveyed to Mr. Smith, Feb. 
9, 1691-2, the strip west and north of the 
dashes.ft Mr. Smith built a house upon 
the lot immediately after his purchase, 
and lived there. He conveyed the house 
and land to Mr. Daniel Lambert Nov.

James Rix House. John Ruck con- 
veyed this lot of land to James Rix (also 
Ricks and Reix) of Salem, carpenter, 
Aug. 20, 1685.9 Mr. Rix erected a 
dwelling house and~wharf thereon, be- 
came a shipwright, and removed to Pres- 
ton, Conn., in or before 1703. He con- 
veyed the estate to Ebenezer Lambert of 
Salem, shipwright, June 12, 1705.** Mr. 
Lambert died possessed of the house 
and lot before July 24, 1729, when his 
administrator conveyed two-thirds of the 
estate to Samuel Swasey of Salem, ship- 
wright. The other third was the widow’s 
dower, which was also conveyed by one 
of the administrators to widow Ammie 
Swasey of Salem July 21, 1742,§§ the 
widow probably being dead. How much 
longer the house stood is not known.

Jan. 21, 1671.* Captain Marston died 
in 1704, and the entire estate came into 
the hands of Charles King of Salem, 
shoreman, who sold it to James King of 
Salem, blockmaker, Oct. 10, 1761.f 
James King conveyed the house and land 
toward the creek to Samuel Luscomb, 
jr., Oct. 4, 1768.§ The house was stand- 
ing in 1778, but how much longer is not 
known to the writer. |. 

Col. Bartholomew “Gedney Lot. On 
the northwestern corner of this lot it is 
said that an early custom house stood, 
about 1645. John Ruck conveyed this 
lot to John Gedney, sr., of Salem, vint- 
ner, June 20, 1662.|| The deed also 
conveyed to Mr. Gedney the free use of 
the cove or creek the whole breadth of 
the lot to the channel of the South river, 
‘with full liberty of landing goods, wood 
or timber or launching of vessells, shipps 
or boats, or also to digg & make con- 
venient for his said use,” etc. Mr. Ged- 
ney conveyed the lot to his son Barthol- 
omew Gedney of Salem, shipwright, Nov. 
20, 1664.{ The lot belonged to William 
Browne, esq., in 1761, probably having 
descended to him from Col. Gedney, who 
is said to have lived here. 

Dea. John Marston Lot. This was 
the northern part of the two acres con- 
veyed by John Ruck to Matthew Wood- 
well of Salem, seaman, 3: 8 mo: 1660.9 
Eleazer Gedney died possessed of it 
April 29, 1683, and his widow and ad- 
ministratrix, Mary Gedney, conveyed it 
to his eldest son, Eleazer Gedney, Oct. 
23, 1690.** Mr. Gedney, sr., had built 
vessels here, launching them at the Lower 
wharf at the end of his lot. The son 
conveyed the lot and wharf to Dea. John 
Marston of Salem March 17, 1696-7;TT 
and they belonged to him after 1700.

John Ruck 
conveyed to Benjamin Marston, sr., of 
Salem, merchant, this piece of land Jan. 
17, 1686;* and Mr. Marston built a 
wharf on it, being its owner in 1715. 

Elizabeth Tawly Whee This was 
owned by Dr. George Emery, who owned 
this land as early as May 1, 1677, when 
he conveyed it to his kinswoman Eliza- 
beth Tawley and her husband, John 
Tawley.t Mr. Tawley died in 1690; and 
his widow owned it until 1711. Upon 
this wharf Mr. Tawley agreed with 
Thomas Maule, Nov. 26, 1680,§ that the 
latter build upon the wharf a warehouse 
for the use of both, 42 x 20 feet and ro 
feet stud, with a partition in the middle 
and two doors. A year later Mr. Tawley, 
who was a mariner, bought one-half of a 
new catch, called Zhe Content of Salem, 
of the burden.of thirty-eight tons, which 
had probably just been launched from 
the yard of Colonel Gedney. ||

THE frontispiece is a map of that sec- 
tion of Salem which is bounded by High, 
Summer and Broad streets on the north, 
and by the South river and Mill pond on 
the east and south, the lots being given 
completely as far west as Winthrop street, 
in which the western boundary line of John 
Pickering’s large field is located. The 
territory north of High street and east of 
Summer has been described in article No. 
3.. “Fhe Neale lot west of Summer street 
and north of Broad street will be de- 
scribed in No. 5. The map is based on 
actual surveys and title deeds, and is 
drawn on a scale of two hundred feet to 
an inch. It shows the location of all 
houses that were standing in 1700. 

Before 1660, the way to Marblehead 
from the centre of Salem was probably by 
way of Summer and Broad streets and the 
great pastures, passing around the Mill 
pond. When John Ruck, who owned the 
land easterly of Summer street, conveyed 
to Matthew Woodwell the two-acre lot, in- 
cluding the eastern portion of the Jobn 
Marston and Matthew Woodwell lots, 
John Andrews lot, Joseph Nowell house 
lot, Richard Palmer house lot and estate 
of Matthew Woodwell lot, as shown on 
the map and extending northerly to the 
creek, 3: 8 mo: 1660*, the roads now 
called High and Mill streets were not in 
existence. In that conveyance, Mr. Ruck 
agreed ‘to lay out a highway fourteen feet 
wide extending from y® common that 
lyeth before Goodman Lawses’’t house

Ruck had laid out. 


down to this land. Thus High street be- 
gan its existence at the western end. Be- 
fore 1690, it was extended to Mill bridge, 
following the present course of High and 
Mill streets. Upon the purchase of this 
two-acre lot, Mr. Woodwell built his house, 
as shown on the map, and had a short 
lane connecting it with the road that Mr. 
This lane was the 
beginning of High street court. Mr. 
Woodwell sold a lot to Robert Nowell in 
1671, and gave him a right of way to it; 
the next year he conveyed a lot to John 
Andrews, and in 1673 to Richard Palmer, 
to both of whom he gave rights of way 
following around the corner of his lot. 
This shows the extension of the court, 
and the reason of the elbows it has always 
had. 

High street was called Highway from 
cove in South river to Lawes’ Hill, 1664 ; 
Road er common way leading to South 
field, 1725 ; Way leading to Marblehead, 
1752; Highway leading to the South mill, 
1765 ; and High street, 1807. 

Mill street was called Road leading to 
the South fields, 1760; Highway leading 
from the Court house to the South mills, 
1794; and Mill street, 1796. 

Summer street was called Ye Common, 
1674 ; and Common land or ye way lead- 
ing to Broad field, 1752. 

The South river was so called as early 
as 1642; River that runneth to Castle 
hill, 1660; and Mill pond, 1725. The 
Mill pond was called the South river, 
1642; a little cove of the South river, 
1663 ; South river or cove, 1664; Mill 
cove pond, 1671 ; Mill pond, 1695; and 
Cove in the Mill pond, 1725. 
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Broad street was so called as early as 
1799. It was one of the original high- 
ways ; and laid out very wide, the southern 
boundary being on a line with the south- 
ern side of the burying ground or com- 
mon. In 1808, the street was made nar- 
rower at the western end of the burying 
ground, and the town conveyed to the ad- 
joining owners a strip of the width of the 
burying ground at that end and running 
westerly to a point, so that the houses. at 
the corner of Winthrop and Broad streets 
stand in what was formerly Broad street. 

The common was laid out in the first 
settlement of the town, and was called 
the “‘towne common” as early as 1642, 
and Lawes’ hill in 1664. It is said that 
trainings were held here in ancient times. 
The southeastern and highest part of it 
was set apart as a burial place in 1655, 
and a number of interments had been 
made before it was fenced in 1732. The 
row of tombs was built in 1802, In the 
last century it was generally known as 
Burying hill, and now as Broad street 
burial ground. 

In the northeasterly corner of the com- 
‘mon, where the old Normal school build- 
ing stands stood the first almshouse built 
by the town. In 1707, it was voted that 
an establishment of this kind be erected. 
The next year Benjamin Brown be- 
queathed thirty pounds toward it, and 
William Brown gave forty pounds. The 
building was partly done in 1716, and 
finally completed in the winter of 1718-9. 
In 1720, the town voted to let the build- 
ing, except one room, and the apartments 
were apparently hired by indigent 
families at a slight rental. Felt says that 
a part of the premises seems to have been 
used for a house of correction, of which 
Benjamin Gillingham had charge. In 
1749, the almshouse was enlarged by a 
wing at the west end. The next year the 
ministers of Salem were invited to preach 
there at the clese of their own services 
during the warm weather. In 1768, a 
wing was added to the east end. A new 
almshouse was built on the common 

(Washington square) in 1771, but rooms 
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continued to be let in the old one. In 
1788, the rent charged was twelve shill- 
ings per quarterforeachroom. In1796, 
there were fourteen families in the build- 
ing. In 1807, it was pulled down to 
make room for the erection of the registry 
of deeds. Here was erected a two-story 
brick dwelling house for the use of the 
register, for which he paid a yearly rental 
of two hundred dollars, the western_ part, 
or ell, being “of the most solid ‘brick 
structure, its floor resting upon three 
basement arches, and its walls rising three 
stories, and arched over all.’”’ It was 
separate from the house, and wholly ap- 
propriated to the registry of deeds, being 
entered through iron doors, by way of 
stairs on the outside of the structure. 
The architect was McIntire. The regis- 
try of deeds was removed to the present 
stone court house in 1842, and the old 
house continued to be let until Septem- 
ber, 1853, when it was demolished to 
make room for the erection of the State 
Normal school building that now occupies 
the site. 

Here was the hay market as early as 
1786, the public scales remaining here 
until 1827, when they were removed to 
Bridge street. 

West of the almshouse George Dodge 
and others built a factory for the manu- 
facture of duck cloth in 1790. Fifteen 
thousand pounds were raised for the en- 
terprise; and the factory building was 
two hundred feet long, twenty-six feet 
wide, and one story in height. The first 
and best suit of sails for the United States 
frigate Zssex was made here in 1799. 
Duck ceased to be manufactured, and 
twine and lines were spun here for several 
years. In 1818, the town purchased the 
building, taking back the lease of the 
land, for a schoolhouse site. 

The large lot of John Pickering and a 
lot of the same area adjoining it on the 
west, each being called of ten acres, were 
the property of Gov. John Endicott, and 
known as the Broadfield. Gov. Endicott 
conveyed them to Emmanuel Downing of 
Salem, esq., probably June 8, 1640; 
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when the latter mortgaged them to Thomas 
Fowle and John Winthrop, jr., esq.* 
Lucy, wife of Emmanuel Downing (who 
also joined in the deed) and Edmuud 
Batter of Salem, gentleman, conveyed 
them to John Pickering of Salem, carpen- 
ter, Feb. 11, 1642.7 

The western lot came into the owner- 
ship of William Lord, sr., of Salem, cutler, 
who conveyed it to Capt. Nicholas Man- 
ning of Salem, smith, Dec. 16, 1668.§ 
Soon after his purchase, Capt. Manning 
was sued by Francis Scerry of Salem, 
yeoman, and the lot'marked “ John Pick- 
ering ” on the map was set off to Scerry 
on execution. Mr. Scerry conveyed it to 
Lt. John Pickering of Salem, yeoman, 
Aug. 4, 1676 ;|| and the latter died pos- 
sessed of it in 1722. The strip on the 
eastern side of that set off to Scerry was 
also set off on execution to..Resolved 
White, who, Dec. 31, 1680, conveyed it to 
John Hathorne of Salem, merchant ;{ and 
the latter owned it in 1700. These two 
lots constituted the eastern half of the 
western tenacres. The western half came 
into the possession of Lott Gourding of 
Boston, mariner, who conveyed it to John 
Hathorne, already mentioned, Oct. 1, 
1681 54 and he was its owner in 1700. 
This part of the lot was the circus ground 
of a century ago, and was used for that 
purpose until within fifty years. ‘The 
Salem circus’’ was running there daily 
during the fall and winter of 1808-9. 
Horsemanship was the principal feature 
of the performance. To the west andad- 
joining this last lot was the farm of “ye 
worshipful Major Hathorne.”’ 

The large lot of John Pickering re- 
mained in his possession until his decease 
in 1657, and it then descended to his 


son John. The son died May 5, 1694,,.

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the latter’s son John Pickering, who was 
its owner until his death in 1722. The 
title remained in his descendants until 
the summer of 1842, when John Picker- 
ing laid out the present streets and lots, 
disposing of many of the latter before the 
year was out, and many houses were im- 
mediately erected. The entrance to this 
field was by way of the red gate in what 
is now Summer street. i? 

The northern portion of the territory 
shown on the map is a hill or ridge run- 
ning east and west. The western, or 
cemetery, end was called Lawes’ hill very 
early, and the eastern end at the river 
was subsequently known as Palmer’s hill, 
because Palmer’s house was large and 
prominent, and occupied the cliff, as the 
brow of the hill was called in early times. 
The cliff has been known to the old 
residents as Roastmeat hill for nearly a 
century. 

All the territory shown on the map 
easterly of the Broadfield and Summer 
street was granted to Rev. Samuel Skelton 
in 1630. He died possessed of it Aug. 2, 
1634. His son and heir, Samuel Skelton, 
conveyed it to Lt. Richard Davenport, 
Feb, 21, 1643,* and Mr. Davenport con- 
veyed it to Thomas Ruck, a draper. Mr. 
Ruck removed to Boston and conveyed 
the lot to his son John Ruck 9: 11 mo: 
1651.T 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining but 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after 1700, to give the history ef the 
houses principally. 

Benjamin Ashby House. John Ruck 
conveyed this lot to Benjamin Ashby of 
Salem, sawyer, Nov. 11, 1674.§ Mr. 
Ashby erected a house thereon, in which 
he lived. He died in 1713, having de- 
vised the house and lot to his daughter 
Elizabeth, wife of Nathaniel Pease, for her 
life, remainder to her son John Pease. 
Mrs. Pease and her husband released the

children. The house was probably soon 
after gone, although it may have been 
the same in which Sally Swasey and Eliz- 
abeth Joplin lived some thirty years ago. 

Mary Gedney Lot. John Ruck con- 
veyed this lot to Eleazer Gedney of Salem, 
shipwright, March 25, 1676.§ Mr. Ged- 
ney died possessed of it April 29, 1683; 
and his widow and administratrix con- 
veyed it to their eldest son Eleazer and 
daughter Mary Gedney Oct. 23, 1690.§ 
Eleazer, the son, was also a shipwright, 
and removed to Memorimack, Westches- 
ter county, N. Y. He conveyed the lot, 
with a barn thereon to his mother, Mary 
Gedney, March 22, 1696-7.|| She owned 
it until her decease Sept. 4,1716. What 
became of. the interest of the daughter 
the writer has not learned. 

Mary Gedney House. John Ruck con- 
veyed this lot to Eleazer Gedney of Salem, 
shipwright, April 20, 1664.{ This house 
was probably built by Mr. Gedney im- 
mediately after his purchase; and after 
his decease, in 1683, his widow Mary ob- 
tained the title to it, dying possessed of 
it in 1716. She was the second wife of 
Mr. Gedney and the estate descended to 
her only child Martha, wife of James 
Ruck. Mr. and Mrs. Ruck had but one 
child, Mary, wife of Nathaniel King, whom 
she married in 1739. To Mary the estate 
descended, and the house was gone after 
the death of her parents. 

John Marston House. _ John Ruck sold 
this lot to Obadiah Antrim of Salem, 
mariner, in or just before 1664. Nodeed 
was probably passed, and Mr. Antrim

when he was lost at sea on a voyage to 
the West Indies in 1664. In 1667, the 
house was still unfinished, and his widow 
and administratrix conveyed the lot and 
unfinished house to John Marston, jr., of 
Salem, carpenter, Sept. 4, 1667.* Mr. 
Ruck also gave a deed of the lot to Mr. 
Marston April 19,1680. Deacon Mars- 
ton completed the house and conveyed it 
with the lot and a barn to Stephen Daniels, 
jr., of Salem, shipwright, May 14, 1725.§ 
Mr. Daniels died in the spring of 1741, 
possessed of the house and lot. William 
Daniels, probably his son, was the owner 
of the estate in 1774 and before, when 
the house was probably gone. 

Matthew Woodwell House. That part 
of this lot which lies east of the dashes 
was a part of the two acres conveyed by 
John Ruck to Matthew Woodwell 3: 8 
mo: 1660;|| and the rest of the lot was 
conveyed by Mr. Ruck to Mr. Woodwell 
Aug. 19, 1663.{ In 1660, Mr. Woodwell 
was called a seaman, and in 1663 a brick- 
maker. He built a small house on the 
lot upon his purchase in 1660; and died, 
in 1691, possessed of the premises. The 
house and lot came into the possession of 
his son Matthew Woodwell. The latter 
died in 1702, the house being called in 
the inventory of his estate an “old house.” 
His legal representative conveyed the 
western half of the house and lot to Ed- 
ward Britton May 18,1708 ; and the heirs, 
Peter Windett and wife Mary and Joseph 
Henfield and wife Lydia, conveyed the 
eastern half to Mr. Britton April 24, 
1713.** Mr. Britton probably took the 
old house down, building in its place the 
one that occupied the site some years ago. 

Joseph Nowell House. This lot was a 
part of the two acres of land that John 
Ruck conveyed to Matthew Woodwell of

Richard Palmer House. This lot was 
a portion of the two acres that John Ruck 
conveyed to Matthew Woodwell 3: 8 mo: 
1660.* Mr. Woodwell conveyed this lot 
to Richard Palmer of Salem Dec. 3, 1673.§ 
Mr. Palmer built a cottage thereon, and 
died possessed of it in or before 1689. 
He left the homestead to his son Richard, 
a carpenter.|| The latter died in 1746, 
possessed of the lot and house, which was 
then called, in the inventory of his estate, 
“a small old cottage ;’’ and he devised it 
to his daughter Mary, wife of Samuel 
Cheever. She conveyed the house, barn 
and let to Francis Joseph of Salem, 
mariner, Dec. 5, 1764.{ Mr. Joseph un- 
doubtedly took down the old house and 
erected a new one on the same site soon 
after his purchase. He lived there. 

John Andrews House. This lot was 
a part of the two acres that John Ruck 
conveyed to Matthew Woodwell 3 : 8 mo:

Mr. Andrews died in 1706; and Mr. 
Parkman obtained judgment of the court 
for possession of the premises under the 
mortgage from the widow of the deceased 
before May 7, 1711, when he released the 
estate to Mr. Andrews’ unmarried daugh- 
ters that were then living in the house, 
Elizabeth and Mary Andrews.§ Both of 
them occupied the house until 1748, at 
least. Elizabeth conveyed her interest in 
the estate to her sister Mary’s son, David 
Callum of Salem, shipwright, June 2, 
1748.|| Four days later Mary, who was 
then the widow of John Callum, con- 
veyed her interest in the same to her son 
David.{ In 1750, the house was not 
mentioned, and was apparently gone.

THE frontispiece is a map of that sec- 
tion of Salem which is bounded by Essex, 
Summer, Broad and Flint streets. It is 
based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of two hundred 
feet to an inch. It shows the location of 
all houses that were standing in 1700, 
and the Quaker meeting-house. The 
braces marked ‘‘a,” show where Chestnut 
street now runs; that marked “b,” the 
southern end of Cambridge street; “c,”’ 
Pickering street ; 
“e,” Hamilton street ; 
court. | 

Essex street was a path, probably before 
Conant came, and was first called'a high- 
way in 1662 ; street, 1663 ; ; the broad street 
that goes from ye meeting house westward 
to the town’s end, 1679; the main street, 
1679 ; 
town street, 1690; ye high street, 1695 ; 
Main street, 1711 ; and Essex street, 1795. 

Summer street was first called a street 
or highway, 1661 ; lane that leads into ye 
main street, 1687 ; 3; Main street, 1711; 
highway leading from the main street to 
the almshouse, 1753; road leading to 
Marblehead, 1760; street leading to the 
Duck factory, 1793 ; and Summer street, 
1803. 

Broad street was first called the common 
in 1659; street or highway, 1687; high- 


and ‘f,”’ Bott’s 


way leading to the pound, 1753; and 


Broad street, 1799. 
- Flint street was called a lane in 1706; 
Flint’s lane, 1757 ; and Flint street, 1802. 
Cambridge street was laid out as fast as 
Jonathan Neale sold lots of land. It was 
first called a lane or highway, 1679 ; lane 
from ye high or main street towards 


lane or highway, 1683 5 3 ye main 


Samuel Woodwell’s brick kiln, 1695 ; 
Meeting-house lane, 1795; and Cam- 
bridge street, 1799 ; having probably been 
laid out to Broad street by the Neales in 
the latter year. 

Chestnut street was laid out ape Sum- 
mer street nearly to Flint street in 1797, 
and carried through to Flint street in 
1801. It has always been called by its 
present name. 

Warren street was laid out in or before 


“d,” Warren street ;~.-£806, when it was called Green street. It 


was called Warren street as early as 1869. 

Hamilton street was laid out in or be- 
foré'1813, and has always been known by 
that name. 

Pickering street was laid out in or be- 
fore 1869, and’ has always borne that 
name. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain tothe 
houses and land under and adjoining, but 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after 1700, to give the history of 
the houses then standing principally. 

This square was originally laid out in 
two-acre lots, apparently, about seven rods 
wide, and running from Essex to Broad 
streets. 

The lots of Isaac Sockina Joseph Lord, 
William Lord, John Cook, Thomas Flint 
and the estate of John Porter, containing 
one acre, belonged to Philip Verrin before 
1650, when he died possessed of the land 
and the house standing upon it, being 
the Lord house. His widow, Dorcas Verrin, 
and his son Hillard Verrin, conveyed the 
house and land to William Lord, sr., of 
Salem, for ‘‘ ten yew sheep, to be chosen 
out of twenty, & a ram lamb & twenty 
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pound of wool,” 29:1: 1655.* Mr. Lord 
conveyed the estate to his “ kinsman ”’ 
William Lord, jr., 14: 3: 1658.* The 
lot then became divided as hereinafter 
stated. 

The lots of Benjamin Marston, John 
Robinson, Samuel Shattock, Andrew 
Belcher, Samuel Woodwell and Jonathan 
Neale, and that part of the lot of Thomas 
Maule east of the dashes were originally 
the estate of Richard Graves from whom 
Francis Lawes obtained it before 1655. 
Mr. Lawes died in 1666, having devised 
the estate to his grandson Jonathan Neale 
of Salem, subsequently a cordwinder, who 
was then about seven years of age. Jona- 
than’s mother Mary, wife of John Neale, 
and subsequently of Andrew Mansfield, 
being given a life estate in the same. 

The lot of John Croade, that part of 
the lot of Thomas Maule west “éf*the 
dashes, that part of the lot of Joseph Neale 
east of the dashes, and that part of the lot 
of John Pickering east of the dashes were 
the property of Thomas Antrum, who 
probably transferred it to his brother-in- 
law Edmund Batter, who conveyed the 
southern portion of it to John and Jona- 
than Pickering June 10, 1659,t and the 
northern portion to Francis Lawes, who 
died possessed of it in 1666, having de- 
vised it to his grandson Joseph Neale of 
Salem, subsequently a joiner, who was 
then about four years old, Joseph’s mother, 
Mary, wife of John Neale, and subsequent- 
ly of Andrew Mansfield, being given a life 
estate in the same. 

Estate of Isaac Stearns House. William 
Lord, jr., conveyed this lot to John 
Mason, the brickmaker, April 19, 1662 ;§ 
and Mr. Mason erected a house thereon. 
March 13, 1674-5, Mr. Mason conveyed 
to William Godsoe of Salem, mariner, the 
northwestern corner of this lot twelve feet 
square ;|| but Mr. Mason subsequently 
treated it as his own; and conveyed the 
house and entire lot to Stephen Sewall,

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the merchant, Jan. 31, 1686-7.* Mr. 
Sewall conveyed the estate to Isaac Stearns, 
the glazier, Feb. 4, 1686-7. Mr. Stearns 
died in 1692, when the land and house 
were valued at seventy pounds. John 
Chapman, a tailor and son-in-law of Mr. 
Stearns, was administrator of the estate, 


and he lived in the house from 1706, or 


before, until his decease. As administra- 
tor he conveyed the house and” lot; to 
John Cooke, sr., and Joseph Cooke, both 
of Salem, blacksmiths, Jan. 7, 1706-7.§ 
The Cookes conveyed the estate to Mr. 
Chapman April 5, 1711 ;|| and the latter 
died possessed of it in December, 1744. 

The northern half of the house and lot 
was assigned, in the division of his estate, 
to his daughter Hannah Gillingham, who 
died in 1793, having devised it to her 
grandson Joseph Gardner. Mr. Gardner 
died possessed of it in 1810; and, Sept. 
28, 1811, his administrator conveyed it 
to Jonathan Hodges of Salem, merchant. t 
Mr. Hodges died possessed of it in 1837 ; 
and his heirs conveyed it to Samuel N. 
Glover of Salem, cabinet-maker, July 15, 
1844.9 Mr. Glover died in 1845, and 
his heirs conveyed it to John Winn of 
Salem, gentleman, May 29, 1846.** 

The southern half of the house and lot 
was assigned to Elizabeth Chapman, 
widow of John Chapman, upon his death 
in 1744. She died possessed of it in 
17—, having devised it to her son Samuel 
Chapman of Marblehead, housewright. 
He conveyed it to Isaac Chapman of Sa- 
lem, mariner, Feb. 7, 1760.ff Isaac re- 
moved to Beverly, and conveyed it to 
Benjamin Chapman of Salem, mariner, 
April 9, 1763.§§ Benjamin died possessed 
of itin 1788.

1797;f and Mr. Pope conveyed it to 
Samuel Carr Pope of Salem, gentleman, 
Aug, 28, 1809.§ Mr. Pope sold it to 
William Gibbs of Salem June 5, 1815 ;]| 
and Mr. Gibbs conveyed it to John Winn 
of Salem June 28, 1823.} 

The whole house and lot was con- 
veyed by widow Eliza W. Fiske of 
Chelmsford to John Kinsman of Salem 
Aug. 30, 1850. Mr. Kinsman took

Maule transferred it to John Cook of 
Salem, blacksmith, March 7, 1671-2.,T 
His smith’s shop was erected upon the 
front part of the lot, and upon the rear

Thomas Flint Lot. This lot was con-- 
veyed by William Lord, jr., to widow Anne 
Flint March 23, 1663-4;|| and it was. 
owned by Capt. Thomas Flint in 1700. 

Estate of John Forter Lot. This lot 
was conveyed by William Lord, jr., to 
John Porter, sr., before 1663-4; and he 
died possessed of it in 1676. The records 
show no conveyance of it before 1700. 

Wiliam Lord House. William Lord, 
jr., died possessed of this house and lot 
in November, 1685. He devised the es- 
tate to his wife Jean for her life and the

Bly lived in the house, and, for thirty-two 
pounds, conveyed the estate to John Hig- 
ginson of Salem, gentlemen, April 13, 
1730.§ On the same day Mr. Higginson 
conveyed the estate to Mr. Bly’s wife 
Sarah.|| Mr. Bly then probably removed 
the old house, and erected on the same 
site a large house which he called his 
‘‘ mansion house,’’ valued at four hundred 
pounds.

Joseph Lord was a mariner, 
and lived in Boston in 1700, when he 
owned the entire lot. 

Estate of Isaac Stearns Lot. William 
Lord, jr., conveyed that part of this lot 
lying south of the dashes to John Mason 
of Salem, brickmaker, Nov. 10, 1661.{ 
Mr. Mason manufactured bricks on this 
part of the lot for many years, and con- 
veyed it to Stephen Sewall of Salem, mer- 
chant, Jan. 31, 1686-7.9 Mr. Sewall 
conveyed it to Isaac Stearns of Salem, 
glaizer, Feb. 4, 1686-7.** The strip 
north of the dashes was a part of a lot 
conveyed by Mr. Lord to his son Joseph 
Lord before 1685. Joseph conveyed the 
strip to Mr. Stearns March 30, 1687.tT

Jonathan Neale 
(with consent of his mother Mary Mans- 
field) conveyed that part of the lot north 
of the dashes to Samuel Shattock, jr., of 
Salem, feltmaker, Feb. 16, 1679-80.* 
Mr. Neale transferred to Mr. Shattock 
the part south of the dashes June 5, 
1682.

John Robinson House. Jonathan Neale 
conveyed that part of this lot north of the 
dashes to Samuel Wakefield of Salem, 
tailor, Feb. 12, 1679-80.§ Upon this 
portion of the lot Mr. Wakefield built a

bought of Mr. Neale the strip of twelve 
feet in width south of the dashes Feb. 29, 
1683-4. Mr. Wakefield removed to 
Boston, and conveyed the house and entire 
lot to John Bullock of Salem, ordinary- 
keeper, Feb. 28, 1683-4.§ Mr. Bullock 
was a cripple from fighting against the 
Indians, and was allowed to have a vic- 
tualling shop in 1680.

and Thomas Spooner died possessed of it 
in 16—. His widow, Elizabeth Spooner, 
died in 1677, having devised it in her will. 
Her executor conveyed the northern half 
to Hannah, wife of Benjamin Gerrish of 
Salem, Nov. 30, 1682;f and Mr. Ger- 
rish conveyed it to Thomas Maule Jan. 
22, 1683-4.§ Mrs. Spooner’s son-in-law 
John Ruck and his son Thomas Ruck, 
devisees under her will, cotiveyed the 
southern half to Mr. Maule Nov. 1, 
1687. || 

On the northwestern corner of the lot 
Mr. Maule erected, in the fall of 1688,t 
a meeting-house for the Quakers; and 
conveyed it with the land on which it 
stood, being four square rods, to Josiah 
and Daniel Southwick, Samuel Gaskin, 
Caleb Buffum, Christopher Foster, and 
Sarah Stone, all of Salem, and Samuel 
Collins of Lynn, and several others of the 
people called Quakers, “ for ye use of ye 
Quakers to worship and serve God in,” Oct. 
13, 1690.9 The remainder of the lot he 
conveyed to his son John Maule April 9, 


1707.** The meeting-house was used by 


the Quakers until 1718, when they built 
a larger building on the other side of the 
street, and (by the original surviving gran- 
tees) reconveyed to Mr. Maule the meet- 
ing-house and lot Nov. 18, 1718.tf This 
building remained on the lot and was 
called the Quaker meeting-house as late 
as 1736. 

John Richards House. This house and 
lot were a part of the estate of John 
Reeves (called “olde Reeves ”’) of Salem, 
who died in 1681, having devised the 
same to his daughter Elizabeth Richards 
and herson John Richards. They were 
living in this house at the time of Mr. 
Reeves’ decease. Apparently the house

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was only about five feet from the Quaker 
meeting-house in 1688.* The house was 
gone before 1702, and April 13, 1708, Mr. 
Richards’ heirs conveyed the lot to John 
Dynn.t 
| Wiliam Reeves House. This lotwasa 
part of the homestead of John Reeves, 


who died in 1681, having devised the lot, 


to his son William Reeves, who erected a 
house thereon, and died possessed of the 
estate. It was his residence in 1718, and 
he gave it in his will to his sons William 
and Cockere] and grandson Cockerel, the 
latter dying possessed of the lot about 
1757, the house being gone. The house 
was standing there in 1733. 

Ephraim Kempton House. This house 
and lot were a 
part of the 
estate of John 
Reeves, who 
died in 1681. 
Flealiyed. in 
this house 
(which was 
there in 1661), 
and devised 
the estate to 
his daughter 
Mary and her 
husband, Eph- 
raim Kemp- 
Lon Mr. 
Kempton conveyed the same to his son 
John Kempton of Boston Jan. 1, 1712.§ 
John Kempton conveyed it to his son 
Joseph Kempton Jan. 14, 1743.|| Mr. 
Kempton died in 17—; and Benjamin 
Cox, fisherman, and wife Elizabeth, Sarah 
Trask, widow Abigail Nichols and widow 
Elizabeth Kempton, all of Salem, apparent- 
ly heirs of John Kempton, conveyed the 
estate to John Cabot of Salem June 24, 
1803.{ Mr. Cabot took down the old 
house about 1810, and erected a new 
house upon the same site.

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Thomas Flint House. This house and 
lot early belonged to Thomas James of 
Salem, husbandman; and he conveyed 
the estate to William Flint in 1652.* Mr. 
Flint died in 1673, having devised the 
house, barn and lot to his son Thomas 
Flint. Thomas probably took down the 
old house, and erected a new one in its 
place. He died in or about 1732. 

John Pickering House. .The portion 
of this lot that lies west of the dashes 
belonged to John Pickering very early. 
He died in 1657, leaving his estate to his 
sons John and Jonathan. There may 
have been a house upon this part of the 
lot in 1642 and 1657, which was proba- 
bly gone a few years later.

Lt. John Pickering died pos- 
sessed of the lot in 1694, and the next 
owner was his eldest son John Pickering, 
who also died possessed of it in 1722. 
The next owner was the latter’s son Dea. 
Timothy Pickering, who died possessed 
of itin 1778. It then descended to his 
son Col. Timothy Pickering, who was 
born in this house in 1745, being the first 
postmaster-general, under Washington ;

It 
then descended to his son John Picker- 
ing, esq., who graduated at Harvard col- 
lege in 1796, and died possessed of the 
estate in 1846. It was then owned by 
the latter’s son John Pickering, who 
graduated at Harvard in 1830, and died 
possessed of the estate in 1882. It is 
now owned and occupied by the latter’s 
son, John Pickering, who is also a gradu- 
ate of Harvard. An engraving of the 
house, as it now appears, is shown here- 
with.

TuE frontispiece is a map of that sec- 
tion of Salem which is bounded by Flint, 
Broad, Essex and Jackson streets. It is 
based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of two hundred feet 
to aninch. It shows the location of all 
houses that were standing in 1700. The 
brace marked “ a’ shows where South Pine 
street begins; the braces marked “b” 
where Warren street runs.j5those marked 
“c” where Warren street court runs; 
and “d”’ where Jackson street runs. The 
letters “f£” “f” show the present eastern 
side of the upper end of Essex street. 

Essex street was first called a street as 
early as 1659; ye great street leading 
through the town, 1713; the main street, 
1722; and Essex street, 1796. The upper 
end of Essex street was originally Brick- 
kiln lane, which was called a lane in 1694; 
brickkiln lane, 1721 ; way leading into the 
great pasture, 1744 ; Northerly way lead- 
ing into the great pasture, 1787. It was 
widened on the eastern side before 1805, 
probably when the turnpike was con- 
structed, making it as at present. In 
1804, the Salem turnpike was laid out 
from Brickkiln lane, and it finally came 
into the possession of the city, being 
called the Salem turnpike. Its name was 
changed to Highland avenue in 1875. 

Flint street was firstscalled a lane in 
1694 ; a street, 1713; a lane or highway, 
1721; lane from the main street to Mar- 
blehead, 1786 ; and Flint street, 1801. 

Warren street was laid out by the owners 
of land over which it passed Dec. 19, 
1804*, and has always been so called.

Pine street was laid out by the owners 
of land over which it passed, twenty-eight 
feet wide, Jan. 1, 1806,* and was known 
by that name, being latterly called South 
Pine street. 

The only way to get into or out of the 
central part of Salem by land in the earliest 
days was by way of Broad street. It was 
a highway as far as shown on the map, 
the rest of the way running over common 
lands. Broad street itself was first called a 
highway in 1701 ; and Broad street, 1801. 
The private way was called Pasture street 
as early as 1797, and Broad street in 
1831, the gate probably having been re- 


‘moved to a point near the present end 


of the street. The city accepted this 
part as a highway in 1870, and since then 
it has been a legal portion of Broad street. 

Jackson street was laid out over the 
Great pasture lands for a highway, and 
accepted as such in 1877. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, 
but not always to the whole lot, the de- 
sign being, after 1700, to give the history 
of the houses then standing principally. 

The Common Pasture. This was com- 
mon land of the proprietors or com- 
moners from the first settlement. This 
part of the common lands became the es- 
tate of that portion of the proprietors who 
became incorporated as the Great Pasture 
corporation in 1724. The two projecting 
portions of the pasture shown on the map 
were the “pens,” at the extremities of 
which were the gates that admitted the

', the owners of cattle drove them in the 
{morning and turned them over to the care 
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cattle. The one leading toward Essex 
street was the northern entrance, and the 


To these two gates 


of the cow-herd, and at night there re- 
ceived them at his hand. The northern 
entrance remained until some years after 
the turnpike was a highway, and was then 
sold to individuals. The southern en- 
trance was a private way as early as 1797, 
the gate having been removed to what is 
now the head of Broad street, and in 1870 
it became a highway—an extension of 
Broad street. 

Col. John Hathorne Farm. This farm 
was probably granted by the town to Maj. 
William Hathorne at a very early date (be- 
fore 1635). A house was standing on the 
farm in 1646 and 1661, but was gone be- 
fore the decease of Major Hathorne, 
which occurred in 1681. He devised the 
farm to his son, Col. John Hathorne, who 
died possessed of it May 10, 1717. 

Benjamin and Wiliam Pickering 
House. This lot was early in the posses- 
sion of Townsend Bishop. His agents, 
Robert Moulton and Michael Shafflyn, 
conveyed to Richard Adams “one ould 
howse w one acre of land win the 
Comon feild and about an acre and an 
halfe of land next to the Comon inclosed 
by ytselfe,”’ for three pounds, ten shillings, 
27:3: 1646*. On the same day, they 
also conveyed, for the same amount of 
money, “ the new messuadge or dwelling 
house of the said m’ Bishope standing by 
the Rocks nere Captane MHathornes 
house,”’ to Ralph Fogg of Salem.t The 
house had probably been erected the pre- 
ceding year. This lot also came into the 
possession of Mr. Adams. He was of 
Salem, mason, April 30, 1679, when, for 
one hundred and fifty pounds, he conveyed 
to Lt. John Pickering of Salem, yeoman, 
this house (the old house being gone) and 
lot of four or five acres, consisting of pas- 
ture, mowing, orchard and garden, “ at 
the western end of the town over against

Major Hathorne’s’’*. Mr. Pickering died 
possessed of the lot and house May 5, 
1694, having devised the estate to his sons 
Benjamin and William. They made a 
partition of the estate July 26, 1701, Ben- 
jamin having the western part of the house 
and lot and north leanto, and William, the 
eastern part. 

Benjamin Pickering died possessed of 
the western half of the house and lot be- 
tween 1701 and 1734, and at the latter 
date his widow Jane Pickering was living 
in his end of the house. She died pos- 
sessed of it in 1749-50, having devised 
it to her son Joseph Pickering. Joseph 
lived in the house, and died in 1790, hav- 
ing devised the estate to his son William 
and his grandson Joseph Pickering (son of 
his deceased son Joseph). William Picker- 
ing was a mariner, living in Salem, and 
released his interest in the premises to his 
co-tenant, who was also a mariner of Sa- 
lem, April 27, 1797. Joseph conveyed 


the estate to William Pickering of Salem, 


mariner, June 26, 1828.§ William Pick- 
ering conveyed it to Samuel S. Williston 
of Salem, cabinet- maker, Jan. 21, 1830.§ 
Mr. Williston lived in his part of the 
house,and mortgaged it to William Mickle- 
field of Salem,to bacconist, Dec. 12, 1831.|| 
By foreclosure it became the mortgagee’s. 
Mr. Micklefield died possessed of his part 
of the house and lot Aug. 28, 1840; and 
the trustee under his will, together with 
Mr. Williston, conveyed the estate to 
Jeremiah Mahoney and Jeremiah L. Ford, 
both of Salem, curriers, July 27, 1844. 
Mr. Ford released his interest in the 
premises to Mr. Mahoney Sept. 18, 1850.4] 
Mr. Mahoney became insolvent, and his 
assignees conveyed it to Patrick Ganley of 
Salem Aug. 5, 1858.** On the same day, 
Mr. Ganley reconveyed the estate to the

assignees,*, who conveyed it to William 
Looney of Salem Sept. 30, 1858.7 

Capt. William. Pickering died possessed 
of the eastern part of ‘the house’ and -lot, 
and his executrix conveyed it to, his 
nephew, Edward Pickering (son of Benja- 
min Pickering:who owned the other half) 
of Salem, mariner, Sept. 4, 1724.§ Ed- 
ward Pickering lived there, and was a 
husbandman. He conveyed his portion 
of the house and lot to his brother Wil- 
liam Pickering of Salem, cordwainer, Feb. 
25, 1734.|| William Pickering, then of 
Salem, shoreman, conveyed it to his 
brother Joseph Pickering of Salem, fisher- 
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Mr. Day May 12, 1804.* Mr. Day con- 
veyed the premises (his part of the house 
being then occupied by Aaron Francis) to 
Samuel and Isaac Very, both of Salem, 
merchants, Aug. 23, 1803. Lydia and

the estate, and the trustee under his will 
conveyed it to his heirs June 1, 1864. 
Joseph Phipps, apparently one of the heirs, 
became insolvent, and he and hisassignee 
conveyed his interest in the estate to 
Parker Burnham of Beverly July 1, 1864.9 
Mr. Burnham, with Henry Phipps, both of 
Beverly, and Thomas R. Watson of Salem, 
and his wife Mary, in her right, probably

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others of the heirs, conveyed it to John 
Looney of Salem July 11, 1864.* 

So John Looney owned the eastern 
half, and William Looney the western half 
of the house when it was burned between 
two and three o’clock on the afternoon of 
Sept. 16, 1865. Willlam Looney and his 
son-in-law Coakley were then living in his 
part, and the other half was occupied by 
the widow Wood and a Mr. Redmond and 
family. The walls, being lined with brick, 
remained standing until the following 
spring. The engraving of the house here- 
with given has been copied from the 
drawing made of it by John Robinson 
March 1, 1866, representing it as it ap- 
peared just before the fire. 

Edward Flint and Thomas Flint Lots 
and David Flint House. ‘These three 
lots were generally known,,.in..the last 
quarter of the seventeenth century as 
Goldthwaite’s and Putnam’s lots. Thomas 
James of Salem, husbandman, owned one 
acre of this land, adjoining “to goodman 
Adams land near the brick kill,’ in 1652, 
when he conveyed it to William Flint.+ 
Henry Kenney of Salem, husbandman, 
owned three acres. of the southwestern 
end of the Edward Flint and Thomas 
Flint lots, with a dwelling house thereon, 
Feb. 28, 1659, when he conyeyed the es- 
tate to William Flint of Salem,§ who al- 
ready owned the remainder of the lots and 
the David Flint lot. William Flint died 
2:2: 1673, possessed of the lots, having 
devised them in his will to his sons Edward 
and Thomas. Dec. 3, 1694, they divided 
the premises, the Thomas Flint lot being 
assigned to Thomas, and the others to 
Edward Flint.|| Thomas Flint owned his 
lot until his decease, about 1719. Ed- 
ward died possessed of his lot in 1711, 
having devised to his son David the lot 
“where his house stands.’’ David was 
married in January, 1700, and he proba- 
bly built his house on this corner about that 
time. He was a fellmonger, and died in

tors conveyed the western half of the 
‘mansion house” and lot to James Odell 
shoreman, July 9, 1739.* 
Mr. Odell died, and the estate descend- 
ed to his son James, who conveyed it to 
Stephen Fogg of Salem, trader, June 21, 
1826.T 

The eastern half of the house and lot 
were conveyed by the executorsiof David 
Flint to Thomas Metcalf of Salem, fisher- 
man, the deceased’s son-in-law, June 15, 
1739.§ Mr. Metcalf died in 1749, and 
after the decease of his widow Ruth, in 
1766, it descended to their only son 
Joseph. July 27, 1786, Joseph Metcalf 
conveyed his part of the house and lot to 
Jeduthun Upton of Salem, merchant.|j 
Mr. Upton conveyed one-half of his inter- 
est to Dudley Porter, jr., of Haverhill, 
merchant, Jan. 24, 1807. Mr. Upton 
and Mr. Porter conveyed their part of the 
house and lot to John and Nathaniel 
Sleeper, both of Salem, laborers, June 25, 
1807.49 The Sleepers conveyed the estate 
to,.Peter E. Webster and John Hale, both 
of Salem, traders, July 26, 1815 ;** and 
Mr. Hale conveyed his interest in the 
property to Stephen Fogg Aug. 28, 1815.TT 
Mr. Webster released his interest to Mr. 
Fogg Jan. 12, 1818.§§ 

Thus Mr. Fogg came into possession of 
the entire house and lot. The ancient 
house had been occupied as a dwelling 
and a grocery, the business having been 
carried on from about 1806 to about 1810 
by the Sleepers, who owned the eastern 
part. They did a large business in West 
India and other foreign goods. Crowds 
of teams came to this store from New 
Hampshire and Vermont with country 
produce, which they exchanged for other 
commodities.

when he sold the store and lot to Stephen Fogg. 
Mr. Fogg moved the store about two feet, annex- 
ing it to his house, in which he resided. The en- 
graving shows the house with the store part at- 
tached (being the end having the gable toward 
the street). After Mr. Fogg’s death in 1859, the 
place came into the possession of George L. Pea- 
body, who resides there. This house is on Flint 
street, directly opposite the head of Chestnut 
street.

THE frontispiece is a map of that sec- 
tion of Salem which is tounded by Essex, 
Boston and Proctor streets and Norman’s 
Rocks. It is based on actual surveys and 
title deeds, and is drawn on a scale of 
two hundred feet to an inch. It shows 
the location of all the houses that were 
standing in 1700. The braces marked 
‘© a’? show where May street now runs. 

Essex street was originally the lane to 
the brick kiln of Thomas Trusler, and 
was laid out in the earliest*settlement of 
the town. This was also the way to the 
common pasture. It was first called a 
highway in 1730; highway to the great 
common pasture in 1736; way leading 
from Buffum’s corner to the northerly 
great pasture gate, 1794 ; turnpike, 1824 ; 
and Essex street soon afterward. 

Boston street was probably laid out at 
the time Town bridge was built in 1640. 
This was known as the west end of the 
town. The bridge was built by John 
Pickering in 1640, and five years later it 
had to be reconstructed. It was then 
raised, and a causeway, extending nearly 
two hundred feet, built. This street was 
called a street or lane, 1676; ye bridge 
street so called towards Trask’s mills, 
1680; the street going towards the mill 
bridge, 1681; highway, 1692; ye coun- 
try road, 1737; way leading to the town 
bridge, 1765; the main street, 1773; 
Town bridge street, 1789; great road, 
1789 ; street leading from Buffum’s cor- 
ner to Town bridge, 1789; and Boston 
street, 1799. The bridge or causeway was 
so long that land adjoining was described 
as bounded by the Town bridge in 1698, 
1789, and other dates, nearly to Federal 
street. 


May street was laid ott by Benjamin 
Goodhue between 1794 and 1805. It 
was first called the new road, 1805 ; new 
street, 1810; and May street, 1814. 

Proctor street is a part of the earliest 
road in Salem. It was called a way lead- 
ing to the gallows’ hill pasture in 1870; 
and for the last twenty years has been 
called Proctor street. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, but 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after 1700, to give the history of 
the houses then standing principally. 

Wiliam Bean House. This was a part 
of the lot of Robert Buffum, and was prob- 
ably granted to him by the town. This cor- 
ner piece was separated from the rest of 
the lot by the laying out of Boston street 
in 1640, or soon afterward. The land 
descended to his daughter Sarah, wife of 
William Bean, upon the death of Mr. 
Buffum in 1669. On this lot was a house, 
perhaps built by Mr. Bean, or removed 
thither before 1661. He died in 1715 
possessed of the house, but of no land. 
The house is described in the inventory 
of Mr. Bean’s estate as a small old house 
out of repair, and was valued at ten 
pounds. In 1730, it was still standing 
and possessed by the children, and a deed 
of adjoining land reserved a right of way 
from the street to the old house so long 
as it remained habitable and was inhabit- 
ed. It was gone soon afterward. This 
was known as Bean’s corner. 

Edward Flint and Thomas Flint Lots 
(“« Brickkitn Field”). These two lots con- 
stituted the brickkiln field, which was 
probably granted to Thomas Trusler in

the first settlement of the town. Here 
he made bricks; and died possessed of 
the lot in 1653. His inventory, dated 
5: I mo: 1653-4, mentions three acres 
of marsh and upland where the brickkiln 
is. His heirs and executors, Henry, 
Nicholas, and Edward Phelps, conveyed 
it to William Flint of Salem, yeoman, 4: 
9 mo: 1656." Mr. Flint died in 1673, 
having devised the lot to his two sons 
Edward and Thomas. They made a divi- 
sion, Dec. 3, 1694,f as shown on the 
map. Edward Flint died possessed of 
his part in 1711, and Thomas in 1719. 

Joshua Buffum and Caleb Buffum Lots. 
These lots were a part of a lot originally 
belonging, and probably granted, to John 
Alderman of Salem. Mr. Alderman died 
in 1657, having devised this land and 
also the lot of Nicholas Chattwell, to 
Ezra Clapp and Nathaniel Clapp. They 
conveyed it to Giles Coree of Salem, hus- 
bandman, July 24, 1663.{ Mr. Coree 
conveyed it to Edward Flint, who owned 
adjoining land, before 1676, but the deed 
was given Feb. 8, 1681-2. The exact 
lines of this lot of “‘ one acre,’”’ as it was 
called, against the land of the Flints can- 
not be determined, as it became one lot 
upon the division between the Flints in 
1694. Edward Flint conveyed these lots 
of Joshua and Caleb Buffum to the widow 
Gertrude Pope of Salem March 24, 1676- 
7.|| She conveyed them to her sons-in- 
law Joshua Buffum and Caleb Buffum, 
both yeomen, and living directly across 
the street, Joshua to have the north- 
westerly half and Caleb the southeasterly, 
June 6, 16849. They owned the lots 
until after 1700. 

Nicholas Chattwell House. This was 
a part of the lot conveyed by Giles Coree 
to Edward Flint before 1676, as above. 
That part of this lot lying southeasterly

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and northeasterly of the dashes was sold 
by Mr. Flint to John Maccarter of Salem, 
dyer, before 1677, but the deed was given 
May 28, 1682.* Mr. Maccarter built the 
house now standing upon the lot, and 
numbered 19, before October, 1685. The 
ancient house is in good condition, and 
among its evidences of age are the posts 
that support the summer beam of the 
fore-room. From floor to beam the dis- 
tance was six feet and”one inch. About 
three inches, one-half its thickness, has 
been hewn from the beam in later times. 
This post, with its

sight of his windows 
and only two hun- 
dred yards away suc- 
cessively occurred 
the hanging of the 
alleged witches in 
June, July, August 
and September, 
1692; and a large 
number were in the 
jails awaiting execu- 
tion. What, if any, 
was the effect of 
these executions up- 
on the minds of Mr. Maccarter and his 
family is not known ; but Nov. 12, of the 
same year, he conveyed the house and 
lot, apparently for a price far below their 
worth, to Nicholas Chattwell of Salem, 
mariner.t Mr. Flint conveyed to Mr. 
Chattwell the remainder of the lot April 
26, 1695.{ Mr. Chattwell died Oct. 30, 
1700, and, after the death of his wife in 
1718, the estate descended to his only 
surviving child, Priscilla, wife of John 
Meacham of Enfield, yeoman, who con- 
veyed the house and lot to Thorndike 
Proctor of Salem, husbandman, June 11, 
1724.6 On the death of Mr. Proctor,

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the estate descended to his son Ebenezer, 
and upon the latter’s decease, to his only 
child, Sarah, wife of Samuel Merritt. Up- 
on Mrs. Merritt’s death, her heirs released 
the house and lot to her son-in-law, Na- 
thaniel Woodbury, March 4, 1799." Up- 
on his decease, the estate descended to 
his children, who conveyed it to Nathan- 
iel and Ebenezer Tuttle April 19, 1836.f 
It has been in the possession of Nathaniel 
Tuttle and his family ever since. The 
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the old road, as shown on the map, and 
the town subsequently sold it to him, by: 
vote of the selectmen, March 6, 1693-4. 
Mr. Pinson died in July, 1695, pos-. 
sessed of the entire lot “at the bridge 
pond with the frame of a house standing 
on it.”

John and Rebecca Bickford Lot. This 
was the lot of Lawrence Southwick in 
1656; and he sold it to Thomas Robbins 
before 1681. Both parties died ; and, no 
deed “ appearing of record,’’ Mr. South- 
wick’s executors gave a deed of it, in- 
cluding the “pond or salt marsh,” to 
William Pinson, whose wife Rebecca was 
Mr. Robbins’ niece and heir, in 1694. 

Mr. Pinson took possession of a strip of 
the common land between the pond and

and her husband released to her daughter 
Rebecca and her husband John Bickford 
of Marblehead, “all that ye pasture or 
parcel of mowing land”consisting of up- 
land marsh and thatch banks and pond,” 
containing three acres, Jan. 11, 1698.” 
The Bickfords owned the premises until 
they removed to Reading about 1750. 
The pond was filled about a hundred 
years ago. 

Place of Execution and Burial of the 
Alleged Witches. In 1692, to the south- 
east and southwest of the Ict of the 
Bickfords and the pond was common

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land, through which the highway had run 
from the first. settlement of the town. 
The plan shows the places where the evi- 
dence indicates that the alleged witches 
were executed and buried. 
John Adams, who often visited Salem, 
stopping with his “‘ brother Cranch,” who 
lived'on what is. now Mill street, wrote in 
his diary under date of Thursday, Aug. 
14, 1766: -“Dined at Cranch’s; after 
dinner walked to Witchcraft hill, a hill 
about half a mile from Cranch’s, where 
the famous persons formerly executed for 
witches were buried. Somebody within 
a few years has planted a number of

locust trees over the graves, as a memo- 
ria] of that memorable victory over the 
‘prince of the power of the air.’ This 
hill is in a large common belonging to the 
proprietors of Salem, etc. From it you 
have a fair view of the town, of the river, 
the north and south fields, of Marblehead, 
of Judge Lynde’s pleasure-house, etc., of 
Salem village, etc.’”” He may have 
walked to the highest part of the hill, 
though his description would probably 
have been as applicable to the lower hill 
marked on the map. Some things that he 
omits to mention, as the harbor, indicate 
that he ascended the lower hill only. 


scribed as the lot “on which the locust 
trees now stand.” In the deed to Stew- 
art, in 1737, no trees are mentioned, and 
without question these are the ones of 
which Mr. Adams wrote. The fact that 
the lot is thus described shows that the 
locust trees were a distinguishing mark. 
Elderly men now living remember the 
great locust trees on this lot in their early 
boyhood. The trees stood near the fence 
on the southeasterly end of the lot near 
the shrubbery shown at the left in the 
drawing. 

A man who now lives on the lot states 
that he dug up two great stumps there 
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some forty years ago. He pointed out 
their exact location, and the spots are 
indicated on the map by x’s. One of 
them was in a crevice in the ledge, now 
somewhat hidden by the shrubbery. 
Calef wrote that Mr. Burroughs’ remains 
were dragged by a halter to a hole, or 
grave, between the rocks, about two feet 
deep, and buried there with Willard and 
Carrier; that one of his hands, and his 
chin, and a foot of one of them, were 
left uncovered. There is a tradition 
that Caleb Buffum saw the projecting 
remains, and after dark went to the spot 
and covered them, subsequently assisting 
in taking some of the bodies down the 
hill to. the water, from whence they were 
transported in boats to their various 
homesteads. Probably the bodies of 
George Jacobs, Rebecca Nurse and others 
were taken away in this manner.....Caleb 
Buffum lived on what.is. now Boston 
street opposite his lot shown on the map, 
within view of the burial places, and only 
two hundred and fifty yards away. John 
Maccarter’s house was fifty yards nearer, 
and, knowing the circumstances, the im- 
mediate disposal of his homestead is 
readily explained. 

Upham cites, as evidence that Gallows’ 
hill is the place where the executions took 
place, the statement of John Symonds, 
who was born in the summer of 1692, 
that the nurse at his birth saw from the 
windows of his birth-house the victims as 
they hung. But. whether or not the 
designated house is the old Symonds’ 
house on North street or one near Bever- 
ly bridge is not stated. It is not impor- 
tant, however, as at that date from either 
place the smaller and nearer hill was visi- 
ble, and the range is such that, as shown 
in the picture the top of this hill is out- 
lined against the sky as well as that of the 
greater hill. © 

No way was ever known until recently 
by which a cart could ascend the greater 
hill, whereas the lower hill was by the 
side of the first highway in the town. 

If the locust trees mark the site of the 
graves, the place of the executions was near 
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as Calef states that the body of Mr. Bur- 
roughs was dragged by a halter to his 
grave. This little eminence is about 
sixty feet high, and must have had 
a -broad and beautiful prospect spread 
out before it when the river was a thou- 
sand feet wide, and the great factories and 
other constructions did not exist. 





WILL OF RICHARD KENT.” 


The will of Richard Kent, sr., of New- 
bury was proved in the Ipswich court 26 : 
7: 1654. The following copy is made 
from the original on file in the probate 
Office at Salem. 

Maye the 22"" 1654. 

I Richard Kent fenior of Newberry in 
the County of Effex in New England being 
verry weake in body but of perfect fence 
and memory, doe make this my laft will 
and teftam': Inp'mis: I giue my foule 
into y® hands of god my maker, and my 
body to the earth; In the next place I 
giue and bequeath vnto my fonne Jo" 
Kent my -houfe and lands to him and his 
heires'for ever, and if my aforefaid fonne 
John Kent die without any heire, then 
the afore faid houfe and lands is to be 
defpofed of Jo" Bifhopp Junior and his 
heires for euer: ffurther I giue unto my 
daughter Sarah or her Children the fume 
of twenty pounds if they Come ouer to 
be paid when my Executor comes to be 
twenty one yeare old, ffurther I giue vnto 
my louing wife Em Kent tenn pounds per 
annum to be annually paid her foe Long 
as fhe liueth, and the fruit of her apple 
tree yearly, or thirty pounds to be fud- 
denly paid her w™ fhe pleafeth: Item I 
giue vnto Mary Kent my Brother Stephens 
daughter which he had by his firft wife, 
one yearlin heifer calfe, to be paid to her 
thre yeares after my deceafe, further I 
giue vnto my fonne Jo" Bifhopp 100 trees 
out of my nurcery to be taken upp when 
hee pleafeth: likewife I gine vnto my 
fonne John Bifhop, my fonne John Kent 
in manner as an apprentice till he is 
compleat nineteen yeares of age, and the 
faid Jo® Bifhopp is to have my fonne

THE map on page 99 represents that 
part of Salem located on the Peabody 
line that is bounded north by Boston 
street in Salem and Main street in Pea- 
body, and on the east by Bow street. It 
is drawn on a scale of three hundred feet 
to an inch. 

The street on the north, now known 
respectively as Boston and Main streets, 
was called a highway in 1660, probably 
being laid out in 1647, when the bridge, 
. known as the Stone bridge, was built over 
Strong Water brook. It, was called ye 
country road or highway in 1717; road 
leading to Boston, 1749; road to Salem, 
17573 great country road leading to Salem 
in 1793; and the main street in 1818. 
The Salem portion was called West street 
in 1822, and Boston street some years 
later. Aborn street which runs westerly 
across the map was probably the original 
road in this section to Boston. Just south 
of Strong Water brook, without the limits 
of the map, a branch turned to the north 
running nearly parallel with the brook and 
meeting with what is now Main street in 
Peabody, where it is shown on the map. 
The latter road ran over common land 
for more than a score of years after 1700, 
and continued io be a highway until about 
1750 or 1760, being the better road in 
going to Lynn and Boston. The present 
Washington street, leading from Main 
street at the Lexington monument caused 
the discontinuance of the ancient road. 
Aborn street was called a highway in 1660 ; 
and John Robinson, aged about eighty- 
eight years, deposed, in 1729, “ that he 
very well remembers that there was a road 
by the dwelling house of Samuel Aborn 


and was improved as a road from Case’s 
and Locker’s to ye said Samuel Aborn’s 
house and so over the brook for about 
sixty years and upward.” * It was called 
the highway which leads by the field called 
glass house field in 1707 ; country road, 
1733; the way to glass house fields, 1735 ; 
way to Aborn’s, 1735; lane in 1738; 
Shillaber’s lane, 1760; way leading to 
Locker’s run, 1767 ; way leading to Samuel 
Aborn’s, 1770; a back road, 1774; and 
Aborn street in 1804. The Aborn house 
stood in what is now Peabody between 
the Locker lot and Strong Water brook on 
Aborn street. 

The section on the south side of Aborn 
street was the historic glass house field. 
Here glass was made by Lawrence South- 
wick, Ananias Concline, John Concline, 
and Obadiah Holmes in or before 1638. 
After 1645, the works apparently did not 
thrive, though they may have been con- 
tinued a number of years. In a petition 
of the Conclines to the general court in 
October, 1645, it is stated that the under- 
takers or company have neglected the 
works for the past three years. Earthen 
ware is said to have been made here at the 
glass house by the glass men. This was the 
centre of the persecution of the Quakers 
in the seventeenth century. The first 
meeting held in Salem by the mission- 
aries, Holder and Copeland, in 1657, was 
probably held in the Southwick house, and 
later by the saintly Brend and the martyr 
Ledra. Here lived Provided Southwick, 
the subject of Whittier’s poem, ‘Cassandra 
Southwick,” Samuel Gaskin (Provided’s

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husband), Josiah Southwick, John Hill 
and others. Lawrence Southwick and his 
wife were banished, and they died at 
Shelter island, in Long Island sound, of 
privation and exposure the next winter. 
Here, also, was their first burial ground. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, but 
not always to the whole lot, the design be- 
ing, after that date to give the history of the 
houses then standing. 

Estate of John Loomis Lot. The 
western portion of this lot was a part 
of the lot of one and a half acres conveyed 
by Ralph Tompkins of Salem, planter, to 
Edward Gaskill of Salem, ship-carpenter, 
April 22, 1659.* Mr. Gaskill conveyed 
it to John Lambert of Salem, seaman, in 
or before 1660; and Mr. Lambert con- 
veyed ten rods of it to John Loomis before 
Jan. 28, 1660.f 13:6: 1660, Mr. Loomis 
petitioned the town for a small enlarge- 
ment, and he was granted about sixteen 
rods “between the two ways towards the 
town of Salem.” He had already erected 
a house upon the original part of the lot. 
Mr. Loomis died about 1685. The house 
was gone before 1700, when. the widow, 
Mary Loomis, and her only son, John 
Loomis, for twelve pounds, conveyed to 
John Traske of Salem, miller, “ all that our 
land belonging to our homestead about 
thirty rods in Salem.’’{ 

Samuel Gaskill House. This lot of 
about an acre and a half and ten rods of 
the estate of John Loomis lot, and the 
dwelling house on this lot, were the 
property of John Hart from about 1650 
to his decease in 1656. It then came 
into the possession of Ralph Tompkins of 
Salem, planter, who conveyed the house 
and land, for nine pounds, to Edward 
Gaskill of Salem, ship-carpenter, April 
22, 1659.* Before Jan. 28, 1660, Mr. 
Gaskill (or, Gascoine, or Gaskin, as the 
mame was afterwards spelt) conveyed the

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eastern part of the lot and the house to 
John Lambert of Salem, seaman, and on 
that day Mr. Lambert re-conveyed it to 
Mr. Gaskill for twenty-five pounds.* Mr, 
Gaskill lived in the house, and when 
very .sick, July 29, 1690, he conveyed 
the house and lot to his son-in-law, John 
Lambert, sr., of Salem.f 

The estate came into the hands of 
Samuel Gaskill, sr. (son of Edward), of 
Salem, husbandman; and he conveyed 
the house, barn, orchard and one-half of 
the lot to his son Samuel Gaskill, jr., of 
Salem, husbandman, for the maintenance 
of himself and wife, April 14, 1713,{ the 
other half part of the lot having become 
the property of the grantee, who then 
lived thereon. Samuel Gaskill, jr., died 
between 1720 and 1733, and the estate 
descended to his sons Jonathan and 
Samuel Gaskill. 

Daniel Southwick, aged eighty-one, 
and Samuel Ebborn, aged seventy-eight, 
deposed, in 1717, that this lot was origin- 
ally in three parts, “on which were 
erected, built and being three cottages 
or dwelling places at or before 1661, viz. : 
One by Edward Gaskill of Salem, husband- 
man, deceased ; one by Thomas Hart§ of 
Salem, cordwinder, deceased ; and one by 
Peter Joyce of Salem, seaman or mariner. | 

Quaker Burial Ground. This was a 
part of the lot of Joseph Boyce, and for 
five pounds he conveyed to Thomas 
Maule, Josiah Southwick, sr., John Small, 
John Burton, sr., and Daniel Southwick, 
all of Salem, this lot of sixteen rods, fora 
burying place, June 10, 1680.9 This has 
been a burial ground of the Friends ever 
since. 

Joseph Boyce House. This lot was in 
the possession of Joseph Boyce in 1659. 
In his will, dated 4: 9 mo: 1684, and 
proved Feb. 18, 1694-5, he devised all 
his estate to his wife Eleanor for life, and

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then “ my now dwelling house to my son 
Joseph” for his life, remainder to his son 
(“my grandson’) Joseph Boyce in fee 
tail male. The house, barn, orchard and 
lot were valued at forty pounds. The 


son Joseph Boyce, of Salem, husbandman, — 


released his life interest to his son Joseph 
Boyce of Salem, tanner, the homestead 
estate of three and three quarter acres, 
with the houses, barn, etc., Jan. 9, 1707- 
8.* The son Joseph Boyce3 died pos- 
sessed of the estate, and it descended to 
his son Joseph Boyce+ of Salem, sadler, 
before Feb. 20, 1723-4, when he mort- 
gaged it.f He becamea tanner, succeed- 
ing his father in the business, and May 8, 
1728, conveyed a one-half interest in the 
lot, house, barn, tanyard, fulling-mill, and 
stream to his brother John Boyce of Salem, 
tanner.{ They conveyed the estate to 
Joseph Very, jr., of Salem, htiSbandman, 
July 3, 1734;§ and Mr. Very sold it to 
Benjamin Nurse of Salem, husbandman, 
for three hundred pounds, March 7, 1734- 
5.|| Mr. Nurse conveyed the same estate, 
for one hundred and eight pounds, to 
John Sterns of Salem, tailor, June 28, 
1736.9 Mr. Sterns died in 1738, and his 
-administrator for one hundred and twenty 
pounds, conveyed it to Samuel Smith of 
Salem, shopkeeper, Oct. 2, 1741.** 
Mr. Smith conveyed the house and 
land around it to Benjamin Pickman, esq., 
of Salem for four hundred and twenty 
pounds in bills, March 23, 1749.ff For 
sixty-six pounds, thirteen shillings and 
fourpence, Mr. Pickman'sold the estate to 
Joseph Flint of Reading, housewright, 
Jan. 27,1752.{{ The house was probably 
gone soon after. 
Solomon Southwick House. A part of 
this lot was granted to Lawrence South- 
wick, the glass maker, and he erected a

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dwelling upon it before 11: 10 mo: 1639, 
when the town of Salem granted to him 
two acres adjoining his house and lot. 14: 
7: 1640, the town granted to John Con- 


cline of Salem, a glass-man, five and a 


half acres near the glass house, and he, 
too, built a house upon the same before 
1661. The Concline house and lot came 
into the possession of Josiah Southwick, 
and was gone before 1702. Qne acre 
at the northern end of this ground was 
probably a part of the land granted to 
Obadiah Holmes in 1638 and 1639, on 
which he erected a dwelling house before 
1661. The house was apparently stand- 
ing in 1702, but. gone before 1711. 
Lawrence Southwick died in 1660, having 
in his will devised his house and lot to 
his son Daniel. The homestead came 
into the possession of the deceased’s son 
Josiah Southwick before 1688; and he 
died possessed of it in 1693. In the 
division of the estate of Josiah Southwick, 
probably the house and lot came to be 
the estate of his son Solomon Southwick, 
who had removed to Rhode Island, before 
Nov. 22, 1711, when he conveyed the 
house and lot of eight acres to Joseph 
Boyce, jr.,* an acre at the northern end 
of the lot having previously become the 
property of Mr. Boyce. The latter con- 
veyed the entire “ nine acres in glass house 
field, being ye homestead where Josiah 
Southwick lived and died,” Dec. 4, 1711.* 

The house is mentioned in the deed 
from Solomon Southwick to Joseph Boyce, 
jr., above, Nov. 22, 1711, but the deed 
from Mr. Boyce to Mr. Trask, twelve 
days later, does not convey the house and 
excepts “ ye bricks of ye dwelling house.”’ 
This would indicate that the house had 
been destroyed by fire or otherwise, be- 
tween those dates. The difference in the 
consideration of the two deeds also evi- 
dences that the house was gone when the 
last deed was given. 

The frontispiece is a view of this lot from 
a point on Ord street, just below where it is 
joined by Bow street, looking westward.

‘The street is Abbott street, which now 
runs through the original Southwick lot. 
John Pickering Lot. Henry Rennalds 
and Ananias Concline, both of Salem, were 
probably grantees of this lot in separate 
parcels. Mr. Concline built a house be- 
fore 1661, and it was gone before 1702. 
Mr. Rennalds owned the lot April ro, 
1688, when he conveyed the four acres 
southwest of the dashes to Lt. John Pick- 
ering and Edward Flint.* Mr. Rennalds 
conveyed the remainder of the lot to John 
Pickering, jr., of Salem July 6, 1689.t Mr. 
Flint apparently conveyed his interest in 
the southern part of the lot to John Pick- 
ering, jr., Nov. 14, 1693.{ John Pickering, 
st., died in May, 1694; and in his will 
he devised this land at the glass house 
field to his eldest son, John Pickering, who 
then owned the other part. Theson died 


possessed of the lot in 1722, having -de--- 


vised it to his wife Sarah, for life, and 
remainder to his eldest son Theophilus 
Pickering. 

George Locker House. This lot was 
early owned by John Hill, who died in 
1680, having devised the residue of his 
estate, including “‘three acres of upland 
lying in glass house field,” to his wife Lydia 
(Buffum). She married, secondly, George 
Locker before 1688. Mrs. Locker was the 
executrix of the will of Mr. Hill, and she 
conveyed to Robert Wilson “the house 
we now live in,’’ except her brother 
Buffum’s new end and one-third of the 
orchard on ye south side adjoining to it 
next John Pickering’s, and one-third of 
ye hill, and one third of the planting 
land by Samuel Ebourn’s in ye mid- 
dle field in ye place called ye glass 
house field, April 1, 1696.§ Mr. Wilson 
conveyed the same to Mr. Locker July 
17, 1696,|| and the latter lived here many 
years after 1700. How long after 1702 
the house was standing has not been de- 
termined.

JaMEs Barker! was “born at Strage- 
well in Low Suffolk in Old England,” as 
he says in his will, and was one of the 
earliest settlers of Rowley, Mass., being 
made a freeman Oct. 7, 1640. His first 
wife, Grace, came with him. She died, 
and was buried in Rowley Feb. 27, 1665. 
He married, secondly, widow Mary 
Wiate May 22, 1666. He died in Row- 
ley, being buried Sept. 7, 1678; and she 
survived him, dying, his widow, in Row- 
ley April 12, 1684, and having been 
blind many years in her old age. Mr. 
Barker was a tailor by trade. In his will 
he called George Kilbourn “ brother.”

PART OF SALEM IN 1700. 


BY SIDNEY PERLEY. 


The map on page 149, represents a part 
of the present town of Peabody, which 
was originally a part of Salem. It is 
bounded by what is now Main street, 
Wallis street, and North river, and runs 
southeasterly until it includes the Trask 
burying ground. The planm“is-drawn on 
a scale of three hundred feet to an inch. 
The dotted line shows’ the present divid- 
ing line between Salem and Peabody. 

Main street was called simply the com- 
mon in 1659; ye road or highway in 
1681; ‘‘ ye way yt leads from ye town of 
Salem by land to Ipswich,” 1696 ; high- 
way or common, 1706 ;, ye country road, 
1726 ; ye town common called Stone’s 
plain, 1736; ye road leading to Salem 
Village, 1750; road leading from Salem 
to Boston, 1760; country road leading 
to Middleton and Andover, 1767; great 
country road leading to Salem, 1779; 
Boston road, 1783; road from Salem to 
Danvers South Parish. meeting house, 
1806 ; road leading from the South meet- 
ing house to Salem, 1816; and Main 
street, 1852. The western end of the 
main street shown on the map is now 
Mill street and formerly Back street. 

Wallis street is slightly west of the 
original way into the North fields. This 
was the nearest way to get from Salem 
proper into the North fields by land. It 
was Called Ye way that leads in ye gate 
to ye north field by Trask’s fulling mill in 
1696; highway, 1743; and way leading 
into the north field, 1767.

The river was so called in 1694; ye 
old mill brook, 1695 ; brook yt descends 
from John Trask’s fulling mill, 1696; 
brook that runs from ye fulling mill, 
1709; the brook or mill pond, 1732; 
mill pond, 1742; Trask’s mill pond, 
1754; river or mill pond, 1777; brook, 
1779; and alewife brook, 1806. 

Strong Water brook was so called as 
early as 1638. 

The brace marked “ag shows the 
place of beginning of Caller street, which 
was a private way in 1856, and known as 
Caller street in 1876, the Caller family 
having owned the land. The brace 
marked ‘*b”’ shows where Grove street 
begins. ‘This street was laid out about 
1850. 

That section of Main street between 
the Strong Water brook bridge and the 
Salem line was probably located when the 
bridge was built, in 1647. Before that 
time the road ran where the parallel lines 
of dots are shown, being a continuation 
of what is now Beaver street, and passing 
in the rear of the Trask burying ground. 
Crossing the bridge, about forty feet 


westerly of the brook, it passed through 


common land to the junction of Aborn 
and Washington streets. It continued to 
be used over the latter part of the way 
until about 1750. That part in the rear 
of the burying ground was probably little 
used after 1647, when the road was lo- 
cated south of the burial place, and finally 
became an unidentified part of the com- 
mon lands. 

This was also a part of the Quaker 
section, all, or nearly all, the families re- 
siding on this territory being of that faith. 
Lawrence Southwick, Daniel Southwick, 
Henry Trask and his wife Mary (daugh- 
ter of Lawrence Southwick), John Smith, 
John Blethin, and other Friends. ‘These 
names appear on the court records here 
as being punished for attending meetings 
of their peculiar order, and for embracing 
the Quaker faith. ; 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and lands under and adjoining, 
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but not always to the whole lot, the de- 
sign being, after that date, to give the 
history of the houses then standing. 

Fulling Mill. Upon the site of this 
mill a corn mill was built by Capt. Wil- 
liam Trask of Salem about 1648, it being 
the third mill built by him on this stream. 
This was discontinued in 1652; and a 
samp mortar mill took its place before 
1656, when the latter mill was in opera- 
tion. In 1662 a new corn mill was 
erected on the same foundation ; and this 
was in operation many years, probably 
until 1692, when a fulling mill was built 
upon its site. The latter mlll was in 
operation in 1729, but was gone in 
1754. 


Captain Trask died in 1666, having 


devised this and other real estate to his 
sons William and John Trask. William 
Trask died in 1691, having devised:-his 
half of the mills to his sons William and 
John Trask, who both eventually con- 
veyed their interests to their uncle John 
Trask, who owned the other half. 

John Trask died in November, 1729, 
having devised the fulling mill and “all 
my land as you go into the North field 
above the highway,” etc., to his son 
Nicholas. 

April 21, 1708, John Cooke, sr., tes- 
tified that “‘I doe very well know & Re- 
member that about 52 yeares agoe that 
there was a Samp morter mill upon y® 
brooke called Gardner’s brooke & that 
there was a corne mill before that in y® 
same place and when y° said Samp morter 
mill & s* Corne mill was downe there 
was about forty-Six yeares Since another 
corne mill erected upon the Same place 
& upon y® Same foundation of y® other 
Two mills aforesaid & that about Sixteen 
yeares agoe there was a fulling mill erect- 
ed upon y* same place & upon y® Same 
brooke so: called Gardners brooke near 
unto y® north field gate Joyning to Land 
formerly Henry Trafkes but now Nicholas 
Trafks which mill is now in y® pofsefsion 
of said Nicholas Trafke,’’ etc.*

On the same day Samuel Archer de- 
posed that “ about 60 yeares Since there 
was a corne mill Standing upon y® brooke 
called Gardners brooke which was Es- 
teemed Capt Trafks mill in y° Same place 
where y® fulling mill now standeth which 
fulling mill about Sixteen yeares ago was 
sett up by mr Jn° Trafke ye reputed Son 
of y® Said Capt. Trafk & I this deponent 
doe further Testify that all y® land that 
was flowed with a pond for y® mills ufe by 
reafon of y° Damme both for y® Corne 
mill & y® fulling mill hath been Im- 
proued by flowing Ever since that time.’’* 

John King, aged sixty-nine, and Samuel 
Golthite, aged about seventy years, both 
of Salem, coopers, deposed, April 22, 
1708, ‘ That Capt. William Trafks first 
mill that stood on y® brooke in Salem 
caled Gardners Brooke at or near y® place 
where y® fulling mill now Stands which 
Nicho* Traske Works at was downe & 
there was no ufe of said mill nor no Stop- 
age of y® Said Brooke to make a pond for 
divers yeares by any perfon whatsoever So 
as to flow Said Gardners meadow then in 
the pofsefsion of Thomas Gardner Grand- 
father to abell Gardner which Said mead- 
ow was last year in Controverfey between 
Said Abell Gardner & John Trafke fen 
& To our knowledge Thomas Gardner 
sen’ his meadow now in pofsefsion of 
Abell Gardner was no wayes flowed by 
Stopage of Water by any damme or mill 
on Said Brooke from y® yeare One thou- 
fand Six hundred & fifty Two to y®° yeare 
One thoufand Six hundred & Sixty Two 
but y° Said Thomas Gardner Sen" pof- 
sefsed the aboues’ meadow from the 
year 1652 to y® year 1662 peaceably & 
quietly & Since by his Son Samuel Gard- 
ner & now by his grandson Abell Gard- 
ner according to y® last Law of Pofsefsion 
& wee further Testify that The diftance 
of Time from y? first mill of Capt Trafke 
being downe by y® late Erecting of this 
Damme & fulling mill below Gardners 
meadow by John Trafke on Gardners 
brooke is about fifty yeares.’’t

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Nicholas Trask House. This lot and 
the strip at the end of the Daniel South- 
wick lot, west of the dashes, constituted 
the homestead of Henry Trask, who 
owned it as early as 1659. His will was 
dated July 6, 1683; and in it he devised 
one-third of his real estate to his wife 
Mary, and the dwelling house and lot to 
his son Henry Trask, providing that if the 
son should die without issue, it should 
descend to the latter’s sister’s eldest.sons, 
namely, Jereme, Johnand Benjamin ; and 
if he died before his mother then she was 
to have a life estate in the whole. The 
daughter, Mary, was then dead, leaving a 
daughter Mary, who was to have her 
mother’s part. The son, Henry Trask, 
apparently died, and June 11, 1694, an 
agreement was made with the mother, 
Mary Trask, who was a daughter of Law- 
rence Southwick, and at that 
the wife. of William Nichols. The 
agreement was carried out just a week 
later.* Jeremiah Meacham, jr., in behalf 
of his children by Mary, daughter of 
Henry Trask, had the strip shown on the 
map as the western portion of the Daniel 
Southwick lot, west of the dashes ; Sarah 
Archer, another daughter of Mr. Trask, 
had the house and eastern part of the 
Nicholas Trask lot, east of the dashes ; 
and Joseph Foster and his wife Anna, the 
other daughter of Mr. Trask, had the 
western portion of the homestead, west 
of the dashes. At that time (1694), the 
house was described as “a small old 
house.” 

Jeremiah Meacham, 2d, and his eldest 
son Jeremiah Meacham, 3d, both of 
Salem, for 44, 15s., in silver, conveyed 
their portion to their uncle Daniel South- 
wick, sr., of Salem, Jan. 14, 1694-5 ;f 
and it was afterward identified with the 
Daniel Southwick lot and will be men- 
tioned in connection therewith. 

Joseph Foster of Salem, planter, con- 
veyed to Nicholas Trask of Salem, who 
was then conducting the fulling mill, his

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wife Anna’s portion of her father’s home- 
stead March 12, 1695-6.* 

Sarah Archer, daughter of Henry Trask, 
to whom the middle section of the home- 
stead and the house had been assigned, 
married, secondly, Abraham Whittaker of 
Salem, and, for £2, 1os., in silver, they 
conveyed the house and land to Nicholas 
Trask March 20, 1695-6., Widow Mary 
Nichols (the widow of Henry Trask): was 
to come and live in the house and have a 
garden spot as by the agreement with 
her. 

Nicholas Trask removed to Mendon, 
and was a miller there, Sept. 5, 1743, 
when he sold this lot to Samuel Tompson 
of Swego, a new plantation in Dutchess 
county, N. Y., husbandman, the house 
apparently being gone. { 

John Trask Lot. This lot of marsh 
belonged to Capt. William Trask in 1659 ; 
and upon his death, in 1666, it descend- 
ed to his son John Trask, who owned it 
until after 1700. 

Daniel Southwick House. This lot, 
except the strip at the western end, west 
of the dashes, already mentioned, and 
also the lots of John Blethin and George 
Smith constituted the homestead of 
Lawrence Southwick, the glass maker. 
He was banished from the colony as a 
Quaker in 1659. He went, with his wife, 
to Long Island, where they died, of pri- 
vation and exposure, on Shelter Island, 
the next spring. In his will, dated 10: 
5 mo: 1659, and proved 29: 9: 1660,, 
he devised to his son Daniel Southwick 
his dwelling house, orchard, etc., at 
Salem, provided that John Burnell shall 
have a house lot at the farther end of the 
orchard newly fenced in. 

Daniel Southwick conveyed the house, 
barn, and three acres of upland and one 
and one-half acres of salt marsh to John 
Blethin of Lynn 28: 9: 1659 ;§ and it

was reconveyed soon after to Daniel 
Southwick of Salem, husbandman.* This 
tract may have included the acre granted 
to William Osbourne and half-acre'grant- 
ed to William Woode, 25: 4: 1638, “ ly- 
ing neere stronge watter brooke or mille 
fend] brooke.” 

Daniel Southwick, sr., conveyed to his 
son Lawrence Southwick of Salem this 
lot, with the southwest end of the house 
and northwest end of the barn, Feb. 15, 
1706.f 

Lawrence Southwick died in 1717; 
and in the division of his estate in 1730 
the buildings and the land on which they 
stood were assigned to his widow Tamsin 
as dower. Their son Josiah Southwick 
of Salem, tailor, released his interest to 
his brother Daniel Southwick of Salem, 
tanner, 9: 3 mo: 17393;{ and probably 
the other heirs released their interests to 
him, though the record of the deeds has 
not been found. 

Daniel Southwick, for £180, old tenor, 
conveyed the house and land to his 
brother Joseph Southwick, jr., of Salem, 
currier, Nov. 16, 1742.§ 

Joseph Southwick married Bethiah 
Callum of Uxbridge, and she, though a 
Quaker, furnished refreshments to the 
Danvers soldiers that rendezvoused before 
her house on the morning of their tramp 
to the battle of Lexington, April 19, 
1775. The granite Lexington monument, 
erected to the memory of the Danvers 
men that fell that day, stands in front of 
the site of this house. The local chapter 
of the Daughters of the Revolution was 
named for Mrs. Southwick. He died 
June 1, 1791, having in his will devised 
the estate to his son Edward Southwick. 
His wife survived him, remaining his 
widow until April 8, 1803, when her death 
occurred. 

Edward Southwick was a tanner, and 
died Jan. 23, 1836; and his children,

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Joseph Southwick, Edward Southwick of 
Augusta, Me., Jacob Southwick of Vassal- 
borough, Me., and Samuel Philbrick of 
Brookline, and his wife Elizabeth, re- 
leased their interest in the house and land 
about it to their brother Philip R. South- 
wick of Danvers, tanner; namely, Eliza, 
Feb. 21, 1838 ;* Edward, Oct.12, 1838 ;¢ 
Jacob, March 21, 1842;{ and Joseph, 
Nov. 4, 1842.§ i 
Philip R. Southwick removed to Bos- 
ton, and conveyed the estate to David 
Pingree of Salem, Sept. 1 1847.|| Trus- 
tees under a deed of trust from Mr. 
Pingree conveyed the house and land 
to Isaac B. and Lewis W. Elliot, both 
of South Danvers, May 27, 1856.4 
They sold the house to Calvin Pierce, 
who took it down in 1862, and used the 
material in a new house which is now num- 
bered 41 on Webster street, in Peabody. 
The picture of the ancient dwelling as it 
appeared in its last years, which is given 
on the opposite page, is a copy of a sketch 
made by Nathaniel Votin of England. 
John Blethin House. This lot was a 
part of the Lawrence Southwick home- 
stead. He devised it, in his will, dated 
10: 5 mo: 1659, and proved 29: 9: 
1660, to his son Daniel Southwick, pro- 
viding that John Burnell should have a 
house lot at the farther end of the orchard 
newly fenced in. Immediately after the 
will was made Daniel apparently took 
possession of the estate, knowing that his 
father would never return from his ban- 
ishment, and 28: 9: 1659,** conveyed it 
(probably to escape confiscation or its 
being taken to satisfy the fines that were 
repeatedly decreed against him as a 
Quaker) to John Blethin of Lynn, also a 
Quaker. After the storm of persecution 
was principally passed the estate was re-

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conveyed to Daniel Southwick, who was 
then of Salem, husbandman, by an un- 
dated deed.* Three acres of the lot 
was again conveyed to Mr. Blethin,- but

the deed has not been found. John Bur- 


nell released his interest in the house lot 
(one acre) at the eastern end of the 
premises, which was reserved to him in 
the will of Lawrence Southwick, to John 
Blethin June 16, 1664. Mr. Blethin 
built a house upon the premises, removed 
thither from Lynn, being a husbandman, 
and died possessed of the estate. His 
executors conveyed the house and lot to 
Daniel Southwick, jr., March 24, 1704-5. 

Daniel Southwick died in 1733, having 
devised the house and land around it to 
his son Jonathan. Jonathan Southwick 
was a husbandman, and lived in Salem. 
For £400, he conveyed the estate to his 
brother John Southwick, 3d;-of Salem, 
shop-keeper, Feb. 28, 1738.§ John 
Southwick lived in the house, becoming 
a yeoman, and conveyed the house and 
land adjoining to his son Daniel South- 
wick of Danvers, yeoman, April 19, 
1773.|| Daniel Southwick died about 
1800, and apparently the same house 
and lot was conveyed, Feb. 3, 1814, by 
Sarah Southwick of Danvers, single- 
woman, the eastern part to Ebenezer Os- 
borne of Danvers, trader, and the west- 
ern part to Squires Shove of Danvers, 
tanner. The house was then probably 
taken down. 

George Smith House. This lot of half 
an acre was sold about 1650 by Lawrence 
Southwick (being the easternmost part of 
his homestead) to John Smith, but no 
legal conveyance passed between them. 
Mr. Smith built a house on the lot. Mr. 
Southwick died in 1660, and his son Daniel 
Southwick of Salem, yeoman, to whom 
the homestead had devised by his father’s

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will, gave a deed of the lot to George 
Smith and Exercise Smith, the children 
of John Smith, who had deceased, March 
17, 1681-2.* ‘The daughter, Exercise 
Smith, married Samuel Pope of Salem, 
mariner, and they released their interest 
in the house and lot to her brother 
George Smith April 18, 1687. 

George Smith built a new house, and 
conveyed the western part of the old one 
to his son John Smith 5 : 1 mo :1724-5 ;{ 
and subsequently, July 12, 1740, his 
great barn, etc.§ George Smith died in 
1744; having in his will, dated Aug. 10, 
1744, and proved Jan. 6, 1745, devised 
the easterly part of his homestead to 
his son John Smith, and the westerly part 
to his son Samuel Smith. 

Samuel Smith conveyed his interest in 
the mansion house of his late father, 
George Smith, to his brother John Smith 
Jan. 9, 1745.|| John Smith removed to 
Mendon before July 4, 1748, when he 
conveyed to Roger Derby of Salem, sad- 
ler, a house and this land, but the old 
house was gone.{ 

Samuel Gardner Lot. This lot of 
land originally belonged to Thomas Gard- 
ner, one of Salem’s earliest planters. He 
died 29: 10: 1674, and this lot came 
into the possession of his son George 
Gardner. George Gardner died in 1679, 
and the lot descended to his son Capt. 
Samuel Gardner, who owned the lot many . 
years after 1700. 

Lydia Locker Lot. This lot of three- 
fourths of an acre of marsh was early 
owned by George Corwin of Salem, mer- 
chant, who, for twelve pounds, conveyed 
it to John Hill of Salem, wheelwright, 
July 22,1679.** Mr. Hill died the next 
year, having devised this lot to his wife 
Lydia. She married, secondly, George 
Locker, and owned the land in 1700.

Abel Gardner Lot. This lot of marsh 
and upland originally belonged to Thomas 
Gardner, and included the “ bank of up- 
land neare the strongwater broock ||to his 
marsh|| ” granted to him by the town 15 : 
3: 1639, and the small. grant to his son 
Samuel hereafter mentioned. He died 
29: 10: 1674, and this lot came into the 
possession of his son Samuel, to whom 
the town granted an addition of fifteen 
or twenty rods of common “land by 
Strong Water Brook and Lying Over 
against Jo® Boyse his house”’ May 16,1688. 
This strip may have been the ancient 
roadway, then probably discontinued by 
the laying out of the road south of the 
Trask burying ground. Samuel Gardner 
died in October, 1689, and the lot came 
into the possession of his son Abel Gard- 
ner, who died possessed of it Nov. 10, 
I 739. seth 

In this lot was the ancient burial place 
of the Gardner family, being used for that 
purpose as early as 1674. It continued 
to be so used until the construction of 
Grove street, which ran across one end 
of it, about 1850. Some of the remains 
were removed to the Harmony Grove 
cemetery, where two of the ancient grave- 
stones still stand, and other bodies were 
interred in the Trask burying ground. 

Trask Burying Ground, This’lot has 
always been public land. It was used as 
a burial place before 1669, and probably 
Capt. William Trask was interred there 
three years earlier. For many years it 
was used by the Trask family, whose 
original homestead it adjoined, and it is 
mentioned in the old deeds as “ Trask’s 
Burying Ground, so called.” 

Trask's Orchard. This lot will be 
‘described in the next article, when the 
remaining boundaries will be given.

Joseph Baker, lived in Salem, 1747;

The map on page 1g represents that 
part of Salem which was known in the 
early days as the plain, Salem plain, Mill 
plain, or Trask’s plain. It runs from 
Blubber hollow to the Peabody line and 
from North river to Gallows’ hill. The 
plan is drawn on a scale of four hundred 
and fifty feet to an inch. 

The common land was divided into 
house lots in 1719, and the record of the 
vote of the commoners under which this 
was done was passed at a meeting held 
at the Town house in Salem, Feb. 2, 
1718-9, and was as follows: ‘“ Voated 
that whereas there is Seuerall Petitions 
and others that are for Small Parcels of 
Land on Trask Plaine so Cal‘ Itt is left 
to the first and Grand Commite to dis- 
pofe of into Small Houfe Lotts the 
Lands fronting to the Highway on Said 
Plaines from Sa[id] Towne Bridge into 
Strongwater brooke Stone bridge on both 
Sides the way, the highway be Left att 
Least fiue Pole broad and no person to 
haue more then halfe an Acree of Land.” 
The lots that were laid out pursuant to 
this vote were only about ten rods in 
depth. 

This main highway, now called Boston 
street, was the ancient road from Salem 
to Salem Village and Boston. It was 
called a road in 1717; the main road or 


street in 1721; the country road in 
1724; Boston road in 1759 3 great coun- 
try road leading to Salem in 1795; Bos- 
ton street in 1795 ; road leading to Bos- 
ton in 1797; West street in 1813; road 
leading from the South meeting-house to 
Salem in 1814; and since then Boston 
street. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to 
the houses and lands under and adjoin- 
ing, and not always to the whole lot, the 
design being, that date, to give the his- 
tory of the houses then standing. 

Trask Burying Ground. This bury- 
ing place was probably not enclosed un- 
til after March 20, 1681-2, when the in- 
habitants about the glass house field, etc., 
requested that it be enclosed, and the 
town voted that the selectmen “settle 
its? 

The Original Mill. Capt. William 
Trask erected, at the point marked on 
the map “ Site of old mill,” the first corn 
mill in Salem about 1635. Benjamin 
Balch, sr., of Beverly, aged about seventy- 
seven years, and John Massey, sr., of Sa- 
lem, aged seventy-five years, deposed, 
April 10, 1706, that they “knew Cap‘ 
William Trafke Deced and that he 
Erected the first Corn mill In Salem & 
had y® Improvement of a Confiderable 
parcell of Land to make ye pond,” etc.* 

Robert Pease and Elizabeth Buxton of 
Salem deposed, Feb. 25, 1706-7, ‘ that 
about Seventy yeares last past ”’ we “ doe 
very well know & Remember that Cap° 
Trafke formerly of Salem Deced had a 
corne mill where Nicholas Trafk’s fulling 
mill now Standith which was the first corn 
mill? that was ever Set up in Salem

The grist mill that stood on the site of the fulling 
mill (now on Wallis street, in Peabody) was pro- 
bably the first corn mill that he remembered, and 
remembered vividly because of his theft from it, 
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& that it was Improved for many yeares 
& after that mill was decay’d upwards 
of forty yeares Since,”’ etc.* 

John Kingt and Samuel Golthrite{ 
deposed, April 27, 1708, that ‘Capt. 
William Traike y® father of John Trafke of 
Salem, miller obtained liberty from y® 
Town of Salem or y® Select men of said 
Town to sett a mill on y® north river 
where y® Tide came for his better con- 
veniency for a head of Water accordingly 
Said William Trafke Erected a mill first 
about half a mile below where y® fulling 
mill now Stands oppofite against his 
dwelling houfe,’’ etc. 

The old mill continued to be used until 
1641, when a new mill was built where it 
is marked on the map. As to the sub- 
sequent use of the old mill building, 
Thomas Lovell, aged eighty-six, testi- 
fied, March 27, 1707, “that in Anno 
Domini One thoufand Six hundred 
& forty I was an Inhabitant of y® 
Towne of Salem in y® County of Efsex in 
y° province of y® Mafsachufets Bay in 
New England in which I lived aboue 
Seuen yeares & for about three yeares I 
had my aboad in y® houfe of m* William 
Bacon that he Bought of Cap’ Trafke & 
was neer y® first corn mill that y°® Said 
Trafke did Set up in y® Said Salem: 
And when y® Said Trafke had Set up his 
Second corn mill for more benefit of 
Water then y® first had & did grind I had 
y° liberty to worke in y® first mill houfe 
of my trade viz a Currier asI did at 
times during y°® aforesaid time of my 
abode & I now well Remember y® Dam- 
me that was made & y® pond of Water 
that y° Said Dam did Caufe & y® provi- 
fions for Water that were made for y® 
ufe of y® said first mill and that then 
there was land a Confiderable quantity 
became overflowed by reafon of y® afore 
st provifions all which then Excepting 
what was Common was in y® pofsefsion

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quietly of Said Trafke for in those times 
people were more then ordinary furthering 
then their publique benefit of having a 
mill,”’ etc.* 

The Second Mill, The location of the 
new, or second, mill is shown on the 
map. This was built, and the old one 
abandoned, in 1640, as was stated in the 
deposition of Thomas Lovell,* “ for more 
benefit of water then y® first had.” John 
King and Samuel Golthrite, in their de- 
positions mentioned above, stated that 
Capt. William Trask, “not liking thatt 
place he in a Short time removed itdown | 
nigh halfe a mile further downe viz about 
a mile below where the fulling mill now 
stands for y® Encreafing of a head of 
Water & y® Said Corne mill was set in 
this lowest place about a mile below y® 
fulling mill as aforesaid upwards of fifty 
years agoe, & y® Said John Trafke doth 
Injoy & make ufe of Said Corne mill to 
this day which said mill Stands upon 
y° Same Stream which higher up is 
calld Gardners Brook.” Robert Pease 
also states, in his deposition, that “up- | 
wards of forty yeares Since{ there was. | 
another corne mill Set up which was. | 
called Cap’ Trafkes mill & was Improued 
by him & that I this deponent doe further | 
testifie that there was a pond & a Con- | 
fiderable quantity of Swamp & other | 
land with y® pond floated for y® mills ufe,” | 
etc. , 

Authority for the erection of this mill | 
was granted by the town at a general | 
meeting, held 30: 1: 1640, viz: “ Cap- 
taine Trask hath leaue to set up a ||tide|| | 
Mill vppon the North Riuer, prouided 
hee make passage for a Shallope from 
halfe flood to full sea.’’ 

Capt. William Trask died in May, 
1666, having devised the mill to his sons 
John and William. The son William ap- 
parently relinquished his interest in the 
mill to his brother John, and the latter 
continued to grind corn here until 1712,

when the town gave him (with Joseph 
Boice, jr.) liberty to remove it down to 
Spooner’s point, and set it up at said 
place, provided they do it in three years’ 
time, and make and always maintain a 
sufficient highway across ye river for men 
and teams at their own cost and charge. 
The place to which the mill was removed 
is now the eastern side of Grove street, 
which is the highway provided for and 
which has existed ever since. 

John Trask House. This was one of 
the lots earliest granted by Salem. There 
is no record of the grant, and it must have 
been about 1630. Capt. William Trask 
lived here until his death in May, 1666. 
He devised the northern end of the house 
to his wife Sarah, and remainder of the 
homestead to his sons William and John. 
The latter apparently released to the for- 
mer before 1690 ; and William died pos- 
sessed of the homestead in the winter of 
1690-1, having devised it to his son John. 
This was an inn conducted by William 
for the last year of his life, and then by 
his son John. John erected a new house 
out on the main street in 1718, and the 
old one was probably taken down or 
allowed to go to decay. 

Humphrey Case House. At a town 
meeting, held April 11, 1681, a small 
parcel of land, petitioned for by Hum- 
phrey Case, was ordered “to be laid out 
for him to build a shop upon, during the 
town’s pleasure, and for no other purpose 
and not to dispose of it.” Mr. Case was a 


blacksmith, and not only erected a shop — 


upon the lot, but a house, also, in which 
he lived. He was living there March 24, 
I711-2, when the town granted to his 
son, Humphrey Case, jr., upon the latter’s 
petition, said land forever, the son agreeing 
to “ maintain and keep his said ancient 
father during his life.” | 
Humphrey Case, jr., of Salem, black- 
smith, for thirty-six pounds, conveyed to 
Edward Carrell of Salem, weaver, the 
house and orchard of three-quarters of an 
acre, being “‘ the house where his father 
Umphrey Case lived near Elias Trask’s 
house as it was set out to me by the 
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selectmen,” March 19, 1714-5.* Edward 
Carrell conveyed it to George Booth of 
Salem, cordwinder, Feb. 20, 1716-7,* 
and March 25, 1716, Mr. Booth mort- 
gaged the house and lot. This mortgage 
was discharged Feb. 2, 1724-5.f Capt. 
Peter Osgood of Salem, tanner, for thirty- 
six pounds, conveyed the house and lot 
to John Shillaber of Salem, shopkeeper, 
being “formerly ye messuage of Hum- 
phrey Case, deceased, now in ye posses- 
sion of Edward Carrel,’? March 11, 
1725-6.{ Mr. Shillaber died in the win- 
ter of 1753-4, having devised to Eliza- 
beth Moor, “who now lives with me,” 
for life “‘ two rooms in lower part of my 
house on Salem plains, adjoining to ye 
horse pasture, and ye rest of it to Eliza- 
beth Shillaber, daughter of my son Wil- 
liam Shillaber, deceased.” How long 
the house stood after this date is uncer- 
tain.

The will of Anthony Newhall of Lynn 
was proved in the Ipswich court March 
31, 1657. The following copy is tran- 
scribed from the original on file in the 
office of the clerk of courts, at Salem, 
volume III, leaf 105. 

The Last will and Teftyment of 
Antony Newhall 

1 I will that my grand child Richard 
hood shall hau on Ewe lamb att the next 
Encreaft

PART OF SALEM IN $700, 


BY SIDNEY PERLEY. 


The map on page 69 represents that 
part of Salem which is bounded by Flint, 
Essex and Boston streets and the North 
river, the latter being now filled except 
that part which is the present canal. It 
is based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of two hundred 
feet to an inch. It shows the location 
of all houses that were standing in 1700. 
The braces marked ‘a’ show where 
Federal street now runs, the brace marked 
“bh” where Fowler street begins and that 
marked “c’’ where North Pine street 
begins. 

North river has been known as such 
since the very first settlement by the 
Europeans. 

Flint street was one of the original lanes 
leading down to the water. It wascalled 
a highway in 1668; lane yt leads to ye 
north river, 1679; Dean’s lane, 1766; 
Dean street, 1795 ; and Flint street, 1894. 

Essex street has been the principal 
thoroughfare of the town from the begin- 
ning of its settlement. It was called a 
street in 1659 ; ye broad street that goes 
to the bridge or causeway at the western 
end of ye town, 1679; highway, 1689; ye 
main street, 1696; ye great street leading 
through ye town, 1713 ; and Essex street, 
1796. 

Boston street was laid out in 1642, after 
the first bridge was finished, across private 
lands belonging to Robert Moulton and 
John Alderman, and cutting across their 
lots diagonally. It was called a street in 
1663; highway to the causeway, 1670; 
ye bridge street so called towards Trask’s 
mills, 1680; the street going towards the 
mill bridge, 1681 ; the main street, 1696 ; 
ye bridge street, 1698 ; street or highway 
leading to ye town bridge 1702; ye 
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country road, 1737 ; way leading into town 
1752; street leading from Buffum’s cor- 
ner to Town bridge, 1779 ; Town bridge 
street, 1789 ; great road, 1789 ; and Bos- 
ton street, 1799. 

There was a highway along the river a 
short distance from the bridge in 1679, 
being probably the right of way reserved 
along the water front in the original laying 
out of the town, which in most places was 
never used, and became forgotten. 

Federal street was laid out across pri- 
vate land about 1769. It was called the 
new street in 1770; new street laid out 
near the North river, 1779; a town way, 
1782; and Federal street, 1794. 

Fowler street was laid out by the own- 
er of the land through the middle of the 
Fowler lot, presumably to open up the rear 
land for building lots, about 1820. It 
was called a town way about 1824 ; a way, 
1848 ; and Fowler street, 1868. 

North Pine street was laid out about 
1850; and was called by that name in 
1852, being then a private way. 

This section was called the town’s end, 
or western end of the town. At the 
bridge, the village, or Salem village began. 

The Fortification. Late in 1675, the 
danger from the Indians was so imminent, 
because of the uprising of King Philip 
and others, that the general court ordered 
the towns to fortify themselves by build- 
ing a stockade or stone wall eight feet in 
height. Salem was protected by a stone 
wall and palisades. The northwestern 
end of it is indicated on the map. It 
ran from North river to the mill pond, 
the upper end of South river. The 
rivers were half a mile apart, and this was 
the most feasible place to build such a 
defence. There was no house at that time 
beyond this line within half a mile, and 
the rising ground with a slope southerly 
toward the main land made it an ideal 
spot for the purpose. On all other sides 
the town was protected by water. The 
fortification terminated at its southeast- 
erly end, at the pointed ledge, a short 
distance easterly of the south end of 
Phelps street. On the ledges, for about 
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two hundred feet, the wall was erected, but 
the rest of the distance was covered by 
a stockade or palisados, probably from the 
ledge to the water’s edge southeasterly, 
and northwesterly to North river. Prob- 
ably the only open places were where it 
crossed the roads now called Broad and 
Boston streets. The stockade crossed 
what is now Broad street about midway 
between Flint and Jackson streets, the 
junction of Warren and Essex streets, 
passing along the brow of the hill at the 
elbow in May street and so on as shown 
on the map. - 

Felt says, that March 28, 1676, ‘our 
military committee”’ reported that they 
had placed “ several garrisons in and about 
our farms and outhouses:’” and that 
‘the town have begun a substantial wall 
which forthwith shall be carried from 
river to river.’ So the plan seems 
to have been to build a wall the 
entire length of the line; but probably, 
as the palisade was more easily, cheaply 
and quickly built than the stone wall, it 
was resorted to. Expedition was the 
great desideratum at that time, when it 
was expected that the war whoop might 
be heard in the stillness of any midnight 
in the peaceful streets of Salem, and mas- 
sacre and captivity go hand in hand with 
the destruction of the homes of the in- 
habitants. The terrible acts of the savages 
at Rowley, Newbury, Haverhill, Dover 
and many places at the eastward, even 
for years later, indicate the danger that 
lurked around Salem at this time. 

Seven years after the war was over, in 
1683, Felt says, the “ pallasados near the 
bridge”’ were given to the poor for fire- 
wood. 

In 1693, he further says our people 
had been at much charge for the main- 
tenance of block-houses and other fortifi- 
cations. The mortgage given by Benja- 
min Pickering, in 1702,* shows that the 
fortification which has just been described 
was slightly westward or beyond the house 
on Broad street that then belonged to

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Richard Adams and has been described 
in Zhe Antiquarian, volume V., pages 33- 
36. This house was built in 1645, and 
when it was burned in 1865, its walls 
were found to be lined with bricks and 
the second story overhung the first. 
Perhaps this was a block-house in the time 
of King Philip’s war, or in the later In- 
dian wars, the house having been pre- 
pared for its use in this way by the town 
at that time. Sept. 21, 1702, Felt says, 
further, the block-houses are to be sup- 
plied with such articles as are necessary 
for defence. In 1706, he writes: “A 
report of Salem says, ‘ We are at consid- 
erable charge for building a line of about 
two hundred feet long, and two block- 
houses, in which are several guns, and we 
keep a constant watch there every night, 
being more than a mile from the fort, 
nigh the end of the town, we design to 
set up one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred feet of stockades near the two block- 
houses.’ ’’ It seems by this that a block- 
house with guns was built in this neighbor- 
hood, ‘nigh the end of the town,’ in 
1706. Block house square on Fort avenue 
shows the site of the block house at the 
eastern part of the town. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, 
and not always to the whole lot, the de- 
sign being, after that date, to give the 
history of the houses then standing princi- 
pally. 

The lots of George Hacker, Joseph 
Boyce, Hannah Gill, John McCarter, 
Estate of Robert Wilson and the triangu- 
lar part of the lot of Joshua Buffum which 
is marked by dashes was part of a large 
lot, through which Boston street was laid 
out in 1642, granted to John Alderman 
in the first settlement of the town. He 
apparently conveyed the southwestern end 
of the lot sometime before his decease 


‘to Giles Corey, who lived in a small 


house, which stood on what is now the 
western corner of Federal and Boston 
streets, until 1659, when he removed to 
a site near the West Peabody. Junction 
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railroad: station, from whence he went to 
his awful death in 1692. Mr. Alderman 
died possessed of the remainder of the 
lot in 1657, his residence being the house 
shown on the map on the Hannah Gill 
lot. In his will he had devised the lot 
and house to Ezra Clapp, son of Edward 
Clapp of Dorchester, yeoman, and Na- 
thaniel Clapp, son of Nicholas Clapp, of 
Dorchester. They sold the remainder of 
the lot and the house to Mr. Corey im- 
mediately, and he took possession at that 
time, but no deed of conveyance passed 
between them until July 24, 1663, when 
they delivered a deed to him.* 

Mr. Corey had sold, 14: 8: 1659, his 
-own house and lot and the house and lot 
he had bought of the Clapps, to John 
Norton of Salem, carpenter.tf The house 
in which Giles Corey lived was gone before 
1676. 

The Robert Wilson lot was conveyed 
to him, probably by Mr. Norton, before 
April 8, 1670. 

That part of the Alderman lot that is 
shown on the map as a part of the lot of 
Joshua Buffum was probably conveyed to 
Mr. Buffum quite early, but by which one 
of the owners of the Alderman lot the 
writer has not learned. 

Mr. Norton, for eighty pounds, con- 
veyed to Jeremiah Meacham of Salem, 
weaver, that part of the lot lying west of 
Robert Wilson’s, being one and one-half 
acres of land, dwelling house and orchard, 
near ye new bridge or causeway at ye 
western end of the town, April 8, 1670. 
Mr. Meacham conveyed the eastern part 
of the lot, sixteen square rods, to his son- 
in-law, John McCarter of Salem, dyer, 
before Sept. 20, 1678, when the latter 
mortgaged “my now dwelling house,” 
which he had built thereon.§ Mr. McCar- 

ter reconveyed the estate to Mr. Meacham 
June 9, 1679, for one hundred pounds. || 
Mr. Meacham died in possession of the

estate, and in 1696 it was divided among 
his children as shown on the map. 

George Hacker House. Mr. Meacham 
conveyed to his son-in-law George Hacker 
and his wife fourteen rods at the south- 
western corner of his estate, being that 
part included within the dashes, on which 
Mr. Hacker had already built a hause, 
and described in the deed as “at the 
town’s end near the bridge or causeway 
without the fortification,’’ March 4, 1679- 
80.* The house of Giles Corey had oc- 
cupied the same or nearly the same site. 
Mr. Hacker probably built his house 
after his marriage, about the year 1678, 
and lived in it in 1679 and 1680. Its 
front was toward the street. In the di- 
vision of the estate of Mr. Meacham, in 
1696, the remainder of the George Hacker 
lot was assigned to him and his wife Be- 
thiah, daughter of the deceased. 

Mr. Hacker died in 1702, intestate, 
leaving several children and his wife Be- 
thiah. The inventory of his estate men- 
tions an old house and about three-fourths 
of an acre of land, valued at fifty pounds. 
The “ old dwelling house’’ and lot were 
sold by the widow of Mr. Hacker, who 
was then widow Bethiah Darling, of Sa- 
lem, for fifty pounds, to her son Isaac 
Hacker of Salem, cordwainer, June 30, 
1731. Mr. Hacker died in 1753; and 
in the division of his real estate the house 
and lot were assigned to his only son 
Jeremiah Hacker of Salem, shoreman, in 
1754. Joseph Bassett of Lynn, yeoman, 
and his wife Eunice, daughter of the de- 
ceased, released their interest in the es- 
tate, including the part assigned as dower, 
to her brother Jeremiah Hacker Aug. 22, 
1754. Mr. Hacker probably took down 
the old house a few years later, building 
upon the same site the later Hacker 
dwelling house, which was removed some 
ten years ago. 

Joseph Boyce Lot. In the division of 
the real estate of the late Jeremiah 
Meacham, in 1696, this lot was assigned

to his son-in-law Joseph Boyce; and the 
title remained in him until 1704. 

Hannah Gill House. In the division 
of the real estate of Jeremiah Meacham, 
in 1696, this small house and lot were 
assigned to widow Hannah Gill, daughter 
of the deceased. This was the old house, 
as it was then called, that Mr. Meacham 
lived and died in, and in which, earlier, 
John Alderman resided. Mrs. Gill mar- 
ried, secondly, John Priest of Salem in 
1700, and conveyed the house and lot 
to Caleb Buffum of Salem, yeoman, June 
2, 1707,* and the grantee’s son, Caleb 
Buffum, lived in the house until his death 
in or before 1730. Mr. Buffum, sr., 
died in January, 1730-1, having in his will 
devised the house and lot to his minor 
grandson Caleb (son of son Caleb) 
Buffum. Mary Buffum, widow of Caleb 
Buffum, son of the deceased, lived in the 
house at that time, and she was devised 
that privilege as long as she remained 
Caleb’s widow. In case Caleb died un- 
der age or without issue, the will provided 
that the estate should go to his brother 
Joshua. Caleb Buffum, the devisee, re- 
moved to Newport, R. I., and died in 
1744, probably without issue. The place 
came into the hands of his brother Joshua 
Buffum, probably by the provisions of the 
will. Joshua Buffum was a cordwainer, 
having lived in Berwick, Me., and, for 
one hundred and fifty pounds, he con- 
veyed to his brother Samuel Buffum of 
Salem, glazier, subject to the liberty of 
his mother, widow Mary Buffum, to live 
in the house, the house and lot Sept. 15, 
1747-| How many years the house 
stood after this time the writer is un- 
certain. 

John McCarter House. In the divis- 
ion of the real estate of Jeremiah Meach- 
am, in 1696, this house and lot were as- 
signed to his son Capt. Isaac Meacham 
and John McCarter, husband of Rebecca, 
daughter of the deceased. The house 
had been built by Mr. McCarter, as stated

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on a previous page, probably about 1675, 
the time of his marriage, and it was 
occupied in 1695 and 1696 by Capt. 
Daniel King. The house and lot were 
valued in 1696 at eighty-one pounds. 
Captain Meacham was a fuller, living in 
Enfield, Mass., and,‘for forty-four pounds, 
released his interest in the house and lot 
to Mr. McCarter, who was a dyer and 
then lived in Warwick, R. I., June ar, 
1698.* Mr. McCarter came to Salem to 
live the next year. With his wife Rebecca, 
for forty-six pounds, he conveyed the 
estate to William Browne, esq., of Salem, 
Nov. 30, 1703. Hon. William Browne 
died in 1716, having devised this estate 
to his sons Samuel and John Browne, es- 
quires. John Browne released his half- 
interest in the property,for twenty pounds, 
to his brother Samuel Jan. 22, 1717.{ 
Samuel Browne probably erected a new 
house, in place of the old, as when he 
conveyed the lot with a house up- 
on it, March 7, 1725-6 to Benjamin 
Houlton of Salem,§ the consideration 
of the transfer was one hundred and 
eighty pounds; and, four years later, 
Feb. 25, 1730, when Mr. Houlton 
conveyed the estate to Ezekiel Fowler 
and Abraham Fowler, both of Salem,

tanners,|| the consideration was two 
hundred and fifty pounds. 
Estate of Robert Wilson House. Rob- 


ert Wilson probably bought this lot of 
land of John Norton before 1670, and 
built a house thereon. He married Deb- 
orah, daughter of Robert Buffum 6: 12 
mo.: 1658, and it is possible he bought 
the land and built at about the time of 
his marriage. He was a soldier in the 
war against King Philip, and was killed in 
the terrible slaughter at Deerfield, Sept. 
18, 1675. The inventory of his estate 
mentions a dwelling house and land on 
which it stands in the town, valued at 
sixty pounds. The administrator of

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the estate of Robert Wilson, for twenty- 
five pounds, conveyed the house and lot 
to John McCarter of Salem, dyer, March 
14, 1699-1700.* Mr. McCarter, sr., of 
Salem, clothier, for twenty pounds, con- 
veyed the lot on which the house had 
stood, but no house being mentioned, to 
Nathaniel Pope of Salem, blacksmith, 
July 14, 1702.7 

Joshua Buffum and Caleb Buffum Lot. 
Robert Moulton was the owner of this lot, 
west of the dashes. It afterward came 
into the hands of Robert Buffum. He 
died in 1669, having bequeathed it to his 
wife Tamosin. She died in 1688, and it 
came into the hands of her sons Joshua 
Buffum and Caleb Buffum, who owned it 
together until after 1700. 

The strip east of the dashes was con- 
veyed to the two Buffum brothers by Ed- 
ward Flint of Salem, yeoman, April 18, 
1679.{ It wasa half of two acres that 
Mr. Flint bought of Anthony Needham of 
Salem, yeoman, March 10, 1678-9.§ 

Joshua Buffum House. Robert Moul- 
ton was the owner of this lot easterly of 
the dashes and also the Caleb Buffum lot 
adjoining, about 1636. (For the triangular 
lot west of the dashes, see above.) Boston 
street was laid out across the corner of 
the lot in 1642, when he was the owner. 

He was a builder of vessels, and prob- 
ably constructed several on this lot. The 
estate soon afterward came into the pos- 
session of Robert Buffum, a Quaker, and 
he died in 1669, possessed of it. In his 
will he devised it to his wife Tamosin. 
She died in 1688, and the estate came 
into the possession of her son Joshua 
Buffum. 

There were two houses on this lot in 
1705, and probably they were both there 
in 1700, and standing where they are 


was the old house. Between 1705 and 
1710, this was moved by Samuel Buffum,

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son of Joshua, who had devised the lot 
to him, to the western corner of what is 
now the junction of Boston and Fowler 
streets. Samuel Buffum was a cooper, and 
had removed to Newport, R. I., before 
Aug. 7, 1716, when he conveyed the old 
dwelling house and its new site, for ninety 
pounds, to Samuel Pope of Salem, black- 
smith.* Mr. Pope conveyed the same, 
for one hundred and forty pounds, to 
Thorndike Procter of Salem, yeoman, 
June 6, 1720.f Mr. Procter probably 
took the old house down some years later, 
and built the house now standing on that 
site. 

The other house and the land adjoin- 
ing was devised by Joshua Buffum to his 
son Joshua in 1705, and he devised it in 
his will in 1762, to his son Joshua Buffum. 
The latter, in 1760, lived in the house 
with Isaac Needham. In the inventory 
of the estate of Joshua Buffum, appraised 
in 1762, it is called an old dwelling house. 
Joshua Buffum lived in Salem, being a 
mariner or fisherman, and died in the 
winter of 1768-9. His heirs conveyed it 
to Ezekiel Fowler of Salem, blacksmith, 
as follows: by deed of Amos Mason of 
Swansey, husbandman, and wife Jane, 
daughter of the deceased (one-fifth), Aug. 
27,1770;{ of Joshua Buffum of Salem, 
mariner, son of the deceased (one-fifth), 
Feb. 15, 17733§ of Benjamin Symonds 
of Salem, fisherman, and wife Abigail, 
daughter of the deceased (one-fifth), Oct. 
24, 1775;|| and of Samuel Buffum of 
Salem, sailmaker (two fifths) (by parti- 
tion,) May 17, 1779.|| Ezekiel Welman 
was living in the old house May 2, 1796, 
when Mr. Fowler conveyed the estate 
to his son Samuel Fowler of Salem, cord- 
wainer.f The latter took the old house 
down in 1807. 

Caleb Buffum House. This was a 
part of the lot of Robert Buffum, and

upon the decease of his widow Tamosin 
Buffum, in 1688, this house and Jot came 
into the hands of her son Caleb Buffum, 
who had probably lived in it since his 
marriage in 1672, having perhaps built it 
on his father’s land. He died in January, 
1730-1. In his will, he devised the house 
and land about it to his grandson Jona- 
than Buffum (son of his son Jonathan), a 
minor. Jonathan Buffum died in 1793, 
and the next year his children made a 
division of his real estate, the house and 
lot being released to his son Caleb. He 
was in possession of this estate in 1806 
and subsequently, but how much longer 
the house stood has not been ascertained. 

John Fickering House. This lot and 
house were owned and occupied by Henry 
Renalds as early as 1655; and he con- 
veyed the estate to John Pickering, jr., of 
Salem July 6, 1689,* for an annuity of 
forty shillings. Mr. Pickering died in 
1722, and it descended to his son Tim- 
othy Pickering of Salem, gentleman, who, 
May 7, 1739, with the consent of his 
mother, Sarah Pickering, for six hundred 
and fifty pounds, conveyed the same to 
Henry Williams of Salem, mariner.t 
Capt. Henry Williams died in 1750, and 
the estate passed to his son Samuel Wil- 
liams of Salem, merchant. The latter 
died in the winter of 1813-4, and the 
house and land about it was sold by his 
administrator to William Wait Oliver of 
Salem, merchant, Nov. 9, 1814.{ Mr. 
Oliver mortgaged the estate to widow 
Elizabeth King of Salem Sept. 23, 1839 3§ 
and she ‘assigned the mortgage to the 
Naumkeag bank July 1, 1845,|| the bank 
having obtained judgment in an action 
against Mr. Oliver, and April 9, 1844, 
the premises having been set off on ex- 
ecution to the bank.§ The bank con- 
veyed the house and lot to Nathaniel 
Frothingham, jr., and James C. Stimpson,

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both of Salem, July 5, 1845.* Messrs. 
Frothingham and Stimpson took the 
house down the following year. It stood 
on the western corner of Essex and North 
Pine streets. 

Caleb Buffum Lot. This quarter acre 
was a part of the acre conveyed by Wil- 
liam Lord, jr., to Edward Flint June 8, 
1658.f Mr. Flint conveyed this lot, for 
twenty pounds, to Ann, wife of Anthony 
Needham of Salem, yeoman, March 10, 
1678-9,{ and Mr. and Mrs. Needham 
conveyed the same, for thirteen pounds 
and ten shillings, to Caleb Buffum of Salem, 
yeoman, May 4, 1697.§ Caleb Buffum, 
for eighteen pounds, conveyed the same 
to Joshua Buffum and others for the 
Quakers, ‘“‘on part of which they have 
built a meeting house,’’ and the other 
part for a burial yard, Dec. 10, 1718.|| 
The lot is the same to-day substantially as 
it was then. 

Edward Flint House. This lot con- 
sisted of several lots bought at various 
times. The lot within the dashes at the 
southwestern corner together with the 
Caleb Buffum lot constituted an acre of 
land belonging to Philip Veren at his 
decease in 1650. His widow, Dorcas 
Veren, and son, Hilliard Veren, both of 
Salem, conveyed it to William Lord, sr., 
29: 1: 1655.41 Mr. Lord conveyed it to 
his kinsman William Lord, jr., of Salem, 
husbandman, 14: 3: 1658.4 ‘The latter 
conveyed the lot to Edward Flint of Salem, 
husbandman, June 8, 1664.t Mr. Flint 
conveyed the Caleb Buffum lot to Ann 
Needham, wife of Anthony Needham, of 
Salem, yeoman, March 10, 1678-9 ;{ and 
retained the remainder of the lot until his 
decease in 1711. 

The lot within the dashes at the north- 
easterly corner of the lot was the acre of 
land that widow Elizabeth Spooner of 
Salem, for six pounds, conveyed to Ed-

yeoman, to Edward Flint March 10, 1678- 
g.* The western half of the original lot 
was conveyed by Mr. Flint to Joshua Buf- 
fum and Caleb Buffum April 18, 1679. 

The strip next east of this, within the 
dashes,belonged to Robert Buffum in 1664, 
and to Edward Flint in 1679. ' 

The next strip which ran through from 
the street to the river, with a branch out 
to the line, belonged to Edward Flint as 

ty as 1664. 

The lot of three acres at the southeast- 
ern corner, within the dashes, was the real 
estate of William Bacon at the time of 
his death in 1653. He devised it to his 
wife Rebecca ; and she, in her will, proved 
in 1655, devised it to her niece Ann Potter 
and Richard Cherlcraft. Ann Potter 
married Anthony Needham, who conveyed 
it to Edward Flint March 10, 1678-9.* 
There was a house on the lot at the time 
of his decease in 1711, and it was prob- 
ably the house in which he lived in 1679, 
as this lot is then described as being in 
that field “‘ lying behind ye dwelling house”’ 
of said Flint. Mr. Flint devised the 
house and barn and all this land, in 1711, 
to his son ‘Benjamin Flint. Benjamin 
Flint died in the winter of 1732-3; and, 
in the division of his real estate in 1734, 
the old house and corner lot were assigned 
to his son Edward Flint and daughter 
Mrs. Mary Wainwright. Mr. Flint, who 
was Of Haverhill, merchant, for ninety-five 
pounds, conveyed his half of the corner 
estate to Joseph Dean of Salem, hatter, 
July 14, 1736. Mrs. Wainwright, who 
was wife of Samuel Wainwright, and a res- 
ident of Ipswich, conveyed her half to Mr. 
Dean April 4, 1741.§ Mr. Dean prob- 
ably took the old house down, and built 
a new one on the same site.

WILL OF JOHN PICKERING, 


The will of John Pickering of Salem was 
proved in the Salem quarterly court 30: 4: 
1657. The following copy is transcribed 
from the original on file in the office of 
the clerk of courts at Salem, volume III., 
leaf 128. 


In the name of god Amen I Jn?® Pick- 
eringe of Salem beeing of pfect mind and 
memory doe make and Ordayne this my 
laft will and Teftament in man and forme 
followinge fir{t I bequeath my foule to my 
lord god and fauiour: and my body to 
the earth from whence it came. 

Imp" I Deuid my eftate into fiue pts: 
vidz: lands houfes Cattell houfhould 
goods &c: 

Ite I bequeath to my fon Jn° Pick- 
eringe two parts out of my estate as 
aboue mencianed : at the age of one and 
twenty years 

Ite I bequeath to my fon Jn°than 
one part and halfe out of the eftate of 
mine as aboue faid at the age of twenty 
one years. 

Ite I bequeath the other pt & halfe to 
my wife Elizabeth for her mayntenance 
for her life: puided shee liue vnmaried, 
& if her part of my eftate will not mayn- 
taine her comfortably : that ther shall be 
an alowance made to her out of my fons 
pcons accordinge to the pporcon of their 
legacies But if my faid wif Elizabeth 
ithall mary againe her next hufband to be 
bound to returne to my two fons their 
heirs or admnftro™ or afsignes|| to be 
equaly deuided|| the fame pporcon or 
value of goods or eftate, that he: shall 
haue: with my faid wif when he doth 
mary her: if she die before || him|| 

Ite I gine to my fon Jn° my mufket 
and Armes compleate and the choife of 
my foulinge peeces. 

Ite I giue to my fon Jn°athan my

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PART OF SALEM IN 1700.

The map on page 119 comprises the 
area bounded by Flint, Essex and Beck- 
ford streets and North river. It is based 
on actual surveys and title deeds, and is 
drawn on a scale of two hundred feet to 
an inch. It shows the location of all 
houses standing in 1700. The braces 
marked ‘‘ a’’ show where Federal street 
runs ; the brace marked “ b’’ where Mon- 
.Toe street begins ; and that marked “c”’ 
where Andover street begins. 

Essex street was first called a highway 
in 1657; street, 1664 ; town street, 1678 ; 
the broad street that goes from ye meet- 
ing house westward to the town’s end, 
1679; the main street, 1679; ye high 
street, 1695 ; and Essex street, 1795. 

Flint street was called a lane that leads 
to the water side in 1672; ye lane yt 
leads down to ye North river, 1704; a 
lane that leads from ye main street to ye 
north river, 1706 ; and Dean’s lane, 1770. 
Several years ago the name was changed 
to Flint street as it was a continuation of 
the street then and since known by that 
name. 

Beckford street was called a lane in 
1657; street or lane, 1677; street or 
highway, 1679 ; lane or highway that leads 
from ye main street to ye north river, 
1696; Beckford’s lane, 1773; Kitchen’s 
lane, 1783; Turner’s lane, 1793; and 
Beckford street in 1797. 

Federal street was laid out but very 
shortly before 1773, when it was called 
ye new street. It was called the new 
street laid out between the North river 
and the main street in 1774; the new 
street called the north street, 1776; the 
back or new street, 1781; and Federal 
street in 1792. 

Monroe street was laid out in 1801, 
when it was called a new street. It was 
called a new street leading from Essex to 
Federal streets in 1802 ; Shillaber street, 
1814 ; and Monroe street in 1828. 

River street was called a way in 1739; 
road, 1773; private road, 1778; lane, 
1782 ; and River street in 1796. 
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Carpenter street was laid out in 1800, 
when it was called an open way. It was 
called the new way in 1801 ;and Carpen- 
ter street in 1827. 

Andover street was so called in 1802, 
having just previously been laid out. 

North river was called the north river 


In 1657; ye river, 1698; and the river 


leading to the great bridge in 1773. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to 
the houses and land under and adjoining, 
and not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after 1700, to give the history of 
the houses then standing principally. 

The lots of Capt. Thomas Flint, Joseph 
Douglass, and Thomas Ruck comprised 
the homestead estate of Thomas Spooner 
before 1664, when his death occurred. 
His widow Elizabeth Spooner was his ad- 
ministratrix, and she conveyed various 
lots as hereafter stated. 

Thomas Flint Lot. This was a part of 
the homestead of Thomas Spooner, and 
was conveyed by his administratrix, 
together with that part of the Joseph 
Douglass lot that lies south of the dashes, 
for twelve pounds, to Capt. Thomas 
Flint of Salem, farmer, May 11, 1672.* 
Captain Flint, who then lived in Salem 
village, for thirty pounds, conveyed this 
lot to Joseph Dean of Salem, mariner, 
May 7, 1700.7 »sLhemestatesthengre- 
mained in the Dean family for three 
quarters of a century. 

Joseph Douglass House. That part of 
the lot lying south of the dashes was a 
part of the half-acre conveyed by Mrs. 
Spooner to Capt. Thomas Flint May 11, 
1672.* Captain Flint conveyed this 
part of his lot (twenty square rods) to 
Edmond Bridges of Salem, blacksmith, 
March 5, 1678-9.t Mr. Bridges had

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built a house and barn upon the lot before 
the deed was drawn. Philip Cromwell 
of Salem, slaughterer, and Mr. Bridges 
purchased of John Ruck, who then 
owned the Spooner estate, that part of the 
lot lying north of the dashes; and those 
grantees, for seventy pounds, conveyed 
the entire lot (one fourth of an acre), 
with the dwelling house and shop there- 
on, to William Sweatland of Salem, tailor, 
Sept. 18, 1680.* In 1693, the title to 
the estate was in Stephen Sewall of Salem, 
merchant. Mr. Sweatland was living in 
1688, but whether he died possessed of the 
property or conveyed it before his death 
to Mr. Sewall the writer does not know. 
Mr. Sewall, for fifty-five pounds, conveyed 
the house, leanto and lot to Joseph Doug- 
lass of Salem, clothworker, Sept. 8, 1693. 
Mr. Douglass removed to Malden and 
conveyed the estate to Joshua Hicks of 
Salem, merchant, March 14, 1718-9.{ 
Mr. Hicks removed the old house some 
years later. 

Thomas Ruck Houses. This lot com- 
prised nearly the whole of the Spooner 
estate. Mrs. Spooner conveyed the 
small lot, included within the dashes, at 
the southeastern comer, to John Simpson 
May 10, 1672 ;§ and the Thomas Flint 
lot and the southern part of the Joseph 
Douglass lot to Mr. Flint May 11, 1672.|{ 
Mrs. Spooner died in 1676, having de- 
vised the homestead with the exception 
of the lots she had sold to her son-in-law 
John Ruck for life and remainder to his 
five children, whose mother was Hannah, 
only child of Mr. and Mrs. Spooner. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ruck’s children were Eliz- 
abeth, Hannah, Sarah, John and Thomas. 
The house apparently was of considerable 
size, containing, in 1677, a parlor and 
parlor chamber, hall, kitchen, etc. 
John Ruck, the father, conveyed to 
Philip Cromwell and Edmond Bridges the 
northern part of the Joseph Douglass lot

about 1679. Mr. Ruck released his in- 
terest in the remainder of the estate to 
his son Thomas Ruck Dec. 6, 1687,* and 
probably the other children released 
their interest to Thomas at about the same 
time. Thomas died in July, 1704, having 
devised the estate to his sons John and 
Thomas Ruck. It is described in the 
inventory of his estate as “ Old Spooners 
houfe & 7 acres of Land & Barn in y?® 
Towne,” and was appraised at two hun- 
dred pounds. So the old house was 
standing in 1704, but it probably stood 
only a few years longer. 

The southeastern corner of this lot 
within the dashes was the twelve rods of 
land on which John Simpson of Salem 
erected a dwelling house before May 10, 
1672, when Mrs. Elizabeth Spooner, who 
then owned the entire lot, conveyed it, 
as a gift, to Mr. Simpson. The deed 
describes the lot as “ that peece of ground 
in Salem aforesd upon which y?® sd Symp- 
son with my good liking & approbation 
hath built him an house uppon & in which 
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he now dwells, with y® yard room & gar- 


den platt as it is now fenced in.”f Mr. 
Simpson was a husbandman, and _ con- 
veyed the house and lot to Joshua Buf- 
fum of Salem, in exchange for another 
house, orchard, etc. (on North river 
east of Beckford street, see Map No. 13), 
Feb. 28, 1686-7.{ The estate belonged 
to Thomas Ruck at the time of his de- 
cease in July, 1704, being valued in the 
inventory of his estate at thirty-five 
pounds. The conveyance was made from 
Buffum to Ruck probably at the time of 
the latter’s acquiring the Spooner house 
and estate in 1687. This house and lot 
was devised in Mr. Ruck’s will with the 
remainder of the Spooner homestead to 
his sons John and Thomas Ruck. Thomas 
Ruck,the son,does not appear subsequently 
as owner of this property. John Ruck 
apparently took down the Spooner house 
and this house, and built on the site of 
the latter a new house, in which he lived,

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being a blacksmith. He conveyed the es- 
tate to Joseph Cook, jr., of Salem, fisher- 
man, Dec. 26, 1730.* 

Roger Derby House. The lots of 
Roger Derby, Richard Derby, Joseph 
Neal, Robert Kitchen and that part of 
the lot of John and Rebecca Beckford 
west of the dashes constituted the lot of 
Richard Bishop in 1657. Before his 
decease, Dec. 30, 1674, he probably con- 
veyed to John Darling of Salem, the hus- 
band of his daughter Mary, the Roger 
Derby and Richard Derby lats and the 
western part of the Joseph Neal lot. 
Mr. Darling, for twenty-seven pounds, 
conveyed the Roger Derby and Kichard 
Derby lots to Roger Derby of Ipswich, 
chandler, Feb. 8, 1678-9. Mr. Derby 
removed to Salem, and continued his 
business here. He was from Topsham, 
Devonshire, England, and died in Salem, 
Sept. 26, 1698, having devised the house 
and this part of his lot to his wife Eliza- 
beth for her life and then to his son Sam- 
uel Derby. She died in 1740. Samuel 
Derby died at sea prior to 1728. At 
her decease Samuel’s children became 
owners of the estate. Oct. 7, 1741, his 
surviving sons, Roger Derby of Salem, 
sadler, and Samuel Derby of Lynn, cord- 
wainer, for three hundred and fifty 
pounds, conveyed the land and buildings 
to Roger Peele of Salem, shipwright, Oct. 
7,1741.{ By several suits at law, Mr. 
Peele lost the house and land adjoining. 
On execution, in the suit of Robert Peele 
of Salem, tailor, the body of the dwelling 
house was set off to him April 20, 1748. § 
On execution, in another suit of Robert 
Peele, the leanto part of the house, on its 
eastern side, was set off to him July 28, 
1748.|| Robert Peele, for two hundred 
and twenty-three pounds, conveyed the 
house and land to Samuel Ropes, jr., of 
Salem, merchant, by two deeds, one 
dated April 27, 1748,§ and the other

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Aug. 3, 1749.* Mr. Ropes became a 
cordwainer and for two hundred and 
sixty-six pounds, conveyed the land and 
buildings to Richard Derby of Salem, 
merchant, Feb. 9, 1773.t Mr. Derby 
conveyed the same estate to Jacob Very 
of Salem, mariner, April 1, 1795.{ Mr. 
Very probably removed the house the 
same year. 

Richard Derby Lot. This lot was a 
portion of the lot of land conveyed by 
John Darling to Roger Derby Feb. 8, 
1678-9.§ Mr. Derby died Sept. 26, 
1698, having devised this lot, on which 
stood his soaphouse, to his son Richard 
Derby, who was a mariner. Richard 
owned the lot for many years subsequent 
to 1700. 

Joseph Neal House. This lot was 
a part of the lot of Richard Bishop, who 
died in 1674-5. In his nuncupative will, 
he devised the front and middle portions 
of the lot, as divided by the dashes, to 
his granddaughter Mary, daughter of his 
daughter Mary Darling, wife of John 
Darling. Mr. Darling probably erected 
the house shown on the map in or before 
1676. He was living in it in 
1678. The lot devised by Mr. Bishop 
to Mary Darling was assigned to her by 
metes and bounds by the administrator 
of his estate Nov. 7, 1680.|| She con- 
veyed the central part of the lot, between 
the dashes, to Thomas Maule of Salem, 
merchant, Nov. 19, 1680;4 and the 
front part with the house subsequently. 
Mr. Maule conveyed the house and front 
and middle parts of the lot to Joseph 
Neal of Salem, joiner, for sixty-two pounds 
July 17, 1681.** Mr. Derby conveyed 
to Mr. Neal a strip of land two feet wide 
off the eastern end of his lot April 27, 
1682.TT

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The rear section of the lot, north of 
the dashes, was a part of that portion of 
the lot of Richard Bishop that he devised 
to his son Thomas Bishop for his life and 
remainder to Thomas’ son Richard Bish- 
op. Thomas Bishop, who lived in Man- 
chester, conveyed it to Robert Kitchen 
of Salem Dec. 22, 1691.* His son 
Richard Bishop released his interest in it 
to Mr. Kitchen Feb. 7, 1692-3.* Mr. 
Kitchen conveyed it to Mr. Neal June 
4,1695.f 

The house and the whole of this lot, 
Mr. Neal conveyed to John Ropes, jr, 
and Samuel Ropes, both of Salem, cord- 
wainers, Nov. 7, 1709.{ John Ropes 
conveyed his half interest in the house, 
in which they both then lived, to his 
brother Samuel Ropes Aug. 13, 1716 ;§ 
and, April 2, 1734, John released to 
Samuel the land around it, “the old 
cottage, So Called which formerly Stood 
on y° afores* Land,” being gone. 

Widow Frances Croade House. This 
lot was a part of the lot conveyed by 
Thomas Robbins to John Kitchen before 
1664. The latter then owned it, and 
conveyed the part east of the dashes, 
with the house thereon, to Richard 
Croade of Boston, merchant, July 9, 
1664.|| The remainder of the lot subse- 
quently came into the possession of Mr. 
Croade, who died in 1689. By his will 
his widow Frances Croade became pos- 
sessed of the house and lot for her life. 
In 1686 there was a cellar in the western 
end of the lot, but the writer has discov- 
ered no evidence of a house having been 
upon it, either before or after that time, 
except that, in the division of the estate, 
after the decease of the widow in 1716, 
“part of an old house and an old cellar 
with stones in it’ is mentioned as on 
that part of the land. Atthe decease of 
Mrs. Croade the estate was divided, the

house and land around it being assigned 
to Widow Hannah Croo of Salem, daugh- 
ter of the deceased. She conveyed the 
‘old dwelling house,’’ as the house was 
then called, to her brother-in-law Joseph 
Neal of Salem, cordwainer, Oct. 10, 
1724.* While Mr. Neal owned the es- 
tate the house was burned down, in17209, 
with the Estes house, which stood onlya 
few feet distant. 

Matthew Estes House. This lot was a 
part of the lot conveyed by Thomas 
Robbins to John Kitchen before 1664. 
Mr. Kitchen conveyed it to George Dean 
in or before that year. Mr. Dean who 
was then of Salem, and a cordwainer, 
transferred the lot with a house upon it, 
for forty pounds, to Thomas Maule of 
Salem, tailor, Oct. 14, 1674.f The fol- 
lowing affidavits show that Mr. Maule 
erected a new house upon the lot :— 

‘The testimony of Eleazer Linsey aged 
about 36 yeares, & John Coates aged 
about 21 yeares: these two p’sons above 
written testifieth, that when Thomas 
Male’s new house was raised, that there 
was sufficient rome left betweene the 
fence next Richard Croad’s house, to 
clabord the whole side of Thomas 
Male’s new house, without removing any 
part or p’cell of y° abovesd fence, for we 
claborded part of y® sd new house on that 
side next Richard Croad’s, & had roome 
enough to doe our work, betweene y° new 
house & the fence, from one end of y° 
said house to the other end thereof, for 
y° fence as neere as well could be ranged 
from one end of Thomas Male’s land to 
the other end on a straite line: & to 
the truth hearof wee abovesd John Coates 
& Eleazer Linsey, witnes. Sworne 238: 
June: 1681, before Bartholmew Gedney 
Assist.”’ 

‘John Reeves aged about 72 yeares, 
testifieth, y' to his knowledge, the house 
of Tho. Male bought of George Deane 
doth stand wholy on the town’s ground, 
& the fence y' fenced the heads of the

lotts left the said house without about 
two foot, & the front of Thomas Male’s 
house standeth about 14 foot on the 
town’s ground, being sett upon a sellar 
that Jno. Kitching had made in y® townes 
comon, sworne 22: June: 1681, before 
me Bartholmew Gedney Assist.” 

“Thomas Robbins testifieth, that y° 
fences that fenced in the lotts that were 
Barber’s & Bownes, which land was since 
John Kitchens, ranged behind the house 
that Thomas Mall bought of George 
Deane, leaving the sd house wholy out 
the sd fences ranged to Richard Croads 
house or where it stands, leaving some 
vacant land betweene the house of Rich- 
ard Croade & Thomas Male, which he 
bought of George Deane, & was at least 
the whole bredth of y® sd house, sworne 
23: June: 1681, before me, Bartholomew 
Gedney Assistant.’’* 

Mr. Maule conveyed to Jonathan 
Prince of Salem, cordwinder, the lot and 
“my now pr’sent habition or dwelling 
place,” July 30, 1681.¢ For one hun- 
dred and one pounds, Mr. Prince con- 
veyed the house, shop and land to Mat- 
thew Estes of Pascattaqua, mariner, May 
25, 1682. Mr. Estes died in 1723, 
having devised the house and lot to his 
grandsons Richard and Ahijah Estes. 
The house belonged to them when it was 
burned down, with the Neal house, in 1729. 

Joseph Dean House. This was a part 
of the lot sold by Thomas Robbins to 
John Kitchen before 1664. Mr. Kitchen 
sold it to George Dean, who was owning 


it in that year.. But Mr. Kitchen died 


without having received or given a deed 
of it, and Kr. Robbins, gave a deed of it 
to Robert itchen, son of the deceased, 
Oct. 11, 1679,§ but no deed to Mr. Dean 
has been found. Mr. Dean died possessed 
of the house and lot in 1696, having .de- 


vised the estate to his wife Elizabeth 


Dean. She survived him, and, for sixty 
pounds, conveyed the same to her son

Robert Kitchen House. This lot was 
a part of the Thomas Robbins lot. He 
sold it (a quarter of an acre) to John 
Kitchen of Salem, who died _ without 
having received a deed of it. Mr. Rob- 
bins however, delivered a deed of this 
and the Joseph Dean lot to Mr. Kitchen’s 
son and heir, Robert Kitchen, Sept. 11, 
1679.} 

William P. Upham says that the house 
on this lot was probably built about 1664. 

Robert Kitchen was a merchant and 
lived in Salem. He died in 1712, having 
devised the house, orchard, etc., to his 
son Robert Kitchen. The son died under 
age, probably before the father, and Feb. 
27, 1718, the other children, Edward 
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_Kitchen, Mary, wife of John Turner, esq., 


and Bethiah, wife of Timothy Lindall, all 
of Salem, for two hundred and six pounds, 
conveyed the estate to their widowed 
mother, Madam Bethiah Kitchen.§ Mrs. 
Kitchen died in 1738, having devisedall 

her estate to her son Edward Kitchen. 
Edward Kitchen lived here, and died in 
1766, having devised the house and lot 
to his grandson Edward Kitchen Turner, 
minor son of John Tummer, esq. In 1785 
or before, the father, John Turner, esq., 
came into the possession of the house, 
barn and lot ; and October seventh of that 
year, mortgaged the estate to Daniel Sar- 
gent, esq., of Boston. || Mr. Turner was 
then living in the house. Jan. 13,1 780, 
the mortgagee took possession of the pre- 
mises to foreclose the mortgage, the house 
being vacant, and Mr. Turner being pres- 
ent and consenting to the entry. For 
four hundred and twenty pounds, Mr. 
Sargent conveyed the estate to Dr. Wil-

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liam Stearns of Salem Jan. 27, 1789.* 
Doctor Stearns resided in this house 
until about 1808, when he removed to 
the northeastern corner of Flint and Es- 
sex streets. He then let the house in 
the summer of that year to John Grant, 
who opened a tavern, which he called 
the ‘‘ Sign of the Anchor.” The follow- 
ing is acopy of his advertisement, pub- 
lished in the Salem Gazette on the day 
of its date, Sept. 9, 1808 :—

Good viands and 
liquors, clean and comfortable beds, and prompt 
attendance, will always be furnished; and good sta- 
bling for horses. He respectfully solicits the 
favors his friends and the public, for which he 
will be ever grateful.—N. B. A number of gentle- 
men boarders can be well accommodated. 

Salem, Sept. 9. JOHN GRANT. 

In the spring of 1810, Mr. Grant was 
succeeded by John Perley in the tavern 
the name of the “ Sign of the Anchor” 
being continued. 

Messrs. Morse & Fox (Richard Morse 
and Ebenezer Fox), who had a grocery 
store on Essex street, in December, 1809, 
hired the stable on Hamilton street that 
had been conducted by Galloway, and 
became boarding and livery stablers. The 
next August, the firm established a stage 
route between Salem and Haverhill, going 
to Haverhill one day and returning the 
next, thus making three round trips each 
week. This tavern was its Salem termi- 
nus. The partnership continued until 
June 7, 1811, after which Mr. Morse 
carried on the stage business alone. 

The writer has no evidence that this 
house was open as an inn after 1810. 
It became a tenement house, and con- 
tinued to be thus occupied as long as it 
stood. Before many years had elapsed, 
it had become dilapidated in appearance.

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Doctor Stearns died in 1819, having 
devised the whole of his estate to his wife 
Sarah W. Stearns. She died, his widow, 
in 1844, possessed of the house and lot. 
Her heirs, Joseph E. Sprague, esq., Wil- 
liam Stearns, esq., widow Eliza Silver, all 
of Salem, James W. Stearns, gentleman, 
and Sarah White Stearns, singlewoman, 
both of Somerville, and Harriet Stearns 
and Caroline Stearns, singlewoman, Hen. 
ry Barrett, gentleman, and his wife Lucy 
T. G. Barrett, and William St. A. Stearns, 
esq., all of Malden, conveyed the lot to 
Joseph Andrews, esq., of Salem Oct. 27, 
1849, “the old mansion house being ex- 
pressly reserved by the grantors with the 
right of pulling the same down and ex- 
amining the ground under the same for 
the term of sixty days.”* The old house 
was accordingly demolished. 

The writer has not succeeded in find- 
ing any picture of this house, and proba- 
bly none exists. Oliver Thayer, in his 
Recollections of Essex street from 1804 
to 1820, writes that the house was “a 
large, square building, with an ell, ven- 
erable, but dilapidated in appearance.” 
It was two stories in height, the front door 
being in the middle of the house, with 
two windows on either side in each story. 
It stood a few feet from the sidewalk, 
and its distinguishing feature was the two 
large square brick pillars which supported 
the small portico over the front door 
and steps. The pillars were surmounted 
with capitals of freestone. These capl- 
tals were originally a part of the elegant 
brick house of Deacon Marston which 
formerly stood on the eastern corner of 
Essex and Crombie streets. The house 
was removed about 1760, and these cap- 
itals, which had been carved in England, 
were purchased by Edward Kitchen and 
placed upon the brick pillars erected for 
their support at the entrance to the house 
which is the subject of this paragraph. 
when the house was razed in 1849 the 
capitals were given to James W. Stearns, 
at his request, and in 1851 they were

owned by Lucius Manlius Sargent, a des- 
cendant of the Turners. 

Katherine King House. This lot was 
a part of the Thomas Robbins lot. He 
was Of Salem, husbandman, and conveyed 
to William King of Salem, carpenter, that 
part of the lot lying south of the dashes, 
on which Mr. King “hath lately built a 
dwelling house,” June 2, 1676.% That 
part of the lot lyiog north of the dashes 
Mr. Robbins conveyed to Mr. King May 
it, 1077.) Mr. King (died “in 1684, 
having devised the house and lot ta, his 
wife for her life, and giving her the right 
to devise one half of the same to whom 
she pleased, and the other half he de- 
vised to his brother’s sons who hath need 
of it. Mr. King’s wife Katherine sur- 
vived him, and died in 1718, having de- 
vised the half interest she was entitled to 
convey by her will to her nephew Samuel 
Stone of Salem and her niece Sarah, wife 
of Jacob Manning of Salem, gunsmith. 
Samuel King of Southold, N. Y., hus- 
bandman, conveyed his interest in the 
house and lot to Mr. Manning June 22, 
1719.{ Samuel King of Southold, N. Y., 
cooper, only surviving brother of William 
King, late of Salem, husbandman, 
deccased, Samuel King of Salem, husband- 
man, William King of Sutton, husband- 
man, sons of John King of Salem, de- 
ceased, the other brother of said William 
King, deceased, Henry Cook, guardian 
of children of Jonathan King of Salem, 
deceased, son of said John King, deceased 
brother to William King, deceased, Samu- 
el King, jr., of Salem, guardian to the 
children of John King, jr., of Salem, de- 
ceased, son of John King, sr., deceased, 
brother to said William King, deceased, 
and, also, on his own account, and Mary 
King of Salem, spinster, a daughter of 
said John King, jr., deceased, conveyed 
to Messrs. Stone and Manning the house 
and lot June 23, 1719.§ Messrs. Stone and

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Manning conveyed the house and lot to 
Samuel Stone, jr., of Salem, mason, Dec. 
10, 1719.* For forty pounds, Mr. Stone 
conveyed the estate to Edward Kitchen 
of Salem, merchant, Nov. 10, 1724. 
The house probably remained only a few 
years longer. 

Robert Kitchen Lot. This lot was a 
part of the lot of Thomas Robbins. His 
heir was his niece Rebecca, wife of Wil- 
liam Pinson of Salem, husbandman. Mr. 
Pinson died, and she conveyed the lot to 
Robert Kitchen of Salem, merchant, for 
fifty pounds, Nov. 13, 1696.{ Mr. 
Kitchen owned the lot until his death in 
T7123 

John and Rebecca Beckford House.§ 
That part of this lot lying east of the 
dashes was owned by Thomas Trusler, 
who died March 5, 1654. His widow 
Elinor Trusler died in 1655, having 
devised the house and lot to her son Ed- 
ward Phelps. Mr. Phelps lived in New- 
bury, and, for twenty-five pounds, he con- 
veyed the estate to Thomas Robbins of 
Salem July 2, 1657.|| Upon Mr. Robbins’ 
decease, before 1694, the estate descend- 
ed to his niece and heir Rebecca Pinson. 
Mr. Pinson died in July, 1695, having de- 
vised his estate to his wife Rebecca. In 
the inventory of his estate, the house, 
barn and land were appraised at one 
hundred pounds. Mrs. Rebecca Pinson 
survived her husband, and _ married 
secondly, Joseph Boobier of Marblehead ; 
and, for thirty pounds, they conveyed to 
Rebecca, daughter of William Pinson, and 
wife of John Beckford of Marblehead, 
Jan. 11, 1698-9, the estate then being 
in the possession of George Hacker, as 
tenant. Mr. and Mrs. Beckford re- 
moved to Reading, where he was a_ yeo- 
man : and conveyed the house and land

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around it to their son John Beckford, jr., 
of Salem, shoreman, July 23, 1739.* 
The house was probably gone soon after. 
The exact site of the house, as it stood in 
1700 is uncertain, it may have been on 
the narrow way some two hundred feet 
westerly of the place where it is marked 
on the map. 


That part of the lot lying west of the 


dashes was a partof the Richard Bishop 
lot, and was devised in the nuncupative 
will of Mr. Bishop, who died in 1674-5, 
to his son Thomas Bishop for his life and 
the remainder in fee to the latter’s son 
Richard Bishop. Thomas Bishop lived 
in Manchester, and was a wheelwright. 
For forty pounds, he conveyed it to Rob- 
ert Kitchen of Salem Dec. 22, 1691.7 
Thomas Bishop’s son Richard released his 
interest in the estate to Mr. Kitchen Feb. 
7, 1692-3. Richard Bishop’s house stood 
upon the northern end of the lot, accord- 
ing to his will, but was probably gone 
before the latter date. Mr. Kitchen appar- 
ently conveyed the lot to John and Re- 
becca Beckford about 1700, and it was 
thenceforth a portion of the Beckford 
lot.

The map on the next page comprises 
the area bounded by Beckford, Essex and 
North streets and North river. It is 
based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of two hundred 
feet to an inch. It shows the location 
of all houses standing in 1700. The braces 
marked “‘a” show where Federal street 
runs. 

Beckford street was called a street or 
highway in 1680; lane or highway, 1684; 
the King’s highway, 1686; lane, 1712; 
Bickford’s lane, 1757; Kitchen’s lane, 
1766; lane leading to the North river, 
1766; town way, 1800; and Beckford 
street, 1800. 

Essex street was called a highway or 
street, 1662 ; street, 1665 ; the main street 
1669; ye great street, 1687; roadway, 
1709: Main street, 1717; and Essex 
street, 1797. 

North street was called a street or high- 
way in 1674; lane, 1755 ; highway lead- 
ing to the North field, 1759 ; lane leading 
from the main street to the North bridge, 
1763; and Northstreet, 1797. 

Federal street was laid out about 1765. 
It was called a town way lately laid out in 
1767; the new street, 1768; the back 
street, 1796 ; and Federal street in 1792. 

Federal court was socalled in 1826. 

North river has always been so called. 
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The path or highway along the river 
was originated in the laying out of the 
town, when a highway was left on the 
banks of each river. This was only a 
narrow path, and was called the highway 
that goes upon the bank of the North riv- 
er in 1665; street or highway, 1674; 


_way by the North river side, 1679; path 


running along by ye North river, 1686; 
ye highway yt leads along on ye North 
river, 1704; the highway that runs along 
upon the bank of the North river, 1712; 
ye path that goes over ye bank by ye 
North river, 1718; ye path on ye bank of 
ye North river, 1720; and a highway, 
1729. The way was probably discontinued 
when Federal street was laid out, as the 
deeds do not mention it after 1753. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, and 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after 1700, to give the history of 
the houses then standing principally. 

The lots of Abraham Cole, Joseph 
Swasey, Elizabeth Dean, and parts of the 
lots of Joshua Buffum and estate of Sam- 
uell Woodwell constituted the original lot 
of Thomas Cole, who was a husbandman, 
and was living here in 1649. He probably 
came from Hampton. He lived in a 
house that early stood on the northern 
end of the Elizabeth Dean lot. It was 
standing in 1680, but gone in 1686. The 
exact location is not known, but it was 
north of the dashes, and probably near 
the river. Mr. Cole died in 1679, having 
devised the house and lot to his wife Ann. 
She survived him, and died in 1680, hav- 
ing devised the southern half of the lot to 
their eldest son Abraham Cole and the 
northern half, with the house, to his son 
John Cole. The line dividing the lot was 
at the dashes shown in the Elizabeth 
Dean lot. 

Abraham Cole House. This lot was a 
part of the lot of Thomas Cole, which his 
widow devised to their son Abraham Cole 
in 1680. He built the house about 1685, 
and died in 1715, having devised the 
house and lot to his sons Samuel and 
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Thomas. Samuel, the eldest son, was 
given the eastern end of the house and 
lot, and Thomas the western end, the latter 
part being subject to their mother’s use. 
The house was divided through the chim- 
ney but Samuel had much more land than 
Thomas. ‘Thomas was also given the use 
of “the shop” in which to work at his 
trade. 

Thomas Cole died in or before 1766, 
possessed of the western end of the house 
and lot, and his daughter, widow Mercy 
Smith, conveyed it to George Williams of 
Salem, merchant, May 4, 1770.* Mr. 
Williams, for one hundred and fifty pounds, 
conveyed the same portion to Robert 
Cowan of Salem, painter, Sept. 7, 1791.T 
Mr. Cowan, conveyed the same portion of 
the house and lot to Henry Warden, mari- 
ner, and William R. Warden, currier, both 
of Salem, Jan. 18,1837.{ Henry Warden 
released his interest in the estate to Wil- 
liam R. Warden Aug. 27, 1842.§ 

The eastern end of the house and lot 
was the property of Samuel Cole, who 
was a cordwainer, and lived here at his 
decease in 1733. His children, Samuel 
Cole of Boxford, blacksmith, Thomas Pea- 
body, jr., of Boxford, housewright, and wife 
Ruth, and Increase Whiston of Andover, 
housewright, and wife Abigail, conveyed 
it to John Jones of Salem, mariner, Aug. 
19, 1743.|| Mr. Jones called it a mansion 
house and lived in his end of it. He died 
in 1791, having devised it to his wife 
Elizabeth for her life and then to John 
Warden. 

William R. Warden and John Warden 
were the respective owners of the west 
and east ends of the ancient house in the 
fall of 1846, when the city widened Essex 
street at this point, and the old house 
was removed. 

The view of the house shown on the 
next page, was drawn by E. A. Cabot, a 
local architect, in 1840. It is reproduced

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as he left it with the outlines of the other 
houses only. The old-fashioned pump, 
shown in the engraving was located in the 
middle of Essex street. Before the 
widening, as stated above, the street was 
only about twelve feet in width on either 
side of the pump, which stood opposite 
Beckford street. 

A raised walk about eighteen inches 
higher than the underpinning of the 
house and three feet wide ran along the 
eastern end of the house. Relative to 
this walk, which old people still tell about 
as something peculiar, is the following 
deposition of Samuel Woodwell, aged 
about sixty-eight years, who had lived in 
the adjoining house. He desposed “ that 
his Father Samuel Woodwell formerly 
owned the house wherein John Punchard 
now lives in Salem and that he this De- 
ponent Dwelt in the fame houfe before 
the year Sixteen hundred ninety & two 
and for the space of about Thirty years 
after that time and that during the whole 
of the s* 30 years there was a Raised way 
of about three feet wide on the weft side 
of the land belonging to said houfe and 
next the east end of the houfe formerly 
of Abraham Cole deceas* wherein John 
Jones now lives leading from the {treet 
all along the east end of s* Cole’s houfe 
and that there were two fteps or stairs 
without the Eaft end of s* Coles houfe 
upon the raised way aforesaid which led 
into a Door at s* end of said houfe and 
that the raised way afores* was frequently 
ufed and improved by said Cole Dec* 
and his heirs during said Term and that 
the Deponent well remembers that the 
line of stones laid to fecure the east side 
of the faid raised way and now to be- 
seen there hath for sixty years paft been 
commonly reputed to be in and the 
bounds of the dividing Line between the 
Land belonging to the houfe formerly the 
Deponents Father’s now s* Punchards & 
the land formerly said Abraham Coles 
and that during the thirty years afores* 
the fence of the East fide of said Coles 
Garden where it came to the northerly 
part of the raifed way aforesaid by said 
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Coles houfe was about three foot eastward 
of the northeast Corner of faid houfe viz 
as far eastward from faid Coles houfe as 
the East fide of said way was there from 
s* houfe.’’* 

Samuel West, aged sixty-three, who 
lived in the second house from this, also 
deposed “that he has allways lived near 
the Dwelling houfes mentioned in the 
foregoing Depofition of Samuel Wood- 
well and that the raifed walk mentioned in 
said Depofition ever since the Deponents 
Remembrance was reputed to belong to 
Abraham Cole and his heirs and hath 
been from that time by them used and 
improved and that the Line of stones on 
the east side of said way which is about 
three feet diftant Eastward from s* Coles 
houfe for more than fifty years hath been 
the reputed bounds of the dividing Line 
between the Land formerly Abraham 
Coles dec? and the Land formerly Samuel 
Woodwell dec? now John Punchards.’’* 

The above depositions were both sworn 
to July 4, 1754, before Epes Sargent and 
Joseph Bowditch, justices of the peace. 

Joseph Swasey House. This was a 
part of the original lot of Thomas Cole. 
The house was built by his eldest son 
Abraham Cole, while the land belonged 
to his father, about 1670. Thomas Cole 
died in 1679, having devised this land 
to his wife Ann. She died in 1680, 
having devised the land to said son Abra- 
ham, who lived in Salem, and was a tailor. 
The house was occupied by the wife of 
Francis Parnell Aug. 9, 1680, when, for 
forty pounds, Mr. Cole conveyed the 
premises to Joseph Swasey of Salem, 
mariner.f Mr. Swasey died about 1703, 
apparently while a considerable addition 
was being made to the house, at one end. 
His son Joseph Swasey of Salem, ship- 
carpenter, for seven pounds and the 
grantee’s case of “our mother,’ widow 
Elizabeth Swasey of Salem, released his 
interest in the estate to his eldest broth- 
er Samuel Swasey of Salem, shipwright,

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Dec. 26, 1709.* Samuel Swasey and his 
mother, for ninety-five pounds, conveyed 
the house and land, “our present home- 
stead,” to John Cook, jr., of Salem, mari- 
ner, Jan. 8, 1711. Mr. Cook died pos- 
sessed of the estate in 1721, and the old 
house, as it was then called, was assigned 
to his widow for her life. William Bick- 
ford was then living in the north end. Mrs. 
Cook was living in 1743, but apparently 
died before 1746, when herson Benjamin 
Cook was its owner. He lived in Salem, 
being a fisherman, Dec. 6, 1766, when, 
for £29, 155., he conveyed the “old 
dwelling house ” and lot to his son John 
Cook of Salem, fisherman.{ The old 
house was probably taken down soon 
after. 

Elizabeth Dean House. This was 
part of the original Thomas Cole lot. 
He died in 1679, having devised the lot 
with the ancient house at the northern 
end to his wife Ann. She died in 1680, 
having devised that part of the lot north 
of the dashes and the house at the north- 
ern end to their son, John Cole of Lynn, 
cooper. He conveyed that part of the 
lot, the house being gone, for fifteen 
pounds, to George Dean, sr., of Salem, 
cordwinder, Nov. 23, 1686.§ 

That part of the lot south of the dashes 
was a part of the lot devised by said 
widow Ann Cole to her eldest son Abra- 
ham Cole in 1680. Mr. Cole built this 
house about 1675, while the land was his 
father’s, and in 1680 this part of the lot 
and the house belonged to Priscilla 
(Kitchen) Hunn, widow of Nathaniel 
Hunn. The house was eighteen feet 
long and fifteen feet wide. After 1682, 
Mrs. Hunn married George Bowers of 
Kent county, Pennsylvania, and with her 
husband she conveyed the house and that 
part of the lot to Mr. Dean June 21, 1687.|| 

Thus the entire lot became the proper- 
ty of Mr. Dean. In 1688, the house was

probably occupied by Ezekiel Lambert. 
Mr. Dean died in 1696, having devised 
the estate to his wife Elizabeth. She 
died, his widow, in 1705, and her admin- 
istrator, for twenty-two pounds conveyed 
the “small house ”’ and lot to John Cook, 
jr., of Salem, mariner, Dec. 19, 1706.* 


Mr. Cook died in 1721, and in the 


division of his estate the house, then 
called “old’’ and “small,” and land 
around it were assigned to his son Joseph 
Cook. In 1746, the house was occupied 
by Nathaniel Archer. Mr. Cook proba- 
bly removed the house before 1770. 
John Simpson House. This was a part 
of the orchard of Samuel Belknap, and 
he undoubtedly lived on this part of the 
lot. He sold it to Thomas Maule of 
Salem, shopkeeper, who built a house 
upon it, and conveyed the house and 
lot to Joshua Buffum of Salem, carpenter, 
Jan. 20, 1678.f Mr. Buffum, in ex- 
change for the grantee’s house and lot on 
Essex street (just west of Monroe street, 
shown on Map No. 12), conveyed to John 
Simpson of Salem, the house and lot 
Feb. 28, 1686-7.{ John Simpson 
of Salem, laborer, for twenty- 
five pounds, conveyed the house, garden 
and orchard, being the same lot, to John 
Bullock of Salem, cordwainer, July 24, 
1721.§ Mr. Bullock lived here, and 
probably took the house down before 


1774. 

‘ Joshua Buffum Lot. That part of the 
lot west of the dashes on Beckford street 
was a part of the original lot of Thomas 
Cole. It was the northern end of the 
lot conveyed to Thomas Walter of Salem, 
mariner, Dec. 4, 1682.|| Mr. Walter 
conveyed it to Stephen Sewall of Salem, 
merchant, Nov. 8, 1684; and Mr. 
Sewall conveyed it to Joshua Buffum 
March 3, 1686-7.{

Mr. Buffum died in 1705, at the age of 
seventy, having devised the entire lot to 
his son Samuel Buffum. 

Estate of Samuel Woodwell House. 
The narrow strip of two and a half rods 
on Beckford street, north of the dashes, 
was a part of the original Thomas Cole 
lot. It was a strip off the southern side of 
the lot conveyed by Abraham Cole 
of Salem, tailor, to Thomas Walter of 
Salem, mariner, Dec. 4, 1682.f Mr. 
Walter conveyed it to Stephen Sewall of 
Salem, merchant, Nov. 8, 1684,{ and it 
then became an addition to Mr. Sewall’s 
lot which he already owned on the south- 
ern side. 

That part of the lot on Beckford street 
south of the dashes was also a portion of 
the original lot of Thomas Cole, and was 
conveyed by Abraham Cole of Salem, for 
fifteen pounds, to Mr. Sewall May 30, 
1684.§ Mr. Sewall conveyed both parts 
of his lot on Beckford street to Samuel 
Woodwell of Salem, glover, Dec. 30, 
1693.| 

The northeastern section of the lot was 
a part of the original Samuel Belknap 
lot and belonged to him in 1665. He 
conveyed it to Thomas Maule of Salem, 
shopkeeper, who conveyed it to Joshua 
Buffum of Salem, carpenter, Jan. 20, 
1678.* Mr. Buffum conveyed it, with 
some land adjoining, to Stephen Sewall 
of Salem March 3, 1686-7.4 Mr. 
Sewall conveyed it to Samuel Woodwell, 
Dec. 30, 1693.|| 

The part of the lot on Essex street, 
south of the dashes was also a part of the

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original Belknap orchard. Samuel Bel- 
knap of Salem, joiner,and wife Sarah, con- 
veyed this portion of the lot to Edward 
Gaskin of Salem, ship carpenter, Nov. 6, 
1666.* Mr. Gaskin (or, Gaskill, as the 
name was often later spelled), for twenty- 
five pounds, conveyed the lot to Samuel 
Woodwell of Salem, glover, May 13, 
1685.¢ On this portion of the lot, Mr. 
Woodwell erected a dwelling house, prob- 
ably in that summer of 1685. He lived 
in the house, and died possessed of it and 
of the entire lot of land in the winter of 
1697-8, between Nov. 25 and Jan. 10, 
having devised the estate to his wife 
Tamazine for her life and then to their 
children, Samuel, John, Gideon, Joseph, 
Benjamin, Jonathan, Elizabeth and David. 
The house, barn and orchard belonging 
to the homestead were appraised at two 
hundred pounds. Samuel Woodwell of 
Salem, glover, and Gideon Woodwell and 
Joseph Woodwell, both of Boston, cord- 
wainers, three of the sons, conveyed their 
interest in their father’s estate, for sixty 
pounds, to their mother Tamasine, who 
had married Hill, June 5,1712.{ On 
the same day, the same sons and their 
mother conveyed the house and lot to Miles 
Ward, joiner, and Peter Windett, currier, 
both of Salem.§ Messrs. Ward and 
Windett conveyed the same estate to 
Samuel Hayward of Salem, set-work 
cooper and leather dresser, Jan. 14, 
1718-9.|| Elizabeth Woodwell of Boston, 
a daughter of Samuel Woodwell, for 
twenty pounds, conveyed her interest 
in the estate to Mr. Hayward May 5, 
1716.4 Benjamin Woodwell of Boston 
and Jonathan Woodwell of Salem, both 
seamen, and sons of Samuel Woodwell, 
conveyed their interest in the house and 
lot to Mr. Hayward Oct. 20, 1715.** 
David Woodwell of Boston, blacksmith,

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son of Samuel Woodwell, conveyed their 
interest in the estate, for twenty-eight 
pounds, to Mr. Hayward Dec. ro, 1718.* 
John Woodwell, the remaining son who 
does not appear as releasing his interest 
probably died young. For two hundred 
and fifty pounds, Mr. Hayward, who had 
removed to Reading, conveyed the house 


-and land to John Capen of Salem, shop- 


keeper, March 27, 1724. Mr. Capen 
conveyed the estate to Philip English, jr., 
of Salem, innholder, June 24, 1731 ;{ and, 
on the next day, Mr. English, for love, 
conveyed it to Mary, wife of Mr. Capen.§ 
Mr. Capen died before Oct. 8, 1746, 
when his widow Mary Capen conveyed 
the house and lot to John Punchard of 
Salem, fisherman.|| At that time Daniel 
Mackey had a hatter’s shop upon the lot. 
Mr. Punchard lived here, and died 
possessed of the house and lot Dec. 30, 
1767. The homestead was valued at 
thirty-one pounds. In his will, after 
providing for his wife Hannah, he de- 
vised his real estate to his children, Ben- 
jamin Punchard of Salem, shoreman, 
James Punchard, Samuel Punchard, Han- 
nah Averson, and Sarah, wife of John 
Chamberlain, one-sixth each, and the 
other sixth to Mary, wife of Joseph Ellin- 
wood, and Sarah Punchard, daughters of 
Mr. Punchard’s deceased son, John 
Punchard. These devisees, after the 
death of the widow of the deceased, con- 
veyed the house and lot to John Pun- 
chard of Salem, gentleman, Feb. 1, 
1791.4 Mr. Punchard took the house 
down before 1840, apparently. The 
house was two stories in height, the 
upper story projecting, and stood some 
ten or twelve feet from the street. Steps 
led to the basement floor. 

Samuel West House. This lot was a 
part of the original lot of Samuel Bel- 
knap. He sold that part of the lot north

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of the dashes, with land adjoining, to 
Thomas Maule of Salem, shopkeeper, who 
conveyed it with some other land to Joshua 
Buffum of Salem, carpenter, Jan. 20, 
1678.* Mr. Buffum conveyed it to 
Stephen Sewall of Salem March 3, 
1686-7. Mr. Sewall conveyed it to 
Samuel West of Salem May 23, 1693. 


It was thenceforth for many years after 


1700 a part of the West estate. 

The front half of the lot was also a part 
of the original Samuel Belknap lot. The 
southeastern part within the dashes was 
conveyed by Samuel Belknap of Salem, 
joiner, for three pounds, to Edward Gas- 
kin of Salem, ship carpenter, Feb. 20, 
1665.§ The rest of this half was con- 
veyed by Mr. Belknap to Mr. Gaskin, for 
six pounds, June 11, 1666.|| Mr. Gaskin 
(or Gaskill, as his name was often called 
subsequently) erected a house on the lot, 
and was living in it July 29, 1690, when 
he conveyed the house and this half of 
the lot to his son-in-law John Lambert.{ 
Mr. Lambert, then of Salem, shoreman, 
for twenty pounds, conveyed a strip one 
and one-half rods wide off the western 
side of the lot to Samuel West of Salem, 
sadler, April 20, 1691.** Mr. Lambert, 
then of Salem, fisherman, for twenty- 
seven pounds, conveyed the remainder of 
the lot to Stephen Sewall of Salem, mer- 
chant, May 1, 1693.tf In neither of 
these transfers was any house mentioned, 
and the house probably had a short exis- 
tence. Mr. Sewall conveyed the lot and 
housing to Samuel West, for forty-five 
pounds and a saddle and bridle, May 23, 
1693-4 

So the entire lot came into the posses- 
sion of Mr. West. He apparently built 
a house upon the lot about 1693; and 
died possessed of the estate in1732. He

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resided in this house, and devised the 
house and that part of the lot to his 
widow for life and to his son Daniel West 
in fee. Daniel West lived here, being a 
housewright, and died possessed of the 
house and lot in January, 1748-9, having 
devised his real estate to his two young 
children, Daniel and Mary. Mary prob- 
ably died young, as Daniel subsequently 
appears as sole owner. ‘The house was 
apparently taken down by Daniel West 
before 1774. 

William Hirst Lot. This lot was the 
property of Philip Cromwell of Salem, 
slaughterer, as early as 1665. He conveyed 
the lot,for sixty pounds, to. William Hirst of 
Salem, merchant, March 14, 1679 ;* and 
Mr. Hirst died possessed of itin 1717. 

Joseph Porter and Benjamin Marston 
Lots. These lots were owned by Hilliard 
Veren, sr., of Salem as early as 1665. 
He conveyed the entire lot, for thirty 
pounds, to his son Hilliard Veren, jr., of 
Salem, merchant, some years before Nov. 
29, 1679, when the deed was executed. 
The son had already sold the lot marked 
‘Joseph Porter’’ to Joseph Porter of 
Salem, yeoman, the deed being dated 
Sept. 17, 1678.{ The son died in the 
spring of 1680, leaving a widow, but 
apparently no children. The remainder 
of the lot descended to his father as un- 
devised estate. The father died possessed 
of itin 1684. His heirs were his three 
daughters Mary, wife of Samuel Williams. 
Sarah, wife of Deliverance Parkman, and 
Abigail, wife of Benjamin Marston. Mrs. 
Mary Williams, then a widow, conveyed 
this lot, for ten pounds, to Benjamin Mars- 
ton of Salem, merchant, “ in right of his 
wife Abigail,” March 14, 1692-3.§ Mrs 
Parkman’s deed of release, if any were 
given, does not appear of record. June 
5, 1704, Mr. Marston conveyed the lot, 
for seventeen pounds, to Joseph Porter, || 
who owned the remainder of the original

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lot. Mr. Porter died possessed of the 
entire lot Dec. 12, 1714. 

Joseph Putnam House, This lot and 
the lots marked “Thomas Maule” and 
“ Estate of Richard Sibley’’ belonged to 
Philip Veren of Salem, wheelwright, as 
early as 1662, and he was living in this 
house. For fifty pounds, he conveyed 
this and the ‘‘ Thomas Maule ”’ lot, except 
the southeastern corner within the dashes, 
with the house on this part of the lot to 
Mary Veren, widow of Nathaniel Veren, 
formerly of Jamaica, May 15, 1665.* 
Mrs. Veren married, as her second hus- 
band, Lt. Thomas Putnam of Salem, in 
1666; and before 1693 she conveyed 
this house and Jot to her son Joseph Put- 
nam of Salem, yeoman. For one hundred 
pounds, Joseph Putnam conveyed the 
lot and house (which was then in the 
possession of Philip Gavet) to his sister 
widow Mary Lindall of Salem, shopkeeper, 
July 16, 1718. Two years later the 
house was gone apparently. 

Thomas Maule Lot. This lot and the 
lots marked “Joseph Putnam” and 
*‘ Estate of Richard Sibley’’ belonged to 
Philip Veren of Salem, wheelwright, as 
early as 1662. For fifty pounds, he con- 
veyed this and the Joseph Putnam lot to 
Mary Veren of Salem, widow of Nathan- 
iel Veren, formerly of Jamaica, May 15, 
1665.* Mrs. Veren married, as_ her 
second husband, Lt. Thomas Putnam in 
1666 ; and for love to her husband’s son 
Thomas Putnam of Salem, yeoman, she 
conveyed this lot to the latter Aug. ro, 
1687.{ For forty-eight pounds, Mr. 
Putnam conveyed it to Thomas Maule of 
Salem, merchant, Aug. 15, t687.§ Mr. 
Maule erected a house upon the lot be- 
fore the next May; and probably removed 
it to his lot across the street in 1690. 
For one hundred and thirty pounds, he 
conveyed the lot with the orchard and 
improvements thereon to Jonathan

Estate of Richard Sibley House. This 
was the southeast corner of the large lot 
of Philip Veren of Salem, wheelwright, in 
1662. He conveyed this lot and that 
part of the two lots adjoining, enclosed 
within the dashes, to Richard Sibley of 
Salem, tray maker, Nov. 22, 1662.f Mr. 
Sibley built a house on its southeastern 
corner before 1665, May 20, 1665, he 
reconveyed to Mr. Veren that part in- 
cluded within the dashes.{ He died in 
1676, leaving a widow Hannah and 
seven young children, Samuel, Hannah, 
Sarah, Damaris, John, Mary and Elizabeth. 
Samuel Sibley of Salem, shingler, for two 
pounds, released to Thomas Maule, who 
then owned the lot adjoining, his interest 
in one or two rods off the western side of 
this lot May 18, 1688.§ After the 
decease of the widow, after 1700, three 
of the heirs apparently released their 
interest in the house and eastern part of 
the lot to their brother John Sibley of 
Salem, cordwainer. For fifteen pounds, 
ten shillings, John Sibley mortgaged his 
one-half interest to John Becket, jr., of 
Salem, shipwright, Aug. 1, 1714.|| In 
1726, the house and lot are called the 
property of Samuel Symonds. Mr. 
Becket probably took possession of the 
premises, foreclosing the mortgage, as, 
for thirty-two pounds, thirteen shillings, 
and four pence, he released the lot and 
house to Joseph Gavet of Salem, joiner, 
April 17, 1759.9 John Sibley’s two 
sisters, widow Elizabeth Moor and Mary 
Sibley, spinster, both of Salem, for twenty 
pounds, conveyed one-half of the house 
and lot to Mr. Gavet, who was then 
living in the house, Oct. 12, 1758.** In 
this deed the house is described as “a 
small dwelling house,’ For one hundred

pounds, Mr. Gavet conveyed the lot to 
Dr. Ebenezer Putnam, as an addition to 
his garden, Oct. 17, 1763,* reserving “my 
mansion house standing thereon” with 
liberty “to take away and remove the 
same with ye rocks and stones of ye 
cellar” at any time before April 1, 1764. 
Five days after the date of this deed, Mr. 
Gavet bought of Samuel Curwen a house 
lot on North street, opposite Lynde street, 
and removed the house thither. The 
house stands there, having been in the 
Gavet family ever since. Here lived, 
Feb. 26, 1775, the sexton of the North 
church, who was a participant in the 
North Bridge affair of that day. The en- 
graving of this old house on the next page 
shows it as it appeared a few years ago. 
Originally it consisted of the front end 
only, including the front door and chimney. 

Jonathan Corwin House. This lot 
belonged to Capt. Richard Davenport as 
early as 1662. He was a resident of 
Salem for many years before that time, 
but had removed to Boston to become 
commander of Castle Island fortification 
in Boston harbor. July 15, 1665, he was 
killed by lightning in the fort. The con- 
temporary records of the general court 
speak of “ the solemn stroke of thunder 
that took away Captain Davenport.” 
The administrators of the estate of Cap- 
tain Davenport conveyed the house (?) 
and lot to Jonathan Corwin of Salem, 
merchant, Feb. 11, 1674-5. The house 
then standing upon the lot was enlarged 
by Mr. Corwin immediately after his 
purchase. It is also evident that the 
house then standing on the lot had not 
been finished. The contract for the fin- 
ishing and enlargement of the house is in 
the possession of the Antiquarian Society 
at Worcester, and is as follows :— 


‘¢ Articles and Covenants made, agreed upon, 
and confirmed between Mr. Jonathan Corwin, of 
Salem, merchant, and Daniel Andrews of Sa/em, 
of the other part concerning a parcell of worke 
as followeth, viz.: Imprimis the said parcell of

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worke is to be bestowed in filling, plaistering and 
finishing a certaine dwelling house bought by the 
said owner of Capt. Nath’ll Davenport of Boston, 
and is situate in Salem aforesaid, towards the 
west end of the towne betweene the houses of 
Rich. Sibley to the west and Deliverance Park- 
man on the east; and is to be performed to these 
following directions, viz. 

‘‘t, The said Daniel Andrewes is to dig and 
build a cellar as large as the easterly room of said 
house will afford (and in the said room according 
to the breadthe and lengthe of it) not exceeding 
six foot in height; and to underpin the porch and 
the remaining part of the house not exceeding 
three foot in height; also to underpin the kitchen on 
the north side of the house, not exceeding one 
foot; the said kitchen being 20 foot long and 18 
foot wide; and to make steps with stones into the 
cellar in two places belonging to the cellar, 
together with stone stepps up into the porch. 
2. For the chimneys he is to take down the 
chimneys which are now standing, and to take 
and make up of the bricks that are now in the 
chimneys, and the stones that are in the leanto 
cellar that now is, and to rebuild the said chim- 
neys with five fire places, viz., two below and 
two in the chambers and one in the garret; also 
to build one chimney in the kitchen, with ovens 
and a furnace, not exceeding five feet above the 
top of the house. 3. He is toset the jambs of 
the two chamber chimneys and of the easternmost 
room below with Dutch tiles, the said owner 
finding the tiles; also to lay all the hearths be- 
longing to the said house and to point the cellar 
and underpinning of sd. house and so much of the 
3 hearths as are to be laid with Dutch tiles, the 
said owner is to find them. 4. As for lathing and 
plaistering he is to lath and siele the 4 rooms 
of the house betwixt the joists overhead and to 
plaister the sides of the house with a coat of 
lime and haire upon the clay; also to fill the 
gable ends of the house with bricks and to plaister 
them with clay. 5. To lath and plaister the 
partitions of the house with clay and lime, and 
to fill, lath and plaister with bricks and clay the 
porch and porch chamber and to plaister them 
with lime and hair besides; and to siele and lath 
them overhead with lime; also to fill lath and 
plaister the kitchen up to the wall plate on every 
side. 6. The said Daniel Andrews is to find 
lime, bricks, clay, stone, haire, together with 
labourers and workmen to help him, and generally 
all materials for the effecting and carrying out of 
the aforesaid worke, excepte laths and nailes. 7. 
The whole work before mentioned is to be done 
finished and performed att or before the last day 
of August next following, provided the said Dan- 
iel or any that work with him, be not lett or hin- 
dered for want of the carpenter worke. 8. 
Lastly, in consideration of all the aforesaid worke, 
so finished and accomplished as is aforesaid, the 
aforesaid owner is to pay or cause to be paid unto 
the said workeman, the summe of fifty pounds in

money current in New England, to be paid at 
or before the finishing of the said worke. And 
for the true performance of the premises, we bind 
ourselves each to other, our heyres, executors and 
administrators, firmly by these presents, as 
witnesse our hands, this nineteenth day of Feb- 
ruary, Anno Domini 1674-5. 
‘¢ Jonathan Corwin, 
Daniel Andrewe.’’ 
In 1746, the house contained the great 
room, western lower room, kitchen, east- 
ern chamber, entry chamber, western 
chamber, kitchen chamber, great chamber, 
garret and cellar. It is said that the 
porch was removed that year, and with 
it, of course, the entry-cHamber. The 
eastern room, which was the “ great 
room”? of 1746, measures 21% x 18 
feet ; eastern chamber, 21% x 20 feet; 


western room 16% x 18 feet; and 
western chamber, 16% x 20 feet. The 
chimney is about 12 x 8 feet. The sev- 


eral summer beams are of stout hewn 
oak timber. The house was originally 
filled with brick between the outside 
boarding and the inside plastering. It is 
said that many years ago the grade of 
Essex street at this point was raised be- 
tween two and three feet, and the space 
around the house was filled to correspond 
with the height of the street. This caused 
the high underpinning to vanish. 
Jonathan Corwin was one of the judges 
who presided over the court of oyer and 
terminer by whom the alleged witches 
were convicted ; and it is believed that 
some of the victims were subjected to 
their miserable inquisition at this house. 
Judge Corwin died July 25, 1718, in- 
testate, and this house and lot descended 
to his grandsons Capt. George Curwen 
and Samuel Curwen both of Salem, gen- 
tlemen,and granddaughters, Elizabeth and 
Mary Lindall. Upon a division, this 
house and the land around it became 
the sole estate of the grandson George 
Curwen, Oct. 27, 1740.* Mr. Curwen 
lived in this house until his death, which 
occurred June 7, 1746. It was then oc- 
cupied by his wife and children. After 
the decease of the widow, which occurred

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Jan. 3, 1810, the estate became the prop- 
erty of the daughter Mehitable, wife of 
Richard Warl of Salem. She died about 
1818, and her heirs were Charles Ward of 
New York city, mariner, a grandson, Eliza 
Wetmore Ward of Salem, singlewoman, a 
granddaughter, George A. Ward of New 
York city, merchant, a grandson, Jane 
S. Ward of New York city, spinster, a 
granddaughter, and widow Sarah Cushing 
of New York city, a daughter of Mrs. 
Ward. George and Jane released their 
interest in the house and lot to Mrs. 
Cushing Sept. 20, 1826 ;* Charles released 
his interest to Mrs. Cushing April 28, 
1828; and Eliza released her interest 
Oct. 21, 1829.* Mrs. Cushing removed 
to Castleton, N. Y., and, for thirty-five 
hundred dollars, conveyed the house and 
lot to George Pickman Farrington of 
Salem, druggist, June 3, 1856.{ Mr. 
Farrington conducted a drug store here 
many years, and died April 29, 1885, at 
the age of seventy-six. Since then the 
property has belonged to his widow, Mrs. 
Susan B. Farrington. The frontispiece is 
a copy of a drawing made of this house 
in 1850.

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SALEM IN 1700, NO. 14.

The map on page 23 represents that 
part of Salem which is bounded by Essex, 
Washington and St. Peter streets and 
the North river. The plan is drawn ona 
scale of two hundred feet to an inch, and 
is based on actual surveys and title deeds. 
The braces marked “ a”’ show where Fed- 
eral street now runs. 

Essex street was called a street in 
1660 ; the street or highway that comes 
down from ye meeting house in 1661 ; 
the main street, 1691 ; Main street, 1727 ; 
great street, 1750; and Essex street, 
1796. 

Washington street was called the broad 
street that comes from the meeting house 
to the north river in 1658; ye main 
street, 1681 ; street where a town house 
standeth, 1682; highway, 1693; lane or 
town-house street, 1694; school-house 
lane, 1726; school street, 1727; school- 
house street, 1727; the old town house 
street, 1727; town-house lane, 1731; 
street from town house to North river, 
1765; Court street, 1792 ; and Washing- 
ton street, 1861. 


St. Peter street was called lane to. 


North river in 1660; lane or highway, 
1667 ; lane which goeth toward Christo- 
pher Waller’s, 1665; street or highway, 
1673 ; street or lane, 1678 ; lane that runs 
from ye North river to the corner of Mr. 
William Browne, sr.’s orchard, 1678 ; ye 
lane or town street, 1694; Prison lane, 
1698 ; Prison street, 1704 ; lane that goes 
down to ye north river, 1717; and St. 
Peter street, 17338. ° 

Church street was laid out as a lane by 
the persons over whose lands it ran in or 
before 1698. Nearly four-fifths of the 
territory was from Daniel Epes’ lots, and 
the remainder from the lots of Benjamin 
Ropes and the Priests. The division 
line between the lots before the lane was 
laid out is indicated by a dotted line 
shown on the map. Fifty square rods of 
land was given by Mr. Epes and thirteen 
rods by Ropes and the Priests. March 
3, 1701-2, Daniel Epes, John Priest and 
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Benjamin Ropes, all of Salem, conveyed 
the land contained within the location of 
the lane to the town of Salem.* The 
lane is described therein as the highway 
from town-house street to Mr. Samuel 
Beadle’s, its width was twenty-four feet, 
and its length forty rods. This is said to 
be the only street to which the city’s title 
is an absolute fee in the soil by purchase. 


-This was called Epes lane laid out by 


Daniel Epes, in 1699; street or highway 
lately made and laid out by Daniel Epes 
and Benjamin Ropes, 1700; new lane, 
1727; Back lane, 1746; street from 
church to school-house, 1762; street 
leading from Court street to St. Peter’s. 
church, 1793 ; and Church street, 1801. 

Federal street was laid out in or just 
before 1783, and was called the lane 
lately laid out from School street to Pris- 
on lane, 1783; lane laid out leading from 
School street to the County gaol, 1783; 
new street to gaol, 1793; County street, 
1807 ; and Federal street, 1818(?). 

Ash street was laid out in or just before 
1785, when it is called the lane lately 
laid out leading to North river. 

Rust street was laid out when the Uni- 
versalist meeting-house was built in 1808. 

North river has always been known as 
such, 

Along the bank of the river a highway 
was reserved by the town in the original 
laying out of the lots, and was in existence 
here as late as 1784. The laying. out of 
Federal street probably caused its disuse. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
the titles and deeds referred to pertain to 
the houses and lands under and adjoining, 
and not always to the whole lot, the de- 
sign being, after that date, to give 
the history of the houses then standing. 

Walter Price Houses. This corner lot 
belonged to Rev. Hugh Peters. After 
Mr. Peters’ return to England, his attor- 
ney Charles Gott of Salem, for forty shil- 
lings, conveyed it to John Horne of Sa- 
lem, by a deed in which it was described 
as ‘‘near the meeting house in Salem, on 
the north side thereof, running along by

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the highway, being the land of Mr. Hugh 
Peters, provided if Mr. Peters shall re- 
turn to New England in person and re- 
pay the said John all charges of building 
or otherways bestowed upon the said land 
that then Mr. Peters shall have the land 
again,” Dec. 28, 1652.* Mr. Horne 
apparently sold, before 1659, the eastern 
part of the lot on which Capt. Walter 
Price of Salem, merchant, built a dwelling 
house; and Mr. Horne built a house 
upon the corner, in which he lived until 
just before 1: 10 mo: 1659, when he con- 
veyed the house and lot to Mr. Price, for 
one hundred and fifty pounds, it “ being 
the corner in the same street near unto 
the meeting house.”t+ Mr. Price died 
June 5, 1674, aged sixty-one. In his will 
he had devised to his wife Elizabeth all 
his real estate for her life, and then to 
his son John, who was requested to live 
with his mother. She died, however, 
Nov. 11, following. The inventory of his 
estate shows that he was possessed of 
both houses on the corner “near the 
meeting house,’”’ stable, etc., which were 
appraised at four hundred pounds. A 
writer of many years ago has stated that 
the large house on the corner was similar 
to the residence of Governor Bradstreet, 
which stood farther down the street, and 
was an excellent specimen of the early 
aristocratic mansion. 

Capt. John Price, who succeeded his 
father on this corner, was a merchant. 
He died Aug. 13, 1691, aged forty-six ; 
and upon the decease of his widow, Sarah 
Price, Mar. 25, 1698, the estate descended 
to Maj. Walter Price, their only child that 
survived. According to the inventory of 
the estate of Capt. John Price a dwelling 
house, barn and land were. valued at three 
hundred and fifty pounds, and land and 
“an old house where Rich? Mayber lives 
near the meeting house on w y* is an 
execution,’ seven pounds. Major Price 
was a merchant and lived here. For five 
hundred pounds, he conveyed the build-

ings and land, “near the meeting house, 
town house and watch house,” to John 
Pratt of Salem, innholder, Sept. 1, 1727.* 
Mr. Pratt died March 12, 1729-30, aged 
sixty-five, having devised all his estate to 
his wife Margaret, with power to dispose 
of it, but if she did not dispose of it it 
should be equally divided among children 
at her decease. In 1733, the estate was 
in the possession of Philemon Sanders 
and others. It is said that she removed 
to this house in 1747, and kept an inn to 
the time of her death, which occurred 
March 22, 1759, when she was eighty- 
seven years Old. She devised the estate 
to her daughters Abigail, Hannah, 
Lydia and Maverick Pratt. Lydia prob- 
ably died young, Maverick died, un- 
married, Jan. 23, 1763, aged forty-nine, 
having devised her interest in the estate 
to her sisters Hannah Pratt and Abigail 
Pratt. Hannah Pratt died, unmarried, 
Feb. 9, 1765, aged fifty-eight, having de- 
vised the estate to her sister Abigail: and 
Abigail Pratt died, unmarried, between 
Sept. 18, and Oct. 15, following, having 
devised the estate to her sister Ruth Jef- 
fry, wife of James Jeffry, Ruth to support 
Abigail’s negro man, Peter, as long as he 
lived. Mrs. Jeffry, then of Salem and a 
widow, for seven hundred and eighty 
pounds, conveyed the lot to Benjamin 
Pickman, esq., Dr. William Stearns and 
Jonathan Waldo, esq., all of Salem, May 
10, 1792,f the buildings having been 
taken down that year. 

Josiah Wolcott and Edward Lyde 
Houses. These lots were the homestead 
of John Woodbury, one of the old planters, 
who died in 1641, leaving wife Ann. He 
left a will, which was duly proved by his 
widow, but neither the original nor a copy 
of it is known to be in existence. His 
widow Ann Woodbury conveyed these 
lots and “a small dwelling house,’’ 
formerly built thereon, in Salem, near 
unto the meeting house,’ for thirty 
pounds, to George Corwin of Salem,

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a merchant, 1: 6 mo: 1660.* Mr. Cor- 
win apparently moved the little house 
back, and erected near the street a large 
new house. He died possessed of the 
estate Jan. 6, 1685, having, in his will, 
devised to his wife Elizabeth during her 
widowhood “one-third of the mansion 
house, garden and orchard where Captain 
Corwin did last live in Salem.”” The in- 
ventory of his estate shows that in the 
house there was a hall, with a closet in 
it, a leanto, with a closet in it, a parlor, 
on the floor of which wasa leather carpet, 
a hall chamber, parlor chamber, with a 
closet in it, a porch chamber and a garret. 
July 4, 1685, the heirs agreed that the 
western halves of each of the houses and 
western end of the lot should belong to 
Josiah Wolcott in right of his deceased 
wife Penelope, daughter of the deceased, 
and the eastern halves of each of the 
houses and the whole of the barn and the 
remainder of the lot should belong to 
Edward Lyde in right of his deceased 
wife Susannah, daughter of the deceased. 
The division of the homestead occurred 
Dec. 25, 1696.— The division was con- 
firmed by Jonathan Corwin of Salem, esq., 
son of Capt. George Corwin, thedeceased, 
Margaret Corwin, widow of John Corwin, 
of Salem, deceased, son of Captain Cor- 
win, for herself and for her children, for 
whom she was guardian, James Russell of 
Charlestown, esq., and his wife Abigail, 
daughter of Capt. Corwin, William Brown, 
of Salem, esq., who married Hannah, 
daughter of Captain Corwin, and Edward 
Lyde of Boston, merchant, who married 
Susannah, daughter of Captain Corwin, 
Dec. 1, 1701.} 

Mr. Lyde lived in Boston, being a 
merchant, and, for two hundred pounds 
conveyed his part of the estate to Timo- 
thy Lindall of Salem, merchant, Jan. 1, 
1702.§ Mr. Lindall removed to Boston, 
and, for one hundred and _ sixty-five 
pounds, conveyed the estate to John

Pickering of Salem, yeoman, Sept. 30, 
1707.* Apparently Mr. Pickering con- 
veyed the two halves of houses to Mr. 
Wolcott, who owned the other halves, 
and the latter removed the houses so that 
they stood wholly upon his own lot. 

Mr. Wolcott was a judge of the court 
of common pleas, and died in 1729, 
administration being granted on his es- 
tate to his widow Mary Wolcott April 17, 
1729. The estate descended to their 
son John Wolcott. A dispute relative to 
the title was settled in the superior court 
of judicature in October, 1730, apparent- 
ly on the ground that Josiah Wolcott had 
only aright by curtesy. The parties in 
whose favor the decree was made were 
Elizabeth Corwen, singlewoman, Lucy 
Guinn, widow, Peter Thacher, clerk, and 
his wife Hannah, Abiel Walley, merchant, 
and his wife Margaret, all of Boston. 
For one hundred pounds, they released 
to John Wolcott of Salem, gentleman, 
“ our one-fourth of ye moiety of ye man- 
sion house and lands in Salem, formerly 
ye estate of Capt. George Curwin, de- 
ceased, lately in ye tenancy of Josiah 
Wolcott, esq., deceased, by ye curtesy,’”” 
Dec. 20, 1733. The little house was 
probably gone. 

John Wolcott lived here. He grad- 
uated at Harvard college in 1721, and 
was high sheriff of Essex county. He 
died in 1747, aged forty-five, administra- 
tion being granted to his widow Elizabeth 
Wolcott July 16, 1747. Mrs. Wolcott 
apparently died a few months later, at 
Mr. Wolcott’s mother, widow Mary Wol- 
cott, was appointed administratrix de donts 
non March 17, 1748. As administratrix, 
Mrs. Wolcott, who was then of Boston, 
conveyed the Wolcott mansion house and 
lot to James King of Salem, blacksmith, 
Jan. 31, 1752.* Mr. King, who was 
then a shopkeeper, for two hundred 
pounds, conveyed the western part of his 
estate to his son James King, jr., of Salem,

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gentleman, Aug. 26, 1788.* Mr. King 
died in 1789, possessed of the remainder 
of the lot. Administration was granted 
on his estate to his son James, then a 
merchant, July 17,1789. Thedeceased’s 
part of the house and lot was then valued 
at one hundred and seventy pounds. The 
estate was insolvent, and the administrator 
conveyed the land and buildings, for one 
hundred and seventy-two pounds, to John 
Norris of Salem, merchant, Nov. 8, 
1793 ;t and immediately Mr. Norris con- 
veyed the same to Mr. King, personally.y+ 

In 1793, Benjamin Pickman wrote 
that a small house was then standing on 
the lot and occupied by Mrs. Brown, who 
sold English goods; and that the large 
house which was ready to fall down, was 
occupied by Capt. William Hathorne, who 
kept a huckster’s shop in front. 

James King conveyed the house and 
lot to Jacob P. Rust Sept. 16, 18003} 
and the house was removed that year. 

Margaret Williams House and Estate 
of Bartholomew Gedney Lot. These lots 
constituted the estate of Thomas Weeks of 
Salem, who died in 1656, his will, dated 
9: 7 mo: 1655, being proved 24: 4: 
1656. The dwelling house, with a shop, 
barn and the lot was then appraised at 
thirty-five pounds. By the provisions of 
the will, one-third of the estate went to 
his wife Alice, and the remainder to his 
daughters Bethiah and Hannah. The 
widow married Nicholas Potter of Salem, 
bricklayer, and died 26: 11: 1658. Feb. 
21, 1659, Mr. Potter, for eighty pounds 
and a pair of shoes yearly “so long as I 
shall live,”’ conveyed the house, barn, or- 
chard, etc., to Isaac Williams of Salem, 
cordwinder.§ Mr. Williams died in 1696, 
having, in his will, dated Jan. 21, 1695, 
and proved Nov. 9, 1696, devised his 
real estate to his wife Margaret. She 
died, his widow, in October, 1702, having 
devised to “my son Isaac Williams ye 
south chamber of my dwelling house with

ye garret over it,”’ porch, one-half of the 
cellar, and one-half of the land to the 
northward of the leanto that joins the 
house, Isaac to have the eastern part. 
The remainder of the house and land she 
devised to her son Ebenezer Williams. 
Ebenezer lived in Salem, probably in this 
house, being a cordwainer, and, for fifty 
pounds, conveyed his interest in the es- 
tate to his brother Isaac Williams of Sa- 
lem Jan. 25, 1708-9.* Samuel Browne, 
esq., of Salem, for one hundred and thir- 
ty pounds, conveyed the “old dwelling 
house ” and land to John Ward of Salem, 
wig-maker, July 24, 1729. How the 
title passed from Isaac Williams to Samu- 
el Browne the records have not revealed. 
The house was gone before Aug. 13, 1742, 
when Mr. Ward conveyed the lot to 
Michael Moore. { 

The lot marked “ Estate of Barthol- 
mew Gedney” apparently became the 
property of Bethiah Weeks, who subse- 
quently married John Archer of Salem, 
cooper. Mr. Archer conveyed the lot, 
for thirty-two pounds, to Thomas Maule 
of Salem, merchant, Dec. 8, 1691.§ Mr. 
Maule, for thirty-three pounds, conveyed 
it to Maj. Bartholmew Gedney of Salem, 
merchant, Feb. 20, 1691-2.|| Major 
Gedney erected a shop upon the lot, and 
died possessed of it Feb. 28, 1697-8. 
This shop and lot were then appraised at 
fifty pounds. The heirs made an agree- 
ment for the division of the estate Nov. 


.3, 1701, and this lot and shop was as- 


signed to his daughter Bethiah Gedney 
who subsequently married Francis Wil- 
loughby. 

Estate of Deliverance Parkman House 
(“ Ship Tavern”). This lot was the es- 
tate of John Gedney, sr., as early as 1660. 
He conducted a tavern here from a very 
early date, probably some years prior to 
1660, and it was widely known at first as 
“ Gedney’s,” and subsequently as ‘Ship

Tavern.” The early quarterly county 
court was held for many years in one of 
the chambers of this house. Mr. Ged- 
ney died in 1688, having devised the es- 
tate, one-half to Susanna Gedney, widow 
of his son John Gedney, and her children 
by her said husband, and the other half 
to his son Col. Bartholmew Gedney. 
Colonel Gedney died Feb. 28, 1697-8, 
possessed of his half of Ship Tavern and 
the land belonging to it, etc. Samuel 
Gedney, Hannah Grafton, Lydia Corwine, 
Bethiah Gedney and Deborah Gedney, 
all of Salem, children of Col. Bartholmew 
Gedney, conveyed one-half of Ship Tav- 
ern in Salem, now in the occupation of 
Mr. Francis Ellis, to their uncle John’s 
widow, Susannah Parkman, wife of Deliv- 
erance Parkman, of Salem, .William 
Gedney of Salem, merchant, and Nathan- 
iel Gedney of Salem, mariner, Dec. 10, 
1698.* Fourteen days later, William 
‘Gedney of Salem, merchant, and Nathan- 
iel Gedney of Salem, mariner, only surviv- 
ing children of Mrs. Susannah Parkman, 
conveyed to Deliverance Parkman of Sa- 
lem, merchant, one-half of ye Ship Tav- 
ern and land belonging to it now in the 
tenure and occupation of Francis Ellis. 
Mr. Parkman died Nov. 15, 1715, and 
the estate descended to his daughter Me- 
hitable, who married Rev. George Cur- 


wen. Upon her death, Nov. 13, 1718, 
it descended to her two — surviving 
sons, Samuel and George Curwen. 
Samuel, being the eldest, had a 


double share ; and George, who lived in 
Salem, being called a gentleman, con- 
veyed to his brother Samuel his third of 
ye Ship Tavern and barn and the land 
about them Nov. 1, 1740,{ the tavern 
being at the time under lease to Mrs. 
Pratt. Samuel Curwen of Salem, gentle- 
man, for fifteen hundred pounds, con- 
veyed the estate to John Turner of Salem, 
esquire, June 11, 1745.§ In 1748, the 
ancient hostelry was taken down by Mr.

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Turner, and a fine house erected upon the 
lot. Mrs. Pratt, who had conducted the 
tavern since her husband’s decease in 
1730, removed to her house on the corner 
now occupied by Neal and Newhall’s 
block, and, it is said, continued in the 
business of innkeeping. 

Benjamin Browne House. Peter Pal- 
frey, one of the old planters of Salem 
owned this corner very early. He re- 
moved to Reading about 1651, and was a 
yeoman. Heconveyed this dwelling house 
and lot to Mr. William Browne of Salem, 
merchant, for forty-two pounds, May 7, 
1661.* Mr. Browne may have erected 
the house that subsequently stood upon 
the lot. Hedied Jan. 20, 1687-8, having 
been one of Sir Edmund Andros’ council 
the preceding year. In his will he devised 
this house “I now live in’’ and the land 
belonging to it to his son Benjamin. Ben- 
jamin Browne was a merchant, and lived 
here. He died Dec. 7, 1708, having de- 
vised the estate to Benjamin Browne, son 
of his nephew Capt. John Browne. The 
last named Benjamin Browne was an 
esquire, and lived here. He died Feb. 3, 
1749-50, having devised the estate to 
his three children, John Browne, Hannah 
Browne, and Eunice Browne. The widow 
of the deceased married a Boston gentle- 
man the next year, and removed thither. 
The house was subsequently occupied by 
Rev. John Sparhawk, who died here in 
1755. The house was afterward occupied 
by Richard Lechmere, esq., Andrew Oli- 
ver, esq., and John Turner, esq. Hannah 
and Eunice Browne apparently released 
their interest in the estate to their brother 
John Browne. John Browne lived in Bos- 
ton, being a merchant, and, for six thou- 
sand six hundred and sixty-six dollars,con- 
veyed the land and buildings to William 
Goodhue of Salem, innholder, Nov. 29, 
1780. Mr. Goodhue opened a tavern 
here, and subsequently he let the house 
for the same purpose to Samuel Robinson 
and Capt. Benjamin Webb successively. 
The latter conducted there in 1793 the

most noted tavern in Salem. It was 
called the Sun Tavern. Mr. Goodhue 


conveyed the estate to Jeremiah Allen, 
esq., of Boston, Nov. 7, 1796,* and Mr. 
Allen, for seven thousand five hundred dol- 
lars,conveyed it to William Gray, jr., of Sa- 
lem, merchant, the house being still occu- 
pied by Captain Webb asa tavern, Dec. 9, 
1796. This was the famous “ Billy” 
Gray and he took down the old house and 
erected an elegant residence upon the 
lot. 

Estate of John Turner House. The 
lots of Elizabeth Priest, Samuel Beadle 
and Robert Gray and this lot constituted, 
in 1651, one lot which was owned by 
Henry Bartholmew. The Elizabeth Priest 
lot belonged years before to Thomas 
Oliver, and to Samuel Archard of Salem, 
marshall, 26: 4: 1651, when, for three 
pounds, the latter conveyed them to 
Henry Bartholmew.{ Mr. Bartholmew 
already owned the Samuel Beadle and 
Robert Gray lots and this lot at that time. 
Mr. Bartholmew lived in the house upon 
this lot, and, for one hundred and ten 
pounds, conveyed this house and all of 
said lots, then constituting one, to Robert 
Gray of Salem 13: 7:1655.§ Mr. Gray 
died in 1662 ; and his house, barn, kitch- 
en and land under and adjoining were 
appraised at three hundred pounds. In 
his will, he devised that part of the lot 
which was formerly Samuel Archards to 
his daughter Elizabeth Gray, who subse- 
quently married John Priest of Salem. 
He devised the Samuel Beadle lot and 
that part of this lot north of the dashes 
to his son Joseph Gray of Salem, gun- 
smith ; and, for fifteen pounds, the latter 
conveyed it to his step-father Capt. Nich- 
olas Manning of Salem, gunsmith, July 8, 
1673.|| Mr. Manning, for eight pounds, 
and on the same day, conveyed the Samuel 
Beadle lot to Samuel Beadle of Salem.§

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Mr. Gray had devised his house and 
land around it to his wife Elizabeth. She 
married, secondly, Capt. Nicholas Man- 
ning, who, for fifty-two pounds, mortgaged 
the house and lot to John Browne, sr., rul- 
ing elder of ye church of Salem and Hen- 
ry Bartholmew of Salem, merchant, over- 
seers and feoffees in trust for the children 


of Robert Gray, March 14, 1663-4 ;* and 


the mortgage was foreclosed. 

Mr. Gray devised the Robert Gray lot 
to his son Robert with a “ kitchen ” upon 
it, and the lot was set off to him 28: 9: 
1679. Captain Manning who had occu- 
pied the premises for many years had re- 
moved the “kitchen ” and built a shop 
in its place, and the captain was held to 
pay to Robert five pounds, which was the 
difference in value between the ‘“ kitch- 
en”’ and the shop.T 

Elizabeth Manning (formerly the widow 
Gray), Thomas Walton and Mary Gray, 
all of Salem, for eighty-two pounds and 
ten shillings, conveyed the house and lot 
to Lott Gourding of Boston, mariner, 
Sept. 29, 1681. Mr. Gourding, for one 
hundred and ten pounds, conveyed the 
dwelling house, shop, garden and orchard 
to John Barton of Salem, chirurgeon, 
Oct. 16, 1682.§ Doctor Barton died of 
yellow fever, at Barbadoes, in 1695, and 
his widow and administratrix, Lydia Bar- 
ton, released the estate to Capt. John 
Turner of Salem, merchant, Feb. 24, 
1697.|| Doctor Barton had mortgaged 
the property to Captain Turner's father, 
John Turner, also of Salem, merchaat, 
and the mortgage was foreclosed by tak- 
ing possession. This deed was given to 
perfect the record title, as the mortgage 
had been lost. Captain Turner died, 
and administration was granted on his 
estate July 28, 1692. In the appraisal of 
his estate this house and lot were valued 
at one hundred and sixty-five pounds. In 
the division of the estate, March 22,

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1696-7, one-fourth of the house and lot 
was assigned to Benjamin Gerrish of 
Salem, merchant, in right of his wife Eliz- 
abeth, a daughter of the deceased, and 
three-fourths to Freestone Turner, another 
daughter of the deceased. For twenty- 
five pounds and ten shillings, Mr. Gerrish 
released the quarter interest to Freestone 
Turner’s husband, Capt. Walter Price of 
Salem, merchant, March 6, 1704-5,* the 
estate being then in the tenure and occu- 
pation of widow Barton. For one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, Mr. and Mrs. 
Price conveyed the dwelling-house, shop, 
orchard and garden to Habbackuk Gard- 
ner of Salem, mariner, June 17, 1707.f 
Mr. Gardner removed to Boston, and for 
two hundred pounds, mortgaged the house 
and lot to Benjamin Browne of Salem, 
esq., Aug. 11, 1738.{ The estate was at 
that time in the tenure of Benjamin 
Woodbridge, and in 1745, when it still 
belonged to Mr. Gardner, the tenant was 
John Punchard. The mortgage was prob- 
ably foreclosed by Mr. Browne soon after, 
and he died possessed of the estate Feb. 3, 
1749-50. Mr. Browne, in his will, de- 
vised the property to his three children, 
John, Hannah and Eunice Browne. Of 
these children, John Browne of Boston, 
merchant, and Eunice Plaisted of Salem, 
widow, with the consent of Nathaniel Bal- 
ston, esq., of Boston and wife Eunice, for 
one hundred and sixty pounds, conveyed 
the estate to Jonathan Webb, jr., of Salem, 
mariner, which was then in the latter’s 
occupation, Oct. 30, 1758.§ Mr. Webb, 
for two hundred and fifty-five pounds, 
conveyed the house and lot to his son 
Benjamin Webb of Salem, coaster, Feb. 
28, 1791.|| Mr. Webb became a mer- 
chant and died in 1815. 
Mary Webb, and his heirs, Samuel Webb, 
jr., merchant, Jonathan Webb, esq., and 
widow Mary Barton, all of Salem, Na- 
thaniel W. Williams of Beverly and wife

His widow, ° 


Priscilla, in her right, conveyed the estate 
to William Potter, innholder, and Jona- 
than Ward, sadler, both of Salem, April 
28, 1824.* Mr. Potter released his in- 
terest in the property to Mr. Ward Nov. 
1, 1824. Mr. Ward conveyed it to 
Nehemiah Cleaveland of Topsfield, Ben- 
jamin Hale of Newbury, Thomas Haven 
of Portsmouth, N. H., esquire, and Eph- 
raim Wildes of Boston, esquire, Nov. 8, 
1824.{ These grantees conveyed it to 
the Eastern Stage Company June 15, 
1825.§ The Eastern Stage Company 
conveyed the estate to William Manning 
of Salem, gentleman, Feb. 13, 1828.|| 
Mr. Manning conveyed it to the Mercan- 
tile Bank Nov. 27, 1830;§ and the bank 
conveyed it to Joseph S. Leavitt of Salem 
April 2, 1841.** The property is still 
owned by Mr. Leavitt’s estate. 





JOHN TURNER HOUSE. 


The old house is still standing on the 
original lot, but is a part only of the large 
old house now there. It is the northeast- 
ern quarter, and two stories high. A cut 
of the house as it now appears is given 
above. 

Robert Gray House. This was a part 
of the lot of which Robert Gray died 
seized in 1662. In his will Mr. Gray 
devised it with the “kitchen” thereon 
to his son Robert, and it was assigned to! 
him by metes and bounds 28: 9: 1679.

Capt. Nicholas Manning, who had married 
the widow of Mr. Gray, had removed the 
*‘ kitchen ’’ and built a shop on the lot 
in its place. Captain Manning was held 
to pay to Mr. Gray five pounds, which was 
the difference in value between the 
“‘kitchen’’ and shop.* Mr. Gray erected 
a dwelling house thereon, and lived in it. 
He was a gunsmith, and had his shop on 
the southeast corner of this lot. He died 
in 1725, having devised his house, barn 
and land adjoining to his wife Sarah for 
her life, and then to his sons Samuel and 
Benjamin and daughter Sarah three- 
fourths of it, and the other fourth to Rob- 
ert, William and Abigail, minor children 
of the deceased’s son John Gray, to whom 
he bequeathed only five shillings, “ for 
reasons too sorrowful here to express.” 
The dwelling house, barn znd land around 
them were appraised at one hundred and 
fifty pounds. The daughter Sarah mar- 
ried Michael Driver of Salem, mariner, 
and for thirty-seven pounds and ten shil- 
lings, they conveyed their one-fourth in- 
terest in the estate to her brother Samuel 
Gray of Salem, gunsmith, Feb. 3, 1727.f 
Benjamin Gray of Salem, gunsmith, re- 
leased his quarter interest, for a sim- 
ilar consideration, to his brother Samuel 
GrayseDecnis ain? 29 Samuel Gray 
died possessed of the estate in 1730, 
and his widow Elizabeth Gray conveyed 
one-quarter of the mansion house and 
land around it to Robert Gray of Salem, 
shipwright, probably a son of Samuel 
Gray, June 12, 1749 ;§ and on the same 
day the parties divided the house and 
lot, Mrs. Gray taking the easterly end of 
the house and Robert the westerly end, 
the division line passing through the 
stack of chimneys.|| Robert Gray was 
called a blacksmith in this partition. He 
died in the winter of 1769-70, possessed 
of the westerly end of the house and lot, 
which was then improved by widow Mary

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Gray. This part was assigned to Ruth 
Gray, widow of the deceased, as a por- 
tion of her dower; and March 4, 1771, 
she conveyed it to Capt. Eleazer Moses 
of Salem, sail-maker.* Mr. Moses died 
in 18—, and his widow Sarah Moses 
bought his part of widow Mary Deal, wid- 
ow Sally Pitman, James Crowell, mari- 
ner, and his wife Hannah, in her right, 
Benjamin Hale, mariner, and his wife 
Betsey, in her right, and Rebecca Moses, 
singlewoman, all of Salem, heirs of Ben- 
jamin Moses of Salem, deceased, and 
John Hunt, mariner, and his wife Deliv- 
erance (who hada dower right, being 
widow of a son of Benjamin, deceased), 
and Moses Yell, mariner, and his wife Re- 
becca (who had a dower right), all of Sa- 
lem, and Moses Yell in behalf of his 
children, Betsey, Moses, Mary, Abigail, 
Martha and Ann Yell, grandchildren of 
said Benjamin, deceased, Nov. 1, 1813 3T 
and on the same day she conveyed it to 
Benjamin Webb of Salem, innholder.{ 
In these latter conveyances the house is 
called an “old dwelling house,” the con- 
sideration being small. 

The easterly end was conveyed by the 
administrators of the estate of widow 
Elizabeth Gray, who had died possessed 
of that part, for sixty pounds, to Benjamin 
Ward of Salem, shoreman, April 30, 
1770.§ Captain Ward died in 1774, 
possessed of this part of the house and 
lot, which part was then appraised at one 
hundred pounds. The next conveyance 
found recorded of this portion of the 
house is that of William Gray of Middle- 
ton, yeoman, to Samuel Gray, jr., of 
Salem, cordwainer, the deed conveying 
two-fifth parts, March 4, 1795.|| Mr. 
Gray conveyed it to Benjamin Webb, 
who owned the westerly part of the 
house, July 9, 1801.4 Isaac White 
of Boston, merchant, and Ebenezer

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Beckford of Salem, esquire, executors of 
the will of widow Deborah Palfray of 
Salem, deceased, conveyed to Mr. Webb, 
who was then of Salem, yeoman, certain 
portions of the easterly part of the house 
and lot Dec. 1, 1809.* Probably the 
house was taken down by Mr. Webb. 
Samuel Beadle House. This was a 


part of the lot of which Robert Gray ~ 


died seized in 1662 ; and was the eastern 
half of the quarter acre devised by Mr. 
Gray to his son Joseph Gray of Salem, 
gunsmith. For fifteen pounds, Joseph 
conveyed it to his stepfather Nicholas 
Manning July 8, 1673. On the same 
day, for eight pounds, Mr. Manning con- 
veyed this portion of the lot to Samuel 
Beadle of Salem.{ Mr. Beadle built a 
house upon the lot, and died possessed of 
itin 1706. In the division of his estate, 
Aug. 2, 1708, the house and lot were as- 
signed to his son Lemman Beadle of 
Salem, carver. Lemman conveyed the 
same to his mother Hannah Beadle Aug. 
6, 1708.§ Mrs. Hannah Beadle died in 
1736, having devised the estate to her 
daughters Hannah Beadle and Sarah El- 
vins and the latter’s husband Richard E]l- 
vins. Hannah probably released her in- 
terest to Mr. Elvins, who lived in Salem, 
being a baker. Mr. Elvins conveyed the 
house and land, for two hundred and 
fifty pounds, to Joseph Symonds, jr., 
joiner, and Jonathan Very, jr., cordwainer, 
both of Salem, Sept. 29, 1743.|| Mr. 
Very bought out Mr. Symonds’ interest 
and died in 1768, having in his will de- 
vised the real estate to his* wife Mary for 
her life, and the remainder to his son Jon- 
athan Very, daughters Abigail Very, Mary 
Symonds, Elizabeth Cheever, Martha 
Pickman and Bethiah Archer, and three 
grandchildren Joseph Pratt, Susannah 
Pratt and William Cook. The house and 
lot were occupied by the deceased’s son, 
Jonathan Very, who died possessed of the

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estate in 1823. It was then appraised at 
fourteen hundred dollars. The heirs 


conveyed it to Joseph S. Leavitt by vari- 
ous deeds: By William Osborn, jr., of 
Salem, stablekeeper, and his wife Ann H., 
one-fifth and four-sixths of one-fifth, the 
latter fractional interest having been pur- 
chased of other heirs in 1832, March 109, 
1834 ;* James Odell and wife Sally, in 
her right, and Benjamin Cox and wife 
Elizabeth, in her right, all of Salem, two- 
fifths, March 19, 1834; Samuel Dowst 
and wife Hannah, and Elizabeth Dowst, 
one tenth, June 21, 1834;{ Jeremiah S. 
Batchelder of Boston, housewright, and 
his wife Abigail, in her nght, one-twenti- 
eth, July 1, 1834;§ William Peele and 
Eliza Peele, in her right, one-thirtieth, 
Nov. 4, 1834;|| John Cunningham of 
Gloucester, trader, one-twentieth, Feb. 19, 
1835 54 and Eben. C. Stodder of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and wife Mary, in her right, 
one-thirtieth, Oct. 1, 1838.** The house 
was taken down by Mr. Leavitt in 1858. 

Lilizabeth Priest Lot. ‘This was the lot 
devised by Robert Gray, who died in 
1662, to his daughter Elizabeth, who mar- 
ried John Priest in 1672. Mr. and Mrs. 
Priest conveyed the western part of the 
lot, west of the dashes, to their daughter 
Elizabeth Priest of Salem, singlewoman, 
May 18, 1699.f{f Mrs. Priest died before 
the year was out, and so the title to the 
remainder of the lot also came to Eliza- 
beth Priest, the daughter, she being the 
only child and heir. She owned the lot 
until 1718. 

Daniel Epes Lot. The lots of Daniel 
Epes, William Browne, Israel Porter, 
Benjamin Hooper and Town of Salem 
constituted “Governor Endecott’s field” 
of the first settlement. Governor Ende- 
cott died March 15, 1665, having devised

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his houses and ground at Salem to his 
wife Elizabeth. At her decease, her son 
Zerubbabel Endicott was her only child, 
and inherited this field. 

The part of this Daniel Epes lot south 
of the dashes was the acre that Zerubba- 
bel Endecott, then of Salem, gentleman, 
conveyed to his son John Endecott of Sa- 
lem, for love, Aug. 9, 1678 ;* and John con- 
veyed it, for thirty-six pounds, to William 
Browne, jr., of Salem, esquire, Aug. 14, 
1678. Mr. Browne bought of Zerubba- 
bel Endecott the Town of Salem lot and 
that part of this lot lying north of the 
dashes June 5, 1679.{ Mr. Browne con- 
veyed the whole of this lot, for sixty-six 
pounds, to Daniel Epes of Salem, school- 
master, March 26, 1698. Mr. Epes 
owned it after 1700. 

Town of Salem (fail). This lot was a 
part of the “Governor Endecott field,’’ 
and belonged to Zerubbabel Endecott 
June 5, 1679, when he conveyed this lot, 
and that part of the Daniel Epes lot lying 
north of the dashes, for thirty pounds, to 
Capt. William Browne, jr., of Salem.t{ 
Mr. Browne conveyed this lot to the town 
of Salem, for the site of the new jail or 
prison, May 20, 1684;]| and in the 
same year the new jail was built. Here 
the persons accused of witchcraft in 1692 
were confined, and those that perished 
went from this prison in the cart to the 
place of execution. The jail was rebuilt 
in 1763, some of the timbers being used 
in the construction of the new building. 
The residence of Abner -C. Goodell,: esq., 
occupies the site of the ancient gaol, and 
it is stated that some of the timbers of 
1692 are contained in the present house. 

Estate of Thomas Putnam, John Crom- 
well and Job Swinerton Lots. These lots 
constituted, before 1660, one lot, which 
was owned by John Symonds of Salem, 
joiner. The southeastern corner of the 
Estate of Thomas Putnam lot, within the

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dashes, belonging to Henry Skerry, sr., 
of Salem, cordwinder, April 23, 1660, 
when, for ten shillings, he conveyed it to 
Robert Temple of Salem, tailor.* 
thirty shillings, Mr. Temple conveyed it 
to Lt. Thomas Putnam of Salem, farmer, 
Aug. 10, 1660. Mr. Symonds gave the 
rest to his son-in-law Job Swinerton, jr., 
before 1665, but apparently no deed 
passed between them. Mr. Symonds and 
Mr. Swinerton joined in a deed of the 
remainder of the Estate of Thomas Put- 
nam lot to Lieutenant Putnam March 8, 
1665.{ Mr. Putnam died May 24, 1699, 
and the lot came into the hands of Dea. 
Edward Putnam, who owned it a number 
of years. 

The John Cromwell lot was a part of 
the John Symonds lot, which he gave to 
his son-in-law Job Swinderton, jr., of 
Salem, and which the latter conveyed, for 
ten pounds, to Jacob Barney, sr., of 
Salem Nov. 29, 1667.§ Mr. Barney 
died April 28, 1673; and in the division 
of his estate, 28: 4: 1673, this lot was 
assigned to his son-in-law John Cromwell, 
who had married his daughter Hannah.

The Job Swinerton lot was a part of 
the lot given to him by his father-in-law 
John Symonds; and Mr. Swinerton died 
in 1701, possessed of it. 

John Mackmaliin House. This lot and 
a house that then stood upon it probably 
belonged to John Symonds before 28: 
11: 1652, when Ellinor Felton of Salem, 
for seven pounds, conveyed the estate to 
William Maston of Salem.|| Mr. Maston, 
for thirty shillings, conveyed the lot, the 
house apparently being gone, to Allester 
Mackmallin of Salem on or before 5: 2: 
1661 (the date of the acknowledgement 
of the dead). Mr. Mackmallin probably 
erected a new house upon the lot in that

year ; and died possessed of the estate in 
1679. The house and lot were: then ap- 
praised at forty pounds. His widow Eliz- 
abeth Mackmallin married, secondly 
John Baxter, and continued to live in the 
house as late as 1694. Mr. and Mrs. 
Mackmallin had two sons, Alexander 
Mackmallin, chairmaker or turner, and 
John Mackmallin, carpenter, both of 
Salem, and Alexander released to John 
the southeastern portion of the lot, six 
rods, for four pounds, May 14, 1694,* 
having probably released to John another 
part of the lot previously. John Mack- 
mallin probably conveyed the house and 
the land on which it stood to Alexander, 
after 1702, as the latter, for eighteen 
pounds, conveyed the estate to widow 
Mary Grant of Salem Jan. 21, 1719-20.T 
She conveyed the house and lot, for 
twenty pounds,to James Grant of Salem, 
gentleman, Jan. 4, 1737,{ she being the 
occupant of the house at that time. Mr. 
Grant conveyed the same estate, for 
fifteen pounds, to Benjamin Bates of 
Salem, fisherman and mariner, Sept. 16, 
1743.§ Mr. Bates, for twenty pounds, 
conveyed it to his son Benjamin Bates, 
jr., of Salem, mariner, June 17, 1751;]|l 
and the son, for twenty pounds, con- 
veyed it to William Meachem of Salem, 
mariner, Nov. 24,1752. Mr. Meachem 
was sued by widow Mary Williams of 
Salem who obtained judgment against 
him, and this house and lot was set off 
to her in satisfaction of the judgment 
March 24, 1757.** Mrs. Williams, for 
sixty pounds, conveyed the house and lot 
to John Brown of Salem, mariner, Jan. 1, 
1778.,{ How much longer the house 
stood is not clear.

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bly conveyed by Thomas West to Joshua 
Rea about 1665. Mr. Rea was its owner 
in 1700. 

John Guppy House. Reuben Guppy 
owned and occupied this house and lot 
as early as 1658. He apparently con- 
veyed the estate to his son John Guppy 
in or before 1681; and died about 1685 
John Guppy also-lived here, and upon 
his decease, in 17—, the estate descended 
to his daughter Bethiah, wife of Thomas 
Marston of Salem. The house was sold 
to William Hacker before 1779, and was 
probably removed from the lot soon 
afterward. Mr. and Mrs. Marston, who 
were then of Boston, for three pounds, 
six shillings and eight pence, conveyed 
the lot to Benjamin Daland of Salem, 
truckman, Feb. 27, 1769.* 

Estate of Timothy Lindall House. This 
lot was a part of the lot that belonged to 
John Smith of Salem, tailor, before Jan. 
28, 1658, when he conveyed it to Thomas 
Hale of Salem.t Mr. Hale was a glover, 
and conveyed the lot to Thomas West of 
Salem, planter, March 10, 1658-9.{ Abra- 
ham Toppan of Salem, tailor, owned it 
Oct. 3, 1666, when he sold it to William 
Dounton of Salem, carpenter. In an 
action against Mr. Dounton, Philip Crom- 
well of Salem, slaughterer, recovered 
judgment, which was satisfied by this lot 
being set off to him. Mr. Cromwell, for 
sixteen pounds, conveyed it to John Hen- 
derson of Salem, mariner, Dec. 30, 1681.|| 
Mr. Henderson built a house on the lot 
and lived here. Oct. 29, 1684, a sad 
fatality occurred in this house. Rebecca 
Booth was killed by the careless discharge 
of a gun in the hands of John Dounton, 
son of William Dounton, who lived in the 
next house.

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able in fish, Feb. 16, 1690.* Mr. Lindall 
died, and the mortgage was foreclosed by 
his executors in December, 1699. They 
conveyed the estate, for forty pounds, 
to the mortgagor’s son, Peter Henderson 
of Salem, mariner, June 17, 1700.f Peter 
Henderson died in 1722, having devised 
his house and lot to his wife Hannah for 
her life, and then one-third to his son 
William and two-thirds to his son Daniel. 
William Henderson was of Salem, cord- 
wainer, and he, conveyed his interest in 
the estate to his brother Daniel Henderson 
of Salem, mariner, Nov. 24, 1733.{ Dan- 
iel Hendersonand his mother, for sixty 
pounds, conveyed an undivided half of 
the lot and the eastern end of the house 
to Lois, wife of William Pemberton of 
Boston, mariner, May 7, 1739.§ The 
next owner, as far as the registry of deeds 
shows, was the mother of Thomas Bright 
and widow Abial Hooper. How their 
mother came into the possession of the 
estate, or who she was, has not been 
learned. Mrs. Hooper lived in Salem in 
1793, but her mother and brother Thomas 
had died and the house was gone. 
Thomas Flint House. This house and 
lot belonged to John Smith of Salem, 
tailor, before Jan. 28, 1658, when he con- 
veyed the house and lot to Thomas Hale 
of Salem, glover.|| Mr. Hale conveyed 
the estate to Thomas West of Salem, 
planter, March 10, 1658-9.4 As far as 
the records have revealed the next owner 
of the house and lot was Abraham Top- 
pan of Salem, tailor, who, for thirty-seven 
pounds, conveyed them to William Doun- 
ton of Salem, house-carpenter, Oct. 3, 
1666.** For ten pounds, Mr. Dounton, 
having. been appointed keeper of the 
house of correction next to the prison,

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Salem Jan. 10, 1693-4.* Captain Flint 
was a husbandman, and lived in Salem 
Village, when he died, possessed of the 
lot, the house being gone, in 1721. 
Estate of Benjamin Hooper House. 
This was a portion of the Governor En- 
decott field, so called, Governor Endecott 
having died possessed of it in 1665. He 


devised his estate to his wife Elizabeth, 


and at her decease, her only child and 
heir then living, Zerubbabel Endecott, 
inherited this field. Zerubbabel Endecott 
lived in Salem, being called a gentleman, 
and, for twenty-five pounds, conveyed 
this lot to Benjamin Hooper of Salem, 
cordwainer, Oct. 27, 1682. Mr. Hooper 
immediately erected the house now stand- 
ing upon the lot. 

The original portion extends only as 
far as the second story overhangs the first, 
the large chimney being at the eastern 
end.

for a similar consideration, 
the estate to his son Timothy Orne, 
jr, of Salem, merchant, Oct. 14, 
1747. Timothy Orne, jr., lived here sev- 
eral years, and after his removal the house 
was occupied by Thomas Somerville, a 
Scotsman, who conducted an inn here 
known as the “ Sign of the Indian King.” 
Mr. Somerville removed in the winter of 
1767-8. Mr. Orne, the owner, died in 
the summer of 1767, having devised the 
house and land to his son Samuel Orne. 
The house and lot were then valued at 
three hundred pounds. Samuel Orne died 
in 1785, owning the estate, valued at four 
hundred and fifty pounds, which was 
then in the possession of Capt. Jonathan 
Webb, who then conducted a tavern 
here. Timothy Orne of Danvers, gen- 
tleman, widow Rebecca Cabot of Salem, 
widow Sarah Pickman and Rev. John 
Clarke of Boston and his wife Esther, 
brother and sisters of the deceased, re- 
leased the estate to their sister Lois, wife 
of William Paine, esq., of St. John, N.B., 
Aug. 5, 1788.{ Mr. and Mrs. Paine, who 
had removed to Salem, for five hundred 
pounds, conveyed the house and land to 
Deborah Saltmarsh of Salem, singlewoman 
and spinster, May 20, 1789.§ She sub- 
sequently married Capt. Zadock Buffin- 
ton of Salem, gentleman, and they con- 
veyed the estate to his brother Nehemi- 
ah Buffinton of Salem, mariner, Aug. 19, 
1789 ;|| and on the next day, Nehemiah 
Buffinton reconveyed it to Mr. and Mrs.

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the same day.* And on that day Cap- 
tain Buffinton made his will, which was 
proved June 26th following. He de- 
vised the estate to his wife Deborah. The 
buildings and land were then appraised at 
six thousand dollars. Mrs. Buffinton re- 
mained a widow, and died in 1815, leaving 
the estate to Jonathan Buffinton of Bos- 
ton, merchant, son of her husband. Capt. 
Zadock Buffinton conducted the “Ship 
Tavern ” here for many years, being suc- 
ceeded by others. Jonathan Buffinton, 
for five thousand dollars, conveyed the 
tavern, then known as Buffinton’s tavern, 
stables, barn and land to Gilbert Newhall 
of Salem, horse-letter, May 14, 1822.f 
Mr. Newhall lived here, and carried on 
his stable business in the rear of his resi- 
dence.

The heirs of Gilbert Newhall (the father), 
sons Benjamin S. Newhall of Dan- 
vers and Thomas A. Newhall of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., and Gilbert G. Newhall’s trus- 
tee, for twelve thousand dollars, conveyed 
the estate to Willard IL. Bowdoin of 
Salem, dentist, Aug. 31, 1866.{ Mr.

He died pos- 
sessed of the estate in 1679. It was then 


appraised at forty-five pounds. His wid- 
ow Bridget Oliver continued to live here 
until 1681, and married Edward Bishop, 
being hanged asa witch in 1692. In the 
distribution of Mr. Oliver’s estate, in 
1693, this house and lot were assigned to 
his grandson Job Hilliard of Boston, cord- 
wainer, it being valued at that time at 
thirty-eight pounds. Mr. Hilliard, for

Simon subsequently re- 
moved to Newport, R. I., conveying, for 
seventy-five pounds, the house and lot to 
Josiah Orne of Salem, cordwainer, May 
15, 1711.* The house was probably tak- 
en down some years later. 

Benjamin Orne House. This lot was 
the middle portion of Dea. John Orne’s 
homestead, and on it stood the southern 
and old end of the house in which he had 
lived along time. He died in 1684; and 
in his will he had devised that end of the 
house and the lot to his son Benjamin 
Orne. After drawing his will in 1679, 
Deacon Orne gave possession of this part 
of his house and land to Benjamin, and 
the latter “pulled down” that part of the 
house before his father’s death. Ben- 
jamin erected “a new dwelling house 
which is set about half a foot upon the land 
of Simonds’ part, and part of the porch,” 


etc. Benjamin Orne died possessed of 
this house and lot in 1702. They were 
valued at eighty-five pounds. In the di- 


vision of his estate they were assigned to 
his son Benjamin Orne. How long the 
house stood after this time the records are 
not clear. 

Joseph Orne House. This lot was the 
southern portion of the homestead of 
Dea. John Orne, who had erected a house 
upon it just before 1679: and he con- 
veyed the house and lot to his son, Joseph 
Orne of Salem, cordwinder, July 17, 
1684,t when Joseph was already occu- 
pying the house. In one end of the 
house, Deacon Orne’s daughter, Mrs. 
Harvey, was living in 1679. Joseph Orne 
died possessed of the house and lot, and 
the estate descended to his son Joseph 
Orne, who removed the old house prob- 
ably about 1740. 

Town and Court House. When the 
first meeting-house was taken down in 
1672, the town voted that the timbers be 
reserved for the construction of a town-, 
school- and watch-house. This was done 
and out of them was built such a build-

ing. It was first set between the present 
meeting-house and the tunnel, but before 
it was finished the town voted that it be 
removed to the middle of the street near 
the house of John Ropes, and it was 
located there, the site being shown 
on the plan, in 1677. In 1679, the sec- 
ond story was fitted up for the court, 
which had previously sat in Ship Tav- 
ern, or John Gedney’s, as it was then 
called, and here occurred the witch trials 
of 1692. In 1712, a new watch-house 
was built on the north side of Town- 
House square, in the middle of Washing- 
ton street, and the old watch-house was 
added to the school accommodations. 
In 1718, anew town- and court-house was 
erected on the south side of Town House 
square, between the present meeting- 
house and the tunnel, and the old build- 
ing became wholly devoted to school pur- 
poses. It was taken down in 1760.

SALEM IN. 1700. NO. 15, 
BY SIDNEY PERLEY. 


The map on page 69 represents 
that part of Salem which is bounded by 
St. Peter, Brown, Winter and Bridge 
streets, Washington Square North and the 
North river, the latter being now filled 
and Bridge street extended over it. It 
is based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of two hundred 
feet to an inch. It shows the location of 
all houses that were standing there 
in 1700. The braces marked ‘‘a” show 
where Ives court now runs, “b” where 
Kimball court runs, ‘‘c’”’ where Howard 
street begins, ‘‘d’’ where Williams street 
begins, “‘e’’ where Mall street runs, and 
““f”’ where Oliver street runs. 

North river has been known as such 
since the days of the first settlement of 
Salem by Endecott. The section of the 
river shown on the plan, which is a cove, 
was Called very early Waller’s cove, Chris- 
topher Waller living at the foot of St. 
Peter street where the jail now stands. 
He was probably the cause of the name. 

St. Peter street was one of the origi- 
nal streets leading down to the water. It 
was called a lane or highway in 1662; 
lane y* leads down to ye North river, 
1670: ye highway as you goe to ye North 
river, 1677; highway to ye North river, 
1677 ; street or lane, 1677; prison lane, 
1694: street near ye prison, 1696 ; pris- 
on street or lane, 1700; lane or highway 
by ye prison, 1706; St. Peter street, 
1743; and highway leading from the 
church to the North river, 1762. Since 
1800, it has constantly been known as 
St. Peter street. 

Brown street was also one of the early 
lanes. It was called a lane or highway 
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that goes to the town pound in 1661; ye 
lane by ye pound, 1667 ; ye lane or street. 
going into ye common, 1685; street or 
highway that leads into the training com- 
mon, 1696; street against Nathaniel 
Beadle, sr.’s, 1698 ; highway or lane lead- 
ing to ye new church, 1733 ; ye back street 
leading to ye training field, 1734; high- 
way or lane leading to St. Peter’s church, 
1742; highway leading to ye church, 
1746; the back lane, 1750; ye lane lead- 
ing from St. Peter’s church to ye training 
field, 1754 ; lane leading from Prison lane 
to the Training field, 1755 ; Church lane, 
1783; and Brown street, 1800. 

Washington Square North was one of 
the early ways. It originally followed 
along the northern side of the common, 
but in 1768, it was straightened, and the 
strip of land, from about Mall to Winter 
streets was conveyed by the town to the 
adjoining owners. ‘The widest part of the 
strip was about twenty feet wide, and 
the ends were tapering. It was called the 
common highway in 1658; the common 
highway that comes into’ Beverly 
ferry highway, 1741 ; ye highway or train- 
ing field, 1756; common or highway, 
1758; highway by Salem training field, 
1759; the new way, so called, 1768; way 
on north side of common, 1788; Brown 
strip, 1796; Newbury street, 1819; and 
for a number of years it has been known 
as Washington Square North. 

The Common, or Washington Square, 
was called Ye common commonly called 
ye pen in 1668; the common, 1671; ye 
common or common lands, 1673; ye 
town common, 1674; ye training field 
commonly called ye pen, 1694; ye train- 
ing common, 1700; Salem town common 
training field, 1716; and Washington 
Square for a number of years. In 1802, 
it was greatly improved. 

Winter street was an ancient road. It 
was called a lane or highway in 1668; 
Road leading to Beverly ferry, 1705 ; 
Highway leading from the training field 
to Beverly ferry, 1760; the way to the 
ferry, 1769; Road, 1771 ; Way leading to 
ferry lane, 1771 ; the ferry lane leading to 
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SALEM IN 1700. 


Beverly, 1779; Ferry lane, 1780; Ferry 
lane or the way leading to Essex bridge, 
1793; and Winter street, 1795. 

Bridge street, which extended as late 
as 1827 to Mall street only, was called ye 
highway next ye North river in 1701; 
highway leading down to the North river, 
1764; road leading from the North river 
to the ferry, 1785; road to ferry from 
North river, 1788; and New street to 
Beverly bridge, 1810. It has been called 
Bridge street for many years. 

About 1827, North river was filled 
sufficiently to build the present Bridge 
street from Mall to St. Peter street; 
and the new part was called Forrester 
street in 1840. In the original layout of 
the town, a highway was left along the 
river bank here from Mall to St. Peter 
street at least, and in 1664 it was known 
as the highway by ye North river. 

Ives court was laid out before 1887. 

Howard street was laid out in 1801. 

Williams street was laid out by Henry 
Williams through his land in 1796, twenty- 
four feet wide, except toward the common 
where it was only nineteen feet. 

Mall street was laid out and so called 
in 1810. 

Oliver street was laid out and so called 
in 1808. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining and 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after that date, to give the history 
of the houses then standing principally. 

Edward Berry House. This house 
and lot before 1658, were the house and 
part of the homestead lot of Christopher 
Waller, who lived here, being a tray- 
maker. He conveyed the house and this 
lot and the William Jameson and Samuel 
Robinson lots, for thirty-six pounds, to 
Matthew Price of Salem, tailor, May 23, 
1662.* In consideration of the support 
of himself and wife for their lives, Mr. 
Price conveyed this house and lot to his

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son-in-law John Edwards and the latter’s 
wife Elizabeth, Jan. 31, 1683-4, saying 
in the deed: ‘“ Know ye y* wheras I, 
Mathew Price & Elizabeth my wife are 
grown antient, & itt hath pleased y® Lord 
to visit me with a long & tedious sicknes, 
soe y’ thereby I am disinabled to provide 
for myself & wife, soe as I might and 
would doe if I had my strength, & helth, 
and for the confidence I have in my son 
in law John Edwards, & his wife Elizabeth, 
of theire dutie, love, & care of me & 
theire mother my wife Elizabeth,” con- 
veyed to him, etc.* Mr. Edwards was a 
a seaman, and lived here. He conveyed 
the house and lot, for thirty pounds, to 
Francis Elliott of Salem, seaman, March 
26, 1686. Mr. Elliott conveyed the 
house and lot, for sixteen pounds, to Ed- 
ward Berry of Salem, weaver, Jan. 8, 
1689-90. Mr. Berry conveyed the 
house and lot to William Coffin of Salem, 
husbandman, Dec. 20, 1706.§ The next 
owner that the records show is Edward 
Nichols of Middleton, yeoman. Mr. 
Coffin probably conveyed the estate to 
Mr. Nichols. The latter, for twelve 
pounds, conveyed the estate to Thomas 
Fowler of Salem, tailor, Sept. 6, 1731.|| 
Mr. Fowler died about 1790; and Ed- 
ward Roberts of Salem and his wife Mary, 
in her own right, for sixty dollars, con- 
veyed one fourth of the lot to Benjamin 
Henman of Salem, laborer, July 17, 
1801.4 Widow Sarah Henman of Salem, 
for one hundred dollars, conveyed one- 
fourth of the lot to Jacob P. Rust of 
Salem, trader, July 21, 1801.** Mr. Hen- 
man, above mentioned, for sixty dollars, 
conveyed one fourth of the lot to Mr. 
Rust July 21, 1801 ;** and, also, another 
fourth interest, Mr. Henman being then 
called a trader, Aug. 25, 1803.ff Widow

Wiliam Jameson Lot. This lot was a 

portion of the Christopher Waller home- 
‘stead, and a part of the ninety rods con- 
‘veyed by him to Mathew Price of Salem, 
tailor, May 23, 1662.{ In consideration 
of love, Mr. Price conveyed that part of 
the lot south of the dashes to his son-in- 
law William Jameson of Charlestown, 
tailor, and the latter’s wife Sarah, Dec. 
28, 1677 ;§ and the remainder of the lot 
Jan. 31, 1683-4.|| Mr. Jameson died 
before April 16, 1714, when his son and 
executor John Jamison of Stonington, 
Conn., tailor, for ten pounds, conveyed 
the lot to Alexander Mackmallin of Sa- 
lem, turner. 

Samuel Robinson House. This lot be- 
longed to Christopher Waller until May 
23, 1662, when he conveyed this lot and 
the lots of Edward Berry and William 
Jameson to Matthew Price of Salem, tai- 
lor.t Thomas Ives of Salem, slaughterer, 
owned it in 1677, having about that time 
probably erected thereon the house that 
subsequently stood upon it. He re- 
moved from Salem to Lynn, and for 
twenty-five pounds, conveyed the house 
and lot to Samuel Robinson, jr., of Salem, 
carter, May 31, 1690.** Mr. Robinson 
conveyed the house and lot to his father 
Samuel Robinson, sr., of Salem June 2, 
1696.tt Samuel Robinson, jr., died in 
1699 ; and his father conveyed the house

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and lot to his son Samuel’s widow and ad- 
ministratrix Mary Robinson for the bene- 
fit of her son William Robinson, Jan. 11, 
1699-1700.* Samuel’s widow, Mary 
Robinson, married, secondly, John 
Blethen, and they and her son William 
were living in Swansey May 7, 1716, 
when all of them joined in a conveyance 
of the house and lot to Daniel Southwick, 


-jr., of Salem, husbandman.t Mr. South- 


wick sold the house and lot to John Hen- 
derson of Salem, laborer, for twenty-five 
pounds, but died in 1733, before the 
deed had been executed. His children, 
John Southwick, 3d, Jonathan Buxton 
and wife Elizabeth, widow Hannah Potter 
and Daniel Southwick, all of Salem, exe- 
cuted a deed of the same to Mr. Hender- 
son Aug. 30, 1740. Mr. Henderson 
died in 1741, having devised the house 
and lot to his wife Hannah for her life 
and the remainder in fee to his son Dan- 
iel, In some way, not indicated by the 
records, John MHenderson’s grandson 
David Henderson of New Boston, N. H., 
laborer, (probably son of Daniel above 
named) was the owner of the estate Dec. 
26, 1766, when he sold it, for fifty-three 
pounds, six shillings, and eight pence to 
William Crowell of Salem, laborer.§ Mr. 
Crowell, for one hundred and six pounds 
thirteen shillings, and four pence, con- 
veyed the house and lot to John Robin- 
son of Salem, mariner, Nov. 27, 1771.|| 
Mr. Robinson died before 1791, leaving 
five children, all daughters. Three of 
them, widow Sarah Sennet, widow Anne 
Keith and widow Eunice Coaburn, all of 
Salem, for twelve pounds, conveyed their 
interest in the estate to their sisters Lydia 
Robinson and Elizabeth Robinson, both 
of Boston, spinsters, Aug. 18, 1791 ;4 and 
on the next day Lydia and Elizabeth 
Robinson conveyed the house and 
lot, for sixty pounds, to Lewis

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Hunt of Salem, baker.* Mr. Hunt 
died in 1797, having devised his real es- 
tate to his wife Mary for her life, and the 
remainder in fee to his nine children, 
William, Lewis, Sarah, Eunice, Mary, 
Elizabeth, John, Joseph, and Benjamin. 
Widow Mary Hunt, widow Sarah Sy- 
monds, John Russell, esq., and wife Eu- 
nice in her right, John Hunt, apothecary, 
Mary Hunt, daughter of Mary Hunt first 
above named, and Elizabeth Hunt, con- 
veyed seven ninths of the house and lot, 
for seven hundred and seventy-eight dol- 
lars, to the county of Essex, for the site of 
the jail and its yard, Oct. 27, 1813.f 
The guardian of Benjamin Bowditch Hunt 
and Deborah Hunt, children and heirs at 
law of Lewis Hunt, 
county the other two ninths of the house 
and lot Feb. 4, 1814.{ The house was 
removed by the county before the erec- 
tion of the county buildings at that time. 

John Cromwell Lot. This lot was a 
part of the lot of Christopher Waller, who 
conveyed it, for three pounds, to George 
Keaser of Salem, tanner, Jan. 16, 1664- 
5§. Mr. Keaser, for fifteen pounds, con- 
veyed it to John Cromwell of Salem, 
slaughterer, May 28, 1674.|| Mr. Crom- 
well died possessed of the lot Sept. 30, 
1700. 

John Ward House, This lot was the 
property of Christopher Waller, and was 
conveyed by him to James Browne of 
Newbury, glazier, July 14, 1664.4 James 
Browne removed to Salem, and died in 
1676, having devised all of his real estate 
to his wife Sarah for her life and then 
this lot to go to his son Abraham. Abra- 
ham probably released it to his mother. 

The northern end of the lot, above the 
dashes, was conveyed by the widow, who 
had married William Healey, to Ezekiel 
Cheever of Salem March 1, 1677-8.**

Allen died in 1682, and Nov. 13, 1684, 
his widow and administratrix, Bethia 
Allen, conveyed it, for eighteen pounds, 
to Mr. Ward.{ ‘The arcient and inter- 
esting house now, standing upon this lot 
was erected by Mr. Ward in 1685. Mr. 
Ward died in 1732, possessed of the 
house and the whole lot, the house having 
a leanto and being of two stories in 
height. The house was then valued at 
one hundred and seventy pounds and the 
half acre of land at eighty pounds. Mr. 
Ward devised the estate to his son Ben- 
jamin Ward of Salem. Capt. Benjamin 
Ward died possessed of it in 1774. The 
house was then called his mansion house, 
and was valued, with the land, at two 
hundred and forty pounds. The estate 
descended to his daughter Deborah, wife 
of Warwick Palfrey of Salem. She died, 
a widow, in 1806 ; and in the inventory of 
her estate this house is called “the old 
mansion house formerly of Mr. Benjamin 
Ward, deceased, the father of the de- 
ceased.” Mrs. Palfrey’s administrator, 
for five hundred and fifty dollars, con- 
veyed the estate to Temple Hardy of Sa-

for three thousand dollars, conveyed the 
house and lot to Stephen B. Ives of Sa- 
lem, bookseller, March 8, 1853.* Mr. 
Ives, for thirty-six hundred dollars, con- 
veyed the estate to David P. Wetherbee 
of Salem April 12, 1871.f Mr. Wether- 
bee died in 1874: and the trustee under 
his will conveyed the house and land to 
the county of Essex Feb. 28, 1887.} 
The county has since owned the estate. 
The frontispiece is a view of this ancient 
house, and shows the overhanging second 
story. 

The southern end of the lot, south of 
the lower dashes, was conveyed by Abra- 
ham Browne, with the consent of his 
mother Sarah, then wife of William Healy, 
to Mr. Richard Pytharg of Salem, sadler, 
March 29, 1682.§ Mr. Prytherich (or 
Pytharg) and his wife conveyed it to Rev. 
Samuel Cheever of Marblehead and his 
wife Ruth Aug. 15, 1694 ;|| and Mr. and 
Mrs. Cheever, for ten pounds and eight 
shillings, conveyed it to Mr. Ward July 
16, 1696.9 Mr. Ward died possessed of 
it 'in"1732. 

John Cromwell House. This lot was a 
part of the James Browne lot of which he 
died seized in 1676, having devised this 
lot and other land to his son Samuel 
Brown, subject to the life interest of his 
(Samuel’s) mother Sarah Brown. Samuel 
probably conveyed it to his mother, 
who conveyed it to her son James 
Brown of Salem, glazier, before Feb. 23, 
1677, when he conveyed it, for seven 
pounds and four shillings, to Richard 
Pritharch of Salem, sadler.** Mr. Prith- 
erich erected a house upon the lot imme- 
diately ; and, for fifty pounds, conveyed 
the house and lot to John Cromwell of 
Salem, slaughterer, July 3, 1693.tf Mr. 
Cromwell died in 1700; and his surviv-

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ing executor, and heirs, widow Anna 
Phippen, and Jane, wife of Jonathan 
Pickering, shipwright, for twenty pounds 
conveyed the house and lot to John Webb 
of Salem, carpenter, Anna’s son-in-law, 
March 10, 1709.* Mr. Webb built a new 
house thereon before he sold the estate 
in 1749. 

James Browne House. This lot was a 
part of the lot conveyed by Christopher 
Waller to James Browne of Newbury, 
glazier, together with the house thereon, 
in which Mr. Waller then lived, July 14, 
1664.f Mr. Waller had probably erected 
the house immediately after his sale of 
his other house to Mathew Price May 23, 
1662, as stated above. Mr. Browne 
moved to Salem, and lived here. He 
died in 1676, having devised the house 
and lot to his wife Sarah Browne for life 
and the remainder to his son Samuel. 
Samuel probably conveyed the lot and 
house io his brother James Browne then 
living in Newbury, glazier, who conveyed 
the lot, for fifteen pounds, to Jonathan 
Glover of Salem, house carpenter, June 
17, 1710.{ The house was gone. 

Joseph Masury House. This was a 
part of the Christopher Waller lot. He 
conveyed the half part west of the dashes 
and a part of the adjoining lot to John 
Marston of Salem, for three pounds, Jan. 
1, 1657-8.§ Mr. Marston purchased, 
probably of Mr. Waller, the eastern half 
of the lot before May 20, 1670, when he 
conveyed this lot, for love, to his son-in 
law Samuel Pickworth and wife Sarah 
(daughter of Mr. Marston).|| Mr. Pick- 
worth erected a dwelling house upon the 
lot, and five years later entered into the 
service of the colony in Capt. Joseph 
Gardiner’s company, being corporal. He 
was slain by the Indians in December, 
1675, while without the garrison. In the 
inventory of his estate, taken in 1676, 
his house and lot are appraised at fifty-

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five pounds. His widow, Sarah married, 
secondly, Joseph Masury of Salem, labor- 
er, who paid the children (Samuel, Sarah, 
Hannah and Mary Pickworth) of the de- 
ceased their shares in the estate. Mr. 
Masury mortgaged the house and lot, for 
nine pounds, to William Browne, esq., of 
Salem, merchant, Nov. 19, 1705.* This 
mortgage was evidently foreclosed as Mr. 
Browne, for thirteen pounds and seven 
shillings, conveyed his interest in the 
house and lot to widow Judah Masury of 
Salem Dec. 5, 1710. On the next day 
she conveyed the estate for twenty-four 
pounds, to Joshua Mackmillan of Salem.y 
She was then living in the house, and she 
subsequently married Mr. Mackmillan to 
whom she had conveyed the estate. 
They evidently built an addition to the 
western end of the house, and then con- 
veyed the old or eastern end of the 
house, the lower room, chamber, garret 
and cellar, for fifty pounds, to her son 
Samuel Masury of Salem, fisherman, Jan. 
8, 1728. Mr. Masury, for sixty pounds, 
conveyed his end of the house and one- 
half of the lot to David Glover of Salem, 
housewright, June 28, 1737.§ Mr. Glov- 
er, for twenty-two pounds, conveyed his 
half of the lot and the east end of the 
house to Joshua Trask of Salem, mariner, 
April 5, 1743.|| Joshua Mackmillan 
died possessed of the western end of the 
house and lot in 1733; and his brother 
John Mackmillan of Salem, housewright, 
one of the heirs, released the estate to 
Mr. Trask Dec. 13, 1743.9 Mr. Trask 
died possessed of it before Jan. 22, 1762, 
when his widow Elizabeth Trask released 
the house and lot to her son Joseph 
Trask of Salem, mariner.** Joseph Trask 
lived in the house, and conveyed the es- 
tate for fifty-three pounds, six shillings 
and eight pence, to David Phippen of

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Salem, gentleman, March 14, 1763.* 
For eighty-three pounds, six shillings and 
eight pence, Mr. Phippen conveyed the 
house and lot to widow Priscilla Hodges 
of Salem Dec. 25, 1769 ;f and the house 
was gone before 1807. 

John Marston House. John Whit- 
lock owned the western half of this and 
the Masury lot very early, and Christo- 
pher Waller owned it Jan. 1, 1657-8, 


when he conveyed it with the Masury lot 


adjoining, to John Marston of Salem, car- 
penter, the houses of the grantee and of 
William Marston, which had been erected 
upon the lot.{ William Marston of Sa- 
lem, mariner, owned the eastern half of 
the lot March 29, 1685-6, when he mort- 
gaged it with the house thereon to his 
brother John Marston, for five pounds 
and seven shillings in silver.§ The 
mortgage was foreclosed soon after 1694, 
and John Marston, of Salem, carpenter, 
conveyed the southeastern corner, within 
the dashes, with the house, to Thomas 
Marston of Salem, mariner. John Mars- 
ton conveyed the remainder of the lot, 
with no house thereon, for forty pounds, 
to Thomas Marston Sept. 2, 1700.| 
Thomas Marston died in 1702, possessed 
of both parts of this lot, the “old 
house ’’ being on the smaller part of the 
lot. In the inventory of his estate the 
house and lot are valued at forty-five 
pounds. The house was gone before 
May 31, 1733, when Philip English, mer- 


chant, Philip English, jr., innholder, 
John English, mariner, William Browne, 
mariner, and his wife Mary, and 
John Touzel, mariner, and his wife 


Susannah, all of Salem, for five shillings 
conveyed the lot to Rev. George Pigot of 
Marblehead, missionary, William Fairfax, 
esq., James Gibson, merchant, Jacob 
Manning, gunsmith, and John Shillaber, 
shopkeeper, all of Salem, a committee 
appointed to build an Episcopal church

in Salem,* and St. Peter’s church was 
erected thereon. 

Nathaniel Gedney House. John Ged- 
ney, st., Of Salem, vintner, owned this 
lot and “dwelling house newly ”’ built 
June 18, 1661, when he conveyed the 
house and lot, for love, to his son John 
Gedney, jr., of Salem, mariner.f Mr. 
William Sweatland lived in the house in 
1677. John Gedney, jr., died in 1684, 
leaving two sons, Nathaniel and William 
Gedney, both of Salem. Nathaniel was 
a mariner, and William a merchant. 
William released his interest in the es- 
tate to his brother Nathaniel Nov. 23, 
1696.{ Nathaniel Gedney died in 1701 ; 
and the house was occupied by his widow 
Mary Gedney Sept. 18, 1704, when his 
mother Susanna and her then husband, 
Deliverance Parkman of Salem, merchant, 
released the house and lot to the surviv- 
ing son William Gedney.§ How much 
lenger the house stood is uncertain. 

Wiliam and Hannah Roach House. 
John Gedney of Salem, vintner, pos- 
sessed this house and that part of the 
lot west of the dashes 12: 11 mo: 1661, 
when, for love, he conveyed the estate 
to his son-in-law Nicholas Potter, sr., of 
Salem, bricklayer, and his wife Mary 
(daughter of the grantor).f Mr. Potter 
died 18: 8: 1677, having devised the es- 
tate to his six children, Samuel, Benja- 
min, Sarah, Mary, Hannah and Bethiah. 
By an agreement, made Aug. 14, 1697, 
among the last three named, probably the 
only survivors of the family, Mary who had 
married Samuel Elson, Hannah, William 
Roach, and Bethiah, Thomas Witt, the 
house and lot were assigned to the said 
William Roach and his wife Hannab.|| 
Mr. Roach died before 1715, and his 
widow married, secondly, Daniel Darling 
of Salem, cordwainer, April 15, 1717.

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Mr. and Mrs. Darling, for love, conveyed 
the house and lot to her son William 
Roach of Provincetown, tanner, July 16, 
1718 ;* and the house was gone before 
April 13, 1732, when the lot was sold by 
Mr. Roach, for fifty pounds, to Daniel 
Needham of Salem, cabinet-maker.+ 

The strip of land east of the dashes 
was originally owned with the Eastwick 
lot. One Burrowes, a cooper, owned it 
very early. It was next owned by Capt. 
Benjamin Fermaies, whose widow died 
possessed of it before 1661. Esther (or 
Hester) Eastwick, widow of Edward East- 
wick, owned it before 1677, having prob- 
ably obtained it in satisfaction of a claim 
against the estate of Benjamin Fermaies 
in or about 1666. Mrs. Eastwick, for 
four pounds and six shillings, conveyed 
this strip to William Roach Feb. 16, 
1696-7.{ Mr. Roach was a weaver, and 
at that time a resident of Salem. It then 
became a part of his house lot. 

Exercise Miles House. This house and 
lot belonged to Richard Stackhouse of 
Salem and his wife Susan July 20, 1658, 
when, for fifteen pounds, they conveyed 
the same to Isaac Page of Salem, brick- 
layer.§ The estate belonged to Joseph 
Miles as early as 1660. He died in 
1693, possessed of the house and lot, the 
house being then “greatly impaired & 
Gone to Decay.” In his will he devised 
the estate to his wife Exercise Miles. 
Their daughter Sarah’s husband, Thomas 
Elkins of Salem, coaster, “repaired and 
amended” the house at the request of the 
widow, who died in the summer of 1704, 
having devised the estate to her said son- 
in-law Thomas Elkins. At the time of 
Mr. Miles’ decease the house and lot were 
appraised at ten pounds, and at Mrs. 
Miles’ death the house was valued at 
twenty pounds and the land at ten 
pounds. Mr. Elkins, for sixty pounds, 
mortgaged the estate to Col. Samuel

Sarah, wife of Edward Knowles of East- 
ham, yeoman, and daughter of Thomas 
Elkins, who had deceased, for five pounds, 
released her share of the estate to Colonel 
Browne Aug. 18, 1726;* and on the 
same day Stephen Snow of Eastham, hus- 
bandman, who married Margaret, daugh- 
ter of Mr. Elkins, released her interest in 
the house and lot, for five pounds to Col- 
onel Browne.t The house was gone be- 
fore 1731. 

Stephen Haskett House. This house and 
lot and the lot of Benjamin Ellingwood 
belonged to Rev. Edward Norris, teacher 
of the Church of Salem, 31: 6: 1657, 
when he conveyed the same to John 
Marsh of Salem, cordwinder.{ For 
twenty-seven pounds and ten shillings, 
Mr. Marsh conveyed the house and _ lot, 
orchard, garden, yard, etc., to Mr. Philip 
Cromwell of Salem Dec. 20, 1660.§ In 
1661, Samuel Beadle occupied the place. 
For eighty-eight pounds, Mr. Cromwell 
conveyed the dwelling house and lot and 
a soap house, “ two coppers set up in ye 
same,’’ etc., to Stephen Haskett of Salem, 
soap-boiler, Jan. 2, 1664-5.|| Mr. Has- 
kett died in or before 1709, possessed of 
the lot, the house being gone. 

Benjamin Ellingwood House. This 
lot was a part of the house lot of Rev. Ed- 
ward Norris which he conveyed to John 
Marsh, as above, 31: 6: 1657,{ and 
which Mr. Marsh conveyed to Philip 
Cromwell, as above, Dec. 20, 1660.§ 
Mr. Cromwell conveyed it with the rest 
of the lot to Stephen Haskett, as above, 
Jan. 2, 1664-5.|| Mr. Haskett, for twen- 
ty pounds, conveyed this lot and a “ high- 
way’’ twelve feet wide on the eastern 
side of his lot from this lot to the high- 
way by North river, to William Bath of 
Beverly, fisherman, Oct. 2, 1677.49 Mr. 
Bath erected the house, and lived in it.

He purchased of widow Eastwick of Sa- 
lem, for four pounds, seven shillings and 
six pence, a way on the east side of Mrs. 
Eastwick’s lot twelve feet wide, from this 
lot to the lane (Brown street), June 4, 
1698.* Mr. Bath, for the support of 
himself for life, “in my old age,’’ con- 
veyed the house and lot and the two ways 
to Benjamin Ellingwood of Beverly, 
Elling- 
wood, who still lived in Beverly, for 
twenty-six pounds, conveyed the house 
and lot and the ways of twelve feet wide, 
to Daniel Stone of Salem, mariner, Feb. 
24, 17001.{ Mr. Stone died before 
May 16, 1721, intestate, and his son and 
administrator, Daniel Stone of Hopkin- 
ton, husbandman, for twenty-six pounds, 
conveyed “ye old dwelling house” and 
lot and ways to John Williams of Salem, 
cooper, June 20, 1721.§ ‘The house was 
gone soon after. 

Esther Eastwick House. This lot and 
that part of the William and Elizabeth 
Roach lot lying east of the dashes were 
owned by one Burrowes very early. They 
were next owned by Capt. Benjamin Fer- 
maies, whose widow died possessed of the 
whole lot with a house upon it before 
1661. Esther (or, Hester) Eastwick, 
widow of Edward Eastwick, owned the 
whole lot before 1677, having perhaps in- 
herited it from Mr. Fermaies about 1666. 
Mrs. Eastwick conveyed the strip in- 
cluded in the Roach lot to Mr. Roach 
Feb. 16, 1696-7,|| and died about 1700. 
The house and lot descended to Eliza- 
beth, wife of Thomas Searle, and Eliza- 
beth’s brother Eastwick Bush. The 
house was standing in 1702, and gone in 
TALS. 

William Gedney Lot. This lot was a 
part of the homestead estate of George 
Williams, who died in 1654, having de- 
vised the house and lot to his son John 
Williams after the death of the testator’s

wife, who died a few months after her 
husband. John Williams conveyed this 
lot with a house thereon to John Gedney 
of Salem, vintner, about 1659. Mr. Ged- 
ney, for love, conveyed the lot, no house 
being mentioned, to his son John Gedney, 
jr., of Salem, mariner, Aug. 28, 1667.* 
Mr. Gedney died possessed of the lot in 
1684. The lot was then valued at thirty 
pounds. His widow, Susannah Gedney 
of Salem, for love, conveyed it to her sons 
William and Nathaniel Gedney Oct. 16, 
1689. Nathaniel Gedney, for fifteen 
pounds, released his interest in the land 
to his brother William Gedney July 6, 
1696.{ William Gedney died possessed 
of the lot in 1730. 

Estate of Samucl Williams House. 
Yhis lot was a part of the homestead of 
George Williams in 1654, when he died 
possessed of it. In his will he devised 
the estate to his son John Williams of Sa- 
lem, who, for six pounds, conveyed this 
lot and a lot of the same size on the east 
side of it to Samuel Williams of Salem, 
cooper, and John Gedney of Salem Dec. 
14, 1658.§ Apparently a division of the 
lot was made before 1672, by the gran- 
tees, Samuel Williams taking this lot as 
his half. Mr. Williams erected a house 
upon this lot, and died in 1689 possessed 
of the Jot and the house and shop thereon, 
it being his homestead. The estate was 
then appraised at one hundred and thirty 
pounds. He devised his entire estate to 
his wife Mary, and if anything remained 
at her decease it was to go to his children ; 
but the administrator of the estate, for 
forty-four pounds, conveyed the house 
and lot and orchard to William Browne, 
esq., of Salem, Nov. 1, 1706.|| Mr. 
Browne died in 1716; and his sons Sam- 
uel Browne and John Browne, his execu- 
tors and residuary devisees, for forty- 
eight pounds, conveyed the house and 
lot to John Williams of Salem, cooper,

house is described as “a dwelling house 
old.” Mr. Williams died possessed of 
the house and lot in 1732; and in the 
division of his estate, in 1750, the house 
and lot were assigned to his daughter An- 
stice, wife of Capt. John Crowninshield. 
The house was gone in 1755, while Mrs. 
Crowninshield owned the lot. 

- John Ffigginson Lot. This lot was a 
part of the homestead of George Williams 
in 1654, when he died possessed of it. 
He devised the homestead to his son 
John Williams after the decease of the 
widow. John Williams of Salem, for six 
pounds, conveyed this lot and the lot west 
of it to Samuel Williams of Salem, cooper, 
and John Gedney of Salem Dec. 14, 
1658. Apparently a division of the 
lot was made, John Gedney taking the 
eastern half, which was this lot. Isaac 
Williams of Salem, shoemaker, owned 
this lot June 29, 1672, when, for eight 
pounds, he conveyed it to John Higginson, 
sr.. of Salem;{ and Mr. Higginson, for 
love, conveyed it to his son John Higgin- 
son, jr., Sept. 1, 1676.{ Colonel Higgin- 
son owned it until his decease, March 23, 
1719. 

John Higginson House. ‘That part of 
this lot west of the dashes was the estate 
of Daniel Rumball as early as 1658. In 
the spring of 1660, he exchanged a part 
of the lot for some land in the pen com- 
mon with the town. At a general town 
meeting held April 30, 1660, it was 
‘‘yoted that Goodman Rumble shalle 
haue a peec of ground In the penn wheare 
it maye be Leaft prediudife to the towne 
in Leiu of the ground hee spared to 
build vppon a houfe for mr Higgiffon: 
foot for foot: to be Layed owt by the se- 
lect men.” Upon this lot the town built 
a “ ministry house”’ for Rev. John Higgin- 
son, the then new pastor of the church in 
Salem. Mr. Rumball’s house probably 
went to decay some years later, the land 
being transferred to Mr. Higginson.

It was then valued at 
seventy-five pounds,*the house being of 
considerable size. Colonel Higginson 
died March 23, 1719-20, possessed of 
the estate. In his will he had devised 
the house and land to his wife for life and 
then to his daughter Mary, wife of James, 
Lindall, and her children. Mrs. Lindall 
died in 1753, and left three children 
Timothy Lindall, Sarah Lutwyche and Ab- 
igail Jennison. Sarah released her interest 
in the estate to her sister Abigail Jenni- 
son, Sarah being of Boston and Abigail 
of Salem, both widows, July 29, 1754.T 
Mrs. Jennison then lived in the house. 
Timothy and Abigail divided the estate 
July 31, 1754, Abigail taking the house 
and that part of the lot.{ Mrs. Jennison 
removed to Danvers before 1759, when 
the house was occupied by Ruth Putnam 
and William Patterson, a mariner. Mrs. 
Jennison conveyed the house and lot, for 
one hundred and seventy-three pounds, 
to Mr. Patterson Jan. 1, 1761.6 Mr. 
Patterson died in 1770; and his adminis- 
tratrix conveyed the ‘old house ’”’ and lot, 
for twenty-three pounds, six shillings, and 
eight pence, to Jonathan Andrew of Sa- 
lem, gentleman, May 9, 1771;]|| and the 
house was gone before 1788. 

Estate of John Wiliams House. The 
lot of William Gedney and Estate of Sam- 
uel Williams, the two John Higginson lots, 
this lot and lot of Thomas Mason com- 
prised the estate of George Williams, who

died in 1654, having devised the entire 
estate to his son John Williams after the 
decease of the testator’s wife Mary. Be- 
fore 1661, four houses were standing upon 
the entire lot. John Williams died in 
the winter of 1696-7, and the heirs divided 
the real estate Oct. 5, 1700. The land 
and orchard, and the buildings, consisting 
of a house, small barn and shop, were 
then appraised at seventy-five pounds. 
The dwelling house was then called “ very 
old.” The orchard had an area of about 
an acre, and the trees were then old 
and decayed. The house and land around 
it was released to the eldest son, John 
Williams, subject to the interest of his 
mother. John Williams took the old 
house down soon after 1702. 

Thomas Mason House. This lot was a 
part of the homestead of George Williams 
who died in 1654, having devised the es- 
tate to his son John Williams after the 
decease of the testator’s wife, Mary. 
John Williams, then of Salem, cooper, 
conveyed this lot to Ephraim Skerry 
of Salem, cordwinder, June 17, 1668.” 
Mr. Skerry built a house upon the lot, and 
died possessed of the estate in 1676. It 
was then valued at one hundred and 
three pounds. His widow, Martha Wells 
of Boston, who was also administratrix of 
his estate, and his children, Hannah 
Skerry of Boston, singlewoman, John 
Neale and wife Martha, and Elizabeth 
Skerry of Boston, singlewoman, for fifty 
pounds, conveyed the house and lot to 
Thomas Mason of Salem, fisherman, Dec. 
29, 1694. Mr. Mason probably removed 
the house about 1710. 

John Best House. All the land be- 
tween George Williams’ estate and Win- 
ter street belonged to Thomas Watson 
of Salem, tailor, very early. Mr. Watson, 
conveyed this lot, which was a part of his 
homestead, to John Best of Salem, currier 
Nov. 25, 1671. Mr. Best erected a 
two-story house upon the lot, and died 
possessed of the same in 1712, having de-

vised the estate to his sons William and 
Benjamin Best. The will is dated May 
9, 1704, and probably Benjamin Best 
died young. William Best lived in New- 
port, R. I., and was a mariner. He died 
in 1712, and his executor, for thirty-eight 
pounds, conveyed the estate, except the 
widow’s dower, to George Hull of Beverly, 
cooper, John Best’s wife’s brother, April 
8, 1713.* Mr. Hull, for love, conveyed 
it to David Best of Salem, a minor son of 
John Best, deceased, April 10, 1713.* 
The executor of the will of William Best 
aforesaid, for sixty pounds, conveyed the 
homestead or mansion house of said John 
Best to the latter’s son David Best of Sa- 
lem, currier, May 24,1720.f David Best 
died possessed of the house and land 
in the summer of 1730; but the house 
was probably gone soon after. 

William Browne Lot. Thomas Watson 
conveyed his homestead, of which this lot 
was a part, to Jacob Pudeater of Salem, 
blacksmith, for support of the grantor and 
his wife for their lives, Oct. 18, 1672.{ Mr. 
Pudeater died in 1682, having devised the 
estate to his wife Ann for life, and the re- 
mainder to his cousin Isaac Pudeater. 
Mrs. Pudeater, who was executrix of her 
husband’s will, for thirty pounds, con- 
veyed this lot to William Browne, jr., of 
Salem, merchant, April 18, 1685.§ Mr. 
Browne died possessed of the lot in Feb- 
ruary, 1716. 

Robert Brimsdon House. This was a 
part of the homestead of Thomas Watson 
which was conveyed to Jacob Pudeater 
as above stated. Mr. Pudeater conveyed 
this lot to John Knight, sr., of Beverly 
Jan. 24, 1674,|| Mr. Watson having sold 
it to Thomas Brockett, who in turn 
had sold it to Mr. Knight, but Mr. 
Watson having died without giving a deed 
of the lot. Mr. Knight was a yeoman, 
and removed to Salem. He (or Thomas 
Brackett, after 1661) built upon this lot

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a house 26x18 feet, and conveyed the 
house and lot to Robert Brimsdon (or, 
Brimsdell) of Boston, merchant, Oct. 16, 
1673 (1674?).* Mr. Brimsdon let the 
house, and in the spring of 1681 a Mr. 
Mould was living in it. Mr. Brimsdon 
died in Boston about 1705(?), and his 
children, Benjamin Bronsdon of Boston, 
merchant (the deceased’s only son), Sam- 
uel Greenwood of Boston, shipwright (ex- 
ecutor of the will of the deceased), and 
his wife Elizabeth, Jonathan Evans of 
Boston, merchant, and his wife Mary, and 
William Clark and his wife Sarah, for 
twenty pounds, conveyed the house and 
lot to John Williams of Salem, cooper, 
Oct. 20, 1708.f For one hundred pounds, 
Mr. Williams conveyed the house and lot 
to Peter Cheever of Salem, cordwainer, 
Sept. 13, 1728.{ Mr. Cheever lived in 
the house, and conveyed the house and 
lot, for five shillings and his support for 
life, to Joseph Pratt of Salem, fisherman, 
May 8, 1780.§ For two hundred and 
sixty pounds, Mr. Pratt, who was then of 
Orford, N. H., yeoman, conveyed the 
house and lot to James Wright of Salem, 
baker, June 18, 1793.|| The house was 
apparently gone about 1800, while Mr. 
Wright owned the land. 

Estate of Bartholmew Gedney House. 
This was a part of the Thomas Watson 
homestead, which he conveyed to Jacob 
Pudeater Oct. 18, 1672.9 Mr. Pudeater, 
for thirty pounds, conveyed this house and 
lot, “ formerly house and land of Good- 
man Watson, deceased,’”’ to John Green- 
slade of Salem, glover, May 22, 1681.** 
The house was small. Mr. Greenslit (as 
the probate records give his name) died, 
probably at sea, in 1693. The house and 
lot were then appraised at twenty pounds. 
The heirs apparently conveyed the house 
and lot to Col. Bartholmew Gedney of

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Salem immediately, as he died possessed 
of the estate Feb. 28, 1697-8. It fell to 
his daugher Deborah, who married Fran- 
cis Clarke of Boston, merchant, and, for 
twenty pounds, they conveyed the house 
and lot to Philip English of Salem, mer- 
chant, Jan. 15, 1705-6.* The house was 
gone before Mr. English’s death, 1735. 

William Browne House. This was a 
part of the homestead of Thomas Watson 
of Salem, tailor, very early, and he con- 
veyed the lot at the southeastern corner, 
south of the dashes, to Jacob Pudeater of 
Salem, blacksmith, April 14, 1668. Mr. 
Watson conveyed the remainder of the 
lot (and the Gedney lot with the house 
thereon) to Mr. Pudeator, for support of 
the grantor and his wife for their lives, 
Oct. 18, 1672.{ Mr. Pudeater carried on 
his blacksmithing business here, and died 
in 1682, having devised the estate to his 
wife Ann for her life, and appointed her 
executrix of his will. There were then 
two dwelling houses, barn, shop and or- 
chard upon the lot, which were appraised 
at two hundred and ten pounds. ‘The lo- 
cation of the house of Mr. Pudeater is 
marked on the map, but the location of 
the other house is unknown to the writer. 
It was gone early, and no trace of its ex- 
act location has been discovered. Mrs. 
Pudeater lived here until the fateful sum- 
mer of 1692. She was condemned as a 
witch, and executed Sept. 22, 1692, being 
about seventy years of age. According to 
the will of Mr. Pudeater, after his wife’s 
decease the property descended to his 
cousin Isaac Pudeater. No conveyance 
has been found from him; and William 
Browne was in possession soon after. Mr. 
Browne owned the estate until his decease 
in 1713, when the house was probably 
gone.

The map on page 115 represents that 
part of Salem which is bounded by Essex, 
St. Peter, and Brown streets and Washing- 
ton Square West. The plan is drawn ona 
scale of two hundred feet to an inch, and 
is based on actual surveys and title deeds. 
Essex street was called the street or 
highway from ye meeting house to ye

harbor in 1656; the street that comes 


straight from the meeting house, 1659 ; 
ye street or lane that goeth from y® meet- 
ing house to the field or training place, 
1671; the main street, 1694; and Essex 
street in 1805. 

St. Peter street was called a lane that 
goes to ye north river in 1656; street that 
goes to y® north river, 1683; ye lane that 
goes along by y°® house Samuel Beadle 
now lives in, 1685 ; lane which goes down 
to ye prison in Salem, 1690; Prison lane, 
1711; street from Main street to the 
prison, 1776; and St. Peter street, 1733. 

Brown street was called the narrow lane 
that goes to the pound in 1659; ye lane 
y' goes from y® pound to the common, 
1659; ye street or highway, 1670; ye lane 
that goes to ye town pound, 1683 ; street 
or lane that runs down along by Nathaniel 
Beadles into y® common, 1685; the lane 
or highway that leads into the training 
common, 1716; ye back lane, 1750; the 
back lane leading from St. Peter’s church 
(so called) to ye Training Field, 1754 ; 
Lane leading from prison lane so called 
to the Training field, 1758; ye Lane 
leading from the Church to the Training 
Field so called, 1759; the lane from 
prison to training field, 1768; lane from 
St. Peter’s church to Beverly Ferry, 1768 ; 
and Brown street, 1795. 

Washington Square West was called the 
Common in 1656; Towne Common 
commonly called the penn, 1659 ; ye high- 
way, 1694: The Common or Training 
field, 1730; Newbury street, 1809; and 
Washington Square West in 1880. 

This entire square was the estate of 
Lucie (Winthrop) wife of Emanuel Down- 
ing, and she had owned it and probably

lived here since 1640. In that year the 
end next the common was paled. The 
house was that marked on the map “ Ann 
Bradstreet,” as the marriage portion of 
her daughter Ann, who married Capt. 
Joseph Gardner, Mrs. Downing conveyed 
the estate to Captain Gardner Aug. 8, 
1658.* 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
the titles and deeds referred to pertain to 
the houses and lands under and adjoining, 
and not always to the whole lot, the 
design being, after that date, to give the 
history of the houses then  stand- 
ing. 

Samuel Prince House. This lot was a 
part of the lot conveyed by Capt. Joseph 
Gardner to Richard Prince of Salem, 
tailor, March 28, 1659.¢ Mr. Prince 
erected a dwelling house upon the lot, 
and died possessed of the estate in 1675, 
having devised this part of the lot, with 
the house, barn and warehouse upon it, to 
his son Samuel Prince of Salem, tailor. 
Samuel Prince lived here, and died 
in 1703, possessed of the house and 
land around it valued at sixty pounds. 
His administrator, for seventy pounds, con- 
veyed the house and land around it to 
Hon. William Browne of Salem Dec. 15, 
1703. Mr. Browne, for one hundred 
and thirty-two pounds, conveyed the lot 
“together with the house which lately 
stood upon the said land” to Nathaniel 
Osgood of Salem, cordwainer, April 19, 
1711.6 Mr. Osgood died in the summer 
of 1756; and by virtue of a power con- 
tained in his will, his widow Hannah 
Osgood, for two hundred and sixty-six 
pounds, thirteen shillings and four pence, 
conveyed “the mansion house and home- 
stead of the deceased’ to her grandson 
Christopher Osgood of Salem, cordwainer, 
Dec. 26, 1769.|| Christopher Osgood 
conveyed the estate to his father, Nathan- 
iel Osgood of Salem, cordwainer, Feb. 9,

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1770. For three hundred and fifty 
pounds, Nathaniel Osgood conveyed the 
estate to Christopher Osgood of Salem, 
sugar baker, Dec. 14, 1785.f For three 
hundred and thirty-five pounds, Christo- 
pher Osgood, who had removed to 
Danvers and become a yeoman, con- 
veyed the house and land to Capt. Joseph 
White of Salem, merchant, Feb. 28, 1792.{ 
The house was taken down that year, and 
Mr. White built, upon the same site, the 
succeeding year, the house that still 
stands there. 

Samuel Beadle Lot. This lot was a 
part of the lot conveyed by Joseph 
Gardner to Richard Prince March 28, 
1659.§ Mr. Prince died in 1675, aged 
sixty-one years, having devised this part 
of his orchard to his son Jonathan Prince 
of Salem, cordwinder. Jonathan con- 
veyed the lot, for thirty pounds, to Mr. 
Philip Cromwell of Salem, slaughterer. 
Aug. 15, 1683.|| Mr. Cromwell conveyed 
it for fifty pounds, to Samuel Beadle, 
tavern-keeper, who lived directly oppo- 
site on the westerly side of St. Peter 
street, Oct. 29, 1685 ;5§ and Mr. Beadle 
died possessed of the lot in 1706. 

William Browne House. ‘That part 
of this lot lying to the west of the west- 
ern dashes was a part of the lot conveyed 
by Captain Gardner to Richard Prince 
March 28, 1659.§ Mr. Prince died pos- 
sessed of the lot in 1675, having devised 
this portion of it to his son Samuel 
Prince of Salem, tailor. Samuel Prince, 
for twenty-seven pounds and ten shillings, 
conveyed it to William Browne of Salem, 
merchant, Nov. 14, 1690,** and Mr. 
Browne owned it in 1700. 

That part of the lot lying between the 
dashes was a part of that conveyed by 
Captain Gardner to Richard Prince 
March 28, 1659.§ Mr. Prince died in

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1675, having devised this lot to his son 
Richard Prince of Salem. Richard Prince, 
jr., dug a cellar upon the lot, and 
conveyed the cellar and lot to William 
Browne, jr., of Salem, merchant, Nov. 
20, 1677.* Mr. Browne was its owner 
in 1703. 

That part of the lot lying east of the 
eastern dashes was conveyed by Capt. 
Joseph Gardner, for seventy pounds and 
four shillings sterling, to William Browne, 
jr., of Salem, merchant, Aug. 3, 1664.t 
Mr. Browne built upon this lot a dwelling 
house, and lived here. He died in Feb- 
ruary, 1715-6, having devised the house 
and lot to his eldest son Col. Samuel 
Browne of Salem, esquire and merchant. 
Colonel Browne died possessed of the 
estate in 1731, having devised it to his 
son William Browne of Salem, esquire. 
William Browne died possessed of the 
house and lot in 1763, having, in his will, 
dated Oct. 24, 1750, and proved Sept. 2, 
1763, devised the estate to his son Wil- 
liam Burnet Browne, who was then twen- 
ty-six years of age. William Burnet 
Browne removed to King William county, 
Virginia, before Oct. 28, 1768, when he 
conveyed the house and lot to widow 
Catharine Sargent of Salem, for four 
hundred pounds.{ She sold the estate, for 
three hundred pounds sterling, to Paul 
Dudley Sargent, esq., of Salem Sept. 16, 
1780.§ For two thousand pounds, Mr. 
Sargent conveyed the house, barn and 
land to Jesse Fearson of Salem, merchant, 
Nov. 12, 1781.|| For one thousand and 
three pounds, Mr. Fearson conveyed the 
same estate to William Gray, 3d, of Sa- 
lem, the famous merchant, Sept. 17, 
1783.4 Mr. Gray greatly beautified the 
estate, making it his residence. He 
conveyed the property, for thirteen 
thousand and five hundred dollars, to 
the Union Marine Insurance company of

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Salem June 25, 1805 ;* and the house 
then became the “Sun Tavern.” The 
Union Marine Insurance company, for 
twelve thousand dollars conveyed the es- 
tate to William Manning of Salem Nov. 
15,1824,f and Mr. Manning took the old 
house down, erecting the present Bowker 
block in 1830. 

Ann Bradstreet House. This lot be- 
longed to Lucy Downing wife of Em- 
anuel Downing of Salem, Aug. 8, 1658, 
when she conveyed it by deed, as 
a marriage portion, to their son-in-law 
Capt. Joseph Gardner, the husband of 
their daughter Ann.{ The house and lot 
had probably been in the Downing family 
for some twenty years. Capt. Gardner lived 
here, and went into King Philip’s war in 
command of a small company of soldiers, 
being slain by the savages Dec. 19, 1675. 
His wife Ann survived him, and married, 
secondly, Gov. Simon Bradstreet, who 
then lived in Boston, June 6, 1676. Gov- 
ernor Bradstreet removed to Salem, and 
subsequently lived in this house. He 
died March 27, 1697, at the age of nine- 
ty-four. She survived him, and contin- 
ued to live here until April 19, 1713, 
when she died, having devised the estate 
to her sister’s grandchildren. These 
grandnieces were the daughters of Col. 
John Wainwright of Ipswich, and were 
Elizabeth, wife of Addington Davenport, 
esq., Anne, wife of Adam Winthrop, 
esq., and Lucy, wife of Paul Dudley, all 
of Boston. They leased the estate to 
Elisha Odlin immediately, and he con- 
ducted a tavern in the old mansion, nam- 
ing it the “ Sign of the Globe.”’ In De- 
cember, 1715, Benjamin Ropes of Salem 
succeeded Mr. Odlin as innholder in the 
ancient house. These grand-nieces of 
Mrs. Bradstreet and their husbands, for 
three hundred and twenty pounds, con- 
veyed to their tenant, Mr. Ropes, the 
Jand and house “called and known by 
ye name of ye Globe Tavern” Nov. 1,

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1716.* Mr. Ropes died in the autumn 
of 1717; his widow Ann Ropes married 
John Green and continued the tavern 
business in this house for two years. The 
business was then conducted by her hus- 
band, John Green, until 1726, when the 
son Benjimin Ropes became of age, and 
also, at his mother’s request, landlord of 
the Globe Tavern. During the tenancy 
of Benjamin Ropes, in 1728, the home- 
stead was divided, the western part of the 
house being assigned to the widow as a 
portion of her dower, and the eastern 
part to her son Benjamin Ropes. The 
widow died about 1734, and three of the 
remainder-men, children of Benjamin 
Ropes, conveyed their interests, one-fifth 
each, to Miles Ward, jr., of Salem, joiner, 
as follows: Thomas Ropes of Salem, 
mariner, July 27, 1734; Joseph Lam- 
berth of Salem, tailor, and his wife 
Lydia, daughter of the deceased, March 
22, 1738;{ and George Ropes of Mar- 
blehead, cooper, June 26, 1739.§ Miles 
Ward, jr., conveyed these three-fifths in- 
terests in the house and lot to Nathaniel 
Ingersoll of Salem, mariner, July 3, 
1741.|| Benjamin Ropes the son died 
early and his mother Hannah Ropes in- 
herited his part (two-fifths, being the 
eldest son he inherited a double share) 
of the house and land. Captain Inger- 
soll and Mrs. Ropes took down the an- 
cient house in 1753. 

Wiliam Bowditch House. This lot 
was a part of the homestead of Capt. 
Joseph Gardner, and was probably given 
by him to his niece Hannah, wife of 
John Buttolph, perhaps at the time of 
their marriage in 1663. A house was 
immediately erected thereon ; and, Sept. 
14,1671, when Mr. and Mrs. Buttolph 
were of Boston, they conveyed the house 
and lot, for one hundred and twelve 
pounds, to Thomas Gardner, jr., of Sa-

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lem.* Mr. Gardner died Nov. 16, 
1695 ; and his administrator conveyed 
the house and lot to John Higginson, 
3d, of Salem, merchant, for one hundred 
and twenty-five pounds, Dec. 20, 1698 5 
and Mr. Higginson conveyed it back to 
the administrator, Capt. William Bow- 
ditch, son-in-law of the deceased, for the 
same consideration, Dec. 27, 1698. 
Captain Bowditch was a merchant, and 
died possessed of the estate May 28, 
1728, at the age of sixty-four, his wife 
Mary having died four years previously. 
In his will he devised his house, barn 
and homestead land to his eldest son 
Joseph Bowditch, esq., the estate being 
appraised at three hundred and seventy- 
eight pounds and fifteen shillings. Joseph 
Bowditch lived here, and died possessed 
of the house and lot Oct. 6, 1780, at the 
age of eighty, having devised the estate 
to his daughter Elizabeth, wife of William 
Jeffry. She was the owner of it when 
the house was removed in 1793. ‘This 
ancient house stood nearly in front, a 
little to the east of Plummer Hall, and in 
its latter days projected into the street as 
far as the present curbstone. Since that 
time the lot and the street here have 
been raised several feet. 

Joseph Henfield and Mary Henfield 
House. ‘This lot was a part of each of 
the lots conveyed by Capt. Joseph Gard- 
ner to his brother Samuel'Gardner of Sa- 
lem, mariner, 13: 6: 1656,§ and April 
22, 1659,|| the dividing line being at the 
dashes, and running straight through 
from the street to the lane. The western 
part was bought first. Samuel Gardner 
built a house upon the lot upon his mar- 
riage in 1657, and died in October, 
1689, possessed of the house and lot 
which he devised to his son Jonathan 
Gardner. Jonathan Gardner died in 
1693, having devised the house and lot

As executor of the 
will of Jonathan Gardner, his brother 
Abel Gardner gave a deed of release of 
the house and lot to Joseph and Mary 
Henfield Nov. 22, 1694.* Mary Hen- 
field, being of Salem, singlewoman, for 
seventy-seven pounds, conveyed her half

20, 1700-1, the grantee being already in 
possession of the estate.~ Mary Henfield 
married Manasseh Marston, jr., of Salem, 
blacksmith, only three weeks from that 
day, and a month and three days after 
their marriage they gave a confirmatory 
deed of the estate to Mr. Gedney.{ Her 
brother Joseph Henfield, who was of Sa- 
lem and a cooper, conveyed his half of 
the estate, for seventy-two pounds, to 
Mr. Gedney July 17, 1707.§ Mr. Gedney 
was sheriff of Essex county, and died 
Jan. 24, 1729-30, at the age of sixty-two. 
He devised the house, shop and land to 
his young granddaughter Elizabeth Davie, 
who subsequently married James Butler of 
Boston, goldsmith, and died Feb. 15, 
1739-40, nine months after her mar- 
riage. The executor of her will, for four 
hundred and twenty-five pounds, con- 
veyed the estate to Bartholmew Gedney 
of Boston, shopkeeper, May 7, 1741.| 
Mr. Gedney, for a similar consideration, 
conveyed it to James Grant of Salem, 
gentleman, July 14, 1741.4 For two 
hundred and thirty-three pounds, six 
shillings and eight pence, Mr. Grant con- 
veyed the house, barn and land to Jona- 
than Gardner of Salem, mariner, Oct. 31, 
1750.** Mr. Gardner took down the old 
house the next year. 

William Gedney Lot. This was a 
part of the lot conveyed by Capt. Joseph 
Gardner to his brother Samuel Gardner

uel Gardner died in October, 1689, hav- 
ing devised this part of his lot to his son 
Abel Gardner of Salem, tanner. For 
thirty-five pounds, Abel Gardner con- 
veyed his lot to his brother-in-law Wil- 
liam Gedney, esq., of Salem, merchant, 
Nov. 12, 1694,f and he owned it until 
his death, Jan. 24, 1729-30. 

Hannah Gedney Lot. This lot was a 
part of each of the lots conveyed by 
Capt. Joseph Gardner to his brother 
Samuel Gardner of Salem, mariner, 13: 
6: 1656,{ and April 22, 1659,* the di- 
viding line being at the western dashes, 
and the western part being the first pur- 
chased. Samuel Gardner died in Octo- 
ber, 1689, having devised that part of 
this lot lying east of the eastern dashes 
to his daughter Hannah, wife of William 
Gedney, esq., of Salem, and that part ly- 
ing west of the eastern dashes to his son 
Jonathan Gardner. Jonathan Gardner 
died in 1693, having devised his part of 
this lot to his sister Hannah Gedney. 
As executor of the will of Jonathan 
Gardner, his brother Abel Gardner gave 
a deed of release of this part of the lot 
tothe devisee, Hannah Gedney, Nov. 
22, 16943;§ and she died possessed of 
the whole lot Jan. 4, 1703-4. 

Samuel Robinson House. This lot 
was a part of each of the lots conveyed 
by Capt. Joseph Gardner to his brother 
Samuel Gardner of Salem, mariner, 13: 
6: 1656,{ and April 22, 1659,* the di- 
viding line being at the dashes, the west- 
ern part having been the first purchased. 
Samuel Gardner conveyed this lot to 
Samuel Robinson of Salem, tailor, Feb. 
26, 1671.|| Mr. Robinson had already 
built a house thereon. Mr. Robinson 
died in the winter of 1723-4; and the 
executrix of his will, for sixty-two pounds 
and ten shillings, conveyed the house and

1770, and was deceased in 1795, the 
house being gone. 

Nathaniel Beadle House. This lot 
was a part of the lot of land conveyed by 
Capt. Joseph Gardner to his brother 
Samuel Gardner of Salem, mariner, 13: 
6: 1656. Samuel Gardner conveyed 
this lot to Samuel Symonds soon after, as 
Mr. Symonds removed to Rowley Village 
(now Boxford) before 1664, having dis- 
posed of this Jot to Anthony Ashby of 
Salem. Mr. Ashby, for one hundred and 
ten pounds, conveyed the land and the 
house and barn thereon to Nathaniel 
Beadle of Salem, cordwinder, Dec. 25, 
1670.{ Whether the house had been 
built by Mr. Symonds or by Mr. Ashby 
is unknown. Mr. Beadle died just be- 
fore April 24, 1704, when administration 
was granted on his estate to his eldest 
son Nathaniel Beadle. The house and 
lot were then appraised at eighty pounds. 
The easterly part of the house and lot 
was apparently conveyed to Peter Hen- 
derson, son-in-law of the deceased, be- 
fore May 15,1708; and Mr. Henderson 
died possessed of the same before Jan. 3, 
1718-9, when administration was granted 
on his estate. His part of the house and 
land was valued at ninety pounds; and it 
remained in the possession of his widow 
Elizabeth Henderson as long as_ the 
house stood. The westerly part of the 
house and lot was conveyed by the ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Nathaniel 
Beadle, for thirty pounds, May 15, 1708, 
to Benjamin Henderson of Salem, mari- 
ner, son-in-law of the deceased.§ _Ben- 
jamin Henderson died before Jan. 24, 
1722-3, when administration was granted 
upon his estate. His part ofthe lot and 
house, then called ‘“‘an old house,” was 
appraised at twenty-five pounds. Mr. 
Henderson’s children, Benjamin Hender-

Mr. Glover conveyed his part of 
the house and lot, for eleven pounds, to 
James Grant of Salem, tallow-chandler, 
April 15, 1742. This part was then oc- 
cupied by Ebenezer Collins. The house 
was removed by the respective owners 
before 1750. 





BILES GENEALOGY.

Byes in the old records of Essex county, 
and it appears frequently as Boyles. 

JonaTHAaN BiLEs', born about 1646, 
lived in Beverly, being a house-carpenter 
by trade, but a yeoman as well.

SALEM IN 1700. NO. 17. 
BY SIDNEY PERLEY. 


The map on page 154 represents that 
part of Salem towards Beverly bridge 
lying northwest of Bridge street and north- 
east of Arbella street, and bounded by 
those streets and by North river and 
Waller’s and Collins’ coves, and early 
called the north neck. It is based on 
actual surveys and title deeds, and is 
drawn on a scale of five hundred feet to 
an inch. It shows the location of all 
houses standing in 1700. The brace 
marked ‘‘a” shows where Northey street 
begins; ‘“‘b’”’ Saunders street; “c’’ Pearl 
street; ‘‘d’’ Conant street; ‘“e” Skerry 
street; ‘‘f’’ Burnside street; “g’’? March 
street ; ‘th’? Thorndike street ; ‘i’? Osgood 
street ; ‘‘j’ Lathrop street; “k’” Watson 
street; ‘‘l’? Barton street; and “m” Ar- 
bella street. 

That portion: of Bridge street lying 
between Winter and Planters streets is 
substantially in the same location as the 
old road was in the colonial days. It is 
probably the first road in Salem, and was 
undoubtedly used by the old planters 
before Endecott came. That part of 
Bridge street between Winter and Mall 
streets was probably laid out over land of 
John Neale in 1682, as in that year the 
town granted to him some land, for that 
taken for a highway next Thomas Watson’s 
land.* ‘That part of Bridge street between 
Planters street and Beverly bridge was 
laid out in 1698 after the location of the 
ferry was Changed to a point near where 
the bridge now stands. The ferry was 
changed from its original location in 
Massey’s cove to this place about 1686,

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and for a dozen years probably travellers 
followed the shore of North river to the 
new ferry-landing. The street remained 
as thus located until April, 1789, after the 
bridge was built, when the highway was 
straightened and widened most of its length 
by the court of general sessions. It still 
remains as then laid out. It was called 
the Lane in 1657; ye common country 
road, 1680; common lane towards Bass 
River ferry, 1680; ye highway which 
leadeth down to Beverly ferry, 1695 ; 
Ferry lane, 1702 ; highway going down to 
ye ferry, 1702; ye country road or high- 
way to ye north ferry, 1704; highway 
leading from Salem common to Essex 
bridge, 1791 ; and Bridge street, formerly 
Ferry lane, 1795. 

Northey street was laid out April 16, 
1807,* and has always been called by that 
name. 

Lemon street was one of the ancient 
highways laid out from the main street 
running through the town to the water. 
It was called a lane or highway y’ leads 
down to y® North river in 1670; Skerry’s 
lane, 1693 ; the way leading to the North 
river, 17273 the way leading from the 
ferry lane to y® north river, 1744 ; Smith’s 
lane, 1800; Water street, 1819; and 
Lemon street, 1843. 

Saunders street was so called in 1831. 

Pearl street was a way fifty feet wide 
leading from Bridge street to the North 
river in 1806. 

Cross street was a highway fifty feet 
wide in 1806. 

Conant street was a “twelve feet way 
now laid out from the ferry lane to the 
house and barn of John Peters” in 1781 ; 
and was a private way in 1820. It was 
called Conant street in 1850. 

Skerry street was so called in 1858. 

The laneon the map leading from what 
is now Bridge street to Massey’s cove was 
without doubt the very first path or road 
in this settlement. At the foot of this 
lane was the Salem terminus of the 
ancient Bass river ferry, and on either 
side of this way on the river were the

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earliest houses. Here, tradition says, and 
records affirm, the old planters first 
settled upon their removal from Cape 
Ann in 1626. From them, probably, arose 
the appellation of Cape Ann Side as 
applied to what is now Beverly. ‘‘ Here,” 
says Hubbard, “they took up their station, 
upon a pleasant and fruitful neck of land, 
environed with an arm of the sea on each 
side, in either of which vessels and ships 
of good burden might easily anchor.* 
Two years later, when Endecott came, he 
established his larger colony farther up 
the river where Washington street is now. 
In those earliest days the Old Planters 
marsh was open grass land, with woods in 
the rear along Northriver. Near Osgood 
street was a sandy ridge running out into 
the marsh. Massey’s cove was exposed 
to the river on the south, southwest and 
west, and protected from the north, north- 
east and east winds by the woods and the 
high land over which March street now 
runs. Here were twenty or more houses, 
which were all, or nearly all, gone before 
1661. It seems that the old planters 
did not claim a title to any part of the 
land, and later on the town government 
under Endecott divided the land at this 
place into small lots, which they granted 
to various parties. If this is true, and it 
appears to be, then some of the friction 
between the Conant and Endecott men 
doubtless arose out of it. On the hill on 
the point to which March street runs, an 
ideal place for a windmill, was very early 
«‘ Mr. Trask’s mill,” the road along the 
river from the ancient lane shown on the 
map to this point being called, in 1706, 
“Ye old highway that Leads from y°® 
ferry to Mr. Trafk’s mill.t Here, proba- 
bly, the old planters had a windmill before 
Captain Trask established a water-mill 
near the present Peabody line in 1636. 
This ancient way from Bridge street to the 
cove was called ye lane which is ye coun- 
try way in 1657; Lane ranging towards 
Bass river ferry, 1680; ye old highway 
downe to ye north river, 1706; country

road to ye north ferry, 1707; Robin’s 
lane, 1741; an old way to Beverly ferry, 
1781 ; and a strip of land formerly a street 
and belonging to the city of Salem, 1839. 
A few years later, the city sold and con- 
veyed the land to the adjoining owners. 
When this street was abolished Skerry and 
Burnside streets were laid out on either 
side. The ancient road ran under the rear 
endof the present Skerry street school- 
house. 

March street was a private way fifty 
feet wide extending from Bridge street to 
ye North river, laid out by the heirs of 
Dudley Woodbridge, in 1801 ; and though 
a private way it was called March street 
in 1805. It was called a private way as 
late as 1828. 

Thorndike street was laid out by the 
Salem Mill Dam Corporation, extending 
from Bridge street to North river, and 
called Mill Dam street in 1830. 

That part of the highway along the 
river west of the ancient lane was called 
the common road going towards ye ferry 
in 1680; ye highway that leads down to 
ye ferry upon the banks of ye north river, 
1698; and, on both sides of the ancient 
lane, ye town common or highway, 1698; 
Ye highway running along by ye river, 
1702; Ye country road, 1707; and the 
old highway by the north river, 1734. It 
is not mentioned after that date. 

Osgood street was so called in 1860. 

Lathrop street was so called in 1870. 

Watson street was so called in 1870; 
and was called East Watson street in 
19733 

Barton street was so called in 1855. 

The lane leading to the old planters’ 
marsh was the way to the marsh used by 
the old planters in the early days. It 
was called the potter’s lane in 1681}; ye 
lane leading to Planters marsh, 1694; 
and ye lane called Potter’s lane leading 
down to Planters marsh, 1710; From 
1681 to 1683, inclusive, the town leased 
the lane to Francis Skerry, who agreed to 
fence it in the latter year. This lane was 
substantially in the same location as the 
present Planters street. For twenty 
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pounds, the town conveyed to William 
Browne of Salem, gentleman, “A Certain 
Strip of Land in Salem formerly improved 
as a way through the Potters feild to 
Planters Marsh being in length about 
Sixty rod & in breadth about one rod & 
half butting Westerly on land of James 
Lindall Esq’ Northerly on the Ferry lane 
Easterly & Southerly on the said Brownes 
Land & Marsh,” March 5, 1739.* 

North river has been so denominated 
since the first settlement. It was called 
the sea in some 1761 deeds. 

Waller’s cove was called the cove yt 
runs up to ye end of Jno. Williams his 
field in 1683. 

Collins’ cove was called the sea in 1658; 
ye cove, 1680; the cove or salt water, 
1681 ; the cove or creek that comes in of 
salt water, 1682; the salt sea, 1684; ye 
river, 1694; ye sea or salt water, 1720; 
Collins’ cove, 1730; cove or creek that 
comes in from the sea, 1748; and the 
cove near the Neck, so called, 1783. 

The Ferry. The ferry, which ran from 
Massey’s cove over to and up Bass river, 
was established in 1636. It was called 
Bass River ferry, and was first conducted 
by John Stone, who was duly licensed to 
maintain it Dec. 26, that year. He was 
to conduct it for three years; and to have 
a penny from each inhabitant of the town 
and two pence from a stranger for passage. 
No provision was made for animals ap- 
parently. The succeeding term of three 
years was given to Stone’s father-in-law 
William Dixie, and he was to have a boat 
large enough to carry domestic animals, 
as horses, swine, etc. The ferry landing 
on the Salem side was changed in 1686, 
when John Massey began his service as 
ferryman, as stated hereafter in connection 
with the history of his lot. The way by 
land from the centre of Salem to this new 
terminus was from the ancient landing 
along the river bank until 1698 when a 


way was made very nearly in the present | 


location of the eastern end of Bridge 
street. At that time it is apparent that 
the Beverly terminus was changed from

until the Beverly, or Essex bridge, as it 
was first called, was built in 1788. 

{n the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining, and 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after that date, to give the history 
of the houses then standing principally. 

Jeremtah Neal House. John Neal of 

Salem, yeoman, early owned all the land 
shown on the map southwest of Lemon 
street. Upon this part of the lot in 1670 
he built a dwelling house, in which lived 
his son Jeremiah Neal, carpenter. John 
Neal died in 1672, having devised the 
house and this part of the lot to his son 
Jeremiah Neal. Jeremiah Neal died in 
1722, possessed of the house and lot. In 
1735, in the division of the estate, this 
was assigned to the deceased’s son Jere- 
miah Neal, the house being then called 
“an ancient building,” and valued at two 
pounds. The house was gone before 
1749. 
John Neal House. This lot was a part 
of the lot of John Neal, and in his will, 
dated May 3, 1672, and proved June 28, 
1672, to his son Jeremiah Neal of Salem, 
carpenter, he devised this portion of his 
lot. Jeremiah Neal released the lot to 
his son John Neal of Salem, carpenter, for 
seven pounds, Nov. 10, 1693.* John 
Neal probably erected a house and barn 
thereon immediately, and conveyed house, 
barn, and land to his brother Jeremiah 
Neal of Salem, carpenter, for one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, Nov. 18, 1702.f 
Jeremiah Neal, for one hundred and sev- 
enty pounds, conveyed the same estate 
to John Lemmon of Salem, mariner, April 
25, 1749.4 

Mr. Lemmon died in 1770, having 
devised his real estate to his wife Sarah. 
She conveyed the house and land about 
it, for twenty-five pounds, to John Fisk, 
esq., of Salem, March 20, 1794. Mr.

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Fisk probably took the old house down 
immediately afterward. 

John Smith Lot. This was a part of 
the lot of John Neal, and was conveyed 
by him to John Smith of Salem, seaman, 
March 16, 1670-1;* and Mr. Smith 
owned it until after 1700. 

Estate of Susanna Lyde Lot. This 
was a part of the lot of John Neal, and 
was devised by him, in his will dated May 
3, 1672, and proved June 28, 1672, to 
his son Jeremiah Neal of Salem, car- 
penter. Jeremiah Neal conveyed the 
lot to Francis Nichols of Salem, joiner, 
June 10, 1673. Mr. Nichols con- 
veyed it to William Godsoe of Salem 
July 31, 1683.{ Apparently Mr. Godsoe 
immediately conveyed the lot to Capt. 
George Curwen of Salem, merchant ; and 
Capt. Curwen died possessed of it in 
1685. In the settlement of his estate it 
was assigned to his daughter Susanna 
Curwen, who married Edward Lyde of 
Boston in 1694, and died, childless, be- 
fore October, 1696. Her heirs were her 
brother, Hon. Jonathan Curwen, her sis- 
ters, Abigail Russell and Hannah Brown, 
and her nephews, Samuel and Sheriff 
George Curwen (sons of Capt. John Cur- 
wen). George died in 1696, leaving a son, 
Bartholmew Curwen. Jonathan Curwen, 
Abigail Russell, Hannah Brown, Samuel 
Curwen and Bartholmew Curwen were 
the owners of this lot in 1700. 

Ephraim Skerry House. This lot and 
house constituted the homestead of Mar- 
shall Henry Skerry as early as 1673. He 
died in April, 1697, having devised the 
house and lot to his son Ephraim Skerry. 
The house then had a leanto. Ephraim 
Skerry lived here and died in the spring 
of 1741, having devised the house and 
land around it to his sons Ephraim and 
John, the house being called “an old 
house.” By a division of the real estate 
the old house and barn and land around 


them became the property of Ephraim. . 


Ephraim Skerry died before Feb. 11,

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1746-7, when administration was granted 
upon his estate. By a partition of the 
estate the old house and barn and land 
around them were assigned to his son 
Henry Skerry. The house was gone soon 
afterward. 

John Skerry Lot. This lot was a part 
of the homestead of Marshall Henry 
Skerry. He died in April, 1697, having 
devised this lot to his son John Skerry, 
who, before 1718, removed to Chatham, 
in Kent, England, and while living there 
disposed of it. 

Francis Skerry House. That part of 
this lot east of the eastern dashes early 
belonged to Jeffry Massy, who died 9: 9: 
1676. There was an old house upon that 
part of the lot at that time. In his will 
he devised the house and lot to his son 
John Massy and family. They lived in 
the house until 1682, when they removed 
to what is now the Salem end of Beverly 
bridge. Mr. Massy was then a yeoman. 
and he conveyed the lot, the house being 
gone, apparently, to Francis Skerry of 
Salem, yeoman, Jan. 31, 1682-3.* 

Francis Skerry owned the middle sec- 
tion of the lot, between the dashes, in 
1682. He had lived upon it from an 
early date, having erected the present 
house, now the residence of M. Colby 
Abbott, about 1683. Mr. Skerry died in 
the summer of 1684, his will, dated June 
25, 1684, being proved Aug. 30, 1684. 
He devised his dwelling-house and malt- 
house, and homestead adjoining, after his 
wife Bridget’s decease, to his grandneph- 
ew, Francis Skerry (son of Marshall Hen- 
ry Skerry) of Salem, yeoman. The home- 
stead was then valued at two hundred 
pounds. 

Nathaniel Felton, sr., and John Mas- 
sey, sr., testified, Jan. 15, 1699-1700. 
«“ That y® land Giuen to ffrancis Skerry 
by his uncle ffrancis Skerry abouesaid 
called the homestead had Six dwelling 
houfes upon It before the yeare 1661.” 

That part of this lot west of the dashes. 
early belonged to Marshall Henry Skerry,

who died in 1697, having devised this 
land to his son Henry Skerry.* He con- 
veyed it, apparently, soon afterward to 
his brother Francis Skerry. Priscilla 
Skerry, widow of Henry, had a life estate 
in all of Marshall Skerry’s land, and was 
in possession of this in 1702. Three 
houses stood on this part of the lot before 
1661. 

Thus this entire lot of land came into 
the possession of Francis Skerry. -Mr. 
Skerry died in 1736, having devised the 
house and barn and land around them to 
his brother Ephraim Skerry of Salem, yeo- 
man, which he also conveyed to him by 
deed on the same day he made his will, 
Aug. 20, 1736. EphraimSkerry died in 
the spring of 1741, having devised the 
house and land around it to his son Hen- 
ry Skerry of Salem, yeoman. Henry 
Skerry died in 1781, administration upon 
his estate being granted Dec. 7, 1781. In 
the division of the estate, made the next 
year, the eastern half of the house and 
western half of the barn and the eastern 
part of the homestead were assigned to 
his eldest son Samuel Skerry. The west- 
ern half of the house and eastern half of 
the barn were assigned to his son Henry 
Skerry, who must have conveyed his por- 
tion to his brother Samuel before April 8, 
1799, when the latter conveyed that part 
of the house and lot to Benjamin Webb 
of Salem, innholder.t{ Mr. Webb became 
a yeoman, ‘and died before Dec. 5, 1815, 
when administration was granted upon 
his estate. This part of the house and 
land descended to his children, Mary 
Barton, Priscilla Williams, Jonathan Webb 
and Samuel Webb. Widow Mary Barton 
and Jonathan Webb, apothecary, both of 
Salem, and Rev. Nathaniel W. Williams 
of Concord, N. H., and his wife Priscilla 
released that part of the house and lot to 
their brother Samuel Webb, jr., of Salem, 
March 1, 1831.§ The eastern part of

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the house and lot was owned by Samuel 
Skerry until his death which occurred in 
1829. It was sold by his administrator 
to James Archer of Salem, mariner, Nov. 
30, 1830.* Mr. Archer died March 7, 
1841, and his heirs James Archer and 
Elizabeth Archer, conveyed the east part 
of the house and lot to John Archer of 
Salem, gentleman, June 5, 1841.¢ The 
latter, then of Salem trader, conveyed the 
same interest in the house and land to 
Samuel Webb of Salem April 11, 1843.t 
Then Samuel Webb became the sole 
owner of the entire estate. He died 
April 5, 1865, having devised the estate 
to the children of his sister Mary Barton, 
namely, John Barton of Lynn, and Wil- 
liam C. Barton, Gardner Barton and Mar- 
garet, wife of George D. Phippen of Sa- 
lem. ‘These conveyed the property, June 
11, 1866, to the present owner and occu- 
pant,§ who has lived in the house ever 
since that time. The frontispiece shows 
the house as it appeared originally. About 
ten feet has been cut since from the 
eastern end, an ell added to the western 
end, and the ancient ell built out to the 
front. In this house are found the 
ancient shouldered posts, and the early 
laths split from the log. 

John Cromwell Lot. This was the 
homestead of Richard Brackenbury be- 
fore 1661, and he lived in the house 
which he had built and that then stood 
upon it. Samuel Ebourne, sr., aged about 
eighty-seven years, Nathaniel Felton, sr., 
aged eighty-two, and John Massey, sr., 
aged about sixty-six, all of Salem, testified, 
June 7, 1697, “ that that field now in y® 
pofsefsion of John Cromwell next to y® 
land w°" was formerly Jeffrey Mafsey was 
formerly Richard Brakenburys Lott which 
had on it a dwelling houfe which was 
Erected & Inhabited by Said Brakenbury 
before the yeare of Our Lord One thou- 
fand Six hundred Sixty & one.’’|| Rich-

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ard Brackenbury came with Endecott in 
1628, and probably erected his house 
here at that time. The house was prob- 
ably gone before 1661, and the lot be- 
came the property of Thomas Robbins of 
Salem, carpenter, before April 19, 1680, 
when the latter conveyed it, for six 
pounds, eight shillings, to Philip Cromwell 
of Salem, slaughterer.* Mr. Cromwell 
died March 30, 1693, at the age of eigh- 
ty-three, having devised the lot to his 
son John Cromwell who died possessed of 
it Sept. 30, 1700. 

John Massey Lot. That part of this 
lot lying west of the western dashes be- 
longed very early to Thomas Reade. 

That portion between the dashes was 
granted by the town to James Smith in 
1635. 

That part of the lot lying east of the 
eastern dashes was granted by the town 
to Michael Sallows in 1635. Mr. Sallows 
died early in the winter of 1646, but 
whether he was then possessed of this lot 
or not the records have not revealed. 

The entire lot of five acres was the es- 
tate of Thomas Robbins of Salem, car- 
penter, before Sept. 29, 1657, when he 
conveyed it, for nine pounds, to John 
Massey of Salem, husbandman.t Mr. 
Massey owned the lot until 1707. 

Thomas Elkins House. This was a 
part of the “new field,” socalled in 1684, 
which was owned by Francis Skerry as 
early as 1657. The entire “new field” 
contained seven acres and there were five 
dwelling-houses upon it before 1661. This 
fact was testified to by Nathaniel Felton, 
sr., and John Massey, sr., Jap. 15, 1699- 
1700, when these men stated, under 
oath, “that y° land Commonly Knowne by 
y® name of y® new field which was giuen 
to ffrancis Skerrey and Henry Luntt by 
their unkle ffrancis Skerry of Salem in New 
England in y® Countey of Efsex deceafed 
had fiue dwelling houfes upon it before y°® 
yeare 1661.”{ Mr. Skerry died in the 
summer of 1684, having, in his will, de-

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vised this lot to his nephew Henry 
Lunt. 

That part of the lot east of the dashes 
came into the possession of Widow Hester 
Eastwick of Salem before April 19, 1608, 
when she conveyed it, for seven pounds, 
to Thomas Elkins of Salem, boat- 
man.* 

That part of the lot west of the dashes, 
Mr. Lunt, then of Newbury, weaver, for 
seven pounds, conveyed to Thomas EI- 
kins of Salem, boatman, Dec. 16, 1698. 
Mr. Elkins erected a house on this part 
of the lot in the winter of his purchase, 
and died before Nov. 29, 1705, when ad- 
ministration was granted upon his estate 
to his widow Sarah Elkins. There was 
then a small barn as well as the house 
standing upon the place. His widow 
Sarah Elkins, and children, Abigail Elkins, 
widow of son Henry Elkins of Salem, 
mariner, deceased, Edward Knowles 
of Eastham, husbandman, and _ his 
wife Sarah, a daughter, John Stephens 
of Salem, husbandman, and his wife Lyd- 
ia, a daughter, Stephen Snow of Eastham, 
husbandman, and his wife Margaret, a 
daughter, and Nicholas Liddiard of Sa- 
lem, mariner, and his wife Mary,a daugh- 
ter, for sixty pounds, eighteen shillings, 
and nine pence, released the house and 
land around it to Thomas Elkins of Sa- 
lem, coaster, eldest son of the deceased, 
Aug. 30,1718.{ The house was gone a 
few years later. 

Henry Lunt Lot. This lot wasa part of 
the “‘new field,” so called in 1684, which 


was owned by Francis Skerry as early as 
had 


1657. The entire ‘new field’ 
five dwelling-houses upon it before 
1661, as already stated. Mr. Skerry 


devised this portion of the field to his 
nephew Henry Lunt of Newbury, weaver, 
in his will dated June 25, 1684, and 
proved Aug. 30, 1684. Mr. Lunt owned 
the lot until after 1700. 
Francis Skerry Lot. That part of this 
lot west of the dashes was also a part

of the “new field’’ so called in 1684, 
which was owned by Francis Skerry as 
early as 1657. The entire “new field,” 
as previously stated, had five dwelling- 
houses upon it before 1661. Mr. Skerry 
devised this part of the field to his nephew 
Francis Skerry of Salem, husbandman, 
in his will, dated June 25, 1684, and 
proved Aug. 30, 1684; and the nephew 
owned the lot until 1734. 

' That part of this lot east of the dashes 
was called the “ ferry field” as early as 
1684. Nathaniel Felton, sr., and John 
Massey, sr., testified, Jan. 15, 1699-1700, 
“that upon the land called & Knowne 
by y® name of y® fferry field in Salem 
in New England there was before y° 
yeare 1661 five dwelling houfes.”* The 
field contained ten acres, and was early 
in the possession of Francis Skerry who 
died in 1684, as above stated, having de- 
vised this part of the lot to his nephew, 
Francis Skerry, in his will which was 
proved Aug. 30, 1684, and the nephew 
who owned it for many years after 1700. 

John Smith Lot. This was a part of 
the lot of land conveyed by Francis Skerry 
of Salem, yeoman, to John Massey of Sa- 
lem, yeoman, Jan. 31, 1682-3.f Mr. 
Massey apparently conveyed this part of 
the lot to John Smith before 1695; and 
Mr. Smith owned it until after the year 
1700. 

John Massey Lot and House. This lot 
of land was a part of that conveyed by 
Francis Skerry of Salem, yeoman, to John 
Massey of Salem, yeoman, Jan. 31, 1682- 
3,f except the extreme eastern point, pos- 
sibly, which in 1683 apparently belonged 
to Capt. George Corwin of Salem, of 
whom or his heirs Mr. Massey probably 
bought it before 1699. 

March 8, 1685-6, Mr. Massey peti- 
tioned the town of Salem to keep the 
ferry to Beverly, as follows :— 


‘‘ The petition of Jno massey to the Inhabitants 
of the towne of Salem now met together march 
8th 1685-6 Your petitioner being the Ancientest

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planter & oldest man now liueing in Salem that 
was born here, being by the long weaknes of his 
aged parents now deceased, Reduced to great 
Straits & brought very low in Estate haueing

Support in his old age, hauing been (by the prou- 
idence of God) almost blind for this many years: 
Doth humbly Request that liberty may be granted 
vnto him to keep a boat on this Side the ferry for 
the Easiar & Readiar transportation of all persons 
Early and late as well towne dwellers as Strangers 
who shall haue occasion at any tyme to pass that 
way; which Request if the Towne shal pleas to 
grant it will much Incoredge Strangers as well as 
others who haue [been] much Retarded in their 
business to their great prejudice & damage by a 
long stay at the ferrey waiting for a boat; and 
haue many a tyme Chosen rather to trauail fiue or 
Six miles about then pass that way: the granting 
of what is desired will also be very acceptable to 
many in this Towne and will Exceedingly oblige 
your poor petitioner

‘¢ John Massey.’’* 


This petition was granted; and Mr. 
Massey built a small house here, near 
what is now the Salem end of Beverly 
bridge, and became an innholder as well 
as a ferryman. Mr. Massey conducted 
the business until 1705, when he conveyed 
the estate to hissons John and Nathaniel,t 
and particularly one-half of the house, 
barn and land to his son John, March 7, 
1704-5. The business was continued 
by his son John Massey, to whom the 
town gave liberty, March 15, 1707-8, to 
conduct the ferry for twenty years 
with a Beverly man. Mr. Massey contin- 
ued the ferry business until April 5, 1711, 
when he conveyed all his estate to his 
brother, Nathaniel Massey for his (John’s) 
support.§ Nathaniel Massey was a coop- 
er, and died in 1739, having devised the 
house and land around it to his son John 
Massey. The latter died soon afterward, 
and administration was granted on his es- 
tate June 16, 1740. John Shillaber of 
Salem, shopkeeper, recovered judgment 
against the estate of John Massey, and, 
Dec. 9, 1741, the Jeanto on the north

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side of the house, then called a “mansion 
house,’’ and ten square rods of land in 
the rear were set off to the judgment 
creditor.* William Shillaber also recov- 
ered judgment against the estate, and on 
the same day, Dec. 9, 1741, a section of 
the rear part of the house and the land 
on which such part stood, being a strip 
seven feet and six inches wide, were set 
off to this creditor.t The record of the re- 
lease William Shillaber probably gave to 
Jane Massey, widow and administratrix of 
John Massey, has not been found; but 
John Shillaber released his part to her 
Aug. 15, 1743.{ She, as widow and ad- 
ministratrix of Mr. Massey, for one hun- 
dred and forty pounds, conveyed the 
leanto and rear part of the lot to Eleazer 
Giles of Salem, fisherman, July 23, 1746 ;§ 
and the main part of the house and re- 
mainder of the lot to him on the same 
day.|| A new front was added to the 
house, and Mr. Giles lived here. Samuel 
Buffum of Salem, shopkeeper, recovered 
judgment against him, and a portion of 
the old part of the house and land behind 
it was assigned to him in satisfaction of 
his execution Aug. 17, 1767.4 Mr. Buf- 
fum, who was at the time of Salem, and 
a glazier, released such part to Mr. Giles 
(then called “3d”’) Dec. 20, 1768.** Mr. 
Giles removed to Beverly, and died soon 
afterward, administration being granted 
on his estate April 3, 1780, to his son 
Capt. Eleazer Giles of Beverly, mariner. 
The administrator conveyed the estate to 
William Homan of Beverly, merchant, 
Nov. 12, 1782 ;ff and Mr. Homan recon- 
veyed it to Capt. Giles on the same day.{{ 
Captain Giles probably died in 1809, as 
his will, dated April 18, 1804, was proved 
Oct. 2, 1809. In the inventory of his

estate, taken Jan. 12, 1810, the ‘old 
dwelling house”’ is mentioned and ap- 
praised with the land at a thousand dol- 
lars ; but according to the inventory of a 
second administrator, taken Oct. 23, 1811, 
the house is gone, and the land is ap- 


: praised at six hundred dollars. 


Francis Skerry Lot. This lot was 
probably bought by Mr. Skerry very early 
of various parties in small parcels, some 
of the conveyances being undoubtedly the 
following: From John Luff of Salem, 
weaver, three acres near the ferry between 
Waller’s and Edwards’ lots, 9: 4 m: 
1648 ;* from Peter Palfray of Reading 
two acres of marsh lying near the ferry, 
abutting upon the garden of John Luff, 
31: 1: 1653;f Raph Elwood of Salem, 
planter, one acre near Ipswich ferry, June 
22, 1653 ;{ and from Philip Cromwell of 
Salem, butcher, and his wife Dorothy, 
one acre that was Rich: Leach’s, one 
and one-half acres that was John Leach, 
sr’s, and one-half an acre that was Robert 
Leach’s, lying between ye land of Robert 
Fuller, 1: 9 mo: 1656.§ Mr. Skerry 
died possessed of this lot in 1684, having 
devised it to his nephew Francis Skerry. 
At that time this and the lot across the 
ferry road was evidently one lot, the 
whole lot constituting the “ferry field.” 
Mr. Skerry owned it until 1711. 

William and Alice Curtis Lot. ‘This 
lot was probably granted to widow Isabel 
Babson in 1637. She built a house upon 
it and lived there a short time, removing 
to Gloucester about 1640. William Vin- 
cent, a potter, had an early interest in 
this field, and probably lived there in 
1641. The next owner shown by the 
records is Daniell Rumboll of Salem, 
blacksmith. He was owning it as early 
as 1658; and, March 18, 1681-2, he con- 
veyed all his estate to his only daughter — 
Alice and her husband William Curtice, 
for grantor’s support for life.|| They owned

the lot until 1704-5; but the house was 
gone before 1702, and probably before 
1678. The lot was called in 1678 “ ye 
Potter’s field;’’ and William Vincent 
probably had his pottery there. What 
appeared to be the remains of an ancient 
brick oven was unearthed there many 
years ago. 

Bartholmew Browne Lot. That part 
of this lot lying east of the dashes was 
owned very early by Joseph Young, and 
he lived in the house that stood upon it 
as early as 1641. Samuel Ebourne, sr., 
aged about eighty-seven, Lt. Nathaniel 
Felton, sr., aged about eighty-two, and 
John Massey, sr., aged about sixty-six, all 
of Salern, testified, June 7, 1697, “ that 
y® Lot of land now in y® Pofsefsion of 
Bartholmew Browne lying on y® lane that 
leadeth to planters marsh was formerly y° 
Land of one m™ young & that there was 
Erected & Standing on y® vpper Side of 
Land next to m! Geffard’s Land a dwel- 
ling houfe in which y® Said m" young did 
liue before y® yeare One thoufand Six 
hundred Sixty & one.”* John Robinson 
of Salem, tailor, subsequently owned the 
lot; and, for thirty-eight pounds, con- 
veyed it (the house being gone) to Bar- 
tholmew Browne of Salem, chemist, Nov. 
8, 1694. 

That part of this lot which lies west of 
the dashes was in the improvement of 
Gervasse Garford 23: 11: 1636, when 
the town voted that “ foras much as m'* 
Gervas Garford hath built a Cowhowse & 
impaled a portion of ground neere his 
dwelling howse vpon the Townes Comon 
to the hindering of it from receaueing of 
an other inhabitant That beinge a place 
fitt for a dwelling house & also it beinge 
an act not onely done wi'"out order or 
warrant from the Towne but rather 
ageanst order & warneing. It is therfor 
agreed ‘l'hat the said m‘ Garford shall 
pay to the Towne twentie shillings fine: 
& that he pay annually the Rent of 
Tenn shillings vpon demande so longe as

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the sd. cowehouse and impaleing so re- 
maine vpon the said Comon, vpon de- 
mand.” Mr. Garford continued to occu- 
py the lot vntil shortly before 6: 1 mo: 
1653-4, when the town “ Granted to John 
Browne all that land inclosed as well 
medow as vpland wch was latelie in the 
possession of mr Garford to all intents 
and purposes to him and his heyres for 
ever.” Mr. Browne died in 1685, having 
devised it to his grandson Bartholmew 
Browne. By agreement between widow 
Hannah Swinnerton (daughter of Henry 
Bartholmew, and widow of James 
Browne, father of said Bartholmew 
Browne) and her children by her former 
husband, James Browne; this lot was as- 
signed to the son Bartholmew Browne 
Sept. 15, 1694.* Bartholmew Browne 
owned the lot until after 1700. 

Wiliam and Hannah Pickering Lot. 
The western part of this lot was granted 
to Gervasse Garford (who was living here 
before the two acre lots were limited to 
one acre), being “ upon the north side of 
birdlesse Cove ;” and the eastern part was 
granted to his daughter Mris Ann Turland, 
provided they both build upon them, etc., 
7:10 mo: 1635. A house was erected, 
partly on each lot apparently, soon after, 
and Mr. Garford lived in it. Samuel 
Ebourne, sr., aged about eighty-seven, 
Lt. Nathaniel Felton, sr., aged about 
eighty-two, and John Massey, sr., aged 
about sixty-six, all of Salem, testified, 
June 7, 1697, “ that the feild now in y® 
pofsefsion of m™ Hannah Swinnerton in 
Salem lying Eastward of John Cromwells 
meadow & land was formerly the land of 
m' Gaffords & that there was Erected & 
Standing on Said land a dwelling houfe 
in which y® said mt" Gafford lived before 
the year of our Lord one Thoufand Six 
hundred Sixty & one.’t The house 
was probably gone before 3: 11 mo: 
1650, when Mr. Garford conveyed this 
lot “where sometime I dwelt,” including 
his interest in the Bartholmew Browne lot

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to Henry Bartholomew.* Mr. Bartholo- 
mew conveyed the lot to John Browne 
of Salem 3: 8th: 1653 ;f and Mr. Browne 
conveyed part of it (probably the strip in 
Bartholmew Browne lot) to his son John 
Browne 4: 4: 1673,f and the rest (this 
lot) to his son James Browne May 10, 
1675. James Browne died in 1676, 
and by agreement, Sept. 15, 1694, be- 
tween his widow, who had married Dr. 
John Swinnerton March 8, 1679-80, and 
was then his wife, and Mr. Browne’s chil- 
dren, that part of the lot lying east of 
the dashes was assigned to his daughter 
Yannah Browne, and the west part to his 
son James Browne. Hannah married 
Capt. William Pickering of Salem, mar- 
iner, June 19, 1695, and to him James 
Browne conveyed his portion of the lot, 
for four pounds, ten shillings, March 4, 
1698-9.{ The lot was owned by Captain 
Pickering and his wife until 1733. 

John Cromwell Lot. Capt. Thomas 
Lawthrop owned this lot, and lived upon 
it in a house which he had built some 
time before-1653. Samuel Ebourne, sr., 
aged about eighty-seven, Nathaniel Felton, 
sr., aged eighty-two, and John Massey, sr., 
aged about sixty-six, testified, June 7, 
1697, “ That that feild w is now in y° 
pofsefsion of s? John Cromwell lying be- 
tween y® land of John Higginson Jun’ & 
y® land of M'® Hanah Swinnerton did for- 
merly belong to Cap’ Thomas Lawthrop 
who built a houfe upon it & Liued In it 
before y® yeare of Our Lord One thou- 
fand Sixty & One.’’§ Jeffry Massey 
owned the lot in 1653; and the house 
was probably gone about that time. He 
died in 1677, having devised the lot to 
his son John and his family. John 
Massey of Salem, for thirty-five pounds, 
conveyed it to Philip Cromwell of Salem, 
slaughterer, April 14, 1680.|| Mr. Crom- 
well made his will March 2, 1687-8, ‘‘ be-

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ing antient,” and it was proved April 4, 
1693. He devised his real estate to his 
son John Cromwell, the latter to maintain 
his (John’s) mother Margaret Cromwell. 
John Cromwell died possessed of the lot 
Sept. 30, 1700. 

John Higginson Lot. This lot consisted 
of two lots before 1653, and was known 
as the “ East field”? in1684. There was 
a house on each of the two lots before 
1653, the eastern house and lot being 
owned and occupied by Robert Goodale 
of Salem, planter, and the western house 
and lot by Peter Wolfe. Nathaniel Felton, 
sr., aged about eighty-two, and John Mas- 
sey, sr., aged about sixty-six, both of 
Salem, testified, June 7, 1697, ‘that 
Fast 
Feild in Salem, lying between y® great 
Pasture belonging to Coll® Gedney & 
y° ffield belonging to John Cromwell 
now in y® pofsefsion of John Higginson 
Jun’ was formerly ‘Two houfe Lotts of 
about Two acres Each Lott & That there 
was Erected and Standing One Each of 
Said lotts a dwelling houfe which were 
Inhabited by Robert Goodale & Peter 
Wolfe before y® yeare of Our Lord One 
Thoufand Six hundred Sixty & One.’’* 
The houses were gone, and Mr. Wolfe’s 
lot had come into the possession of Mr. 
Goodale before 4: 2 mo: 1653, where, 
for four pounds, ten shillings, he con- 
veyed the premises to Francis Skerry.f 
Mr. Skerry died in the summer of 1684, 
having devised this lot to his kinsman 
Henry Lunt. Mr. Lunt, of Newbury, 
weaver, for twenty-eight pounds, con- 
veyed it to John Higginson, jr., of 
Salem, merchant, Nov. 26, 1695 ;f and 
Lt.-col. John Higginson owned it in 
1700. 


OLD PLANTERS MARSH. 


The old planters marsh has been so 
called from very early days. This was 
the marsh of the old planters, probably 
being greatly valued at first for the sup-

ply of thatch for the roofs of their primi- 
tive habitations. Apparently the town 
granted parts of the marsh to several par- 
ties very early, the last of it being granted 
in 1658. Becauseof the meager descrip- 
tions in the ancient deeds, and the ab- 
sence of records of other deeds, and the 
fact that all of it became one lot before 
1766, the division lines being obliterated, 
it is impossible to locate the lots. The 
division lines given on the map are only 
approximate to the true ones. 

April 19, 1678, Francis Skerry, Capt. 
John Price and William Browne, sr., 
agreed with Daniel Rumball, all of Salem, 
that the latter should maintain the fence 
between the planters’ marsh and the pot- 
ter’s field, he to be allowed about six feet 
of land by the proprietors of planters 
marsh.* 

Benjamin Browne Lot. This was a 
part of the old planters marsh, and was 
owned by Peter Palfrey, husbandman, 
who had removed to Reading before 
April 15, 1662, when, for sixty pounds, he 
conveyed it to his son-in-law Samuel Pick- 
man of Salem, mariner.t Mr. Pickman, 
for seventy pounds, conveyed it to Mr. 
William Browne, sr., of Salem, merchant, 
Oct. 3, 1662.{ William Browne owned 
it in 1681, and Benjamin Browne in 1700. 

John Higginson Lot. This lot was the 
northeastern half of a lot that once be- 
longed to John Balch, who died in 1648. 
It descended to his son Benjamin Balch 
of Beverly, yeoman, who conveyed it to 
Thomas Gardner, jr., of Salem Aug. 10, 
1681.6 Mr. Gardner died Nov. 16, 
1695, and his administrator conveyed 
the lot to Mr. John Higginson, 3d, of 
Salem, merchant, Dec. 20, 1698.|| 

Walter Price Lot. This was the west- 
ern half of the lot that belonged to John 
Balch, an old planter. Before 1681, this 
lot had come into the possession of Capt. 
John Price, who died Aug. 13, 1691,

possessed of the lot, which was then val- 
ued at twenty-five pounds. It descended 
to his only son Maj. Walter Price of 
Salem, merchant, who apparently dis- 
posed of it before his death, which 
occurred in the spring of 1731. 

Benjamin Browne Lot. That part of 
this lot northeasterly of the northeasterly 
dashes belonged to William Browne, esq., 
in 1681, and that part southeasterly of 
the northeasterly dashes to Capt. John 
Price before 1681. 

The point southerly of the southwest- 
ern dashes was apparently John Wood- 
berry’s originally, as the town, 6: 1 mo: 
1653-4, “ Granted to mr Georg Emerie 
the herbidge of that pcell of land wch was 
John Woodberies in the ould planters 
marsh and all right of Comonage the 
towne might haue claymed to him and 
his heyres for euer.’”’? Dr. George Emery 
owned the lot in 1658, and in 1665 Fran- 
cis Skerry owned the northwestern end of 
it. John Brown owned it in 1684. 

The wide strip next to the Emery lot, 
with perhaps the adjoining Bowditch lots, 
was the seven acres granted by the town, 
2:9 mo: 1658, to William Hathorne of 
Salem, gentleman, it being the only por- 
tion of the planters’ marsh that then re- 
mained ungranted. It was in the posses- 
sion of Henry Skerry of Salem at that 
time and Mr. Hathorne conveyed it to 
him 28: 1: 1658-9.* Mr. Hathorne 
evidently bought back the larger part of 
the lot, a strip on the southwest side 
which he conveyed to Walter Price of 
Salem 30: 11: 1665.¢ Francis Skerry 
of Salem, maltster, and his wife Bridget 
conveyed this lot to William Browne, jr., 
of Salem, merchant, May 24, 1684.{ _ 

The entire lot belonged to Benjamin 
Browne, esq., in 1698 and 1700. 

John Higginson Lot. This lot early 
belonged to John Balch, who died in 
1648. It descended to his son Ben- 
jamin Balch of Beverly, yeoman, who con-

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veyed it to Thomas Gardner, jr., of Sa- 
lem, Aug. 10, 1681.* Mr. Gardner died 
Nov. 16, 1695, and his administrator 
conveyed the lot to Mr. John Higginson, 
3d, of Salem, merchant, Dec. 20, 1698.T 

Wiltam Bowditch Lots. These lots 
early belonged to John Croade who sold 
them to John Ruck of Salem. Mr. Ruck 
devised them in his will to his sons James 
Ruck and Samuel Ruck. Samuel Ruck 
of Salem, shipwright, for twenty-three 
pounds conveyed the lots to William 
Bowditch of Salem, mariner, Sept. 14, 
1698.{ The lots were then owned in 
partnership and undivided with land and 
marsh of the estate of Lt. Thomas Gard- 
ner of Salem, deceased. 


OBADIAH WOODS OF IPSWICH. 


BY CHARLES E. BANKS, M. D. 


The following depositions relating to an 
Essex county family were gleaned by me 
in the work of collecting material for a 
history of Martha’s Vineyard upon which 
I am engaged. Aside from the interest- 
ing subject developed by these docu- 
ments there is the curious baptismal name 
of the widow Gee, which has brought out 
passing comment from Savage, Pope, 
Hammatt, and doubtless others. The 
correct form of the name may be open to 
discussion. The gravestone recording 
her death Nov. 27, 1714, aged seventy- 
eight years, spells it Haselelpony, but it 
is my belief that Hasabelponah is the 
proper form and that it is of biblical origin. 
I think it must be unique in Puritan 
nomenclature :— 

William Harris of Ipswich, aged about 
seventy years, deposed that he ‘well re- 
members Obadiah Woods intermarrage 
with ye widdow Hazelelepony Gee about 
sixty years since that sd Wood brought 
her from Boston that it was the Taulk of 
ye Times when she came to Dwell at Ips- 
wich. That her former husband Gee was 
an Inhabitant of Marthas Vineyard. That

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ye sd Hazelpony brought with her Into 
ye sd Obadiah Woods family Three 
Daughters viz. Mary Anna & Martha. That 
Mary marryed Thomas Pickering. That 
Anna ye Daughter of sd Hazelelepony In- 
termarred with Samuel Hodgkins of Glou- 
chester That ye sd Martha Intermarred 
with one Thomas Cotes.” 

Samuel Wood, aged eighty, son of 
Obadiah Wood, baker, late of Ipswich, 
testified as above and also that “her form- 
er husband Gee as was reported in Those 
days was lost at sea’, and that Woods 
married her in Boston and that ‘Thos. 
Cotes since deceased in his life time was 
an Inhabitant of the Island of Marthas 
Vineyard.” 

Both depositions are dated October 7, 
1736. and recorded in Dukes county 
deeds, book vi., page 238. 





WILL OF ‘THOMAS ROFE. 


The will of Thomas Rofe was proved in 
the court held at Ipswich Sept. 29, 1657. 
The following is a copy of the original on 
file in the probate office at Salem. 

Thomas Rofe being at p'fent full of 
payne and not Knowing what the Lords 
pleafure is towards me doe make this my 
last will as followeth JI commit my foul 
into the hands of my saviour the Lord 
Jefus christ my body to the earth to be 
defently buried & for that little outward 
estate the Lord hath giuen me I leave vnto 
my deare wife conceiueing it little enough 
& two little to maynetayne her in the con- 
dition she is In & doe apoynt her fole 
execotrix of this my last will in wittnes 
whereof I haue heervnto fett my hand this 
12" of agust 1657

SALEM IN 1700. NO. 38. 


BY SIDNEY PERLEY. 


The map on page 38 represents that 
part of Salem which is bounded by Es- 
sex street, Washington Square West, For- 
rester street or Washington Square, and 
Washington Square East. It is based on 
actual surveys and title deeds, and is 
drawn on a scale of two hundred feet to 
an inch. It shows the location of all 
houses that were standing there in 1700. 

Essex street was called the common or 
highway in 1669; ye highway or street, 
1675 ; ye high or main street, 1695; ye 
main street, 1699; Salem main street, 
1706: and Essex street, 1794. 

Washington Square West was reserved 
for a way in or before 1673, and was 
called a way in 1734. It was for many 
years called Newbury street. For a few 
years past it has been known as Wash- 
ington Square West. 

Forrester street was laid out before 
1787, when its location was called ‘ the 
common or a way.’’ It was named by 
vote of the selectmen Bath street July 5, 
1802 ; and Forrester street in 1856. 

Washington Square East was an old 
way into the swamp from the main street. 
It was called Thomas Beadle’s lane in 
1700; Ives lane, 1753; Pleasant street, 
1800; and for several years has been 
known as Washington Square East. 

Washington Square has always been 
public land. For many years in the early 
settlement of the town this was the pen, 
Or common pen, where the cows of the 
neighborhood were gathered preparatory 
to the cowherd taking them to the neck 
for the day. At a meeting of the pro- 
prietors of lands lying in common within 


the town of Salem, Nov. 16, 1713, it was 

““Voated That the Comon Lands 
where the Trainings are Generally Kept 
In the Town nigh and before M‘ Na- 
thaniell Higginfons Dwelling bee and re- 
maines as Itt now layes to Continue for 
Euer for A Training feild for the vfe of 
said Town of Salem 

“‘Voated That all the Highways and 
Burying Places and Comon Lands lying 
within the Town Bridge and the Block 
houfes be And Remaine for Euer for the 
vfe of the ‘Town of Salem.’’* 

This remained a training field during 
the rest of that century. It was ye com- 
mon land called ye pen in 1669 ; ye com- 
mon land, 1676; the Salem common, 
1699; ye common, 1701; Salem com- 
mon or training field, 1724; the town 
common or training field, 1727; the 
training field, 1754; and the common 
training field, 1791. 

A large part of this area was swamp 
land with ponds and hills; on the map 
the shape and location of two of the ponds 
are given as found on an old map, but 
the exact location and size of the three 
small ponds is unknown. In 1802, by 
private subscription, the hills were lev- 
elled, the gravel being used in filling the 
ponds and swamps, substantially as it is 
at present. It was named Washington 
Square by vote of the selectmen July 5, 
1802 ; and has since been so called. 

The range of house lots shown on the 
map was a part of the common until they 
were granted to various parties herein- 
after named, between the years 1660 and 
1670. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land adjoining and not always 
to the whole lot, the design being, after 
that date, to give the history of the houses 
then standing principally. 

John Higginson House. This lot was 
granted to John Higginson at a meeting 
of the town held Dec. 4, 1673, the record 
being as follows: <“ vpon Jn° Higginsons 
Jun's Request to the towne to sell him a

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peece of Land next to goodman Rum- 
ball: It is voated that Leaving the way 
four Rod wide att the ffront and soe wide 
In the Reare as the ground will give 
Leaving for him ther 3 Rods In Breadth: 
that he Shal have It home to goodman 
Rumballs fence he payeng for It after 
the same Rate or proportion that other 
men have paid for their Lots further 
downward and that the Select men are to 
Lay It out.”” Mr. Higginson immediately 
erected a dwelling house upon the lot, 
which has ever since been precisely the 
same lot as that now occupied by the 
Franklin building. Colonel Higginson 
lived in this house, which was elegant for 
the time ; and died possessed of. it March 
23, 1719-20, at the age of seventy-three. 
In his will, he devised the estate to his 
son Nathaniel Higginson for his life, and 
then to go to Nathaniel’s children. Na- 
thaniel died in 1720, leaving three chil- 
dren, Mary, wife of Capt. Nathaniel An- 
drew of Salem, mariner, Hannah Higgin- 
son, and Elizabeth, wife of Obadiah Mors 
of Boston, goldsmith. Hannah Higginson 
lived in Salem, and, for one hundred and 
sixty pounds, conveyed her interest in the 
estate to her brother-in-law Captain 
Andrew May 7,1734.* Mrs. Morsand her 
husband, for one hundred and _ sixty 
pounds, conveyed her interest in the estate 
to Captain Andrew Oct. 14,1735. Cap- 
tain Andrew died Feb. 4, 1762, having 
devised the house “ I now dwell in” and 
barn to his son John Andrew. The 
estate was then valued at five hundred 
and thirty-three pounds, six shillings and 
eight pence. In the house were then 
mentioned the western lower room, kitch- 
en, kitchen chamber, western chamber, 
easternmost chamber best room, garret, 
cellar, front closet, and ‘“ bofet closet.” 
John Andrew was a goldsmith, and lived 
in this house until Dec. 4, 1784, when, for 
three hundred pounds, he conveyed the 
estate to John Gardner of Salem, mer- 
chant.t Mr. Gardner removed to Danvers,

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and, for seven thousand, seven hundred and 
eighty-five dollars, conveyed “ the old man- 
sion house”’ and all other old buildings and 
the lot to Samuel Archer, 3d, of Salem 
May 22, r809.* Mr. Archer immediate- 
ly removed the old house and erected on 
its site the first Franklin building, which 
he built of brick. 

John Rogers House. This lot was 
granted by the town to Daniel Rumball 
of Salem, blacksmith, in consideration of 
his conveying to the use of Rev. John 
Higginson a lot on the north side of the 
common near what is now Williams street. 
This was the first lot granted in this row 
of house lots. At a town meeting, held 
April 30, 1660, it was ‘“‘voted that Good- 
man Rumble shalle haue a peec of 
ground In the penn wheare it may be 
Leaft prediudife to the towne in Lew of 
the ground hee spared to build vppon a 
a houfe for mr Higgeffon : foot for foot : 
to be Layed owt by the select men.” 
For thirty pounds, he conveyed the lot to 
John Rogers of Salem, glazier, Oct. 30, 
1675. Mr. Rogers built a house upon 
the lot probably immediately after his 
purchase, and conveyed both house and 
lot, being his homestead, to his niece Re- 
becca Putnam, providing that she should 
live with him as a nurse to him, Aug. 16, 
1715.{ Mr. Rogers’ wife had died the 
year previous, and he died Nov. 30, 1715, 
aged sixty-eight. Miss Putnam married 
Rev. Daniel Putnam of Reading in 1719; 
and, for one hundred and ten pounds, 
they conveyed the house and land around 
it to Jonathan Very of Salem, cordwainer, 
June 23, 1724.§ Deacon Very lived in 
the house, and died possessed of it in 1768, 
his will, dated March 24, 1764, being 
proved Jan. 2, 1769. He devised his 
real estate to his children, Jonathan Very, 
Abigail Very, Mary Symonds, Elizabeth 
Cheever, Martha Pitman, and Bethiah 
Archer, and grand children, Joseph Pratt, 
Susannah Pratt and William Cook. The

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house, barn and land around them were 
then appraised at two hundred and fifty- 
three pounds, six shillings, and eight 
pence. Joseph Pratt, mariner, and 
widow Susannah Pratt, both of Salem, for 
thirty-three pounds, conveyed their in- 
terest in the mansion house and land of 
their grandfather Jonathan Very to George 
Peele of Salem, trader, Dec. 23, 1791.* 
John Pitman, jr.. and Thomas Pitman, 
both of Salem, mariners, two of the grand- 
children of Jonathan Very, and the guar- 
dian of William Pitman, another grandson, 
for twelve pounds and twelve shillings, 
conveyed their interest to Mr. Peele Dec. 
23, 1791. Jonathan Very of Salem, 
truckman, the son of the deceased, for 
thirty pounds, conveyed his interest in 
the estate to Mr. Peele July 2, 1793. 
Joshua Pitman, housewright, Benjamin 
Reed, mariner, and wife Martha in her 
right, Jonathan Morong, mariner, and 
wife Mary, in her right, all of Salem, 
grandchildren of Jonathan Very, for ten 
pounds and sixteen shillings, conveyed 
their interest in the estate to William 
Ball of Salem, cordwainer, Sept. 17,1787.§ 
William Cook, mariner, and Mary Cheev- 
er, spinster, both of Salem, grandchildren 
of Jonathan Very, for twenty pounds, con- 
veyed their interest to Mr. Ball Sept. 22, 
1787.|| James Archer, cordwainer, and 
wife Elizabeth, in her right, Elisha Gun- 
nison, mariner, and wife Mary, in her 
right, all of Salem, grandchildren of Jona- 
than Very, for eight pounds and twelve 
shillings, conveyed their interest to Mr. 
Ball March 27, 1788.4 Daniel Need- 
ham of Salem, mariner, and wife Mary, 
in her right, granddaughter of Jonathan 
Very, for four pounds and nineteen shil- 
lings, conveyed her interest to Mr. Ball

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garet Symonds, spinster, and Jonathan 
Archer, husbandman, all of Salem, grand- 
children of Jonathan Very, for seventeen 
pounds, five shillings and eight pence, 
conveyed their interest to Mr. Ball March 
30, 1793.* Bethiah Archer of Salem, 
spinster, and William Millet, mariner, 
and wife Sarah, in her right, grandchil- 
dren of Jonathan Very, for fifty dollars, 
conveyed their interest in the estate to 
Mr. Ball Feb. 25, 1796.* A partition of 
the estate was made in court Nov. 27, 
1793, between George Peele and William 
Ball, and the house and land around it 
were assigned to Mr. Ball;t and he ap- 
parently removed the old house before 
1801. 

Robert Woodberry Lot. This lot was 
granted by the town to Manasseh Mar- 
ston of Salem, blacksmith, in town meet- 
ing, 7: 8 mo: 1665; and the record 
reads as follows: “voated that manasses 
maston shall haue the same quantitie 
of land at the eft end of Goodman 
Rumbls lott in the pen: paying as others 
did for thires in the same Rang: once in 
two yeares.” Mr. Marston conveyed the 
lot to Robert Wilkes of Salem, ship-car- 
penter, July 29, 1669.{ Mr. Wilkes died 
in the autumn of 1677, having devised 
the lot with a shop upon it to his nephew 
Robert Woodberry, then only five 
years of age. The lot was valued at 
thirty pounds. Mr. Woodberry lived in 
Beverly, being a mariner, and owned the 
shop and lot until 1707. 

John Lander House. This lot was 
granted by the selectmen of Salem to. 
John Lander April 5, 1672. ‘The record 
of the grant is as follows: ‘“Jn° Lander 
Nich® Maning for his Sone in law Joseph 
Grey James Symonds Nath Silfby & 
petter Cheeuers haue Each of them a 
houfe Lott Granted them, according to 
the Same pportion w™ Manafses Marfton 
had, and they are Each of them to pay 
fiue pounds for Each lott, in Some Good

built a house upon the lot and lived in it 
until his death, which occurred before 
Feb. 29, 1743, when his real estate was 
divided. The house and land around it 
were assigned to his daughter Sarah 
Johnson. She was a widow Aug. 15, 
1765, when she mortgaged ‘‘my mansion 
house heretofore of my father John Lan- 
der, deceased,’’ and land under and 
around it, to John Bray of Salem, cord- 
wainer;* and she conveyed it to Mr. 
Bray Aug. 25, 1768.7 Mr.’ Bray re- 
moved the old house before 1790, 
probably soon after 1768. 

James and Deborah Holgate and Ben- 
jamin Gray House. This lot was 
granted by the selectmen of Salem to 
Nicholas Manning for his son Joseph 
Gray April 5, 1672. Mr. Gray lived here, 
being a gunsmith, and died in 1690, hav- 
ing devised to his wife Deborah “‘my dwell- 
ing house,” etc., for her life, and then to 
his children equally. The dwelling house, 
shop and land were then appraised at 
eighty pounds. Joseph Gray, the eldest 
son of the deceased, for five pounds, con- 
veyed his interest in the estate to his 
stepfather Dr. James Holgate of Salem 
May 4, 1697.t Mrs. Holgate died, and 
Doctor Holgate, for four pounds, con-

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veyed his interest in the house and lot to 
her son Benjamin Gray of Salem, turner, 
April 25, 1712." Mr. Gray died in the 
winter of 1716-7, having devised his 
estate to his son Benjamin Gray of Salem, 
chairmaker. The estate was then valued 
at ninety pounds. Mr. Gray removed the 
house before his death which occurred in 
the winter of 1760-1. 

James Symonds Lot. This lot was 
granted by the selectmen of Salem to 
James Symonds of Salem, a joiner, April 
5, 1672; and he continued to own it until 
his decease in 1714, when the lot was 
valued at thirty pounds. 

Nathaniel Silsbee House. This lot was 
granted by the selectmen of Salem to Na- 
thaniel Silsbee of Salem April 5, 1672. 
He erected a house upon the lot, and died 
possessed of the estate about 1718, ad- 
ministration being granted on his estate 
July 3, 1724. The estate remained un- 
divided until Jan. 23, 1755, when a di- 
vision took place. The house and lot 
were then valued at four hundred pounds. 
The estate was assigned to the eldest son 
Nathaniel Silsbee of Salem, housewright. 
Mr. Silsbee owned the property until his 
death Jan. 2, 1769, having devised it to 
his son William Silsbee. The house was 
gone before 1778, while the lot was 
owned by William Silsbee. 

Sarah Manning House. ‘This lot was 
granted to Thomas Beadle by the town 
on or before April 15,1672.f Mr. Beadle 
was of Salem, mariner, and proceeded, 
sometime after the date of the grant, to 
erect a house upon the lot ; but before he 
had completed the house, for thirty-four 
pounds sterling, he conveyed to Robert 
Stone of Salem, seaman, ‘‘ the frame of a 
dwelling house, soe far as the carpenters 
work was now done to it, as it stands, 
raised, with all ye clabords, boards & 
shingles that belongs to it, & now lyes 
in place at or neere the said frame, with 
six windowes to be sett up, according to

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my first agreement with the carpenter, 
alsoe y® ground y® sd frame stands upon 
& is there adjoining, that belonges 
thereto,’ etc. being this lot, April 12, 
1676.* Mr. Stone died before June 24, 
1690, when the inventory of his estate 
was taken, possessed of the house in 
which his daughter Sarah and her hus- 
band Jacob Manning then lived. The 
house, shop and lot were appraised at 
fifty pounds. Mrs. Manning apparently 
became the sole owner of the house and 
lot ; and died before Oct. 25, 1756, when 
administration was granted upon her es- 
tate. 
house ’’ and together with the land, was 
appraised at fifty three pounds, six 
shillings and eight pence. The 
estate was divided Dec. 31, 1756, among 
the children of the deceased, Katherine 
Berry, Mary Booth and Sarah Manning 
being assigned the western half of the 
house and lot, and Samuel Manning and 
Benjamin Manning the eastern half. John 
Booth of Salem, laborer, and wife Mary, 
and Sarah Manning of Salem, spinster, 
for seventeen pounds, fifteen shillings and 
six pence, conveyed their interest to their 
sister Katharine Berry of Salem, widow, 
Jan.1,1757.t Mrs. Berry, for twenty- 
six pounds, thirteen shillings and three 
pence, conveyed the interest she then pos- 
sessed to her brother Benjamin Manning 
of Salem, mariner, Oct. 20, 1757.} 
Samuel Manning of Oxford, gunsmith, 
for five pounds, six shillings and eight 
pence, conveyed his fifth interest in the 
house and lot to Benjamin Manning Oct. 
27, 1756.§ Benjamin removed the old 
house before 1768, when he died. 

Mary Cheever House, and Samuel 
Cheever and Samuel Hayward Lots. 
These lots comprised the lot of land 
which was granted by the selectmen of 
Salem to Peter Cheever of Salem, glover, 
April 5, 1672. He conveyed, for eighteen 
pounds and one shilling, the southwestern

The house was then called “an old © 
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portion (within the dashes) of the Samu 
el Hayward lot with a shop thereon, to 
Nathaniel Beadle, 3d, of Salem, cord- 
wainer, March 31, 1699.* Mr. Beadle, 
for nineteen pounds and sixteen shillings, 
conveyed the same property to Samuel 
Hayward of Salem, cooper, Aug. 26, 
1699.* Mr. Cheever died possessed of 
the remainder of this entire lot in the 
summer of 1699, having in his will de- 
vised the remainder of the Samuel Hay- 
ward lot to his son Peter Cheever. 
Peter, who also lived in Salem, glover, 
for seven pounds, conveyed it to Samuel 
Hayward Nov. 22, 1699 ;f and Mr. Hay- 
ward owned the whole of his lot for several 
years after 1700. 

Mr. Cheever devised the lot marked 
‘Samuel Cheever,’’ and the butcher’s 
shop thereon, to his son Samuel Cheever 
of Salem, seaman, who conveyed the 
property, for fourteen pounds and five 
shillings, to Thomas Medcalf of Ipswich, 
husbandman, Jan. 3, 1699-1700.{ 

Mr. Cheever devised the remainder of 
his lot and the house to his wife Mary 
Cheever, the house and the portion of 
the lot he then possessed being valued at 
one hundred and ten pounds. Mrs. 
Cheever, for eighty-five pounds, conveyed 
the house called “a small old house,” and 
ten rods of land around it to James Cheev- 
er of Salem, turner, March 7, 1727-8.§ 
Mr. Cheever removed the house before 
1763, when his death occurred. 

Richard Prince House. This lot was 
granted by the town in town meeting 
7:1 mo: 1669-70, to Richard Prince, jr., 
the records being as follows: ‘“ Graunted 
that Rich Prince Jun shall purchafe a 
houfe lott of the fame quantity in the 
Range of land next to Daniell Rumbals ;” 
and the selectmen, at a meeting Sept. 25, 
1671, “ Laid out to m™ Richard Prince A 
houfe lott downe in the Common Right 
ouer Against Michel Chaplmans houfe, 
and he is to pay the Towne fiue pownds

tor it; for w™ is debito™ to the Towne 
Still. it Containes in Length running 
North and South, about Seauen rodd & 
fower foote and in breadth fower rodd & 
halfe.’ Mr. Prince died in September, 
1702, haying in his will devised the estate 
to his three sons Richard, Joseph and 
John equally. Joseph died in 1703, and 
John soon afterward. Richard was his 
brothers’ heir. He lived here, and took 
down the house, building a new one in its 
place, some years before his death, which 
occurred in or before 1753.

SALEM IN 1700, NO. 19. 
BY SIDNEY PERLEY. 


The map on page 75 represents that 
part of Salem which is bounded by Essex 
street, Washington square, Winter street, 
Bridge street and Collins cove. It is 
based on actual surveys and title deeds, 
and is drawn on a scale of three hundred 
feet to an inch. It shows the location of 
all houses that were standing there in 
1700. 

The brace marked ‘‘a” shows where 
Arbella street begins on Bridge street ; 
““b’’, Webbstreet ; ‘‘c’’, Pleasant street ; 
“qd”, Pickman street; “e”, Andrew 
street; ‘‘f”, Briggs street; “g’’, Board- 
man street; and ‘“h’’, Forrester street. 

Essex street was called a street or 
highway in 1667; ye street, 1675; ye 
country road, 1690; ye highway or main 
street, 1695 ; the main street,1725 ; and 
Essex street in 1796. 

Washington square east next Essex 
street was only a little more than half as 
wide in the early days as it is now. It 
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was called Thomas Beadle’s lane in 1700 ; 
Ives lane, 1756; the common, 1794; 
Pleasant street, 1809; and has recently 
been called Washington Square East. 
That part of Forrester street next to 
Essex street was a passage from the main 
road to the cove. Before the Edward 
Bishop lot was granted (in 1663), that 
lot constituted the passage, but after the 
grant of that lot to Jeremiah Butman in 
1673, the way was changed to its present 
location. It was called a lane or highway 
down to ye cove in 1667; a lane, 1747; 
Gerrish’s lane, 1794; East street, 1804; 
and Forrester street in 1862. That part 
of the street running parallel with Essex 


ystreet.was laidzout over:common land as,” . 


,eatly as 1767. It was called the street 
lately laid out Aug. 16, 1793; the street, 
1793; a new street, 1794; street leading 
from the common to the neck, 1799; 
East street, 1809; and Forrester street 
in 1870. 

The creek was an outlet for the ponds 
and swamp which now constitute Wash- 
ington square. The creek was called the 
cove that goeth to the neck in 1662; 
Tuck’s cove or creek, 1663; a cove, 
1667; a kind of a creek, 1675; a small 
creek next the common land, 1683; ye 
creek or town common, 1700; the creek, 
1732; a small creek next ye common, 
1765; flats of Collins’ cove, 1791; the 
cove, 1794; Gerrish’s gutter, 1804; the 
gutter, 1826; flats, 1850; creek, 1858; 
and the brook in 1862. So it was open 
to some extent until the latter date. It 
must have been filled very soon afterward. 
Writing in 1790, Dr. William Bentley 
called this creek “ the run of water which 
flows from the Common to Neckgate.”’ 

The dotted lines represent the rear lim- 
its of the original grants; the parts 
beyond were encroachments upon the 
common land before March 17, 1692-3; 
when the town voted that the several 
parties who had so encroached should 
pay for the land so taken; and that the 
owners are to keep open the creek that 
the water may freely pass and not annoy 
the inhabitants that live above them in 
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SALEM IN 1700. 


the low swampy ground. When the 
common land shown on the map lying in 
the rear of the row of lots was granted to 
the owners of the adjoining lots, in 1793, 
a condition was inserted in each deed 
that the common shore should be forever 
kept open at the expense of the grantees. 

In the original layout of the town a 
way eight feet in width was reserved along 
the water’s edge ; and as such the narrow 
path is mentioned on the south side of 
the creek in 1757. It continued to be a 
way until Forrester street was constructed, 
before 1793. 

Collins cove was called the cove in 
1664 ; the salt water, 1725 ; ye sea, 1737 ; 
a beach or river,::1787 ; river or creek, 

1788; and Collins cove in 1858. 

Dr. William Bentley, writing in 1790, 
stated that the point of land constituting 
the eastern end of George Hodges’ lot 
was called Virgin point, “‘ from three old 
maidens who lived near it, the place being 
now to be seen.’’ The three “ old maid- 
ens ” were probably Mary and Hannah 
Hodges and their widowed sister Sarah 
Archer, children of George Hodges. 

Doctor Bentley writes further that the 
part of the cove next to the Parkman pas- 
ture was called Shallop cove. 

The lane anciently running from the 
bend in Forrester street to Shallop cove 
was in existence as early as 1664, and 
probably was located before the lots were 
granted at the first settlement of the 
town. At a town meeting held March 
19, 1721-2, the town of Salem voted to 
sell this (then called Hodges) lane for 
five pounds; and, according to Doctor 
Bentley’s journal, it was granted to Gama- 
liel Hodges Dec. 3, 1722. Doctor Bent- 
ley states that it was about twenty-four feet 
in width and twenty-five rods in length. 

Washington square was called ye com- 
mon commonly called the training place 
in 1664; ye town common, 1681; ye 
common or training field, 1689; Salem 
training place, 1709 ; ye training common, 
I711}; ye training field, 1749; and away 
or common land of Salem in 1767. 
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Arbella street was laid out Dec. 24, 
1860. 

Webb street was laid out in May, 
1797: 

Andrew street was laid out Aug. 21, 
1820. 

Pickman street was laid out May 17, 
1824; and was so called in 1829. 

Pleasant street was laid out in 1796, 
as'‘on December twelfth of that year it is 
described as “a street now staked out 
which is a continuation from Pleasant 
street to Bridge street;’’ was accepted 
by the town Sept. 2, 17973 and was 
called Pleasant street in 1801. 

Briggs street was laid out in March, 
1837, and was at first called. Briggs court. °° 

Boardmafi street was laid out July 15, 
1879. 

The ancient lane running along the 
southwestern side of the Parkman pasture, 
about eighteen feet wide, was the early 
way to the ferry and first settlement. 
This was used until Winter street was 
opened in or before 1668. After ‘that 
time, John Neal fenced in the lane until 
Jan. 24, 1681-2, when the selectmen of 
Salem determined that Lt. Jeremiah 
Neale, as executor to the estate of his 
father John Neale, deceased, and in the 
behalf of the rest of his relations unto 
whom it may belong shall ‘ haue hould 
and peacably Enjoy the lane of the towne 
of aboute Eighteene foote wide which 
was betweene m* John Gedneys paftore 
land, and y® land ot the Sayd Neales & 
now Incloafed by neale.’”’* 

Winter street was included in the lots 
of Nicholas Hayward (or, Howard) and 
John Neale before it was laid out in or 
before 1668. The southwestern portion 
of the strip, about three-fourths of an 
acre belonged to Mr. Neale, and the rest, 
about one acre, was owned by Mr. How- 
ard.* Winter street was called ye high- 
way in 1682; highway or common land, 
1790; the highway leading from Salem 
common toward Essex bridge, 1792; 
and Winter street in 1794.

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Bridge street was one of the earliest 
roads in Salem, and was called the coun- 
try road which goeth from Salem meeting 
house to the ferry in 1681; ye highway, 
1698; ye highway y‘ leads downe to y® 
ferry leading to Beverly, 1713; Ferry 
lane, 1743; and Bridge street in 1794. 

In the sketches that follow, after 1700, 
titles and deeds referred to pertain to the 
houses and land under and adjoining and 
not always to the whole lot, the design 
being, after that date, to give the history 
of the houses then standing principally. 

Thomas Beadle House. That part of 
this lot lying easterly of the dashes was 
a part of the lot of John Turner, who died 
Oct. 9, 1680, at the age of thirty-six. It 


«descended tohis several ehildréti, who 


were all very young, and his son John 
Turner of Salem, merchant, for sixteen 
pounds, conveyed it to Thomas Beadle of 
Salem, innkeeper, June 4, 1695.* How 
John Turner had the right to convey 
more than his inherited interest in this lot 
does not appear. 

That part of the lot lying westerly of 
the dashes was the house lot granted by 
the selectmen of Salem, Aug. 7, 1672, to 
John Robinson in the following words: 
*¢Jn° Robinfon the Taylor, hath liberty 
Granted him to have a houfe lott in the 
Comon on the Same tearmes as other 
men haue theirs.” Mr. Robinson built a 
dwelling house, barn and shop thereon 
and resided there. He conveyed the es- 
tate (in exchange with Mr. Beadle for his 
residence) to Mr. Beadle, who then con- 
ducted an inn across the street, June 18, 
1695.¢ Mr. Beadle died May 23, 1700, 
possessed of the whole lot and the build- 
ings. The estate was then valued at two 
hundred pounds. The house then had a 
kitchen, new room, north room, south 
chamber, north chamber, etc. His wid- 
ow and administratrix Elizabeth Beadle, 
who was then widow of Capt. Thomas 
Dean, and Mr. Beadle’s children, Benja- 
min Beadle, cordwainer, and Thomas

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Beadle, mariner, all of Salem, for two 
hundred and twenty-five pounds, cop- 
veyed the house, barn, shop and land to 
Benjamin Ives of Salem, glazier, Nov. 12, 
1715.* Captain Ives lived here, and 
died possessed of the estate in 1752. 
The mansion house and land around it 
were then valued at two hundred and six- 


ty-six pounds, thirteen shillings, and four 


pence. Three years later it was valued 
at two hundred and forty pounds. Cap- 
tain Ives devised the estate to his: daugh- 
ters Elizabeth, Mary, Abigail, Martha and 
Margaret. ‘To Mary, then wife of John 
Crowninshield of Salem, shipwright, the 
other children, John Ives, tanner, Eliza- 
beth Ives, Abigail Ives, Martha Ives and 


’ Margaret Ives, all sffiristers, and ‘All* of 


Salem, released the estate Oct. 25, 1756.T 
Mr. Crowninshield died, and his widow 
Mary Crowninshield of Salem, for one 
hundred and eighty pounds, conveyed 
the estate to her son ‘Clifford Crownin- 
shield, mariner, June 29,1791.{ Clifford 
Crowninshield removed the house soon 
after. 

Abial Turner Lot. John Turner 
owned this lot early and died possessed 
of it Oct. 9, 1680. The estate passed to 
his son, John Turner, who died in 1692, 
possessed of it. His real estate was not 
divided until March 22, 1696-7, when 
this lot was assigned to his daughter Abial 
Turner. It was then valued at thirty-two 
pounds and eleven shillings. She owned 
it until Jan. 22,1705, when, for forty- 
five pounds, she conveyed it to Joseph 
Andrews of Boxford, yeoman. § 

Christopher Babbidge House. This lot 
was probably granted to Christopher Bab- 
bidge before 1683. when he was its owner. 
He was living in 1711, and apparently 
died soon afterward, possessed of the 
lot and house which he erected thereon. 
This was one of the best houses in the 
neighborhood, the staircase still contain- 
ing the ancient newel posts and balusters,

the ancient leathern fire buckets. In the 
west lower room of this house met the 
committee of the East or Second church 
to consider the plans of its first meeting 
house which was built on the opposite 
side of the street in 1717. The estate 
was next owned by his son Christopher 
Babbidge of Salem, cordwainer, who died 


in 1755, when the house, barn and land 


were appraised at one hundred and fifty- 
three pounds, six shillings and eight 
pence. The administratrix of the estate, 
for the payment of debts, for one 
hundred and fifty pounds, conveyed the 
estate to Richard Derby of Salem, mer- 
chant, Nov. 8, 1757.* Mr. Derby died 
Nov. —,~-7g83,° having devised ‘to“his 
daughter Mary Crowninshield “the House 
in which she lately dwelt now occupied 
by Joseph Moses with the Land under 
& adjoining thereto, it being nearly op- 
posite the meeting house in the East 
Parish in Salem with the appurtenances 
which I purchased of Christopher Bab- 
bidge’s heirs.’”’ The devisee was the wife 
of George Crowninshield of Salem, mer- 
chant, and for, thirty-five hundred dollars, 
they conveyed the house and lot to James 
Cheever of Salem, merchant, Aug. 24, 
1799. Captain Cheever died Sept. 23, 
1839, possessed of the house and lot, 
which were then valued at three thousand 
dollars. His children, Sally Cook, and 
her husband Samuel Cook of Salem, mer- 
chant, James W. Cheever, of Salem, 
merchant, Ruth Shepard, widow, of Lodi, 
Ill., and Maria Cheever of Salem, single- 
woman, for two thousand and seventy- 
five dollars, conveyed the house, store 
and land to Phineas R. Weston of Salem, 
trader, June 1, 1840. Mr. Weston, in 
1859, cut off the eastern end of the 
house, and removed that portion to Grant 
street, where it still stands. For three 
thousand dollars, he conveyed the estate 
to George R. Curwen of Salem Oct. 25,

1867; * and Mr. Curwen conveyed it, for 
the same consideration, to Emily L. 
Weston, wife of said Phineas, on the same 
day.* In 1861, Mr. Weston called the 
house “ my old house.” Leverett Tur- 
ner and his wife Ellen, in her right, and 
Alice Weston, singlewoman, all of Salem, 
apparently heirs of Mr. Weston, for two 
thousand and sixty-five dollars, conveyed

the house and lot to Charles Bowker of 
Salem July 21, 1885.{ Mr. Bowker still 
owns and resides inthe house. ‘The en- 
graving of the house shows it as it ap- 
peared seventy-five years ago, before the 
radical changes were made.
